I fbould apelogife for troubling the World with ano- 
ther, But all I foall fay as to that Matter is, that whoever 
will give themfelves the Trouble of comparing this Tranflation 
of mine with thofe that have gane before it, will find a Diffe- 
renceup and down in the Senfe, and if they are well frilled 
in the Language and Antiquities of the Romans, or if not, 
will but bave Recourfe to the beft Commentators, toey will, 
I flatter myfelf, find fuch a Reafon for that Difference, as 
will make the Comparifon turn to my Advantage in that Re- 
fpett. And as to the. Language, if the Reader cannot per- 
ceive mine to be more eafy, fmooth, concife, and proper, than 
that of former Tranflations, it will be fearce poffible for me, 
by any Words of mine, to make him fenfible of it, or at leaf 
require a long and tedious Comparifon for that Purpofe; 
which may look invidious in me to undertake ; and therefore I 
foall fave myfelf that Trouble , as being content to ftand or 
fall by the Sentence that fhall be pronounced by the moft able 
Judges of tbe Englifh Tongue, who may be difpofed to under- 
go the Pains of making fuch a Comparifon themfelves, for 
their own or other People’s Satisfattion. I fhall only add, 
that I judged it requifite and ufeful to the Publick, upon feveral 
Accounts, to have a Tranflation of SuETONIUS publifbed 
together with the Original ; and as that was a Freedom I

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I hope be may for the future, meet with more refpeclful and 
favaurable Ufage from the Teachers of the Latin Tongue. 
Lam fure they will find their own Account in a civil Recep- 
tion of him in this Drefs, with Regard to their Eafe and 
Credit both. I do mot indeed pretend to have cleared up all 
the Difficulties in him by my Tranflation , that is impoffible 
to be done in [ucb an Author, fo full of Hints and Touches 
upon antient Rites and Cufloms : And therefore I was once 
minded to have given bim to the Publick in a different Form, 
with large Notes and Refle&ions upon bim. But confidering 
that the Price of fuch a Book, would be a great Obffacle to 
its Admiffion into our Schools, to which I was defirous 10 re- 
commend fo ufeful an Author, I laid afide that Projett. The 
Book, in its prefent Form, will, I hope, be found exceeding 
ufeful, not only in our Schools, but out of them too, to fuch 
Gentlemen as are defirous to improve themfelves in the Lan- 
guage and Hiftory of the Romans together. With rejpett 
to fuch Difficulties as no Tranflation can effectually and tho- 
roughly clear up, the Reader may have Recourfe to KENNET’S 
or Rostnus’s Antiquities: One of which Books, if not 
both, all that meddle with tbe Study of the Latin Tongue, 
foould be fure 10 be provided with. Nay, as KENNET’S i5 
but a compendious Syftem, it would be proper for a Reader, 
that bas little or no Knowledge of Antiquity, to give that 
Book a careful Perufal more than once, before be undertakes 
the Reading of SuETONIUS. 

The great Ujefulnefs of tbe Claffick Authors, publifbed with 
juft end proper Tranflations, is fo very apparent, that I 
wonder no Body bas attempted any thing of this Kind before 
aie. Englifo Tranflations indeed of many of them have been 
publifoed by themfelves, as being defigned I fuppofe purely for 
the Ufe of fuch as are wholly ignorant of the Latin Tongue, 
by prefenting them, for their Information or: Amufement, 
with that in Englifh, which they could not come at in the 
Original, without any further View or Intention at all. But 
then fuch Tranflations may be of tbe greateft Ufe for other 
important Purpofes, upon account of which it is bigbly conve- 
uient 1o have them publifbed along with tbe Originals. As, 

1. Clafick Authors fo publifbed will be vaftly ferviceable 
for the eafy and fpeedy Improvement of fuch, as having. but 
a very fmall Acquaintance with the Latin Tongue, are def- 

rou 
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rous of attaining a competent Skill therein, fo as to read 
Authors of all Sorts freely and familiarly. — 4 do not fay that 
proper Tranflations, wherein a good deal of Freedom is 
taken of departing from the Letter, or Words of the Origi- 
nal, are at all for the Purpofe of fuch as are wholly ignorant 
of the Latin Tongue, to begin with, in order to the Learn~ 
ing of that Language. No. Such ought in the firjt Place 
to make ufe of Literal Tranflations, "till they bave got & 
pretty general Acquaintance with Words, after which they 
may proceed to fuch as are free and proper, by the Help 
whereof they will read an Author fubftantially over ma 
fourtb Part of tbe Time, they could do without, to [peak 
within Compafs. This I prefume is too evident to admit of 
any Difpute among ft thofe that are mot wilfully blind: And 
yet, as if fome Infatuation had been upon the Minds of Men 
univerfally, this obvious Ufe of Tranflations, as well literal 
as proper, bas been, "till of late, wholly overlook’d in the 
teaching of the Latin Tongue, though the Advantage of Tran- 
flations for the learning of the Greek bas been as univerfally 
acknowledged: A Thing monftrous and unaccountable, that 
in two Cafes exaétly parrallel, the World fbould judge and 
praétife fo very differently and inconfiftently. 

2. The publifbing ef the Claffick Authors, with proper 
bandfome Tranflations, will be very convenient for thofe that 
are defireus to attain a Faculty of writing and {peaking La- 
tin with Propriety and Readinejs. The Way will be for 
them to read the Original and Tranflation together, * till they 
can readily render the latter into the Words of the Original 
Latin precifely and exa&ly. And 1 foall be bold to fay, that 
this is far beyond every Thing elfe that can be done, for the 
eafy and ready Attainment of a good Latin Style. But having 
fpoken to this Point in my Essay vPON Stupy, I forbear 
farther enlarging upon it bere. 

3. Another Uje that may be made of the fine Latin Au- 
thors, publifhed together with elegant Tranflations, is for the 
eafy quick Attainment of a good Englifh Style. And the 
Way thereto is bere again for a Perfon to compare the Ori- 
ginal and Tranflation togetber, "till be is able to render the 
Latin Text very readily into the precife Words of the Trau- 
flation. This likewife is fo apparently of the greateft and 
moft excellent Uje for the Purpofe of Writing and Speaking

LESAR loft bis father, when 
be was in the fixteenth year of 
his age; and the year after 
was chofen prieft of Fupiters 
and divorced Coffutia, who was only of an 
equeftrian family, but very rich, and had 
been contracted to bim when under aget 
upon which be married Cornelia the daugb- 
er of Cinna, who was four times conful, 
by whom he bad foon after bis daughter 
Julia. Nor could the Dictator Sylla by 
any means oblige bim to part with ber : 
Sor which reafan he was punifbed with the 
lofs of his facerdotal office, bis lady's far- 
tune, and the eflate of bis anceflors, and 
was reckoned of the oppofite party s info- 
much that be was obliged to abftond, and 
to change his quarters almofl every night, 
(tho be was at that time ill of a quartan 
ague) and alfo to redeem bimfelf out of the 
hands of fucb as were upon tbe fearcb for 
him, till by the interceffion of tbe Vefial 
virgins, of Mamercus /Emilius, and Au- 
relius Cotta, gentlemen allied to him both 
by blood and marriage, be procured bis 
pardon. It’s very certain, that Sylla, af- 
ter he had a long time withftood the im- 
portunity of his beft friends, and perfons 
of the hight rank, upon their perfifiing 
in their fuit for bim, was at laf prevail- 
ed upon, but cried out, whether from a di- 
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fe (üve divinitus, five aliqua 
conjeCtura) Vincerent, ac fibi ba- 
berent: dummodo feirent, eum, 
quem incolumem tantopere cupe- 
renty quandoque optimatum parti- 
bus, quas fecum fimul defendiffe nt, 
exitio futurum; nam Ca/fari 
multos Marios ineff.

many Marius's in him. 

2. He firft entered the fervice of bis 
country in the wars, under the command of 
the Pretor M. Thermus in Afia, as one of 
bis retinue of gentlemen: by whom being 
difpatched into Bithynia to fetch from 
thence a fleet, be flayed loitering fo long in 
the court of Nicomedes, that it gave occa- 
fron to a report of a criminal familiarity 
betwixt bim and that prince: which 
Spread ftill more upon his hafty return in- 
to Bithynia, under colour of exa@ing a 
debt due to a freed-man bis client. His 
other behaviour in that Jervice was 
without blemifh; and upon the taking of 
Mitylene by form, he was prefented by 
Thermus with the civic crown. 

3. He Jerved likewife in Cilicia under 
Servilius Jfauricus, but for a fort time. 
For upon advice of Sylla's death, having 
conceived hopes of fome advantage from a 
new commotion that was attempted by M. 
Lepidus, be returned in all bafle to Rome; 
but would have no concern with Lepidus in 
his defign, tho’ be was tempted with very 
great offers made bim y as well from a dif- 
truft of bis abilities to go through with it, 
as alfo becaufe be found the times lefi fa- 
vourable to fuch a proje& than be bad 
imagined. 

4. However, after this buflle was laid 
he impeached Cornelius Dolabella, a confu- 
lar gentleman, who bad bad the honour of 
a triumph, for extortion; and upon bis 
acquittal refolved to retire to Rhodes, as 
well to decline the publick odium this pro- 
ceeding bad brought upon bim, as alfo for 
the more quiet profecution of bis fudies, 
under that celebrated mafler of rhetorick 
Apollonius the fon of Molon. "As be was 

Sailing thither in the awvinter feafon, be was 
taken by pirates near the ifland of Phar-

of a religious folemnity, that the fenate 
ordered a commiffron of enquiry about it. 

7. In bis office of queftor, Spain fell 
to his lot; «bere, when, by commiffion 
Jfrom the praetor, be was going the cir- 
cuit of the province, for the adminifiration 
of juftice, and was arrived at Gades, up- 
on fight of a flatue of Alexander the Great, 
in the temple of Hercules, he fetched a figh; 
and as if deeply concerned at bis former in- 
activity, because nothing memorable bad as 
yet been done by bim, at an age, at which 
Alexander had conquered the world, he 
immediately fued for bis difcbarge, in or- 
der to lay bold upon the firft opportunity, 
that might prefent in the city, for greater 
atchievements. And upon his being much 
diffurbed at a-dream ‘the night after, 
aobertin he fancied he laid with his 
mother, the interpreters of dreams fill'd 
him with mighty hopes, pretending that 
the empire of tbe world was thereby pra- 
mifed bim s fince the mother, be bad fien 
thus fubjetted to bim, was no other than 
the earth, the common parent of all 
nen. 


8. Wherefore quitting tbe province, be- 
Sore his time init was up, he apply 'd bim- 
Self to the Latin colonies, at that time full 
of a defign of folliciting for the freedom of 
Rome ; and would have put them upon fome 
bold attempt, had not the confuls, to prevent 
it, detained for fome time the legions that 
had been raifed for the service of Cilicia; 
and notwithflanding foon after be made a 
greater attempt in the city itfelf. 

9. For a few days before be entered upon 
the edilefoip, be fell under a Jufpicion of 
engaging in a confbiracy with M. Craffus

a confular gentleman, Publius Sylla and L, 
Autronius, who, after they had been chofen 
confuls, were condemned for bribery, to fall 
upon the fenate, in the beginning of the year, 
and murder as many of them as fhould be 
thought proper for their purpofe, upon which 
raffus was to have affumed the office of 
dictator, and appoint bim bis mafler of the 
borje s and then, after they bad fettled the 
commonwealth according to their pleafure, 
the confulhip was to be reftored to Sylla 
and Autronius. Tanufius Geminus bas taken 
notice of this confpiracy in bis biffory, as alfa 
M. Bibulus in bis edicts, and Q. Curio the 
father in bis orations. Cicero too Jeems to 
hint at the fame in a letter toAxius, where- 
in he fays, that Cafar had in bis conful- 
ff ipfecured to himfelfthat arbitrary power, 
be bad afpired after when. he was Adile. 
Tanufius adds, that Craffus from remorfe 
or fear, did not appear upon the day ap- 
pointed for the maffacre of the fenate s. for 
which reafon Ceefar did not give the fignal, 
which it bad been agreed among ft them he 
Jbouid. The agreement Curio Jays was, that 
be foould flip bis toga from bis. fboulder ; 
the fame Curio, and. M. A&orius Nafo too 
write, that be was concerned in another 
confpiracy with young Cn. Pifa; to whom, 
n a fufpicion of fame mifchief a brewing 
in the city, theprovince of Spainwas given 
out of courfey by way of prevention. That 
Lowever it was agreed betwixt shem that 
Pifo foould make an infurreion againft 
the government abroad, whilf the other 
did the fame in the city, by the means of 
the people inhabiting the country lying 
along the river Lambrus, and beyond the 
Po; but that this defign of their's was 
prevented by the death of Pifo. 

10. Ln bis eedilefbip, be not only beau- 
tified the comitium, with the ref of the 
Sorum, and the courts adjacent, but the ca- 
pitol too, with piazzas, for the time 
of his being in office only ; that in them he 
might expofeto view part of the vafl pre- 
parations be was making for the diverfion 
of the people, whom*he entertained with 
the hunting of wild beafls, and plays, both 
in conjunction with bis colleague, and by 
himfelf; fo that he alane run away with

all the credit of the expence they were jointly 
at, infomuch that his colleague, M, Bibulus 
could not forbear taking notice, that hewas 
Served juft like Pollux: for as the temple 
ereéted in the forum to the tavo brothers, was 
called Caffor’s only ; fo his and Cafar’s mu- 
nificence was imputed to Caefar alone. Over 
and above all the refi, Cefar added an en- 
tertainment of gladiators, but with fewer 
pairs than he had defigned: for having 
alarmed bis enemies with the numerous come 
pany of them he had got together from all 
parts, an a& paff the fenate, to limit the 
number of gladiators, which none for the 
Suture feould be allawed to exceed. 

11. Having thus gained the good graces 
of the people, he engaged a part of the tri- 
bunesina defign to procure for him the pro- 
vince of Ag spt by a decree of the com- 
mons s the pretence for Juch an extraordina- 
ry proceeding was, that the Alexandrians 
had by violence forced away the king, who 
bad by the fenate been complimented with 
the title of an ally and friend of the Ro- 
man people, which was refented by the peo- 
ple in general; but he could not carry his 
point, by reafon of the oppofition from the 
party of the nobility. And therefore to 
Jeffen their authority, by all the ways and 
means in bis power, be again fet up tbe tra- 
pbies erected in honour of C. Marius, upon 
account of bis congue? of Fugurtha, the 
Cimbri and the Teutoni, that had formerly 
been demolifoed by Sylla; and in fitting as 
Judge upon murther, be treated all thofe as 
murtherers, who, in the late profcription, 
had received money out of the treafury, Sor 


bringing in the beads of fuch of their fellow citizens as bad been profcribed, 
tho they bad been excepted by Sylla’s own laws.

12. He likewife procured one to impeach 
C. Babirius for treason, by whofe effifance 
chiefly, the fenate bad a few years before 
quafbed the feditious defigns of L. Satur- 
nimus the tribune. And being drawn by 
lot one of the judges of his trial, he difco- 
vered fo much eagernefs to procure fentence 
againft bim, that upon his appealing to the 
people, nothing did bim fo much Service as 
the bitterne/s of his judge.

the office of bigh-prieft, not without the 


moft profufe briberyim aginable; uponwhich, 
confid: ring the greatne/s of the debts be bad 
contracted, be is reported to bave faid ta his 
mother, when Jhe ife d bim at bis going 
out in tbe morning to the election, that be 
would never come home again, unlefs be was 
made bigh-prieft. And he fo buffied tava 
competitors of the greatefl power and in:e- 
refi in the city, and much fuperior to bim 
both in age and dignity, that he had more 
votes in thei ir own tribes, than they both bad 
in all together. 
14. Upon bis being chofe praetor, Ca- 
tiline’s con/pir acy came out ; and tho’ the 
whole fenate inclined to infli@ capital pu- 
nifoment upon all fuch, as foould appear te 
be concerned in that villainy, be alone ad- 
vifed to confi{cate their slates, and impri- 
Jon their perfons Jeparately in the boroughe 
towns of Italy... Nay, and ftruck fo great 
a terror into thofe that advifed to greater 
Jeverities, by now and then reprefenting to 
them, what a general odium they would im 
time bring upon themfelves from the come 
monalty, by fuch a proceeding, that Decimus 
Silanus conful ele& thought fit to qualify bis 
advice, becaufe it was not very honourable 
to changeit, by a foftening interpretation, 
as if it had been um derfiood in a barfber 
fenfe thant be defigned it ; and Cefar would 
certainly have carried bis point Paving now 
bro ugh t over a gr eat many to fide with bim, 
aed « among ft them Cicero the conful’s bra- 
ther, had nota qus of M. Cato fpirited 
up the boufe with new vigor. But uot- 
wi th} Hand "E the he fill pe rfified to ob- 
fru the bufine/s, "tall a body of the eque- 
rian order, that flood under arms as a 
guard, upon bit purfuing his point with ea» 
gerne/s, threatned bim with death, holding 
up their drawn Jwords at bim, infomuch 
that thofe that fat next him moved off, and 
a few friends with much ada protected bitms 
by getting him in their arms, and holding 
their togas before him. At ushich being

quite difcouraged, be riot only dropt the matter, but declined bis attendance im 
the boufe for all the reft of that year.

numbers, and fully refolved to oppofe bim, 
he dropped the defign. 


16. He likewife flood very refalutely by 
Cecilius Metellus tribune of the commons, 
in bis preferring fome very feditious bill to 
the people, in [pite of all oppofition from bis 
colleagues, till they were both by a vote of 
the houfe difplaced. He ventured notawith- 
fianding to continue in his office, of admini- 
frering juflice ; but finding fome prepared to 
hinder bim by force of arms, be difmiffed 
his officers, threw off his gown, and got 
privately home with arefolution to be quiet, 
fince the times run fo ftrong againft bim. 
He likewife pacified the mob, that in two 
days after gathered about bim, and in a 
riotous manner offered him their affiftance, 
Sor the vindication of his honour. Which 
happening contrary to expectation, the fe- 
nate, who had met in all baffe upon occafíon 
of this tumult, gave him their thanks by 
Some of their leading members of the bouje, 
Sent for bim, and after they bad highly com- 
mended his behaviour, cancelled their fer- 
mer vote, and reftored him to his place.

17. But he fell again into a frefh dan- 
ger, being named among tbe accomplices of 
Catiline, both before Novius Niger the 
guefor, by the informer L. Vettius, and in 
the fenate by 9. Curius ; Jor wubom re- 
wards bad been votedinconfideration of bis 
having firft difcovered the defigns of the 
confpirators. — Curius faid be received his 
information from Catiline: Vettius. like- 
wife promifed to produce his own band 
writing in evidence againfl him, which he 
bad given Catiline. Cafar refenting this 
ufage as intolerable, appealed toCiciro bim- 
Self, if he bad not voluntarily made a aif- 
covery to bim of fome particulars of the con- 
Jpiracy, and fo baulked Curius of the re- 
wards defigned bim. Vettius he obliged to

18. After bis praetor) p he got by lot the 
province:of further Spain, and got rid of 
his creditors, that wer € for flopping bim, by 
giving them fecur ity; and contrary tototh 
law and cuflom, went off, before the ufual 
allowance from the trézfary was made him 
Sor his equipage : whether from the appre- 
benfion of anvimpeachment, after the expi- 
ration of his office; which was intended; or 
out of bafle torelieve tbe allies, that ear- 
nefily defired his prefence,is uncertain. And 
after he bad brought the province to a peace- 
able fettlement, did-with thefamehafte, and 
without watting for his fucceffor,lear eit;to 
Jue for a.triumpb and the confulfpip. But as 
the day of election was already fixed by pro- 
clamation, and confequently he could not be 
admitted as a candidate, unlefs be entered 
the town asa private perfon, be fued hard 
Sor a fufpenfion of tbe laws in bis favour s 


but as this was mucho posed, be found himfelf obliged to lay afide the thoughts 
of a triumpb, lef? be foould be baulked of the conful/bip.

Upon which the 
party of the mobility, fearing he would pufb 
at all in that hig b off ces with a colleague 
cd Bibulus to pro- 
‘them contributed

20. After be was entered upon bis office, 
be ordered tbe adts of the fenate and people 
too, to be daily committed to writing and 
publifoed, which bad never been done be- 
Sore: and revived an old cuftom, of bav- 
ing an accenfus walk before bim, and bis 
liGors follow him, every other month that 
he bad not tbe fafces. Upon bis preferring 
a bill to the people for a divifton of fome 
publick lands, be was oppofed by his col- 
league, but drove him out of the forum. 
This he complained of the day after in the 
fenate, but no body having the courage to 
move or advife the houfe upon fuch a con- 
flernation, which yet bad been often done 
upon lefs difturbances, be was fo difcourag- 
ed, that "till be quitted bis office; he kept 
clofe at home, and only endeavoured to 
obfirud proceedings by bis proclamations. 
From that time therefore Cafar had the 
Sole management of all affairs in bis bands, 
infomuch that fome wags, when they figned 
any writing as «witneffes, did not ada in 
the confulfoip of Cafar and Bibulus, but 
of Julius and Cafar ; putting the fame 
perfon down twice, under his name and 
Jirname. And the following verfes too

more children. He eafed the publicans, up” 
on their petition, of a third part of the Jum 
they bad promifed for that year's revenue ; 
and publickly admonifhed them, not to bid 
Jo extravagantly upon the nextoccafion. All 
other things he difpofed of at pleafure,with- 
out the leaft oppofition from any body ; or if 
any one did make an offer that way, be was 
Soon difcouraged. M. Cato that interrupt- 
ed bim in his proceedings, be ordered to be 
pulled out of the fenate-houfe by an officer, 
and carried to prifon. L. Lucullus too 
that oppofed bim pretty warmly, be fo ter- 
rified with the apprebenfion of falfe accu- 
Sation, that he threw himfelf at bis knees. 
And upon Cicero's lamenting in fome trial 
the miferable condition of the times, he the 
very Jame day by nine a clock, brought over 
his enemy P. Clodius from the nobility to 
the commans, which be bimfelf bad a long 
time attempted in vain. At laft, to firike 
a terror upon all thofe of the oppofite party, 
he by great rewards perfuaded Vettius to 
declare, that be had been fallicited by cer- 
tain gentlemen to affaffinate Pompey; and 
awhen he was brought upon the rofira to name 
Juch as bad been agreed on betwixt them, 
after be bad named one or two to no pur- 
pofe, not without great Jufpicion of foul 
play, Cejar defpairing of Juccefs in this 
rab enterprize, is fuppofed to have taken 
off bis informer by poison. 

21. About the fame time he married 
Calpurnia, the daughter of L. Pifo, that 
quas to fucceed bim in the conful/bib, and 
gave bis own daughter julia to Pom- 
pe rejecting Servilius Cepio, whom fhe 
bad before been contracted to, and by whofe 
means chiefly he had but a little before baf- 
fred Bibulus, After this new alliance be 
begun upon any debates in the fenate, 
to aft Pampey’s opinion fir; whereas 
he ufed before that to a & M. Craffus : 
and the way was for the conful to keep all 
the year through to the method of confult- 
ing the boufe, which he began with the 


fifi of January. 


22. Wherefore being now Supported by 
the intereft of bis father and Jon-in-law, 
of all the provinces be made choice of Gaul

as moft likely to furnifh him with matter 
and occafion for triumphs. At firft indeed 
be bad but Cifalpine Gaul and Illyricum 
given him by a bill of Vatinius to the peo- 
ple; but Joon after be obtained by the fenate 
Gallia Comata too, the boufe being appre- 
henfive if they did not give it him, the 
people would. Upon which being tranf- 
ported with joy be could not forbear boaft- 
ing in a full houfe a few days after, that 
be bad, in “fpite of bis enemies, and ta 
their great mortification, got all he de- 
fired, and foould for the future play upon 
them at pleafure ; and fome body nsi 
replying, That that would not be very 
eafy for a woman to do, he merrily an- 
Jwered again, that Semiramis had for- 
merly reigned n Affyria, and the 
Amazons been mafters of a great part 
of Afia. 


25. After he was out of bit confulpip, 
upon C. Memmius and L. Domitius the 
pretors moving the fenate, with relation to 
anfaciions of the year pafl, be offered 
er himfelf to the boufes but thiy de- 
g the bufinefs, after three days fpent 
in vain wrangling, he went into his pro- 
vince ; but immediately bis queflor was im- 
peached for feveral mifdemeanors,by way of 
prelude to the future condemnation of Ca- 
Jar. And foon after he himfelf was profecu- 
ted by L. Antiffius tribune of the commons; 
but by making bis appeal to the ref of the 
body he prevailed, fince he was abfent from 
town in the fervice of his country, to have 
bis profecution taken off. To fecure himfelf 
therefore for the time to come, he made it 
bis bufine/s always to oblige the magiftrates 
of every year, and to offift none of the cane 
didates with bis interefl, nor Suffer any to 
be advanced to any poft whatever, that 
would not undertake to and by him in bis 
abfence s for wshich purpofe he made no fcru- 
ple to require of fome an oath, and even a 
note under their hands. 

24. But when L. Domitius food for 
the conful/bip, and openly threatened that 
be would, when conful, effect what be 
could not, when Le was pretor, and would 
take bir armies from bim, be fint for

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Craffus and Pompey to Luca, a city of 
his province, and obliged them to fland 
again for the confulhip, in order to baulk 
Domitius, and to continue him in his 
command for Jive years longer ; and fuc- 
ceeded in both. Upon which he bad the af: 
Jurance to add, at his own private charge, 
more legions to thofe be had received from 
the government s one vaifed in Tranfalpine 
Gaul, and called by a Gallick name, As 
lauda, which be trained and armed after 
the Roman fafbion, and afterwards made 
the whole free of tbe city. After this be 
declined no occafton of war, though never 
Jo urjuft and dangerous, attacking as well 
our allies, as the wild nations that wieré 
enemics to Rome: infomuch that the fe- 
nate appointed commiffioners to go and ex 
amine into the condition of Gaul; and 
fome members of the boufe advifed the 
delivering of him up to the enemy. But 
being fucce/sful in all his enterprixes, be 
had more days of thank/giving appointed 
in his honour, and oftener than any before 
him ever had.

25. In the mme years of bis com- 
mand, be reduced all Gaul, bounded by 
the Pyrenean, the Alps, mount Gebenna, 
and the two rivers of the Rhine and 
Rhone, and being about three thoufand 
two hundred miles im compafs, into the 
form of a province, excepting only our al- 
lies, and fucb nations as bad deferved well 
of him; and laid a yearly tax upon it of 
Sorty millions of fifterces. He firft of all 
the Romans pafí'd the Rhine by a bricge 
againf? tbe Germans, and gave them feve- 
ral confiderable defeats. He likewife in- 
vaded the Britons, and after be had ower- 
thrown them in battle,exadted contributions 
and hoftages from them.. Amidft fo many 
Succeffes be met with ill fortune but thrice, 
once in Britain when bis fleet was almoft 
deftroyed by a flarms and in Gaul at Ger- 
govia, where a legion of bis was put to the 
rout; and in the country of the Germans, 
his lieutenants Titurius and Aurunculeius 
were cut off by an ambufcade.

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26. During this time he loft bis mother 
Sirf, then bis daughter, and not Jong after 
bis grand-daughter And in the mean while 
the government being alarmed with the 
murther of P.Cladius, and the fenate with 
an eye to Pompey, paffing a vote, that only 
one conful foould be chofen for the year enfu- 
ing, be prevailed with the tribunes.of the 
commons, who defign'd to join. him with 
Pompey, to propofe a bill to the people, to 
enable him to fiand candidate for a fecond 
conful/bip in bis abfence, when.the time of 
his command foould be near expiring, that 
be might not be obliged upon tbat account to 
quit bis province too foon, and before the 
war was ended. After he had compaffed 
this point, carrying bis views fill higher, 
and big with the hopes of fuccefi, he let flip 
zo opportunity of foewing bis generofity, 
and obliging every body by all manner of 
god offices, both publickly and privately. 
He begun anew forum with money raifed 
from the Spoils of the war stbe ground plot 
of which coft bim above a hundred. millions 
of /fterces. He promifed the peaple a pub- 
lick entertainment of gladiators, and a 
Saft in memory of his daughter, which ne 
body gver did before bim. dnd to raife their 
expectations to the bigbefl, tho’ -he bad a- 
greed with tbe vidluallers of all denomina- 
tions for bis feafl, yet be made fursher pre- 
parations in private boufes, up and down 
the town. He gave order to bave the moft 
celebrated gladiators, if at any time they 

Sought under the difadvaatage of the people's 
aifpleafure, to be carried off by force, and 
referved for further ufe. Young gladiators 
he trained up not in tbe [chool, and by the 
mo ffers of defence, but in gentlemen! s boufes 
by Roman knights, and even fenators, feil- 
ded in the ufe of arms; earnefily befeeching 
them,as appears from bis letters, to take the 
trouble of infiruding them upon them, and 
give them leffons themfelves. He doubled 
the pay of the legions for ever, and allowed 
them corn, as oft as he bad plenty, without 
flint or meafure, and fometimes difiributed 
to every foldier in bis army a fave, anda 
piece of land, or a bouje. 
27. To keep up an alliance and a good 
underflanding with Pompey, be offered

bim im marriage Ofavia bis fffler’s 
grand daughter, who had been married te 
C. Marcellus, and’ defired. bis daughter 
for bimfelf, who had been contraéed to 
Fauflus Sylla. And took care to oblige all 
about him, and a great part of thé fenate 
too, by the loan of money upon low intereft, 
or none at all; and was very free of bis 
prefents to all others, that came to wait 
upom bim, either upon bis invitation, or of 
their own accord; not negle&ing even freed= 
men, and flaves that were favourites with 
their mafters and patrons. And then be 
was a fure and never failing fuccour ta 
perfons under profecution, or in debt, or 
prodigal young gentlemen, unlefi thofe 
whofe load of guilt, poverty, or luxury, 
was fuch, that it was impoffible for bin 
effectually to relieve them. Thefe be openly 
declared there was no belp for, but from 
4 civil war. 


28. Nor did be with lefs application ena 
deavour to engage in bis interefl princes, 
and provinces, all the world over ; prefent= 
ing fome with thoufands of prifoners, and 
Sending troops to the afffance of others, 
without any authority fromthe Jenate and 
people of Rome for it, whither they would, 
and as oft as they would; beautifying with 
extraordinary publick buildings the szof po» 
tent cities not only of Italy, Gaul,and Spain, 
but Afia too and Greece; "till all people bem 
ing now aftonifbed, and gueffing at the de» 
fign of thefe proceedings, Claudius Marced- 
Jus the conful declaring fir ff by proclamation, 
that be difign'd to go upon matters of the 
utmoft concern to the publick, made a motion 
in the Jenate, that fome body foould be ap~ 
pointed to fucceedCafar in bis province, be» 
Sore his time in it was up, becaufe tbe war 
was at an end, and all quiet there, and it 
avas fit that tbe vidtorious army Joould be 
difbanded. He further moved that, ashewas 
abjent, his fuit at the next eleBion for con= 
Sulsfoould not be allowed, becaufePompty bad 
not abrogated that act of the people by their 
confent. Now Pompey, in bis law relating te 
the choice of magiflrates,bad forgot toexcept 
Cafar in the articlewherein be declared ail 
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ac-mox lege jam in zs- incifa, 
et in zxrarium condita, corri- 
eret errorem. Nec contentus 
Marcellus. provincias Czfari et 
privilegium eripere, retulit eti- 
am ut colonis quos rogatione 
/atinia Novum Comum dedux 
iffet, civitas adimeretur: quod 
per ambitionem et ultra pre- 
icriptum dat cííet, 


29. Commotus his Czfar, ac 
judicans, quod fzpe ex eo au- 
ditum. ferunt, difficilius fe prin- 
cipem civitatis a primo ordine 
in fecundum, quam ex fecundo 
jn novifümum detrudi, fumma 
ope reflitit, partim per intercef- 
fores uibunós, partim. per Ser.

treafury, corrected his miffake, Nor was 
Marcellus content with depriving Cefar of 
bis provinces, and the favour d. fign d bim 
byPompey, but be likewife moved the houfe, 
that the freedom of the city foould be taken 
Srom thofe planters, be bad byV atinius slaw 
Settled at Novum Comum s. becaufe it had 
been given them with an ambitious Qiu, 
and contrary to tbe direétion of tbe law. 
29. Cefar being alarmed at thefe pra- 
ceedings, and thinking, as he was often 
heard to fay, that it would be a more diffi- 
cult matter to bring bim down, now he was 
at the head of the government, from the 
Sift rank of citizens into the fecond, than 
Srom the fecond to the loweft of all, be made 
a vigorous oppofition, partly by the tribunes, 
who interpofed in bis behalf, and partly by 
Ser. Sulpicius the other conful. And when 
C. Marceilus, who fucceeded bis coufin Mark 
in the conful/bip the year following, purfued 
the Jame meafures, he engaged by around 
Jum of money, bis colleague ZEnilius Pau- 
lus and C. Curio the hotteft of all the tri- 
Lunes, in bis defence. But finding all 
things carried againfl him with a high 
band, and that the confuls elect too were of 
the party, he wrote a letter to the fenate, 
to beg of them, they would not deny him 
the kindnefs the people intended him; or 
elfe that other gentlemen at the head of the 
armies of the commonwealth, fhould reftgn 
their feveral commands as well as himfelf; 
not doubting, as it's thought, but be could 
more eafily call together bis old Soldiers, 
whenever he pleafed, than Pompey could 
his new-raifed troops. He likewife made 
his adverfaries an offer to part with eight 
of his legions, and Tranfalpine Gaul, pro- 
vided he might keep tavo legions, with the 
Cifalpine province, or but one legion with 
Jilyricum, “till be was made conful. 


30. But as the fenate did not think fit 
to interpofe in the affair, and bis enemies 
declared, that they would not barter away 
the interefts of their count?y, be advanc'd 
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orem Galliam : conventibufq; 
peractis, Ravennz fubftitit, bel. 
lo vindicaturus, fi quid de tri- 
bun:s plebis intercedentibus pro 
fe gravius a fenatu conftitutum 
effet. Et pretextum quidem illi 
civilium armorum hoc fuit: 
caufas autem alias fuiffe opinan- 
tur. Cn. Pompejus ita dictita- 
bat, quod neq; opera confum 
mare quz inftituerat, neq; po- 
puli exfpe&ationem, quam de 
adventu fuo fecerat, privatis 
opibus explere poffet, turbare 

omnia ac permifcere voluiffe. 
Alii timuiffe dicunt ne eorum 
que primo coníulatu adverfus 
aufpicia legefq; et intercefliones 
gefliffet, rationem reddere co 
geretur : cum.

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into hither Gaul, and having gone the cir- 
cuit of the province for the holding of af- 
fixes, be made a balt at Ravenna, refolving 
to avenge bimfelf by war, if the fenate 
came to any Jevere refelution againf} tbe tri- 
Dunes that, in his bebalf, interpofed to flop 
their proceedings. And this was indeed his 
pretence for engaging in a war with his 
country; but it's fuppofed there was at bot- 

tom other reasons for it. Cn. Pompeius ufed 
Srequently to fay, that oerane be was not 
abli » with all the flate he was worth, to 
Jinifh the works he bad begun, and anfwer 
the vaft expidtations be had raifed in the 
people of mighty things from bim at his re- 
turn, he was refolved to throw all things 
; nfufion. Others fay, be was appre- 
€ of being called to an account for 
vbat be had done in bis firft « confulfe ip, 
contrary to the ai fpi cia, laws, and author uy 
of tbe tribunes ; fince M. Cato now and 
then declared, and with an oath too, that 
be would impeach bim, as foon as be bad 
difbanded bis 5 armys and it was tenait 
talked, that if be returned a private pe 
Jon, be would, like Milo, be tried «x ih. a 
guard to attend the court. Which Afinius 
Pollio renders highly probable 3 for be Jays, 
that, upon viewing the vanquifhed and 
Slaught red. enemy in the field of Phar- 
Jalia, he faid thefe d DM. This 
they defigned : ec , after all 
the great things I have perry muf£ 
have undergone a fentence of condem- 
nation, had I not defired the affiftance 
of my army. Some think, that being 
grown fond of power from bis long conti- 
nuance in it, and having weighed his own 
and his enemies’ firength, be laid bold of 
that occafion of feizing 3^ gat rnment : of 
which opinion Cicero. feemtd to be, who 
writes in bis third book of Offices s, that 
Cz/ar ufed i ta hawe frequently 7s mouth 
tevwo verfes of Euripides, whith be iras):

examined the model of a fencing-fchool he 
quas a going to build, and fat down to table 
with bis friends about bim as ufual. But 
after fun:fet, having clapped to his chaife 
mules from a neighbouring bake: boufe, he 
put bimfelf upon bis journey, with all pofft- 
ble privacy, and a fmall retinue. But his 
lights going out, he lofi bis way, and wane 
dered about a long time, "till by the help of 
a guide he light on at break of day, he 
got on foot through fome narrow paths into 
the road again; and coming up with his 
troops on the banks of the river Rubicon, 
which was the boundary of bis province, he. 
Stood mufing for fome time upon the greatne/s 
of his attempt ; and then turning to tboft, 
about bim, We may ftill retreat, fays bes 
but if we pafs this little bridge, we mutt 
make our way by force of arms, 


32. Whilft he was demurring upon the, 
matter, there happened fomething very, 
Jirange. A proper graceful perfon all on a, 
Sudden appeared bard by, fitting and playa 
ing upon a pipe ; and a great many, not one 
ly foepherds, but foldiers too upon duty, and 
among ft them fome trumpeters, Slocking to 
hear him, he Snatched a trumpet from one 
of them, ran to the river with it, and, 
Sounding an alarm with a prodigious blaft 
advanced to the other fide; upon which 
Cefar cried out, Let us march whither 
divine prodigies, and the perverfenefs of 
our enemies callus, The die is now 
calt, Jays be,

34- I /ball no w give the reader thi Jum 
and fubflance of bis exploits, in their order, 
as follows. He took poffeffion of Picene, Um- 
bria and Etruria; and having obliged L. 
Domitius, who bad in the late confufian, 
been nominated to fucceed him, and kept Cor- 
finium with a garrifon, to,furrender, and 
dif iffed bim, he marched along tbe toaft of 
the upper fea to Brundifium, to which place 
the confuls and Pampey were fled, with an 
interition to pafs the fea, as foon as poffible. 
After be bad by variou, means endeavoured 
to prevent their getting out of the harbour, 
but all in vain, be marched for Rome, and 
having delivered bis mind to the fenate, 
upon the prefent fituation of affairs, went 
for Spain; where Pompey bad a very strong 
army, under tbe command of three lieute- 
nants, IM. Petreius, L. Afranius, and M. 
Varro s declaring, before he fet forward; 
among ft bis friends, that he was going 
againit an army without a general, and 
fhould return from thence againft a ge- 
neral without an army. And tho’ bis pro- 
grefs was retarded by the fiege of Marfeilles, 
bich fout ber gates againft him, and a 

: tarcity of corn, yet in a foort 
time be bore down all before him 

35. After this be returned to the city, 
and paffing from thence inta Macedonia, be 
blocked Pompey up for almoft four months to- 
gether within a prodigious line, and at laft 
routed bim in the battle of Pharfalia. He 
purfued bim in bis fight to Alexandria, 
avhere be was inform d of bis murther 5 
and prefently found bimfelf engaged with 
Dz rege, 
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rege, a quo fibi quoq; infidias 
tendi videbat, bellum fane dif- 
ficillimum geffit : neq; loco, ne- 
que tempore zquo, fed hyeme 
anni, etintra menia copiofiffi- 
mi ac folertiffimi hoftis, inops 
ipfe rerum omnium, atq; im- 
paratus, Regnum JEoypti vic- 
tor, Cleopatre fratrique ejus 
minori permifit: veritus pro- 
vinciam facere, ne quandoque 
violentiorem przfidem nacta 
hovarum rerum materia effet. 
Ab Alexandria in Syriam, et 
inde Pontum tranfit, urgenti- 
bus de Pharnace nuntiis : quem 
Mithridatis Magni filium, ac

king Ptolemy, who, be faw, bad a defign 
upon his life, in a very dangerous war, 
under all the difadvantage of time and 
place that could be. It was wint:r, and he 
within tbe walls of a well provided fubtle 
enemy, arfritute of very thing, and wholly 
unprepared for fuch a rencounter. However 
he carried his point, and put the kingdom 
of LE gypt into the hands of Cleopatra and 
her yo unger brother, being afraid to make 
it a prow ince of the empire, left under @ 
hot-headed governor, it m ight be a tempta- 
tion to bim to rebel againf the Romans. He 
«vent from Alexandria to Syria, and from 
thence to Pontus, being obliged to it by the 
account he received of Pharnaces, who be- 
ing the fon of the great Mithridates, bad 
laid hold of the opportunity of the diffradlian 
of the times offered, for making war upon 
bis neighbours, and was hugely elevated 
with bis fucce/s. This prince be conquered five 
days after be came into bis country, and 
within four hours after be came in fight of 
him, in one fingle battle ; upon which be 
Srequently took notice to thofe about bim of 
Pompey's good fortune, who bad raifed his 
character for a foldier, chiefly from the 
conguef? of fo forry an enemy. After this he 
defeated Scipio and Fuba, who were rally- 
ing the remains of the partyin Africa, and 
Pompey's fons in Spain. 

36. In all bis civil wars be vas ne- 
ver once bafffed, unl fs in the perfon of bis 
lieutenants : of whom C. Curio loft bis 
life in Africa ; C. Antonius was taken 
prifoner in lllyricum ; P. Dellabella loft a 
Sieet in the Jame lilyricum ; and Cneus 

omitins Calvinus an army in Pontus. 
He conflantly came off avith Success, ana 
without any thing of baxard, unlefs 
twice 5 once at Dyrrachium, when being 
obliged to give ground, and Pompey not 
purfuing his advantage, he faid be 
knew not how to conquer ; and again in 
his laji battle in Spain, where in difpair 
of fuccefi, be bad thoughts of killing 
binjelf. 


37. After the wars were ower, be tri- 
umphed five feveral times; after the defeat 
Scipio-

The firft and glorious 
triumph was for bis victories obtained a- 
gainfl the Gauls; tbe next for that oj Alex 
andria, the third for the reduction of Pon- 
tus, the fourth for his Afric an viélory, and 
the laf? for that in Spain, all diffe rent from 
one another in their furniture and pomp. 
On the day of the Gallick triumph, as be 
«vas riding along the ftreet calledV «labrum, 
be bad like to have been thrown out of bis 
chariot by the breaking of the axle-tree; 
and mounted the capitol by torch- light, forty 
elephants carrying flambeaux on the right 
and left of bim. Amongft the other pagean- 
try of tbe Pontick triumph, this infeription 
was carried b:fore bim, Y came, faw, and 
overcame ; zot fignifying, «s other mottos 
on the like occafion, what was done, fo much 
as the difpatcb with which it was done. 
38. To every footman in bis veteran legi- 
ons, befides the tuo thoufand fifferces paid 
them in the beginning of the civil war, be 
gave twenty thoufand more, under the name 
of plunder. He affigned them lands too, but 
not together, that the former owners might 
not be quite difpoff-/fed. He gave the people 
of Rome be 


many pounds of oil, 


month, but with 
t every two tri- 


des ten modius s of corn, and as 
three hundred feflerces 
a man, which he had formerly promifed 
them, and a hundred a piece more, for de- 
lay. He likewife remitted a year $ rent dues 
to the treafury, for fach houfes in Rome, as 
did not pay above two thoufand fefferces a. 
years and the like be did through the reft 


of Italy, for all whofe yearly rent did nok 
exceed five hundred fcfferces. To all this 
be 


added a publick entertainment, and a 
ibution of ffefb, and after his Spanifa 
victory, two dinners. Far looking upon the 
jirft as too mean, and not agreeable to bis 
generofity, be five days after added another 
wery ple ntiful one. 

39 He entertained the people with foows 
of various kinds, as a fight of gladiators, 
and flage plays-in the feveral wards of 
the town, and in feveral languages ; Cir- 
cenfian games too, wrefilers, and the re- 
prefentation of a fea fight. And in the 
fight of gladiators presented in the forum, 
rug

The Pyrrbick was danced 
by fame young gentlemen, that were fons to 
perfons of the greatefl figure in Afia and 
Bithyni 2. Decimus Laberius acted a mimick 
piece of bis exon 5. and being immediately 
prefentedwith five hundred th oufand feffer- 
end a gold ri | quit. from the 
fflage, thro’ tbe Orchiftra, into the feats af- 
quftrian order. In the Circenfi- 
be Circus being enlarged at each 
end, and a canal funk round. it, fome young 
gentlemen of the fir fl quality rid the races in 
chariots drawn fome by four, and fome by 
lavo horfes, ana vaulted from one horfe io 
a ether. Lhe Trojan gome was acted by tab 
fever ! companies of b igger and lffer b Jf 
The bunting of wild bi afi s cuba pr efented for 
Jive day seg tbers and at laft, a battlefougbt 
dy jive Dum lred foot, twenty elep hants, and 
thirty borfe on each fide. To make room for 
which, the gaols were taken away, and is 
their room t«vo camps were pitched over- 
againfi one another. Wrefelers too per 
Jormed for three days together in a ffadium 
provided for the purpofe in the field of 
Mars, and in a lake funk in the leffer Co- 
Tyrian, an fleets, confift- 
nd four banks 
with a good many Sighting 
ard, entertained the people with 
156 reprejentation of a fea fight. To the 
fight oj b : divi, , fuch vaft crowds 
f people Jfocked fi om all parts, that moft of 
teem were obliged to lodge in tents erecied 
in the fireets, or the roads near the town. 
And feveral in the throng were Squcexed 

to death, and among fi them tave Jenators. 
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40. After this, turning bis thoughts 
to the regulation of the commonwealth, be 
corrected the calendar, which was become 
Sadly confused, by the fault of the high 
pri ffs, in the firange liberty they took in 
the bufinefs of intercalation, which was 
come to fuch a height, that neither the bo- 
bdags defigned for harveft fell in Jummer, 
nor thofe for the vintage in autumn, He 
accommodated the year to thé cour fe of the

grazing, foould have no le/s than a third 
part of their foepherds free-born. He like- 
wife-made all juch as procis d phyfick in 
Rome, and all mafters of the liberal arts, 
Sree of the city, in order to fix them in it, 
and invite others to the town. As for 
debts, be baulked the expectation people had, 
that they would be us iverfally cancelled, a 
thing that was friquently moved fors and 
ordered, that the debtors bould fatisfy their 
creditors, according toan eflimate of their 
eflates, at the rates they were purchafed 
at, before the commencement of the civil 
wars deduéting from the debt, what inte- 
refi bad been paid, either by money or bills; 
by virtue of which order, about a fourth 
part of the debt was lft. He likewife 
broke up all companies of artificers, but 
Juch as wert of ancient eftablifement. And 
encreafed the punifbments of crimes beyond 
what the law bad ordained; and becaufe 
the rich were the more eafily induced to 
tranfgrefs, by reafon they were only punifh- 
ed with banifbment, but faved their eflates, 
he fiript parricides, as Cicero writes, of 
their whole eflates, and others of one 
half. 


43. He was mighty induffrious and 
Stridt in tbe adminifiration of juftice. He 
turn’d fuch as were comviéted of bribery 
out of the Senate ; diffoloed the marriage 
of a Praetorian gentleman, who bad mar- 
ried a gentlewoman tawo days after her di- 
vorce from a former bufband, tho’ there was 
no fufpicion of any former unlawful com- 
merce belwixt them. He laid duties upon 
Soreign goods imported. The ufe of chairs, 
deep Jcarlet andjewels, beavould not allow, 
but £o ckriain perfons of Juch an age, and 
Jr certain days. He put the Jumptuary 
law in ftri execution, planting fpies about 
the foambles, to feize upon all viduals ex-

But above all the ref of bis 
mifireffes, be was fond of Servilia M. Bru- 
fuss mother, for whom be purchafed, in 
the confulleip next after bis intrigue with 
her, a pearl that cofi 6000000 of fefterces i 
and in the civil war, befides other presents, 
configned to ber, upon a very flight confide- 
ration, fome confiderable eflates in land, 
that were expofed topublick fale; and-when 
many people wondered at the lowne/s of the 
price, Cicero very wittily faid, to let you 
know how much a better purchafe this 
is than you imagine, Tertia deducta eft ;

made a Jupplement to the lafl book of the 
Gallick war, left unfinifoed. Of thefe 
memoirs of Cafar, Cicero in his Brutus 
avrites thus. He writ his own memoirs 
admirably well; they are plain, juft, 
and neat, without any thing of orna- 
mentor drefs. In thus preparing mate- 
rials for fuch as might have a mind to 
write his hiftory, he has perhaps encou- 
raged fome filly creatures fo to do, that 
will needs be drefling up his actions in 
fuftian and bombaft ; but he has difcou- 
raged wife men from meddling at all, 
Hirtius gives his opinion of the faid memoirs 
too, as follows. ‘They are in the judg- 
ment of all people fo much approved 
of, that he does not feem to have given 
the writers of hiftory an advantage for 
the writing of his, but to have prevent- 
ed them indeed, And yet as to this 
matter we have more reafon to admire 
him than others: for they only know 
how well and corre&ly he has writ, but 
we know too how eafily and quickly he 
didit. Pollio Afinius thinks they were not 
very carefully compiled, or with a due re- 
gard to truth: for Ceefar, as he will have 
it, was a little too hafty of belief with 
refpe to what was done by others under 
bim ; and what be himfelf tranfatied in 
person, be bas given no very juft account of, 
either with defign, or tbro' a defect of men 
mory: and be is of opinion that be intended a 
new and more corred? draught of them. He 
bas left bebind him likewife tavo books of A- 
nalogy, and as many under the title of Ane 
ticato, anda poem too, entituled the Jour- 
ney. Of which he compiled the firft two, 
in bis paffage of the Alps, as be was re- 
turning from holding the affixes in hither 
Gaul to bis army s and the other about the 
time of the battle of Munda; and the laft 
during the four and twenty days be was 
upon bis expedition from Rome ta further 
Spain. There are extant fome letters of 
his to the finate, writ in a manner never 
ufed by any before him, i. e. diflinguifbed 
into pages, in the form of a pockei-book ; 
whereas the confuls and generals "till then 
ufed confiantly in their letters to continue 
the line quite a crofs the focet, without any

Some, things likewife fos 
under bis name, faid ta have been writ by 
bim when a bey, or buta query young han, 
as theEncomium & Hercules, a tragedy 
entitld OEdipus, and a colhéhion of 
apophthegms ; a// «vhice Augufius forbid 
to be publifbed, in a foort and pluin letier 
to. Pompeius Macer, whom be, had ap- 
pointed to put bis libraries in order. 


57. Hewas a perfect mafter of bis wea- 
pons, a complete horfeman, and able to est- 
dure fatigue, beyond all belief. Upon a 
march, heufed to go at the head of bis 
troops, fometimes on horfeback, but ofter on 

Soot, and bare beaded too, whether it was 
fair or foul weather, He would travel in 
a poft chaife at the rate of an bundred miles 
a day, and pafs rivers in bis way by fwim- 
ming, or fupported with leatbern bags filled 
avith wind, fa that be oftentimes prevented 
all intelligence of bis approach, 


58. In bis expeditions, its hard to [ayy 
avbether be was more cautious or more da- 
ring. He never marched bis army where be 
was liable to any ambufh from tbe enemys 
without taking all poffible precaution by bis 
Scouts. Nor did be pafs over into Britain, 
"till be had made due enquiry inta tbe bar- 
bours and what convenience there twas for 
landing his troops. But when advice was 
brought him of tbe fige of a camp of di8 
in Germany, be made his way to bis men 
in a Gallick habit, thro’ the enemy s guards. 
He went over from Brundifium to Dyrra- 
chium, in the avinter, amidft the engmy's 
fleets. And the troops be bad ordered to 
follow bim not making that bafie be exe 
jected, after be b ad Jeveral times [ent for 
them to no purpofe, he at Jafl went pris 
vately aboard a fmall veffel, in the night -

59: He was never difcouraged from any 
enterprize, or retarded in the prof: tution of 
it, by any ill omens. Tho’ a victim be was 
about ta offcr in facrifice got away from 
him, he did not defer his expedition again 
Scipio and Tuba. And chanting to fall 
upon bis landing, he gave a lucky turn to 
the omen, by crying out, Y have thee faf 
Africa. And to bunter the prophecies that 
avere given out, as tho’ the name of the 
Scipios was by the decrees of fate lucky and 
invincible in that province, be kept with 
him in the camp, a forry wretch of the 
Samily of. tbe Cornelii, who for bis fcan- 
dalous life was firnamed Saluiio. 


60. He engaged in battle, not only upon 
long previous deliberation, but upon tht fude 
den, when occa fron offered ; and oftentimes 
immediately after a march, and fometimes 
in difmal weather, when no body could 
imagine be would ftir. Nor was be ever 
backward of fighting, "till about the latter 
end of bis life.’ He then fuppofed the ofter 
he bad come off with Juccefs, the lefs he 
ought to expofe himfelf to new hazards; 
and that be could never acquire fo much by 
any victory, as be might lofe by a mifcar- 
riage. He never defeated an enemy that 
he did not at the fame time beat out of 
their camp : fo warmly did be pur fue bis 
advantage, that be gave thim no time to 
recover their courage. Where the fuccefs of 
e battle proved dubious, be fent off all the 
officers’ horfes, and in the fv fl. place bis 
own, that being deprived of that conveni- 
ence for running away, they might be under 
the flronger obligation to fland their ground. 

61. He had a very remarkable Lborft, 
with fect almoft like tbofe of a man, bis 
hoofs being divided fa, as to have Some re- 
femblance of toes. This horfe he had bred 
himfelf, and took a particular care of ; be- 
caufe the foot bfayersg ave it ast beir opinion, 
that the mefler of him would be mafter of

62. He oftentimes alone put new life in- 
to his army, when they were ready to run 
for it, oppofing and flopping fuch as fled, 
and turning them by the jaws upon the enes 
my s tho Jo-frighted many of them, that 
an eagle bearer, upon his flopping bim, 
made a pafs at bim with the foarp end of 
his flandard; and another upon the like 
accafion left his in bis hand, 

63. The following inftances of bis vefos 
lution are no lefs, nay more remarkable, 
After the battle of Pharfalia, having fent 
his troops before him into Afia, as be was 
prffing the Hellefpont in a ferry boat, he 
met with L.. Caffius, one of the oppofite 
party, with ten.foips of war, but was fe 
far from flinching, that be advanced clofe 
up with bim, and advifed bim to furren- 
der, and upon bis compliance took bim inte 
the boat to him. 


64. At Alexandria, in tbe attack of a 
bridge, being forced by a fudden fally of thé 
enemy into a boat, and feveral burrying in 
along with bim, be jum ed into the fea, 
and faved himfelf by fwimming to tbe next 
frip, which was. two bundred paces off 5 
holding up bis left band out of the water, 
for fear of wetting fome papers he bad in 
it; and pulling bis g: neral’s cloke after 
him with his teeth, left it foould fall inte 
the enemy s bands. 

65. He valued not a foldier either for 
his manners or bis fortune, but for his 
firength only ; and treated themwith equal 
Severity and indulgence ; for he did not 
every where and always keep aftriG band 
over them, but only when an enemy was 
near: then indeed be was a rigorous exe 
adler of difcipline ; fo that he would give 
no notice of march or battle, till the mo- 
ment be was to enter upon them, that the 
troops might hold themfelves in readinefe 
for any fudden motion ; and be would fre - 
quently draw them out of the camp, without 
any neceffily for tts efpecially in rainy wea- 
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cipue plaviis, et feftis diebus.

66. And if at any time bis foldierscwere 

difbeurtened with reports of the force of the 
enemy, he recoweréd them, not by denying 
the truthof what «vat faid, or mincing the 
matter but by enlarging and improving upon 
it. And accordingly, avhen bis army were 
under terrible appreben fions of the arrival 
of hing Tuba, be callid thim togetber, and 
J^id, You are to underfand, that in a 
few days the king will be here, with ten 
legions, thirty thoufand horie;a hundred 
thoufand light armed foot,and three han- 
dred.clephants. And therefore let none 
prefüme to'trouble their heads with fur- 
ther enquiry.or giving their fentiments 
upon the matter, but tike my word for 
what I fay; which I have upon very 
good intelligence ; otherwife I fhall put 
them a board a crazy old veffel,and leave 
them expofed to the mercy of the winds, 

67. He neither took notice of all their 

faults, nor proportioned his punifhments ta 
the nature of them, But deferters and mit 
tineers he would be fure % find eut, if pof- 
Jtble, and punifh feverely y others he would 
connive. at; and fometimes after a fuc- 
cefiful battle, be would excuje them from 
all manner of duty, and leave tbem to re- 
wel at pleafure, being ufed to booft, that 
his foldiers. fought never the worfe for 
being perfumed. «Jn is /peeches to them, 
he called "then not Soldiers, but by the 
Softer name of fellow-foldiers $ and kept 
them fo fine, tbat.tbeir arms were trimmed 
with fiver and gold, as well to make the 
Jfner appearance, as alfo to render them 
the more tenacious of them in battle, from 
their value. : And he loved them to that 
degree, that whin be heard of the dif- 
after of his troops under Titurius, be nei- 
ther cut bis: hair mor foaved his beat d, 
"ll be bad rewenged it upon the enemy + 
by which means he made them infinitely 
Sond of bim, and brave to the Jaft degree,’

Deniq; una fextz legio- 
nis cohors przpofita caftello, 
quatuor Pompeji legiones per 
aliquot horas íuftinuit, pane 
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68. Upon bis engaging in the civil war? 
the eznturions of every legion offered each 
of them. to maintain a horfeman at their 
own expence, and the whole army agreed 
toferve gratis, without either corn or pays 
the rich taking upon them the maintenance 
of the poor. Nor did any one of them in 
all that time go over to the enemy; .and 
moft of thoje that were taken prifoners, 
tho’ they were offered their lives, upon the 
condition of bearing arms againft bim, re- 
Sufed. They bore want, and other hard: 
hips, not. only when they were befieged 
themfelves, but when they bef ged others, 
to that degree, that Pompey, when blocked 
up in the neighbourhood of Dyrrachium, 
upon feeing a fort of bread made of ar 
herb, which they lived upon, faid, he had 
to do with wild beafts; and ordered it 
immediately to be taken away, and that no 
bady /Pould- fee. it, left the fpirits of bis 
men fhould be broke by fecing the bardinefi, 
and defperate refolution of the enemy, With 
what bravery they fought, this is proof 
enough, that after an unfuccefiful rencoun- 
ter at Dyrrachium, they difired bim to pu- 
nifb them; infomuch that their general 
found it more neceffary to comfort than pus 
nifp them, In tbe other battles they de- 
feated with eafe uaft armies of the enemy, 
tho’ they were much inferior to them in 
number. To conclude, one battalion of the 
fixth legion, held out a fort againft four 
legions of Pompey's for Several hours, being 
almoft every man of them wounded, by the 
waft number of arrows poured in upon them, 
of which there were found a hundred and

Acilius, a common foldier. Scaeva, after 
be bad an eye firuck out, was run through 
the thigh and the fooulder, and had bis 
frield bored in an hundred and twenty pla- 
ces, fill maintained the guard of a gate, 
in a fort be was entrujled with the com- 
mand of. And Acilius in the fea fight at 
Marfiilles, having feixed a fbip of the 
enemy with bis right-hand, and that being 
cut off, in imitation of that memorable in- 
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puppem hoftium dextra, et ab- 
feiffa, memorabile ^ illüd' apud 
Graecos \Cynegyri exemplum 
imiratüs; "traufilivit ih n&üvem 
umbone- obvios agens.

69. They never fo much as once mutinis 
ed, during all the ten years of tbe Gallick 
war, but weri fometimes alittle guilty that 
way in the civil war; but Jo that thy 
quickly returned to their duty again, which 
was effelled, not fo mue! by the compliance, 
as the authority of their general. For he 
never gave ground to them one jot upon thofe 
otcaftons, but conflantly food buff. The ninth 
legion be aifmifjed entirely with ignoming 
at Placentia, tho Pompey was at that time 
in arins y and would not receive them again 
into bis firvice, but with much ado, after 
the moft humble fubmiffon and entreaty, 
and not til, the ringleaders in the mutiny 
avere all funtffed. 

79. And'acBen the foldiers of the tenth 

legion at Rome demanded their difcbarge, 
and Pewar di for ibeir fi Vice, With buge 
threats, and no fmall danger to the city, 
Ibo" the war at that time was warmly tare 
ried on again? bim in Africa, and his 
Jfriends ehdecwour ed to diffuade him from it, 
he inmediat. Jy came up to them, and dif- 
banded them y but at the Jame time fo eafíly 
turn d and ferch'd them about with a fi; gle 
auord, calling them Quirites, inflead of 
Jolditrs, that they imme diately replied, they 
were his foldiers, and followed bim into 
Afrita, aotenithfanding he refufed their 
Servite ^ yet hex ertheless Be puniford the 
moft feditious of them, with the lofs ofa 
third of thir hare in the plunder, and 
the land aligned for them. 

71. He adas wonderful wealous and 
Saithful in the Service of bis clients, even 
whilft be was yet but a young man. He de- 
fended the cause of a noble youth, by name 
Mafixtha, Ogainfiking Hiempfal, with that 
Reennefi, thatinaw rangle that happened 
uponthe octafion, he feixed Fuba the king 4 
Jen by thé beard ; and upon bis being decla- 
rea tributary ta Hiempfal, be immediately 
200k bim by for ce, from tbofe that were cara 
tying bim off, and kept bim concealed im 
bis boufe a long times and cohen be avent

72. He always treated his friends with 
that good-nature.and Kindnefa, that wher 
C Oppius in travelling along with bim 
through a forefl, was Suddenly taken ill, be 
quitted to bim the only place there qua ta 
lodge in at night, and lay upon the ground, 
and in the open.air. ‘And when he came ig 
have the whole power of the commonavealty 
in bis hands, be advanced fome of bis 
friends, tho of very mean extraction, to the 
big befl pofts in the &cvernment, And when 
he was reflected upon for tt, be openly deo 
clared, That had he been affifted by rob- 
bers and cut throats in the defence of 
his honour, he would have made them 
the fame requital. 

73. He never in any quarrel carricd his 
refentment Jo far,.as not wery willingly to 
lay it down upon any fair occafton offered. 
Tho’ C. Memmius bad publifbed fome wery 
abufive fpeecbes againfl bim, and be had 
anfwered bim with equal foarpnefi, yet he 
afterwards affifted him with his vote and 
interef? when he flood for the canfullbipe 
And when C. Calvus, after the publifoing 
of fame fcandalous epigrams upon him, ene 
deavoured to bring about a reconciliation by 
the interct{fion of friends, be urit the firfe 
letter. And when Valerius Catullus, whe 
had, as be himfelf could not forbear totale 
notice, in bis verfes upon Mamurra, put a 
Slur upon his charager neuer to be wiped 
off, begged bis pardon, be invited him ta 
Jupper the fame day, and continued to take 
up bis lodging with bis father, upon occas 
fron, as he had been ufed to do, 

74. He had a natural abhorrence. of 
Severity. After be vad made the pirates, 
by whom be bad bem taken, prifoners, bee 
caufe be bad f'woarn be would crucify tbe, 
be did fo indeed; but ordered their throats 
to be cut firfl. He could never find in his 
heart to do any harm to Cornelius Phagi- 
tas, notwithftanding he had, not without 
difficulty, and a geod bribe too, got out-of 
his clutches, after be bad in the night tree 
panned bim, with a defign to carry bim 
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tinuit. Philemonem a manu 
fervum, qui necem fuam per 
venenum inimicis promiferat, 
non gravius quam fimplici mor- 
te puniit. In P. Clodium Pom- 
pie uxoris fuz adulterum, at-

Philemon, his fecretary, who 
had promifed his enemies to poifon bim, be 
put to death only, avithout torture And 
awhen he was Jummoned as a witne/s againft 
P. Clodius. bis. lady's, gallant, «obo wast 
profecuted for a fcandalous offront upon the 
religion of bis country, be declared he 
knew nothing of the matter, tho bis mo- 
ther Aurelia, and his fifer Fulia, gave 
the court an exatd and fuil account of what 
they knew of the affair. And being afked 
why then b. bad divorced his. wife? Be- 
caufe, fays be, J would have thofe of 
my family not only clear of all'crime, 
but fufpicion too. 


75. He foewed a wonderful moderation 
and clemency in the adminiftration of the 
government, as well as bis bebaviour tom 
wards the conquered party in tbe cxvilwar. 
And whilfi Pompiy declared that he would 
treat all thofe as enemies, that did not rife 
in defence of the government, he declared 
be fhould look upon all thofi that frood 
neuter as bis friends. And as for all thofe, 
to whom be bad at the inflance of Pompey 
given companies, be granted ibem leave ta 
go over to him, if they would. And when 
fame propojals were made at Ilerda, in ore 
der to a furrender, that occafioned a pretty 
Sree communication betwixt the two campi, 
and Afranius and Petreius, upon a fuddem 
alteration of mind, bad put to the fword 
ali Cefar's men that they found in their 
camp, be fcorn d to imitate the vile treache- 
ry they had pra@ifed againfl himfelf. Ia 
the field of Pharfalia be called out to bis 
Soldiers to {pare their fellow citizens, amd 
afterwards gave liberty to every man in bis 
army to fave an enemy. Nor did any of them 
indeed lofe their lives but in battle, excepte 
ing only Afranius, Fauflus, and young Lu- 
cius Cafar; and it’s thought too, they 
were put to death without bis confent. The 
two former of which had bere arms againft 
bim,, after their pardon bad been granted 
them, and Cafar bad not only in the moft 
cruel manner defiroyed bis freed-men and 
Slaves with fire and favord, but cut to pie- 
ces too the wild beafts, be bad prepared far 
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quog; ad munus populi : compa- 
ratas contrucidaverat. Denique 
tempore extremo. etiam quibus 
nondum ignoverat, cunétis in 
ltaliam redire. permifit, magif- 
tratuíq; et imperia capere, .Sed 
et flatuas L, Sulle atque Pom- 
peii a. plebe, disjeétas,. repofuit. 
Ac fi qua pofthac. aut cogitaren- 
tur gravius adverfus fe, aut di 
cerentur, inhibere maluit quam 
vindicare, taque et detectas 
conjurationes, conventuíq; noc- 
turnos, non ultra arguit, quam 
ut edicto oftenderet effe. fibi 
notas ; et acerbe loquentibus 
fatis. habuit pro concione de- 
nuntiare ne perfeverarent,  Au- 
lique , Czcinng criminofifimo 
libro,. et Pitholai carminibus 
maledicentiffimis, laceratam ex- 
itimationem fuam, civili animo 
tulit.

And 
any contrivances againfi bim; or réfieBions 
upon him, be cbofe vatber to puta pop to, 
than punifo ; and accordingly, withregard 
to.any confpiracies againfl himthat came to 
light, or. nightly cabals, he sient no. far- 
ther than only to fignify by a proclamation, 
that be knew of them. And with ré/peE 
to fuch as.took.the libe rty torefied? upon bim 
with great fe werity, he only warned them 


in a publick Speech, not 4o perfifh in their 
Sally: and bore with agréatdedliof mode- 
ration a libel of Aul Ius Gecinna againff 
him, full of the gmoft bitter invective, 
and the fcandalous lampoons of Pitholaus, 
mof highly reflecting upon his bonsar.

excepting only tribunes and adiles of the 
commons, and appointed officers under the 
name of prefiéts, inficad of the pretors, te 
manage the affairs of the city in bisprefence. 
Aid be conferred the honour of the conful- 
Ji, which was vacant by thefudden death 
of one of the confuls, the day before the tft of 
Fanuary, upon a gentleman, that made fuit 
to him for it, for a few hours. And with the 
Same licentious freedom, in difiance to the 
conflant ufage of bis country, be nominated 
the magifirates for feveral years to come. 
He granted the diftiriguifbirg badges of tht 
confular dignity to ten pretcrian gentlemen, 
and chofe into the fenate feme that had been 
made free of the city, evn of the Gauls, 
little better than meer Barbarians. He 


likeavtfe committed the monagement of the mint, and the publick revenue of the 
fate to bis caunfervants ; and intrufted the command of three ligions he left at 


Alexandria, to an old catamite of

77. He was guilty-of tbe like extrava- 
gance in bis publick converfation, asT. Ame 
pius informs us: befaid the commonwealth 
was nothing but à name, without fab- 
ftance, or fo much as the appearance of 
any ; that Sylla wasan illiterate fellow 
to lay down the di&atorfhip. That men 
ought to be more’ cautious in their con- 
verfe with him, and look upon what he 
faid as a law. ' And he proceeded to that 
height of arrogance, that whenafooth fayer 
br ought him word, that the entrails of a 
viéim opened for facrifice were without a 
heart, he faid the entrails would be more 
favourable when he pleafed, and that it 
ought not to be looked upon as any ill 
omen, if a beaft did wanta heart. 

78. But what brought upon bim the 
greatefl and the moft invincible odium, was 
his receiving the whole body of tbe fenate 
fitting, when they came to wait upon him 
before the temple of mother Venus, with a 
great many very honourable decrees in bis 
Savour, Some fay be was held down, as 
be attempted to rife up, by Corn. Balbus. 
Others fay he did not attempt it at all,

And amongft fo many wounds; as 
the furgeon Antiftius thought, there was 
ne'er a one mortal, but tbe fecond which be 
received in bis breaff, The confpirators 
had a defign to drag bis body, after théy 
had killed bim, into the Tiber, to confifcate 
his eflate, and cancel all that be bad dones 
but for fear of tbe conful M. Anthony, and

83. At the inftance of L. Pifo bis fa- , 


ther-in-law, his will was opened and read 
in M. Anthony's boufe, which be bad made 
the ides of Septemb ber before, ina country 
Jeat of bis near Lavicum, and bad com- 
mitted to the cuff;dy of the eldeft of the 
Veflal virgins, 2. Tubero tells us, that 
in all bis wills, made from the time of bis 
Jirft confulhip to the breaking out of the 
civil war, Cn. Pompey was his heir, and 
the fame publickly fignified to the army. 

But in bis lafl be named three heirs, the 
grandjons of his fifters, C. Octavius for 
three fourths of bis eflate, and L. Pinari- 
us and 2: Pedius for the other fourth ; fuck 
4s were to Jucceed them in cafe they died 
before bim, he placed towards the concla- 
fion of bis will. He likewife adopted C. 
Ofavius into bis family, with an intention 
be foould bear bis name. And moft of thofe 
that avere concerned in bis death, be named 
amongfl tbe guardians of his fon, if be 
foould bave any, and D. Brutus amongft 
the fecond heirs. He left as a legacy to the 
people his gardens near the Tiber, and three 
hundred feflerces a man.

The ma gfirates, and others that had been 
Jo; carried Vis bed from the rofira into the 
vh whilft fame were for having 
the body pea tin the moff facred apartment 
of Fup iter Capitolinus’ s temple, and others 
in Pompey s fenate: houfe, on a. fudden two 
men with Jwords by their fides, and each a 
coup le of lances in their hands, fet fire to 
ibe bed with lighted torches, Upon which 
immediately the whole company prefent, 
threr ary Saggots, the tribunals, and 
benches of tbe adjacent courts, and whatfo~ 
ever came to baud : and then. the muficians, 
off the cloaths they bad 
from ibe Sera of bis triumphs for the 
prefe nt oc n, tore them, and threw them 
into the iid: His veteran foldiers too 
caft in tbe arms, they had put On, to attend 
bis funeral.

85. After the funeral, the commonalty 
run immediately with torches to the houses 
of Brutus and Cc fius, and were with much 
ado obliged to retire. They murthered Hel- 
vius Cinna, that chanced to fali into their 
band, fuppofing bim to be Cornelius Cinna, 
who bad the day bi fore ina fpeech of His re- 
fretted very feverely upon Cejar, and whom 
for that reafon they were in queft of ; and 
when they had done, carried bis head about 
town upon the point of a/pear. Afterwards 
they ere&ed a column of Numidian marble, 
confifiing of but one flone near twenty foot 
high, with this infcription upon it, To 
THE FaTHER OF HIS COUNTRY, and 
continued for a long time to facrifice, make 
vows, and decide controverfies before its 
making ufe of an oath for that purpofe, by 
the name of Cafar. 

6. Caefar gave occafion to fome of bis 
friends to imagine, that be neither defired, 
nor cared to live any longer, becaufe of bis 
bad flate of bealth; and for that reason 
lighted all tbe prognoflicks of bis death, 
and tbe information of bis friends. Others 
think, that fuppofing bimfelf fecure in the 
laft decree of the fenate, and their cath, 
he dijmiffed his Spanifo guard, that at- 
tended bim with their Jwords. Others 
again are of opinion, that he judged it bet- 
ter at once to expofe bimfelf to the plots that 
threatned bim on all bands, than to be al- 
ways upon bis guard.Some tell us, be ufed 
to Jay, that tht publick bad a greater con» 
cern in the fafety of bis perfon than bim- 
Jelf 5 for that be bad for fome time been 
fatiated with power and glory 5 but that 
the common-wealth, if any thing foould 
befal bim, would not be quiet, and would 
engage in another civil war upon worfe 
terms than before.

87. This however was generally agreed, 
that his death was much fucb an one as be 
defired. For upon reading the account that 
Aenophon gives, how Cyrus in bis loft ill- 
nels gave orders about bis funeral, not lik- 
ing fo lingring a death, he wifbed he might 
have a fudden and a quick one. And the 
day before be died. fome difeourfe happening 
at table in M. Lepidus’s bovfe upon that 
Jubje@, which was the mofl commodiaus 
way of dying, be gave bis opinion for what 
is fuddet and unexpeéted. 


88. He died in the fifty-fixth year of bis 
age, and was rankéd amongft the Gods, 
not only by the words of a decree, but in the 
real perfuafion of the vu lear, For dur- 
ing the games, which bis heir Auguflus 
gave in honour of his memory, a comet 
blazed for feven days together, rifing al- 
ways about eleven o'clock; aud it was fupe 
poled to be the foul of Cafar, now received 
into heaven; for which reason too a flar 
was fixed upon the: crown of his flatue. 
The fenate houfe in which he was flain was 
ordered to be hept clofe fout, and a decree 
made, that tbe Ides of March fbauld be 
called the parricide, and the fenate foould 


never more affemble upon that dag. 


89. Hardly any of thofe that had hada 
band in bis death lived above three years 
after bim, or died a natural death. They 
were all condemned by the fenate, and fome 
were taken off by one misfortune, fome by 
another : fome perifoed at fea, others fell 
in battle ; and Jome flew themfelves with 
the fame ponyard, they had flain Caefar

HAT tbe family of tbe Octavii was of 
the firft rank in Velitre, is many ways 

apparent. For befides a fireet named Octa- 
vius inthe moft frequented part of the town, 
there was to be feen not long fince an altar 
confecrated to oneOGavius,whobeing chofen 
general in a war with fome neighbours, and 
alarmed with advice of tbe fudden inroad 
of the enemy, as be was facrificing to the 
God Mars, be fnatcbed the entrails of the 
vidtim immediately from off the fire, and 
offered them half raw upon the altar, and 
then marching out to battle returned victo- 
rious, Which gave occafion to a law, 
avhereby it was enaded, that the entrails 
foould for ever after be offered to Mars 
in the fame manner, and the refi of the [a= 
crifice be carried to the O&avii. 

2. This family was by Tarquinius Prif- 
cus, among f feveral other Roman families, 
taken into tbe fenate,and foon after advan- 
ced by ServiusTullius among ft the patrici- 
ans, but in time returned again to the come 
mons, and along time after that, was again 
raifed by Julius Cafar to the patrician 
dignity. The fi ff perfon of the family ade 
vanced by the choice of the people to any pf 
in tbe government, was C. Rufus. He 
came to the queftorfoip, and had two fons 
Cn@us and Caius, From whom the two 
branches of that family are defcended, very 
different in their circumflances. For Cnee 
us and bis defcendants in an uninterrupted 
Succeffion bore all the great offices of fate. 
But Caius and bis pofterity, whether

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through chance or choice, continued in the 
equefirian order, tillthe father of Auguftus. 
His great grandfather ferved in quality of 
a tribune in the fecond Carthaginian war 
in Sicily, under the command of Zimilius 
Pappus. His grandfather contented bim- 
Self with bearing the publick offices of his 
borough, and grew old in the quiet enjoy- 
ment of a very plentiful cate. But this 
account is given by others. As for. dugufigs 
bimfelf, be fays no more, but that be was 
d:{cended of an equefirian family, that was 
both antient and rich, and in which bis 
father was the firfl that was a fenator. 
Mark Anthony upbraidingly tells bim, that 
his great grandfather was a freed-man of 
the territory of Thurii, and a rope-maker, 
and his grandfather a banker. And this 
is all I have any where met with, con- 
cerning the anceflors of Auguftus by the 
father’s fide. 

3. His father C. Ofavius was even at 
his firff Jetting out in the world, a perfon 
of avery confidirable eflate and figure; 
that I wonder indeed, Jome foould pretend 
to fay, that he was banker too, and one 
that was employed to diffribute money a- 
mong ff the citizens for the candidates at 
elections, and upon other the like occafons, 
in the fieldof Mars. For being bred up in 
all the affuence of a great eflate, be did 
with eaje attain io very confiderable pofts, 
and behaved as wellin them. After bis 
pretorfoip, be got by lot the province of 
Macedonia, and in his «vay thither, be 
cut off fome fugitive rafcals, tbe relicks of 
Spartacus s and Catiline’s armies, that bad 
polled themfelves of the territory of Thu 
rit; having received an extraordinary com- 
miffion from the fenate for that purpofe. In 
his government of the province, he behaved 
with equal juftice and refolution: for he 
overthrew the Beffians and Thracians ina 
great battle, and treated our allies in fuch 
a manner, that there are fome letters of M. 
Tully Cicero's extant, wherein be exhorts 
and advifes bis brother Quintus, who was 
at the fame time proconful of Afia, and un 
der no very good charader, to imitate the 
example of bis neighbour O&aius, in gain- 
ing tbe affections of the allies of Rome.

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4. After bis quitting of Macedonia, be- 
fore he could declare himfelf a candidate for 
the conful/bip, he died fuddenly, leaving 
bebind him one daughter, which he had by 
Ancharia, and a younger daughter with 
Auguftus, whom be had by Atia, which 
Atia was the daughter of M Atius Bal- 
bus, and ulia fifter tà C. Cefar, Bal- 
bus was originally by tbe fatberW fide of 
Aricia, of a family that bad many of them 
been in the fenate. By the mother's fide be 
«vas nearly allied to Pompey the Great, and 
after be bad bore the office of praetor was 
one of the twenty commiffioners, appointed 
by the Fulian law, to divide the land in 
Campania among ft the commonalty. But 
M. Anthony, in contempt of Auguflus's def- 
cent by the mother’s fide, Jays bis great 
grandfather was an African, and one while 
kept a perfumer's /bop, and another while 
a bakeboufe in Aricia. And Caffius of 
Parma runs upon bim, mot only as the 
grandfon of a baker, but a banker too, in 
thefe words, Thou art a lump of thy 
mother’s meal, which a money-chan- 
ger of Nerulum taking from a late bake- 
houfe of Aricia, kneaded up into fome 
fhape, with his hands all difcolour'd 
with the fingering of money. 


5. Auguftus was born in the confulip 
of M. Tully Cicera and Anthony, upon the 
ninth of the kalends of Octrober, a little be- 
fore fun-rife, in tbe ward of the Palatium, 
at the fign of tbe Ox- bead, where be now 
has a chapel, built a little after his death, 
For as it is upon record in the acis of the 
Senate, when C. Lectorius, a young man of 
a noble family, found guilty of adultery, to 
prevail with the fenate for bis pardon, al- 
ledged, befides bis youth and quality, he 
was the poffeffor, and as it were a warden 
of the ground, that Auguftus fif touched, 
after his being born into the world; and 
begged he might find favour, for the Jake 
of that God, who was in a peculiar man- 
ner bis; an add of the fenate was pafs'd up- 
on it, for the confecration of that part of 
bis boufe, vabere Auguftus was born.

10. What gave the rife and occafton to 
all thefe wars, was an opinion that be was 
obliged in honour and intereff to revenge bis 
uncle's death, and maintain bis eftablifh- 
ment. Immediately upon bis return from 
Apollonia, he intended to have trepanned 
Brutus and Caffius by furprize. But they 
having fmelt the defign, and got out of the 
way, be refolved to proceed againfl themin 
a legal way, and profecute them fer mur- 
der in their abfence. And becaufe thofe 
whofe province it was to exhibit the pub- 
lick diverfions defigned upon account of Ca- 
Jar’s fuccefs in the civil war, durft not do 
it, be did it bimfelf. And in order to 
execute bis other purpofes the more refolute- 
ly, be declared himself a candidate in the 
room of a tribune of tbe commons that chan- 
ced to die at that time, tho he was of a 
patrician family, and bad not yet been in 
the fenate. But the conful M. Anthony op- 
pofing bim in it (from whom be expected 
the uimoft affflance) and refufing to do 
bim fo much as common and ordinary juflice, 
without a fwinging bribe for it, he went 
over to the party of the nobility, to whom 
he perceived bim to be odious, efpecially for 
endeavouring to drive D. Brutus, whom 
he befieged in the town of Modena, out 
of the province, given bim by Cafar, and 
confirmed to bim by the fenate. Where- 
Sore at tbe infligation of fome about him, 
he engaged fome villains in a defign to mur- 
ther him. And upon the difeovery of that 
plot, fearing ta be fervedin the fame man- 
ner bimfelf, by throwing bis money about, 
be engaged Cafar's old foldiers to fland by 
him and the government againfl Anthony; 
and being commiffioned by the fenate to com-

horfe, aud was not feen in tav drys ofter. 
In the following battle however it’s certuin, 
be ated the part not only of a genital, but 
a Soldier too ; and in the heat of the battle, 
suben the fl andard bearer of his legion was 
wounded, took the eagle upon bis awn fboul 
ders, and carried it a long time 

11. In this war, Hirtius fa ling in the 
battle, and Panf. dying not L ng ft rof a 
«vound be received in it. there went o ve- 
port, that be bad murthered them both; 
that, upon the defeat of Anthony, the go- 
vernment being without confuls, he m ght 
have the victorious urmies entirely to bim- 
Jelf. The death of Panfa was fo much 
Jufpe&ted to be owing to foul play, that 
Ghco bis furgeom was under cor finement 
for fome time, upon a prefumption, that be 
bad put poifon in bis wound And to this 
"Aquilius Niger adds, that be killed Hirtius 
in the burry of tbe battle with bis own 
ban Se 

12. But upon advice that Anthony af- 
ter his d.feat bad been received by M. Le- 
pidus, and that the refi of the generals and 
armies all declared for the fenate. be avitb- 
out more ado diferted tbe caufe of the noble 
party; alledging by way of excufe for his 
changing fides-the adtions and fayings of 
feveral among fi m, as that fome faid he 
was a child, others ornandum tollen- 
dumque ; that be and bis veterans might 
be paid their arrears And to tcfffy bis 
hearty forrow for fiding avitb the noble 
party, be fined the Nurfini in a great fum 
of money, which it was imi offible for them 
to pay, and then drove the m out of their 
town, for an infeription put upon a monu- 
ment, ereéied at the publick charge jor

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war of Philippi in two engagements,tho he 
«vas at that time very infirm and fichly, 
In the firft battle be was forced out of his 
camp, and with fome difficulty made his 
efcape to the «wing of the army commanded 
by Anthony, Upon his fucccfs, being una- 
ble to govern bis temper, he fent the head 
of Brutus, to be thrown at the pedeflal of 
Cefar’s flatue, and treated the moft illuf- 
trious of the prifoners with great cruelty 
and abufive language: infomuch that he 
is faid to-have anfawered one of them, that 
humbly begged for the favour of burial, that 
would be in the power of the birds. 
And two others, father and fon, who brg- 
ged for their lives, be ordered to caft lots 
which of them foould live, or determine it 
betwixt them by the favord, and looked on 
to fee them both die ; for the father offer- 
ing his life to fave his fon, and being ace 
cordingly flain, the fon killed bhimfelf too 
upon the fpot. Wherefore the ref of them, 
and among ft them M. Favonius, who af- 
Sected the manner of Cato in his behaviour, 
being brought out in chains, after they had 
paid their refped?s in avery bandome man- 
ner to the commander Anthony, reviled bim 
in the foulefl language. After this Antho- 
ny undertook to fettle the Eafl, and Cafar 
to condud the veteran foldiers backto Italy, 
and fettle them in the lands defigned thems 
belonging to Jeveral great towns in Italy. 
But bad the misfortune to pleafe, neither 
the foldiers, nor the owners of the lands, 
whil/ one party complained of the injuftice 
done them, by being violently forced from 
their poffiffions, and the other that the Py were 
not treated accarding to their merit, 

14. At which time he obliged Luke Ane 
thony, who, prefuming upon bisown autho- 
rity as conful, and bis brother's power, was 
raifing a new war, to fly to Perufia, and 
Sorced bim at laf by famine to a furrender,

15. After the taking of Perufia, be put 
abundance of the prifoners to death, anfrwer- 
ing all that offered to beg pardon, or excufe 
them/felves, very feort, that die they mutt. 
Some authors write, that three hundred 
gentlemen of the equeftrian and fenatorian 
order, culled out from the refi, avere flaugb- 
tered like victims, at an altar raifed to 
Julius Cefar, upon the Ides of March. 
Nay, fome pretend to Jay, that be entered 
upon this war, on purpofe to have his fe- 
cret enemies, and fucb, swhom fear more 
than affection for bim kept quiet, to declare 
themfelves, now that they had the opportu- 
nity of doing it, with Luke Anthony at the 
bead of them and that by the defeat of 
them, and the conffcation of their eflates, 
he might be enabled to make good bis pro- 
mifes to the veteran foldiers.

O£ers charge 
him with a foying, and an att ion upon it, 
wholly indefenfible ; a that he cried out, 

upon the lofs of bis fleets by form, that he 
would have the vi &ory in fpite of Nep- 
TUNE: and that at tbe next Circenfian 
games, be would not fuffer the flatue of that 
God to be carried in prociffion, as ufual up- 
on that occafion. Indeed he fcarce ever run 
more or greater rifques in any of his wars 
than this. Having feipt off part of bis 
army into Sicily, and returning for the (ft, 
be was furprized by Pompey's admirals De- 
haresand Apollophanes, and got off with 
ado, and with a fingle fPip only, 
Likewife as be was travelling on foot byLo- 
cri to Rhegium, upon fight of two biremes 
of Pompey's, paffing by that coafl, fuppof- 
ing them to be bis cawn, he went down to 
the Lore, and had like tohave been fnapped 
At the fame time too, as he was making off 
by fame out of the way paths, a flav e of 
LE milius Paulus that attended bim, owing 
bim a grudge, for the profcription of. bis 
Sather, and having now, as he thought, a 
Jine opportunity to revenge it, be attempted 
ta kill bim. After the defeat of Pompey, 
one of bis cc Edd 4M. Lepidus, whom be 
had fent for out of Africa to his Lancs, 
carrying it very high, becaufe b be was at 
the head of twenty legions, and claiming for 
him/ Uf the principal management of affairs, 
in a frightful and threaining manner, be 
Jiript bim of bis army, and upon bis fub- 
miffion granted bim bis life, but banifPed 
him for ever to Circeii.

18. At tbe Jame time be bad the curi- 
ofity to view the coffin and bady of Alex: 
ander the great, which were taken out of 
the vault they were in, for that purpofe ; 
and when be had done, he paid his refpea 
to the mémory of that prince, by the prefent 
of a golden crown, and Scattering flowers 
upon the body. Being afked if be pleafed 
to fee thofe of tbe Ptolemy's too, he repli- 
ed he had a defire to fee a king, not 
dead meh. He reduced Egypt into the 
farm of a province, and in order to render 
ruitful, and more capable of fup- 
/ with corn, be employed bis ar- 
my to /cour the ditches, into which tbe Nile, 
upon its rife, difcharges itfelf, which ina 
long feries of years were almof? quite choak d 
up with mud. And to render bis victory

21. Domuit autem pariim 
du&u, partim  aufpicis fuis 
Cantabriam, Aquitaniam, Pan- 
noniam, Dalmatiam cum Illyri- 
co omni: item Rhetiam, et 
Vindelicos, ac Salaílios, gentes 
Inalpinas. Coercuit et Dacorum 
incurfiones, tribus eorum. duci- 
bus cum magna copia cefis, 
Germanoíq; ultra Albim fluvi- 
um fammovit: ex quibus Sue- 
vos et Sicambros dedentes fe 
traduxit in Galliam, atgs. in 
proximis Rheno agris collocavit. 
Alias item nationes male quietas 
ad obfequium redegit. . Nec ulli

Telephus a lady's nomenclator. For hewwas 
in fome danger of his life from the plots and 
contrivances of fame of the lo weft of the 
people againfl bim. Audafius and Epica- 
dus bad defign'd to bring to tbe armies bis 
daughter Fulia, and bis grandfon Agrippa, 
fiom the iflands where they were. confined. 
Lelephus propofed to fall upon bim and-the 
Senate both, from a wild imagination that 
the government was defigned him by the 
fates. Nay once too a faldier! s fervwant be- 
longing to the army at lilyricum, having 
Sript by the porters unobferved, was found 
in the night time flanding before bis chame 
ber-door, provided with a hunting dagger; 
whether the fellaw was really difordered in 
his head, or only counterfeited bimfelf mad, 
is uncertain, for nothing could be gat out 
of bim by the rack. 

20. He managed only two foreign wars 
himfelf in. perfon, the Dalmatian, while 
be was but young ; and after the conqueft 
of Anthony, the Cantabrian. In the Dal- 
matian be received fome wounds, as in.one 
battle a contufion in bis right-knee, from a 
fane, and in the other, be was forely maim 
ed in one leg, and both arms, by the fal! of 
a bridze. His other wars be managed by 
bis lieutenants, yet fo that he now and then 
made. bis appearance in fome of the wars of 
Pannonia and Germany, or was not far off, 
advancing from tbe city as far as Ravenna, 
Milan, or Aquileia. 


21. Hoawever be conquered partly in per- 
Son, partly by bis lieutenants, Cantabria, 
Aquitania and Pannonia, Dalmatia, with 
«ll Ulyricum, R>etia too with the tavo na- 
tions of the Vir telici and the Salaffii, in- 
babiting the Alps. He alfo put a flop te 
the inroads of the Dacians, by cutting off 
three. of their generals with aft armies, 
and drove the Germans beyond the river 
Elb: of which be removed the Ubii and 
Sicambri, upon their fubmiffion, into Gaul, 
and fettled them in a country elfe by t 
Rhine. And obliged other nations toa, ti 
avere fomewhat troublefome, to a fubmi fir 
But never made avar upon any nation av 
cut a. juff and neceffary cccafion, And evas 


Jo far frem a defire of advancing at any 
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caufüs bellam intulit. "T'an- 
tumq; abfuit a cupiditate quo- 
quo modo imperium vel belli- 
cam gloriam augendi, ut a uo- 
rundam ba rbarorum princ ipes 
in ede Martis Ultoris j jurare co 
egerit, manfuros fe in fide ac pa 
ce quam peterent: a quibufdam 
vero novum genus obfidum fee- 
minas exigere tentaverit : quod 
negligere marium pignora fen- 
tiebat, et tamen poteftatem 
femper omnibus fecit, quoties 
vellent, obfides recipiendi. en 
aut crebrius aut. perfidiofius re 

bellantes graviore unquam ii: 
tatus ‘eft poena, quam ut capti- 
vos fub lege venundaret, ne in 
vicina regione fervirent, neve 

intra xxx annum liberarentur. 
Qua virtutis moderationifq; fa- 
ma, Indos etiam ac Scythas, 
auditu modo cognitos, pellexit 
ad amicitiam fuam populiq; Ro- 
mani ultro per legatos peten- 
dam. Parthi quoq; et Armeni 
am vindicanti facile ceflerunt: 
et figna militaria que M. Craf. 
fo et M. Antonio ademerant, 
repofcenti reddiderunt: obfi- 
defq; infuper obtulerunt : deni- 
que pluribus quondam de Teg- 
no concertantibus, nonnifi ab 
ipfo electum com probaverunt. 

22. Janum Quirinum: femel 
atq; iterum a condita urbe me- 
moriam ante fuam claufum in 
multo. breviore temporis fpatio, 
terra mariq; pace parta ter clu- 
fit. Bis ovans ingreflus eft ur- 
bem, poft Philippenfe, et rur- 
fus poit Siculum bellum. | Cu- 
rules triumphos tres egit, Dal- 
maticum, Aóciacum, Alexan- 
drinum : continuo triduo om- 
nes. 

23. Graves ignominias cla. 
defq; duas omnino, nec alibi 
quam in Germania, accepit, 
Lollianam et Varianam: ded 
Lollianam majoris infamiz, 
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rate tbe empire, or bis own military glory, 
that be obliged the chiefs of fome barbarous 
people to fear in the temple of Mars the 
Revenger, that they would continue firm to 
their engagements, and duly keep the peace 
they bad defired; and demanded of Some 
anew fort of hofiages, their women, becaufe 
he found by experience, they did not much 
regard their male-hoftages. And yet be 
gave them all the liberty of taking them 
Lome again, «whenever they pleafed. He 
never punifbed even thofe that were the moft 
Srequent and perfidious in their rebellion, 
with any greater feverity, than only to fell 
their prifoners upon condition they fhould 
not ferve in any neighbouring country, nor 
be releafed from their flavery within thirty 
years. So that by the great fame of bis 
wirtue and moderation, be drew in the In- 
dians and Scythians too, known only to the 
Romans till that time by bear-fay, to court 
bis friend/bip, and that of the Roman 
people, by their embaffadors. The Parthi- 
ans too readily allowed bis pretenfions to 
Armenia, and at bis demand reftored the 
flandards they bad taken from M. Ca fius, 
and M. Anthony, and offered bim hoftages 
bifides. And upon the occafion of a conteft 
betwixt feveral pretenders to the kingdom, 
avould have none but the perfon he foould 
think fit to pitch upon. 


22. The temple of Fanus Quirinus, 
which bad been fbut but once or twice, from 
the building of the city, to bis-own time, 
he fout thrice ina much shorter /pace, bav- 
ing fittled an univerfal quiet both by fea 
and land. ‘He twice entered the city in the 
leffer triumph, after the war of Philippi, 
and again after that of Sicily. He bad 
likewife three grand triumphs, that is, for 
his soiclories in Daléatit;: at AGium and 
Alexandria, which laffed three days. 


23. He never in all bis wars received 
any confiderable or fhameful defeat, but 
tavíce in Germany, in the perfon of bis 
hicutenants Lollius and Varus. The former 
had indeed more of infamy, than lofsinit 
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quam detrimenti: Varianam 
pzne exitiabilem, tribus legio- 
nibus, cum duce legatifq; et 
auxiliis omnibus, czfis.. Hac 
nuntiata excubias per urbem 
indixit, ne quis tumultus exif- 
teret: et przfidibus provincia- 
rum propagavit imperium, ut et 
a peritis et affuetis focii conti- 
nerentur. Vovit et magnos 
ludos Jovi Opt. Max. SI REM- 
PUBLICAM IN MELIO- 
REM STATUM VERTIS 
SET: quod faétum Cimbrico 
Marficoque bello erat." Adeo 
namque confternatum ferunt, 
ut per continuos menfes barba 
capilloque fummiffo, caput in- 
terdum foribus illideret, voci- 
ferans: Quindi Vare legiones 
redde; diemque cladis quotan- 
nis motum habuerit ac luga- 
brem. 


24. In te militari et commu- 
tavit multa, et inftituit: atq; 
etiam ad antiquum mgrem non- 
nulla revocavit, difciplinam fe- 
veriffime rexit: ne legatorum 
quidem cuiquam, nifi gravate, 
hiberníq; demu menfibus, 
permifit uxorem —intervifere. 
Equitem R. quod duobus f iis 
adolefcentibus caufa detre&andi 
facramenti pollices amputaffet, 
ipfum bonaq; fubjecic haftz : 
quem tamen, quod imminere 
emptioni publicanos videbat, 
liberto fuo addixit, ut relega- 
tum in agros pro libero effe fi- 
neret. Decimam legionem con- 
tumacius parentem, cum igno- 
minia totam dimifit : item alias 
immodeíte  miffionem ^ poítu- 
lantes, citra commoda emeri- 
torum praemiorum exauctora- 
vit. Cohortes, fi que ceffi- 
fent loco, decimatas hordeo 
pavit. Centariones, ftatione de- 
ferta itidem, ut manipulares, 
capitali animadverfione puniit: 
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but that of Varus threatened the fecurity of 
the empire itfelf, three legions being cut off 
with the general, lieutenant-generals, and 
all the auxiliary forces. Upon advice of 
which, be ordered ftri watch to be kept 
all over the city, for fear of any publick 
difturbance, and continued the government 
of the provinces in the Jame hands, the 
better to keep the allies quiet, by tbe means 
of perfons well acquainted with, and ufed 
to them. He made a vow to celebrate the 
great games in honour of Jupiter, if he 
pleafed to give a happy turn to the pre- 
fent ftate of affairs: Which thing bad 
been done before in the Cimbrick and Mar- 
fick wars; For they tell us, that be was 
under fo terrible a conflernation upon it, 
that be let the hair of bis bead and beard 
grow for feveral months, and fometimes 
knock d his bead againf? the door, crying 
out, QUINTILIUS VaRUs, give me my 
legions again. And every year obferv'd 
the day upon which the difafter bad bap- 
pénéd, as a day of forrow and mourning. 
24. In military affairs be made a great 
many alterations, introducing fome things 
entirely new, and reviving old cufloms that 
had been laid afide. He kept the troops to 
very fri difcipline : And would not allow 
fo much as any of the lieutenant-generals 
the liberty to vifit their ladies, but with 
great difficulty, and in the winter-feason 
only. A Roman knight having cut off the 
thumbs of tuvo young fons of bis, to render 
them uncapable of Jerving in the wars, be 
expofed bim to fale, and his eftate teo, 
But yet upon obferving the publicans very 
bufy about the purchafe, be configned him 
over to a freed-man of bis own, that he 
might fend bim into the country, and fuffer 
him to enjoy his freedom. The tenth legion 
growing mutinous, he broke entirely with 
difgrace: and did the fame by Jome others 
that in a mutinous manner demanded their 
difcbarge, baulking them of the rewards 
ufwally conferred upon fuch as bad erved up 
their time in the wars. Such battalions 
as quitted their ground in time of adiion, be 
decimated, and fed with barley. Captains 
as well as common centinels upon the guard 
that deferted their pofts, be punifoed with 
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pro cetero. delictorum .genere 
varüs ignominiis affecit: ut 
flare per totum diem juberet 
ante Pretorium: interdum tu- 
nicatos,. difcin&ofq; | nonnun- 
quam. cum . decempedis, vel 
etiam cefpitem portantes. 

2:. Neq; poft bella civilia 
autin concione, aut per edic- 
tum, ullos militum commilitones 
appellabat, fed milites :, ac. me 
a filiis quidem aut privignis fu 
is, imperio . preditis, aliter ap- 
pellari paffus eft: ambitiofius 
id exiftimans quam. aut ratio 
militaris, aut. temporum. quies, 
aut. fua. domufq; fuz majeftas 
poflularet. Libertino . milite, 
sreterquam.

Solos triumpha- 
les quamquam et focios eXpedi- 
tionum, et participes vicloria- 
rum fuarum, nunquam donis 
impertiendos putavit; quod 
ipfi quog; jus habuiffent tribu- 
endi ea quibus vellent. Nihil 
autem minus in perfecto duce, 
quam feftinationem  temerita- 
temq; convenire arbitrabaeur. 
Crebro itaq; illa jaQabat, 
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death. For other faults be bad, various 
ways of difgracing them, as obligin 

them.to fland all day before the general’ 
tent, fometimes in their tunicks and with: 
out their belts, fometimes bearing polls ten 
foot long, or fods in their bands. 

25. After the civil wars, he never in 
any of his fpeeches to them, proclama- 
tions, called them fellow Soldiers, but fol- 
diers only... Nor-swould be fuffer them tobe 
otberavife called by his fons or flep.fans, 
when they, avere in command, as judging 
the former appellation a degree of condefcen- 
Sion not very confiftent with military difti- 
pline, and what the peaceablene/s of the 
times, and the grandeur of himfelf and 
Samily rendered needlefs. UntJs at Rome 
upon account of fire's happening, or under 
the apprehenfion of a publick difturbance, 
in a lime of fcarcitys be never Juffered ma- 
numifed flaves to bear arms in bis troops, 
excepting twice, once for the fecurity of the 
colonies bordering upon Illyricum, and again 
to guard the bank of the river Rbine. 
e he ordered people of eftates, both gen- 
nen and ladies, to furnifh him with; 
and tho’ after fome time be made-free-men 
of them, yet be kept them in a body by 
themfclves, unmixed with his other foldiers 
of better birth, and arm'd too in a differ- 
ent manner. Military prefents, fuch as 
trappings for harfes, chains, or any others 


camps or towns, which were reckoned much 


more honourable than the former. Thefe 
he gave, very fparingly, and without fa- 
«our or affediion, and oftentimes even ta 
common Joldiers. He prefented M. Agrip- 
pa, after the [ca- figbt in the war of Sicily, 
with a green banner. Gentlemen that bad 
had the honour of a triumph, tha’ they at» 
tended him in his expeditions, and bad a 
Srare in his fucceffes, yet be did mot judge 
it proper to diftinguife by the ufuas military 
presents, becaufe they themfelves bad aright 
to grant them to whom they pleafed. He 
thought nothing more below tbe charatier 
of an accempli/bed general than baffe and 
refpnefs. Wherefore be bad frequently in 
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mcsde Boudevs, &

And, That was done foon enough, that 
was done well enough. He u/ed to fay 
too, that a battle or a war was never to 
be undertaken, where the hopes of advan- 
tage did not overbalance the fear of lofs. 
For thofe that purfued {mall advantages 
with no {mall hazard, be /aid, were like 
fuch as fifhed with a golden hook, the 
lofs of which, if the line fhould break, 
could never be countervailed by all the 
fifh they might take. 

26. He was advanced to publick offices 
before he was legally qualified for them in 
point of age, and to fome of & new kind, 
and for life. He feized the conful/bip in 
the taventictb year of bis age, advancing 
up with bis legions in a hoftile manner to 
the town, and fending deputies to demand it 

or bim in the name of the army. At 

awhich time the fenate demurring upon the 
matter, a centurion called Cornelius, the 
leading deputy, throwing back bis coat, ard 
Joewing the bilt of. bis ford, bad the 
affurance to fay in the boufe, This will 
make him conful, if you will not. His 
fecond confulfbip be bore mine years after, 
and tbe next but one, after tbat a third, 
and continued in the fame office every year 
Succeffively till the eleventh. After avbich, 
tho’ the confulfhip was frequently offer d 
him, yet be refufed it, "Vill after a long 
interval, no lefs than feventeen years, he 
voluntarily flood for the twel, th, and two 
years after that again for a thirteenth, that 
be might, whilft invefted in that high of- 
fice, introduce, according to cuffom, his 
tava fons Caius and Lucius, into the fo- 
rum. For the five confulfbips from the 
fixth to the eleve nth, be continued in office 
throughout the year conftantly. But for 
the refl, only nine, fix, four, or three 
months, and in bis Jecond only for a few 
hours, For having fat, upon the frp of 
January, on bis ivory feat, for fome fmall 
time in the morning before the temple of 
Jupiter Capitolinus, be quitted the office 
K2 {ecio 
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fe&o alio in locum fuum. Nec 
omnes Rome, fed quartum 
confulatum in Afia, quintum 
in infula Samo, ocavum et 
nonum 'l'arraconé init.

turba paganorum apud rmnilites 
fubícribere quzdam animadver- 
tiffet, curiofum ac fpeculato- 
rem ratus, coram confodi im- 
peravit. Et Tedium Afrem 
cof. defignatum, quia factum 
quoddam fuum maligno fermo- 
ne carpfiffet, tantis perterruit 
minis, ut is fe precipitaverit, 
Et O. Gallium pretorem, in 
officio falutationis, tabulas du- 
plices vefte te&as tenentem 
fufpicatus gladium occulere, nec 
quidquam itatim, ne aliud inve 
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and fubftituted another in his room. Nor 
did he enter upon them all at Rome, but 
upon the fourth in Afia, the fifth in the 
iffe of Samos, and the cighth and ninth at 
Tarracon. 

27. He was one. of the triumvirate for 
feittling the commonuiealth ten years, in 
which office, he for fome time oppofed his 
colleagues in their deftgn of a profcription; 
but after it was begun, profecuted it with 
more inflexible rigour than either of them: 
For whereas they were often prevailed upon 
by the interefl and interceffron of friends to 
Joew mercy, be alone infified vehementh, 
that no quarter fbould be given; and be 
proferibed too C. Toranius his guardian, 
who bad been formerly bis father O@avi- 
us's colleague in the ZEdilefbip. “Funius 
Saturninus adds this farther account of bim, 
that when, after the profcription was over, 
M. Lepidus made an excufe to the Senate 
for their pafl proceedings, and gave them 
hopes of more gentle management for the 
Suture, becaufe they bad now bad a fufici- 
ent revenge upon their enemies: He on the 
other hand declared, that he had fet no 
other bounds to the profcription than his 

wn pleafure,and fowas entirely at liberty. 
Yet afterwards being Jorry for this inflexi- 
ble humour of bis, he raifed T. Vinius 
Philopemen to the equeftrian dignity, for 
having concealed bis patron, and faved him 
Srom the fury of the profeription. In this 
Jame office he became very odious upon many 
accounts. For as be was once baranguing 
the foldiers, observing Pinarius a Roman 
knight to let in fome other company, and 
Subferibe fomething or other, be ordered him 
to be ftabbed before his eyes as a bufy body 
and a fpy upon him. He fo terrified with 
bis menaces Tedius Ofer, after be was con- 
Jul ele, for having refiected upon some 
actions of bis, that be threw bimfelf from 
the top of a Loufe and dicd. And when 
2. Gallius the praetor came to wait on 
him, with a double tablet under bis coat, 
Jufpréling it to be a favord, and yet not 
venturing to make a fearch, left it foould 
be found to be fomething elfe, be ordered 
him to be carried off by Jome captains and 
Soldiers, and to. be put to torture, as if be 
niretur, 
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niretur, aufus inquirere, paullo 
pok per centuriones et milites 
raptum e tribunali, fervilem in 
modum torfit, ac fatentem ni- 
hil, juffit occidi, prius oculis 
ejus fua manu effofis. Quem 
tamen (cribit colloquio petito 
infidiatum fibi, conjectumq; a 
fe in cuftodiam, deinde urbe 
interdicta dimiffum, naufragio 
vel latronum infidiis perite. 
Tribunitiam poteftatem perpe 
tuam recepit; in qua femel 
atq; Iterum per fingula luftra 
collezam. fibi cooptavit, Re- 
cepit et morum legumque regi- 
men zque perpetuum ; quo ju- 
re quamquam fine cenfurz ho- 
nore, cenfum tamen populi ter 
egit: primum ac tertium cum 
collega, medium folus.

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bad been a. flave; and tho bg nwould not 
own any ill defign, commanded him to be 
Jain, after be bad pulled out bis eyes wit 
bis own hands: yet be bimfelf Jays, that 
this Jame gentleman defired a private con- 
Serence with him, in order to murther bim, 
Sor which reafon be put bim in prifon, but 
afterwards released bim, and banifbed him 
the city, and that be perifbed either in a 
form at fea, or by the bands of robbers. 
He accepted of the Tribunitian power for 
life, but for two luftra fucceffively took an- 
other perjan into commiffion with him. He 
had likewife the infpedtion of the publick 
manners and the laws conferred upon bim for 
life, by virtue of which commiffion, thd’ 
he had not the honourable title of cenfor, 
ye he thrice took a furvey of the people, the 
jirft and third time with an affifiant, but 
the fecond by himfelf. 


29. He tavice entertained thoughts of re- 
froring the common-wealth ; firft immedi- 
ately after the Juppreffing of Antony, re- 
membring what be bad oftentimes charged 
him with, that it was owing to bim, that 
the common-wealth was not reffored. The 
Jecond time was upon occafion of a long ill- 
neft, at which time he fent for the magif- 
trates and the fenate to bis own houfe, and 
delivered them a particular account of the 
fate of the empire ; but confidering at the 
fame time, that be could not without ha- 
xard return to the condition of a private 
perfon, and that it might be of dangerous 
confequence to the publick, to have thego- 
ernment left again to the management of 
the people, he refolu'd to keep it in bis own 
hands, whether with ibe better event or 
intention is bard to fay; which intention of 
good tothe publick be frequently inj ified upon 
in his private converfation, aud likewsife 
declared by proclamation in the following 
avords. So let me have the happineis to 
fettle the common-wealth fafe andfecure 
upon its proper bafis, and receive the 
advantage I propofe from thence, of be- 
ing celebrated for introducing the beft 
kind of government amongft you ; and 


at my leaving the world, carry along with me this hope, that the foun- 
dations I fhali lay for a future fettlement, will zemain unmoved for ever.

29. The which was not buill ina 
manner fuitable to the grandeur of the tin- 
pire, and was liable to the inundations of 
the Tiber, and fires, be fo much improved, 
that be bad reafon indeed to boaft, that he 
left it a city of marble inflead of brick. 
He likewife rendered it fecure for the time 
to come, as far as could be effected by bu- 
man forefight. He raifed a great many 
publick buildings, the mofl confiderable of 
which avere a Forum with the temple of 
Mars the Avenger, the temple of Apollo in 
the Palatium, and the temple of thundering 
Jove in the capitol. The reafon of bis 
building the forum, was the waft number 
of people and caufes, for which the two for- 
mer forums being mot fufficient, it was 
thought requifite to have a third. For 
that reafon it was opened for publich ufe, 
before. the temple of Mars was quite finifb- 
ed, and prowided by law, that caufes fpould 
be tried, and ji dges chofen by lot there too. 
The temple of Mars he bad vowed to build 
him, in the war of Philippi, undertaken 
by bim for the revenge of bis father's death. 
He ordered that the fenate fhould meet there 
always to debate about wars and triumphs; 
and that fuch as were fent into the provin- 
ces to. command the armies, fhould be dif- 
patched from thence; and that fuch as re- 
turn’d viGorious from the wars, Joould 
lodge the ornaments of their triumphs there. 
He built the temple of Apollo in that part 
of the Palatine houfe, which had been 

Struck with thunder, and which for that 
reafon the Jooth-fayers did declare the God 
had a mind to. He added to it piazZas, 
witha library of Latin and Greek authors; 
and when be grew elderly, ufed frequently 
to hold the Jenate there, and examine the 
lifts of the judges. He confecrated the 
temple ta thundering Fove, upon account 
of a delivery be bad froma great danger 
in his Cantabrian expedition ; where, as 
he was travelling in the night, his chair 
was fcorcbed, aud a flave that carried a 
torch before him killed outright by lightning. 
He likewife erected fome publich buildings

Diana 
by Lucius Cornificius, the court of Liberty 
by Afinius Poss ; a tempe of Saturn by 
Munatius Plancus ; a theatre by Cornelius 
Batbas ; ; an amphitheatr £e by Statilius Tau 
rus s and feveral other fine edifices by M.

30. He divided the city into wards, and 
other leffer divifions, and ordered that tbe 
annual magifirates foould by lot take. the 
charge of the former, and maffers cbofem 
out of tbe commonalty of the neighbourhood 
the latter...

Such as were genuine; and laid them up 
on two gilt foelves, under the bafe of Apollo 
Palatinus’s ffatue, He reduced the sear, 
which had been regulated by Fulius Cafar, 
but through carelef{ne/s was got again into 
iforder and confufion, to it’s former regu- 
larity, and upon’ that occafton, called the 
month of fextilis by bis oxvn name, rather 

than September, in which be was born; 

becaufe in it be bad obtained bis firft con- 

fSulate, and all bis moft confiderable vitia- 
ries. He encréafed the number, dignity, 

and revenue of the priefts, but efpecially of 

the veftal virgins. And when upm the 

death of one of them, a new one was to be 

chofen, and many follicited hard, that they 

might mot be obliged to give in their daugh- 

ters names, to take their chance for it, he 

fwore, that if any of bis grand daugh- 
ters had been old enough for it, be 

avould have offered ber to fill up the va- 

cancy. He likeqwife revived fome old reli- 

gious cuffoms, that had by degrees been laid 

afide, as the augury of health, the office 

of Flamen Dialis, or the peculiar pricft of 

Jupiter, the religious folemnity of the Lu- 

percalia, the Secular and Compitalitian 
games. “He forbid young boys running in 
the Lupercalia: likewife in the Secular 

games, be forbid all young pecple of either 
Jex, to appear at any publick aiverfions in 
the night, unlefs in company with fome el- 

der ly perfon of their relations. He ordered 

the boufbold gods to be trimmed up twice a 

year with fpring and fummer flowirs, in 
the Compitalitian feftival. Next to the 

immortal gods, be paid the bighef? bonour 

to the memory of thofe yeneralt, that, 

from the poor condition the Roman fate 
was originally in, bad raifed it to the bigh- 

eft pitch of grandeur; and accordingly re- 

paired or rebuilt the publick edifices they 
pad raifed, and preferved toe former in-

He likewife removed the flatue of 
Pompey from the fenate-houfe, in which C. 
Cezfar had been flain; and place dit under 
a marble arch, over-againft the fine boufe 
adjoining to bis theatre. 

32. He fuppreffed a great many ill 
practices, bighly detrimental t0 the publick, 
that had been introduced during the confu- 
fan of the late civil wars, or bad their rife 
from the long peace that enfued. Great 
numbers of bighwaymen app rid openly 
with favords on, under colour of elf defence. 
And travellers, freemenana laves without 
diflinclion, were up and davon the country 
carried off by violence, and kept concealed 
in work boufes. And feveral parties of men, 
under the fpecious title of new companies, 
caballed together for the commiffion of all 
manner of villany. He quelled the ban- 
ditti, by guards of faldiers pofted in proper 
places for the purpofe; took a ftriG account 
of the work-houfes, and diffalved all com- 
panies, but fuch as were of antieni ftand- 
ing and efablifbed by law. He burnt all 
the notes of fuch as bad been a long time 
th the treasury, as the prin- 
ns, fuits and profecu- 
in tbe city that were claimed 
by the public t, avhere the property Was du- 
bious, he adjudged to the poffifors. He 
frruck out of the lift of criminals, the 
names of fuch as bad laid long under the 
terror of a profecution, aubere nothing fur-~ 
ther was propofed by tbe enemies the profe- 
cutors, than only to gratify their own ill 
nature, by feeing the miferable appearance 
they made upon that occasion : and at the 
fame time, threatened thofe that foould g

33. He likewife gave conftant atten- 
dance himfelf for tbe trial of caufes, and 
«would fometimes continue fitting within the 
night, if he was not very well, upon a couch 
placed upon the bench, or lying a bed at 
home. . And this he did not only with the 
utmof? application, but mildnefs too. To 
Save a fellozu, that evidently appeared guil- 
ty of murthering bis father from being 
flitched up in a fack, becaufe none were 
punifbed in that manner, but fuch as con- 
feffed thé fadt, they tell you, be interroga- 
ted him thus, Surely you did not kill 
your father, did you ?. And when in the 
trial of a caufe about a forged will, all 
thofe that bad figned it were liable to the 
penalty of the Cornelian law, be ordered 
to be diftributed to the gentlemen that Jat 
with him upon the trial,, not only the two 
ufual tablets for condemnation or acquittal, 
but a third too, for the pardon of all thofe 
that foould appear to be drawn in to hon 
by any trick or miftake. All appeals in 
caufes betwixt the town’s people be affigned 
every year to the pretor ; and where the 
provincials were concerned, to confular gen- 
tlemen, who had each bis province for that 
purpose. 

34. Some laws he revifed, and fome en- 
tirely new ones, he enaGed bim elf, as the 
Jumptuary law, that relating to adultery 
and cbaffity, the law egainfl bribery in 
elections, as alfo that for the encouragement 
of matrimony, And having been fomtavbat 
more Jevere in bis reform of this law than 
the reft, he found it impradicable to bave 
it pa/s with the people, by reafon of the 
clamour and difturbance raifed by fuch as 
were againft ity without taking off or mir

And in order to bring the fenators 
fons fooner acquainted with affairs of fate, 
he permitted them, at the fame time they 
took upon them the manly habit, to affame 
the fenatorian tunick too, and to be prefent 
at the debates of the houfe. And when 
they entered the fervice of their country in 
the wars, he gave them not only tribunes 
commiffions, but likewife the command of 
the auxiliary borfe of a lesion. And that 
none might want, an, oppor tunity of attain~ 
ing to a y ient, experience in military 
affairs, he commonly put two Senators fons 
in. commiffion together for the command of 


the faid borfe. He frequently reviewed 


the troops of borfe belonging to the fate,re~ 
viving the antient cuflom of tranfvection, 
after it bad been long laid a fide; but did 
not faffer any one to be obliged / y bis accuser

Some he 
difgraced for taking up money at alow in- 
terefl, and letting it out again upon a 
much higher confideration. 

40. In the election of tribunes, if there 
«vere not candidates enough of thefenatorian 
order, be fupplied the want of them out of 
the equeftrian ; granting them the liberty, 
after the expiration of their office, to contia 
nue n which of the two orders they pleafed, 
And becaufe moft of the knights bad been 
much reduced in their eflates by the late 
civil wars, and for that reafon durfl not 
Sit to fee the publick diver fons in the thea- 
tre, in the feats affigned to their order, for 
Sear of the punifhment provided by law in 
that cafe, he publickly declared, that none 
were liable to the lafb of that law, who 
had either themfelves or their parents, 
ever bad a knight's eftate. He took the 
Survey of the Roman pecple frect by flrect 
and that the commonalty might not be too 
frequently taken from their bufinefs, toat= 
tend the publick diftribution of corn, be 
intended to deliver out tickets for four 
months, in order to their receiving fo much 
at once, and fo but three times a year: but 
at their requeft, he allowed them it monthly 
as before. He revived the former ufage in 
ele&lions, and endeavoured to prevent bri- 
bery by the enacting of various penalties 
againft it. And therefore upon the day of 
elcGion, be diflributed to the Sreemen of 
the Fabian and Scaptian tribes, in which 
he himfelf was enrolled, a thoufand fe- 
Jerces cach, that they might not expect any 
thing from any of the candidates, Being 
too very much concerned to preferve the Ro- 
man people pure and untainted with a mix- 
ture of foreign or Jervile blood, be both 
gave the freedom of the city very fparingly, 
and put fome reftraint upon the pradlice of 
manumifing flaves. And when Tiberius in- 
terceded with him for the freedom of Rome 
in bebalf of a Greek client of his, be writ 
bim for anfwer, That he fhould not grant 
it unlefs he came himfelf, and gave him 
good (atisfactien, as to the reafons he had 
to make that requeft. dnd he denied 
Livia too, upon her defiring the fame pri- 
vilege for a tributary Gaul, but offered bim 

multo

diflinclion of Juch as foould be manumifed, 
he moreover enacted, that none who bad 
ever been bound in chains, or put to the 
rack, foould in any degree obtain the free- 
dom of the city. He endeavoured to reflore 


the old habit and drefs of the Romans ; and upon feeing once an affembly of the 
people in black cloaths, be cryed out with indignation, Behold.

He gave order to the adiles not to Suffer 
any Roman to fland in the Forum or Circus 
with cloaks on. 


41. He fhew'd his generofity to all 
ranks of people upon feveral occafions: for 
upon bringing the treafure belonging to the 
Kings of Egypt into the city, in bis Alexan- 
drian triumph, he made money fo very 
plentiful, that intereft fell, and land rofe 
confiderably upon it. And afteravardi, as 
oft as money came in faff upon bim by con- 
Jifcations, be would lend it out gratis to 
Juch as could give fecurity for double the 
fum lent. The eftate neceffary to qualify a 
perfon for being chofen into the fenate, in- 
fread of eight bundred thoufand feflerces, 
be ordered foould be twelve hundred thou- 
Jand for the future; and he made it up to 
thofe in the houfe, that had not fo much. 
He gave frequent donatives to the people, 
but of different Jums commonly, as fome- 
times four hundred, fometimes three bun- 
dred, or tavo bundred and fifty Jefterces, 
upon which occafions he extended bis bounty 
even to little boys ; whereas they were not 
ufed before to receive any thing "till after 
they were eleven years of age. Andina 
Scarcity of corn, «vauld oftentimes let them 
have it at a «very low price, or none at 
all ; and doubled the number of the money 
tickets.

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gifirates, as were either abfent,or not able 
to bear the expence: and this be did fome- 
times up and down the fireéts of the city 
and upon Jeveral fiages, by playérs in all 
languages. The fame be didnot only in 
the Forum, and Amphitheatre, but in the 
Circus too, and in the Septa ; .and fome- 
times he only prefentid a hunting of wild 
beafts. He entertained the people with 
wrefilers in the Sie ld of Mars, where 
wooden Jeats were erected for the purpa/e; 
as alfowith afea fight lowering the ground 
nigh the Tiber for it, where now the grove 
of the Cafars is. And during the time of 
thefe two publick entertainments, be placed 
guards in the city; that it might not be ex- 
poled; by reafon of the Jmall number of 
people that was left in it, to robbers. In 
the Circus be produced charioteers, foot ra- 
cers, and killers of swild-beafls, and thofe 
often of prime quality. He frequently éx- 
hibited theTrojan game, with a felect num- 
ber of greater or leffer boys: thinking it 
both bandfome in itfelf, and fuitable to 
the ufage of the antients, to have the gé- 
mius of the young nobility thus difMayed. 
He prefented C. Nonius Afprenas, that got 
lamed by a fall in this diverfion, witha 
golden. chain, and allowed him and bis 
pofterity to wear the firname of Torquatus. 
But foon after be gave over this [port upon 
eccafion of afevere [peech of Ajinius Pollio 
the orator to the fenate, wherein be com- 
plained heavily of the misfortune of bis 
grandfon AE ferninus, who bad broke bis 
leg too in it. He Jometimes made ufe of 
Roman knights to acl upon the flage, or to 
fight as gladiators ; but that was only bi- 

ore the practice was forbid, by a decree of 
the Jenate. He went no further after that, 
than only to prefent to the view of the peo- 
plea young man namid Lucius, of a good 
family, that was not quite favo feet bigb, 
and aveigb d only Jeventeen pounds but bad 
a prodigious voice. In one of his publick

going forward, if any thing was brought 
to town, uncommon and worth the feeing, 
to expofe it to publick view, in any place 
whatever: as be did a rhinoceros in the 
Septa, a tiger upon a flage, a fnake fifty 
cubits long in the Comitium. It happened 
in the Circenfian games, which be per- 
formed upon a vow, that he was taken ill, 
and obliged to attend the Thenfee,lying upon 
a couch. Again, in the games celebrated 
for the opening of Marcellur's theatre, the 
joints of bis ivory feat happening to come 
loofe, be fell upon his back. And in the 
publick diverfion exhibited by bis grand- 
Sons, the people being Jorely frighted with 
the apprehenfion of the theatre's falling, 
when he found be could not flop or encourage 
them by any means to flay, be removed 
from his place, and fat down in the part 
that was moft fufpected. 

44. The confufed diforderly manner of 
fitting tofee the publick diver fions, he redi- 
fied, upon occafton of an affront put upon a 
Jenator at Puteoli, whom, in a full affem- 
bly at the publick games, no body would 
make room for. He thereupon procured a 
decree of the fenate, that in all publick 
diverfions, andin all places, the firft row 
of feats foould be left empty for the fenators. 
He would not fuffer the ambaffadors of fret 
nations, and fuch as were allies of Rome, 
to fit in that part of the theatre affigned 
the fenate, having difeovered that some 
manumifed flaves bad been fent under that 
chara&er. He feparated the foldiery from 
the reft of the people, and affigned to mar- 
ried men amongfl the commonalty their pro- 
per feats. To the boys be affigned bisoun 
Cuneus, and the next to it to fuch as bad 
the charge of them ; and ordered that nont 
cloathed in black foould fit in the middle 
part of the Cavea. Nor would be fo much 
as allow the women to fee the gladiators 
perform, but from the upper part thereof, 
avho were ufed before to take their places 
promifcuoufly with the refi of the compa- 
ny upon that occafion. Only to the Feftal 
wirgins he granted a place in the theatre by 
themfelves, oppofite to the preetor’s bench. 
But entirely excluded thew. bole fex fromfee- 
ing the wreftlers perform their parts; fo 
that in the games be exhibited upon bis

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taking tbe office of high-prieft, be deferred 
the producing a pair of combatants tbe peo- 
ple called fur, "till tbe next morning, and 
fignified by proclamation, his pleafure 
that no woman fhould appear in the 
theatre before five o'clock. 

45. He generally view d the Circenfian 
games from apartments of his friends or 
freed-men,fometimes from the place appoin- 
ted for the ftatues of the gods, and fitting 
too together with his wife and children. 
He would abfent himfelf from thefe publick 
fights for feveral hours, and fometimes 
whole days ; but not without begging par- 
don firfl, and recommending fome to prefide 
at them in bis room. But as oft as be was 
prefent, he minded nothing elfe ; either to 
avoid the refleftion that be ufed to fay was 
commonly made upon bis father Cafar, for 
perufing letters and memoirs, and anfwer- 
ing them in writing, whilft be was prefent 
at the publick diverfions, or out of a real 
fancy he bad for the port, and the plea- 
Jure be took in it ; which he was fa far 
from concealing, that be oftentimes ingenu- 
oufly own'd it. Wherefore be ufed frequently 
to make confiderable gratifications to the 
beft performers in the diverfions exhibited 
by others. Nor was be ever prefent at any 
publick performance of Greeks, without re- 
warding the moft deferving, according to 
merit. He loved mightily to fee the boxers 
perform, and e/pecially the Latine, not 
only fuch as bad been trained up to it by 
rules of art, which be ufed often to match 
with the Greek champions, but the very 
townfmen that would fight in the frets 
avitbout any art at all. Finally be voucb- 
fated to take under bis care all fucb as 
adied any part in thefe publick entertain- 
ments of the people. He preferved to the 
wrefilers their privileges, and enlarged 
them too. He vould not fuffer the gladia- 
tors to fight without the allowance of life 
to the party worfted. He took away from 
the magiftrates the power of correcting the 
ftage- players, which by an antient law,was 
allowed them at all times and in all places, 
and allow'd it only during the plays, and 
upon the flage s yet be avould not abate the 


avreflers or gladiators any thing at all of

the rules of difcipline. He went So far in 
refrainingthe licentioufnefsof rage: players, 
that upon difcovering that Stephanio, an 
aclor of latin plays, kept a married woman 
with her hair cut foort, and dreffed in boys 
chaths, to. wait upon bim at table, he or- 
dered-him to be awhipp'd through all the. 
three theatres, and banifh’d bim. And 
Hylas.the pantomimick, upon acomplaint a- 
gainft him. by the praetor, be commanded. 
to be foundly [eourged:with awhip, in the 
court of bis own: boufe, and admitted. all 
that would to fee the execution. And 
Pylades he banifbed the city and. Italy. too, 
Sor pointing with bis finger ats and-turn- 
ing the eyes of the company upon, afpedar 
tor by whom be was hiffed. 

46. Having thus regulated the city and 
the affairs thereof, he replenifbedltaly bythe 
planting of eight and twenty colonies in it, 
and verymuchimproved it by publickworks, 
and. arevenue in taxes fettled upon the fe- 
weral colonies, and equalled it in fame mea- 
Jure in privileges and dignity to the city it- 
Self, by inventing a, meno fort of fuffrages, 
which the members of the governing council 
in every colony, foould.give at home in the 
election of the magifirates im Rome, and, 
Send under fea] to rhe city, about the time, 
of the. eleétion. And in ordir to augment 
the number of perfons of condition, anden- 
courage propagation. amongh the, inferion 
people, be. allowed the petitions of allfuch 
who requefled the honour of ferving in the 
wars.on borfeback, provided they were rer 
commended by, the town cuibere they lived? 
«nd. to fuch of the commonalty as upon bis 
viewing the Jeveral quarters of Italy; pre- 
Jented bim. with fons or daughters, law- 
Sully begot, be difiributed a tbaufand foper- 
€&s. a. head, 

47. The more able prowinces, and fuch 
as could not with eafe orfafely beentrufted 
to thegavernment of the annualmagiftrates, 
be referved.to his own management s the 
rift bedi fpofed of by lot to the proconfuls: 
yet he. made an exchange fometimes, and. 
frequently. vifited moft of bath. kinds in pers 
Jon. Some cities that were confederate ine 
deed with Rome, but by their extravagant 
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tium licentia precipites, liberta- 
te privavit: alias, aut ere alieno 
laborantes, levavit; aut terra. 
motu. fubverfas denuo condi- 
dit: aut merita ergo pop. Ro- 
man. allegantes, Latinitate, vel 
civitate, donavit, Non eft, ut 
opinor, provincia, excepta dun- 
taxat Africa et Sardinia, quam 
non adierit. In has, fugato 
Sexto. Pompejo, trajicere ex 
Sicilia apparentem, continua 
et immodice tempeítates inhi- 
buerunt, nec mox occafio aut 
caufa. trajiciendi fuit. 

48. Regna, quibus belli jure 
potitus eft, preter pauca, aut 
iídem, quibus ademerat, red- 
didit,aut alienigenis contribuit.

depriwed of their liberty. Others that were 
very much in debt be reliew'd, and rebuilt 
buch ashad been overthrown by earthquakes: 
and fuch as could produce any inflance of 
their having deferved well of the Roman 
people, be prefented: with the privilege of 
Latinum, or the freedom of the city. There 
is not a province, Ithink, except Africa 
and Sardinia. which be did not vifit. Af- 
ter hehad driven Sextus Pompeius into thofe 
provinces, he was preparing indeed to pajs 
over, but was prevented by violent florms, 
that continued for fore time without inter- 
miffion. And foon after tbe occafion ceafed. 
A8. Kingdoms, which he had made 
himfelf mafier of by right of congueft, ex= 
cepting a fiao, be eitherrefiored to fuch as 
be bad taken them from, or gave them to 
firangers. Kings bis allies he linked to- 
gether in all the mutual bonds of union, be 
ing always ready to promote or favour any 
propofal of marriage or friend/bip among ft 
them, and indeed treated them all withthe 
Jame regard, as if they were members and 
parts of the empire. For fuch of them 
as were minors or lunaticks he appointed 
guardians, till fucb time as they came at 
age, or recovered their fenfes: and the fons 
of a great many be was pleafed fpould be 
educated and inftrudted with bis own, 


48. Of the military forces, be difpofed 
of the legious and auxiliary troops tbrougb- 
out the feveral provinces. He pofted a fleet 
at Mifine, and another at Ravenna, for 
the fecurity of tbe uper and lower fea. He 
fele&ed a certain number of their forces for 
the guard partly of the city, and partly of 
his own perfon ; and difmiffed the body of 
the Calaguritanians, which he kept about 
bim, till the overthrow of Anthony. He 
did the fame too by the: Germans, whom he 
bad amongft bis guards, till the difafler 
of Varus. And yet be ne ver fuffered more 
than three battalians in tbe city, and that 
without any camp. The reft be ufed to 
difprfe of in the neighbouring towns about 
the city, in winter and fummer quarters. 
All the troopsthroughout the empire be ve» 
diced to one-certain- model, withre/ped te

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their pay, and therewards to be conferred 
upon their being honourably difcharged the 
Sirvice,determining according to every one’s 
flation inithe troops, both tbe time he was 
to ferve,andthe advantages be was tohave, 
upon a fair difcharge, that they might not 
be tempted by their age and neceffities to 
raife diflurbances. And in order to e- 
ftablife a perpetual and eafy fund, for the 
maintenance and rewards, he appointed a 
military exchequer, with new taxes for 
the Jupply of it. And to bave the fpeedier 
intelligence of what poffed in the provinces, 
he at firft pofled, at moderate diftances, 
young men all along the great roads for the 
troops, and afterwards running chairs ; 
which appeared the more commodious, be- 
caufe the perfons that brought him the let- 
ters, might be queftioned about the bufinefs, 
if there was any occafion. 


50. Jn the fealing of patents, inflrudti- 
ons, or letters, heat firft made ufe of the 
figure of a Sphinx, afterwards the bead 
of Alexander the great, and at laft bis 
own, engraved by the hand of Diofcorides, 
which the following princes likewife conti 
nued to make ufe of. He was very particu 
lar in the dating of his letters, putting 
down exaétly tbe time of the day, or night, 
in which they were difpatcbed. 


51. The inftances of his clemency and 
moderation are both many and confiderable. 
For not to reckon up how many, and who 
they were of the oppofite party, that» he 
pardoned, and fuffered to rife to the bigheft 
eminence in the city; be thought it fufficient 
to punifo Junius Novatus, and Caffus Pa- 
tavinus, both commoners, the one with a 
Jine laid upon bim, and the other with an 
¢a/y banifbment,t bo! the former badpublifbed 
in the name of young Agrippa, avery Jeur- 
rilous letter againfl bim, and the other de- 
clared openly at an entertainment, where 
there was a. great deal of company, that 
he neither wanted inclination or cour: ge 
to ftab him. And in the tryal of LEmi- 
dius 4 lianus of Corduba, when among ft 
other crimes charged upon bim, this may

rem, commotoque fimilis: Ve- 
lim, inquit, hoc mibi probes:

Do not, my dear Tiberius, 
give way to the heat of youth in this 
affair, or bein fuch a mighty chafe, that 
any one fhould refle& upon me. It’s 
fufücient, that we have it in our power, 
to prevent any one's doing us a mif- 
chief. 


52. Tho’ be knew it bad been euftomary 
to decree temples for the proconfuls, yet be 
would not, in the provinces, allow of any 
to be ereéted, but to the honour of himfelf 
and the city Rome in conjunclion. But im 
the city itfelf, be abfolutely refufed any bo- 
nour of that hind. He melted down all 
the filver flatues that had been erected for 
him, and purchafed therewith golden tri-

city or great town, but in the evening or 
the night, that be might give no body the 
trouble of attending bim. In his conful- 
Soips be commanly walked the flreetson fact, 
but at other times was carried in a clofe 
chair, He admitted the commonalty, pros 
mifcuoufly with people of better fafbion, to 
pay their refpedis to him, receiving the pee 
titions of fuch as came to wait upen bim, 
with fo much complaifance, that he merrily 
chid one man, by telling bim, That he 
prefented his memoir with as much he- 
fitation, as if he was offering money to 
anelephant. Upon the days tbat tbe fe- 
nate affimbled, be ufed to pay his refpecis 
to the members only in tbe boufe, as they 
Jat, addreffing them fingly by name, with- 
out a@ prompter; and at bis leaving the 
Loufe, be in like manner bid them every 
one farewell. He bad with many a conflant 
intercourfe of mutual civilities, and ufed to 
give them his company upon any folemn oce 
cafton of joy in their families, till be was 
now grown elderly, and was incommoded by 
the crowd at a wedding. He went to fee 
Gallus Terrinius a fenator be had but a 
very flight acquaintance with, that was 
Suddenly taken blind, and Sor that reason 
had refolved to fiarve bimfilf to deatb,and 
by the confolation be gave bim, brought 
him to another mind.

did too only, by prevailing with bis accufer 
in open court to drop his profecution. 

57. For which good behaviour hoaw much 
be was beloved, is eafy to imagine. 1 fay 
nothing of the decrees of the fenate in his 
favour, which may ftem to have been the 
effecis of necéffity or modefly. The Roman 
knights did woluntarily, and by confent, 
celebrate the remembrance of his birth al- 
ways for iwo days together, And all the 
Several orders of the people did every year, 
in confequence of a vow they had made for 
that purpofe, throw a piece of money into 
the Curtian lake, for bis health : and like- 
wife upon the firft of January, prefented 
him with new gears gifts in the capitol, 
tha be was not there bi »ifelf, with which 
Jum be bought fome very cofily images of the 
Gods, which be ere&ed infiveral freetsof 
the city : as that of Apollo Sandaliarius, 
and Fupiter Tragedus, and others. When 
his houfe inthe Palatium was burnt down, 
the weteran foldiers, the judges, and all 
the people, jointly and Separately, contribu 
ted each man according to his ability for 
the re building it, tha he would accept only 
of fome famall portion out of tbe feveral fums 
raifed, and would take no more from any 
Jingle heap, than a fingle denarius. | Upon 
bis return home from any of the provinc, 
they not only attended him with joyful ate 
clamations, but fongs too. And when ever 
be entered the city, they conflantly forbore 
that day the punifoment of malefadtors. 


58. The wibole body of the people upon a 
Sudden motion,and with unanimous confent, 
offered bim the title of father of his coun- 
try. And firft the common people by a de- 
putation fent to bim at Antium ; and upon 
bis refufal, they did it a fecond time, im 
full theatre, with laurel croavas on their 
beads: and foon after the fenate in their 
boufe, not in the way of acclamation or dte 
cree, but by commiffon to M. Meffalay 
avhereby be was ordered to compliment bim

COUNTRY. To which compliment Au- 
guflus, with tears in bis eyes replyed, in 
the following words, (for I put down the 
words, as 1 bave done thofe of Meffala. ) 
Having now obtained th utmoft of my 
wifhes, O fathers of the fenate, what 
elfe have I left to beg at the hands of the 
immortal Gods, but thecontinuance of 
this your affe&ion for me, to the laft 
moments of my life ! 

59. They raifed by common contribution 
a fiatue nigh that of /Efculapius, for the 
phyfictan Antonius Mufa, who had cured 
him of a dangerous diftemper. Some per- 
Jons ordered in their wills, that their 
heirs fbould carry victims into the ca- 
pitol, with a feroll before them, to fig- 
nify the occafio, that’ they were to be 
offered for the fatifatiion of a vow, 
SINCE THEY HAD LEFT AU- 
GUSTUS BEHIND THEM IN THE 
WORLD. Some cities of Italy appointed 
the day upon which be firfl came there, to 
be for ever after the firfl day of their year: 
and mofi of the provinces befides temples 
and altars, erefted. to bis honour inffitu- 
ted games, to be celebrated in almoft every 
great town, for the fame purpofe every 
five years. 

60. The kings his friends and allies, 
each of them in their feveral kingdoms, 
built cities under the name of Cafarea. 
And all by confent refolved at their common 
charge to finifb a temple of fupiter Olym- 
pius, which bad. been begun at Athens a 
long time before, and confecrate it to bis 
Genius. And they would often leave their 
kingdoms, andin a Roman drefs, and lay- 
ing afide the badges of their royal dignity, 
attend and compliment him daily, as clients 
do their patrons, not only when he was at 
Rome, but as be was travelling through 
the provinces.

His third 
gran d. fon ether with his flep- 
Jon Tiberius, he po d in tbe forum, 
for the purpose by the Cu- 
be foon after difcarded A- 
grippa for bis rude and infolent temper, and 
confined him at Surrentum. He bore the 
death of bis relations with more patience 
than their fcandalous behaviour. For he 
avas not much dejected at the lofs of Caius 
and Lucius, but bis misforiune with refpett 
to bis daughter, he Jet forth to the senate 
in a narrative read to them by the queftor, 
and was fo much afbamed of her infmous 
that he fora long time declined 
all compe any, and bad th oughts of putting 
ber to death. It’s certain that when one 
Phete, a freed woman andconfident of bers 
han ged herfelf about the fame time, he faid 
That he could have wifhed he 
had been the father of Phoebe rather 
than Julia. Jn her banifPment he would 
not allow ber the ufe of wine or any thing 
of finery, nor would y? Suffer her to be 
waited upon by any one, either freeman or 
Jlave, without his knowledge and permiffi- 
on, and a particular information of bis 
age, flature, complexion, and what marks 
At the five 
pears end be removed ber out of the ifland 
of her confinement upon the continent, and 
allowed her alittle better wfoges but could 
never be prevailed with to take ber bome 
And upon the Roman people's inter- 
pofing with bim inher behalf feveral times, 
and ufing a great deal of importunity, be 
in a /peech to them avi/b d them all fuch 
daughters and wives as fhe was. He 
likewife forbid a child bis grand doughter 
Fulia bad after Jentence againfl ber, to be 
owned as any relation of bi 5, and brought 
up. And Agrippa, who was never a 
whit more Manes table, but gre uv madder 
every day, he tranfported into an ifland, 
Soldiers upon bim.

What made this fupper tbe more taken no 
tice of, was a great fcarcity, anda pef 
Samine at tbat time in town. And there- 
Sore the day after,there was a great outery 
made, 'That the Gods had eat up all the 
corn; and that Caefar was A polio indeed; 
but Apollo the '1 ormentor, under which 
title that God was wor fbipped in the city. 
He was likewife charged with being exctf- 
fively fond of fine furniture, and Corin- 
thian veffels, as alfowith being addititd to 
gaming. For in the time of the profeription 
the following line was writ upon his fatues 


Pater argentarius, ego Corintbiarius : 
My father dealt in filver ; I in brafs 


Of. Corinth ; 


cum  exifimaretur, quofdam 
propter vaía Corinthia inter 
proícriptos curafle referendos.

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71. Of all which, whether crimes or 
calumnies, be very eaftly fet afide the infa- 
mous charge of proflitution, by thechaflity 
of his life at the very time of the charge, 
and ever after: as he did alfo that of a 
luxurious extravagance in bis furniture, 
avhen upon the taking of Alexandria, be 
refered nothing of all the furniture of the 
palace there for himfelf, but a cup of por- 
celain ; and foon after melted down all the 
gold veffels, even Such as were for common 
ufe. But he could never get over the impue 
tation of lewdnefs with women, being, as 
they fay, in the latter part of his lifevery 
inclinable to the deflouring of virgins, 
which was procured for bim from all parts 
by bis ladys The repart of bis gaming be 
regarded not at all, but play d frankly and 
openly for his diver fion, even when be was 
an old man, and not only in the month of 
December, but at other times, and upon all 
days, whether feflicuals or not. And this 
plainly appears from a letter under bis own 
band. lfupped, fays be, my dear Ti- 
berius, with the fame company. We 
had befides Vinicius and Silvius the fa- 
ther. We gamed likeold fellows at fup- 
per. both ycíterday and to day. And 
as any one threw upon the tali aces or 
fizes, he put down for every talus a de- 
narius; all which he got that threw a 
Venus. And again in another letter. We 
had, my dear Tiberius, a pleafant time 
of it, during the feftival of Minerva: 
for we play'd'every day, and kept the 
gaming-board warm. Your brother ma- 
naged his bufinefs with terrible outcries, 
but in the upfhot loft not much, recov- 
ering himfelf by degrees, and unexpect- 
edly, from the effects of a dcfperate run 
of ill fortane; I loft twenty thoufand 
fefterces for my part; but then I was 
profafely generousin my play, asTcom- 
monly am ; for had I infifted upon 
the ftakes I gave up, or kept what I 
gave away,I fhould have won above fifty 
thoufand ; but this I like better, for 
my generofity will raife me to celeftial 
glory. He writes to his daughter in the 
following terms. I have fent. you two 
hundred and fifty denarii, which I gave

72. In the-other parts of bis life, it's 
certain he govern'd bimfelf admirablawell, 
and was free from all fufpicion of any vice, 
He lived.at fefe nigh the Roman forum, 
above the ring makers fairs, ina houfe 
which hud beén Calwus the orator s,aftir- 
war ds in the Palatium, but fill in a fmall 
Boufe of Hortenfru's, not at all rémarka- 
ble vither for room or ornament, the piaz- 
za's bing but /mall and thi pillars of 
Aibun fione; and the rooms ewithout any 
thing of marble or Jine paving. And he 
continued $: make ufe of the fame bed. cham- 
ber, both ewinter and fummer, for above 
forty-years together : for tho’ he found the 
city did not agree well with bis health, 
yet he conflantly awintered in it notavith- 
fiandirg If be bad at arytimea mind todo 
any thing privately, and without interrup- 
tion, be bad a particular place in the top 
9f bis Loufe, which he called Syracufe and 
TexXvoivoy, whither be ufed to retire, or 
to fome feat belonging ta bis freed men nigh 
the town. But when he was indifpofed, he 
commonly lodged in Meecenas's houfe.. Of. 
all tb. places of retireme nt from the city, 
he chiefly frequented taf; upon tbe fea-coafl, 
and th iflands of Campania, or the towns 
nigh the city, as Lanuvium, Prenefte, 
Tibur, where he oftentimes ufed to fit for 
the adminifiration of juflice, inthe porticos 
of Hercules $ temple. He could. mot endure 
large and fumptuous palaces: and fome that, 
bad been raifed at a vafl expence by bis 
grand daughter Julia, be levelledwith the 
ground. And thofe of bis own, whith were 

Jar from being Jpacious, be adorn'd not fe 
much with the furniture of flatues and 
pidtures,as with winter walks and grovesy 
and things that were curious for their an- 
tiguity or rarity, Juch as are at Capreee 
buge limbs of fea-morffers and wild beafs, 
which are pretended to be tbe bones of giants, 
and alfo tbe axms of old heroes. :

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His frugality in furniture ana 
houft old ft ff appears even to this day, there 
being fome beds and tables of his frill left, 
moft of. them fcarce fit for a private gentle- 
man. They fay indeed that he never laid 

upon a bed, but what was low, and meanly 


Jur nifbed. He feldom «wore any cloaths, but 


in the way of an undrefi, made by the 
hands of bis lady, fifer, diuites and 
grand-daugbters. His togas were neither 
feanty nor full; and tbe clavus of bis tunick 
neither broad nor narrow: bis fooes were 
Somewhat higher than ufual, to make bim 
appear taller than he really was. He bad 
als Ways cloaths and fooes proper toga abroad 
in, ready by him in bis bed-chamber, for 
any fudden occafi fon. 


74. He ufed conftantly to treat company 
at bis table, and alavays very handfomely, 
but was very nice in the choice of them. 
Valerius Meffala tells us, that Y» never 
admitted any freed man to bis table, except 
Menas, after be bad betray d to bim Pom- 
joy s fleet, but not till be bad promoted bim 
to tbe privileged flate of tbe free- born. He 
aurités um that be invited one to bis 

table,in whofe country-houfe he lodged,tbat 
had formerly been a feout of his. He would 
oftentimes come late to table,and withdraw 
Soon, fo that the company begun Jupper be- 
Sore bis coming in, and continued at table 
after bis departure. His entertainments 
confifted of three difbes, or at moft but fix. 
But if the expence was not extr aordinary, 
yet the complaifance with which be tread 
"bis com pany was. For fuch as wer e filent, 
or talk d low, be defired to bear a part in 
the common converfation, and ordered in 
ck and flage players, anddancer s from 
the Circus, and very often y our fwaggering 
philofophers, to make mirth for the com- 


pany. 


. Feftivals and folemn days of joy b 
u wally celebrated in avery expenfive mai - 
ner, but fometimes on ly ina jocular qu 
In tbe Saturn alia, or any other time w hen 
the fit took bim, he would diftribute to bis 
company cloaths, gold and filwer : fometimes

them. He ufed alfo to fell tickets of things 
of very unequal value, and pictures with 
the back fides towards the company at table; 
and fo by an uncertain chance bautk or &£ra- 
tify the expefation of the purchafers: and 
this fort of traffick paffed round the whole 
company, every one being obliged to buy 
Jomething, and to take bis chance jor 
lofs or gain with the refi. 


76. He was a man of a little fromach 
(for Imuf mt omit even this article) and 
commonly lived upon a plain diet. He was 
agreat lover of coarfe bread, your little 
Jifhes, and checfe made of cow’s milk, and 
green figs of that kind that comes twice a 
year. He would eat at any time before fuf- 
per, and in any place, if be bad an appe- 
tite. The fallou ing words relating to this 
matter Ihave tranfer ibed from his epifiles, 
Feat alittle bread and fome {mall dates 
in my chaife. And again, Whilft I re- 
turn home from the palace in my chair, 
I eat an ounce of bread, and a few rai- 
fins. And again, No Jew, my dear Ti- 
berius, ever keeps a fait fo ftri&ly upon 
the fabbath, as I have kept one to day; 
who in the bath, and after the firft hour 
of the night, eat two mouthfuls of 
bread, before I begun to be anointed. 
From this &reat indifferency about bis dist, 
he Jometimes Jubpea by bimfelf, before bis 
company begun, or after they had done; 
and would not touch a morfel at table 
with bis guefis. 


77: He was naturally very al ffemious: 
Jor C. Nepos Says, that he ufed but ta 
drink thrice at Jupper in tbe camp.at Mo- 
dena; and when be gave himfe Uf the great- 
efl freedam, be never excteded a pint 5 or 
tf be did, be threw it up again. Of all 
wines be liked the Rhetick beft but fcarce 
ever drunk in the day time. Infiead of 
drinking, he ufed to take a piece of bread

78. After a Snack at noon, he ufed to 
take a nap with bis cloaths and foes on 
and bis feet covered, and bis hand held bé- 
Sore biseyes. After fupper be withdrew 
commonly to a couch in bis fiudy, where he 
continued late, "till he had put down in 
his diary, all or moft of the remaining ac- 
tions of the day, that he bad not before 
penned. Then be would go to bid, but 
never fleep above feven hours at mof, yet 
not without inte rruption, for be would 
wake. three or four times in the while. 
And if be could not fall aflecp again, as 
it happened Jométimes, he would call for 
Somebody to read, or tell fories to bim, "ill 
be. Sell faft again, and then he would 
ufually fleep it out till after day-break, He 
never would lie awake in the dark, with- 
out fomebody to fit by him, Ve ry early rif- 
ing was apt to put bim out of order. And 
therefore if good manners, or religion oblig- 
ed bim to be up early, to pro vide as dec 
as might be againfe the prejudice thereof, 
he ufed to lodge in Jome apartment of bis

79. He was avery graceful comely per- 
fon through all the flages of life; though he 
was very carelefs in bis drefi, and fo far 
from being nice in tbe management 
hair, that be would fet Jeveral barbers to 
work upon it together 3and would Jometimes 
clip, and fometimes have bis beard, and at 
tbe fame time would be reading, or writing 
His countenance, either when he ‘Spok 
held bis tongue, was fo calm and fren, 
that aGaulof tbe firft rank confeffed amons ft 
his friends, that be was the reby moll: hed 
and refirained from throwing bin: down fz 
precipice in bis paffage of the Alps, upon 
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fe inhibitum ac remollitum, quo 
fninus, ut deftinarat, in tranfitu 
Alpium per fimulationem collo- 
qui propius admiffus, in preci- 
pitium propelleret. Oculos ha- 
buit. claros ac nitidos : | 
etiam exiftimari vole

His eyes 
avere clear and bright, and he was willin 

to have it thought, there was Something 
of a divine vigour in them, and was not 
a little pleafed to fee people, upon bis look 
ing ffedfaflly at them, lower their couns 
tenances, as if the fun had foone in their 
eyes. But in Lis old age, he Jaw but inn 
His tecth 
avere thin Jet, fmall and rough 5 bis buir 
a little curled, and inclivable to a yellow 
colour. His eye-brows met ; his ears autre 
little, and be bad a hawk nofe. His com- 
plexion was betwixt brown and fairs bis 
frature but low ; tho’ Fulius Marathus bis 
Sreedman fays, be was five feet and nine 
inches bigh. This however, was by the dut 
proportion of bis limbs fo comceakd, that 
it was not perceivable, but by compari- 
Son with Jomeleffer perfon flanding by

80. His body is faid to have been markd 
up and down y and to have had upon the 
breaft and belly feveral moles, anfwering 
to the figure, order and number of farsin 
the celefiial Bear. He bad befides several 
callofities Jomewhat like tettars, occasioned 
by an itching in bis body. and the conflant 
and violent ufe of the firigil. He bada 
wweakne/s in bis left bip, thigh, and leg, 
infomuch that he often halted on that fides 
But he found much benefit by the ufe of 
Jand and reeds, He tikewife found the 
fore finger of bis right hand fo weak 
Sometimes, that when it was benumbed 
and contrafed with cold, in order to 
ufe it in writing, be was obliged to make 
ufe of a circular piece of born. He com+ 
plained of bis bladder too; but upon void= 
ing Jome ftones by urine, be was relievid 
Srom that pain. 


81. He had feveral dangerous fits of 
ficknefs in the Jeveral parts of bis lifes 
Specially after tbe congueft of Cantabria;

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when his liver being damagedby adefluxi- 
on of rbeum upon it, he was reduced to fo 
defperate a condition, that be was obliged 
to undergo a.dubious kind of management, 
and contrary to the ordinary method of pro« 

ceding in fuch cafes; for warm applications 
having no effect, cold ones were made ufe 
of, by the prefcription of Antonius Mufa. 
He had teo fome diftempers that ufed to 
Seize bim at flated times every year. : for 
about bis birth-day be was commonly a lit- 
tle aut of order. And in the beginning of 
Spring be wasattacked by an inflation of 
the midriff ; and when the wind was 
Jfautberly, be was liable toa cold in bis 
head. By all which, bis conflitution was 
fo fPocked, that be could neither bear heat 
nor cold «vell. 

82. In winter be was fortified againft 
the weather with a thick toga, four tu- 
nicks, a feirt, a. flannel famacher, and 
wrappers upon bis thighs and degs. In 
Jummer he laid with bis chamber doors 
open, and frequently in a piazza with 
water playing along the place, and fome- 
body fanding hy to fan him. He tould not 
endure even the winter's fun, and at home 
never walkedin the open air without a bat 
He tre in a chair commonly, 
id in then rery ously, fo tbat 
two days in going to Prenefie 
or Tibur. And if be could ga to any place 
by fea, be would choofe Jo.to,do, rather 
than ga by land. He fupported however 
biscrazy conflitution with great care, and 
efpecially by declining pretty much the ufe 
of the bath, He was oftentimes rubbed 
with oil and feat by a fire, after which 
be was avafbed with water avarm d ower 
a fire, or by being expojed ome time toa bot 
Jun. And as oft as be was obliged, upore 
the account: of bis nerves, to make ufe of 
the water of the fea or Albula, be ufed to 
/f upon a avooden feat, which be 
call’d by a Spanifb name dureta, and to/s 
about his bands and feet in the water by

ediately after the civil wars,

evalking s towards the end of bis walk be 
«vould run jumping, wrapt up in linnen or 
flannel. For bis diverfion be would angle 
‘fometimes, or play with the taii, cheeguers 
or nuts, with pretty prattling litth boys, 
which beufed to pith up fromfeveralparts, 
£fpecially Matiritania and Syria, But 
davarfi, and fucb aswere crooked, or di- 
form din any kind, he abborred, as the 
ridiculous produGions of nature, and omi- 
nous creatures. 


84. He applied himfelf with great eagir. 
nefs and vigour to the ffudy of eloguence, 
and the other liberal arts from bis very 
youth, In the war of Modena, ‘notawith- 
Standing the weighty concerns he bad upon 
bis bands, be is fatd to have both read, 
writ and declaimed every day. “He never 
Spoke to the fenate, people Joldiery, but 
in a premeditated [perch tha be had a pretty 
good talent of talking extempore too. And 
fer fear bis memory fPould fail him, as 
alfo to fave the time that muft otherwifebe 
Loft in getting’ bis Jpecches by heart, be re- 
Solved to read them all. And in bis con- 
verfation with fingle perfons, and bis lady 
Livia too, upon'a matter of importance, he 
bad all he would fay down in writing, for 
fear be foovld, if be fpoke extempore, fay 
more or lcfstban was proper. He delivered 
himfelf in a fwveet and peculiar tone, and 
was inféruéted by a mafter for that purpofa. 
But Sometimes upon catching cold, be made 
ufe of a eryer for the delivery of bis 
Speeches to the’ people. 


85. He compofed a great many pitttt, 
and upon various fubjects, in profe, fome of 
which be read now and then at a meeting 
of friends, ast0 an auditory; as hisanfwers 
to Brutus in relation to Cato. Which 
volumes be read almof? quite through bim- 
lelf, but being then elderly, and tired with 
the work, be gave the reft to Tiberius to 
read for him. He likewife read eer to bis 
Jriendi his Exhortations to PHrLoso- 
PHY, and the Hitlory of his own Life,

He bad likewife a touch at poetry, 
There is a fingle book of bis extant writ 
in bexameter verfe, of which the fubjett 
and title both is Sicity. | There ts ano- 
ther book of epigrams too as mall as the 
former, which he compofed commonly in the 
time of bathing ; and this is all of that 
kind ; for a tragedy be begun with great 
eagerne ft, bedajD d all out again, becaufe 
the file did not pleafe bim. And bis friends 
asking bim what his Ayax was a doing, 
he replyed, his Ajax was fallen upon a 
fpunge. 

86. He bad a neat clean file, clear of 
trifling and impertinent claufes, as alfo of 
the noifomnefs, as be calls it, of obfolete 
«vord;. And bis chief concern was to de- 
liver his mind with all paffible plainne/s. 
In order to which, and that be might not 
any where puzzle or flop bis reader, or 
hearer, be made no fcruble to add prepoft- 
tions to his verbs, or to repeat the fame

87. He had in bis ordinary converfation, 
Some words and expreffions peculiar to bim- 
Jelf, as appears from feveral letters in his 
own hand; in which now and then, when 
he has a mind to intimate, that fome would 
never pay their debts, he Jay f they would 
pay at the Greek calends. And ahen he 
fes. to patience under the then prefent 
fituation of affairs, fuch as it was, be 
would fay, let us be content with this 
Cato. And to exprefs the expedition 
with which any thing was done, be faid, 
it was fooner done than afparagus 
was boiled. He conftantly puts baceolus 
for ftultus, pullejaceus for pullus, vacer- 
rofus for ceritus, and vapide fe habere 
Jor male, and betiflare for languere, 
which is commonly called lachaniffare. 
Likewi/e fimus for (amus, and domos for 
domus in the genitive fingular. And with 
reJpect to the twa laff, leaft any one fhould 
think they were only flips of bis pen, and 
not cuflomary with him; he never varies 
at all. I have likewife obferved this fin- 
gularity in bis band wr iting. He neuer 
divides his words, fo as to carry the letters 
that cannot be got in at the end of a line 
to the next, but puts them below the other 
enclofed within a Jemi-circle.

88, He did not keep firiGly to ortbogra- 
phy, or the rule and method of Spelling 
laid down by the grammarians, and he 
feems to have been of their opinion who 
think we ought to write as we peak, for 
as to bit changing and omitting not only 
letters, but whole frllables, it is a vulgar 
mifiake. Nor foould 1 have taken notice 
of it, but that it appears firavge to me, any 
Seouuld have told us, that he fent a fucceffor 
to a confular lieutenant of a province, as 
an ignorant illiterate fellow, upon bis ob-

89. He was no lefs fond of the Grecian 
learning, wherein. be made a very confider - 
able proficiency, far which purpofe be made 
ufe of Apollodorus of Pergamus, as his 
mafier in rbetorick, whom, though at that 
time very elderly, be took along with him, 
when be was very young, from the city to 
Apollonia, And afterwards being inffru&- 
ed in philology by Sphaerus, be took into his 
family Areus the philofopher, and bis Jons 
Dionyfius and Nicanor3; but yet be never 
Jpoke the Greek tongue readily, nor would 
he ever venture to compofe in it at all. Fo 
if there was occafion for bim to deliver his 
mind in that language, he always put what 
be had to fay in Latin, and gawe it ande 
ther to tranflate. He was pretty well ace 
quainted with the Greek poetry, and was 
much taken with the old comedy, and oftens 
times brought it upon the ft ig, in bis pub- 
lick entertainments of the people. In read- 
ing the Greek and Latin authors, he mind- 
ed nothing fa much as precepts and examples 
that might be ufeful in publick or private 
life: thofe be ufed to tranfcribe verbatim, 
either to bis dameflichs, or to fuck 
as had the command of his armies, or the 
government of bis provinces, ar to the ma- 
gifirates of the town; as any of them [eem d 
to fland in need of admonition. He like- 
wife read whole books to the fenate, and 
made them Known to the people by proclamar 
tion y as the orations of 2. Metellus for the 
encouragement of matrimony, and Rue 
tilius about a method of building, s¢ 
let the people fee that he was not tbe firft 
that bad fallen upon thofe matters, but that 
the ancients too had thought them worthy of 
their care. He was a great encourager 6 
men of parts and learning. He would hear 
them read their works with agreat dealof 
patience and good nature, and not only pieces 
of poetry and biflory, but /peeches and dia- 
logus too. Yet be did not care to have amy 
thing writ upon himfelf, but in agraveviayy 
and by the moft excellent bandi: and defired 
the pretors, nor to Juffer bis name ta be 
made too common, in tbe contefls amongft 
orators and poets for victory, go. Circa

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co. With refpett to tbe obfervation o 
omens or tbe like, we have.the Sollowing 
account of him. He was too much afraid 
of. thunder and lightning, infomuch that 
he always and every where carried about 
Lim a feal’s fein, by way of prefervation. 
And upon any fufpicion of a florm, he vould 
retire to [ome vault under ground, having 
Formerly been frightened with a flab of 
lightning, as be was travelling by night, 
which we have above taken notice of. 

91. He neither flighted bis own dreams, 
nor thofe of other people relating to himfelf, 
At the battle of Philippi, tho’ he bad re- 
Solved not to ftir out of bis tent, becaufe of 
bis want of health, yet he did neverthelefs, 
upon the occafion of a dream a friend of his 
had ; and it was fortunate Sor bim be did, 
for the camp was taken, and his couch, 
upon a fuppofition of bis being in it, fab- 
bed and tore to pieces. He had a great 
many idle filly dreams during the Spring, 
but the ref? of the year bis dreams were 
lefs frequent, and more fignificative. Upon 
bis frequently vifiting a temple in the capitol 
he bad dedicated to Thundering Fove, he 
dreamed that Fupiter Capitolinus com- 
plained that his worfbippers were taken 
Srom bim, and that be replied upon it, be 
had only given bim the thunder for bis 
porter; and therefore he presently bung 
the top of his temple round with little 
bells ; becaufe Juch commonly bung at the 
gatis of great houses. Upon occafion of a 
dream too, be always on a certain day of 
the year begged an alms of the people, 
making a hollow band for the reception 
of the pence offered him. 

92. He looked upon the following omens 
as infallible. If in the morning bis boe 
was put on wrong, or the left inflead of 
the right, that was with bim a difmal 
prefage. If upon bis entering on a long 
journey by fea or land, there chanced to fall, 
a mifling rain, he looked upon it as avery 
good firn, of a Speedy and happy return. 
He was mightily affeled too with any 
thing out of the common courfe of nature, 
He tranfplanted a palm-tree that grew up 
in the joining of the pavers before his boufes

Fulius Marathus tell ut, thai 
a few months before bis birth, a prodigy 
happened at Rome, .by which was fignified 
that nature was in travatlwitha hing for 
the Roman people; and that the fenate beu 
ing alarmed at it, came to a refolution that 
no child born that year foould be brought 
ups but that tbofe among them, whofe 
ladies were with child, in order. to fecure 
to themfelves a profpect of that dignity, 
took care that the refolution of the fenate 
frould not be regiftered in the. treafury, I 
find in the theological volumes of Afclepia- 
des, tbe Mendefian, that Atia attending at 
midnight upon a religious folemnity in ho- 
nour of Apollo, when the refi of the ma- 
trons retired home, took a nap in her chair 
in the temple, and that a ferpent immedi- 
ately crept to her, and foon afterwithdrews 
and that [be awaking upon it, purified bere 
Self as ufual, after the embraces of ber 
bufband; and that immediately a mark 
appeared upon her body in form of a fer- 
pent, which fhe was never after able to get 
rid of, which obliged her, for the future 
part of ber life, to decline the ufe of the 
publick baths; that Auguflus was born in 
the tenth month after, and for that reafon 
was thought to be the fon of Apollo. The 
Jame Atia before her delivery dreamed that 
her bowels e fretched up to the flars, 
and expanded throughout the whole compals 
of heaven and earth. His father Ofavius 
too dreamed that a fun-beam iffued from his 
lady's womb. Upon the day be was barn; 
the fenate being bufy in the confideration of 
Cataline’s confpiracy, and O@avius, upon 
account of his ladys condition, coming 
late into the houfe, it is a noted and 
well known flory, that P. Nigidius, upon 
bearing the occaften of his coming Jo late; 
and withal the haur of bis lady s delivery; 
declared that the world bad got a mafter. 
And when Ofavius upon marching with 
bis army through the avaffe of d bratts 
according to tbe ujage of the country, con- 
fulted the oracle of father Bacchus about 
bis fon, he received from the priefis an 
wer to the fame purpofe 5 because upon

and reached up to the heavens, which bad 
never happened to any one but Alexander 
the Great, upon bis facrificing at the fame 
altars. And the night after he dreamed he 
Jaw his fon under a more than human ape 
pearance, with thunder and a fcepire, and 
the other habiliments of ‘Jupiter and a 
crown on, fet off with rays, mounted ups 
on a chariot decked with laurel, draws by 
twelve milk white borfes. Whilf be was 
an infant, as C. Drufus relates, being laid 
in his cradle by bis nurfe, and in a law place, 
the next day be was not to be found, and 
after be had been fought for a lang time, 
be was at laft difcovered upon a very bigh 
tower, lying with his face ta the caff. 
When be firft begun to fpeak, he ordered the 
frogs that made a troublefime noife, upon 
an eftate belonging to the family nigh the 
town, to be filent s and they tell you the frogs 
never croaked there fince. As he was din- 
ing in a grove about four miles from Rome, 
in the road to Campania, an eagle fudden- 
ly fnatched a piece of bread out of bis band, 
and flying a prodigious height with it, came 
unexpectedly down again by an eafy motion, 
and returned it him. 9. Catulus for twa 
nights lucceffively after bis dedication of the 
capitol, dreamed, the firft night, that Fu- 
piter out of feveral boys that were playing 
about bis altar, picked one of them, into 
whofe bofam he put the publick feal of the 
common-wealth, which be bad in his band; 
and the night after faw the fame boy in the 
bofom of ‘fupiter Capitolinus, whom be or- 
dered to be taken down, but was forbid by 
the God, by reafon be was educated for the 
prefervation of the common-wealth. And 
the next day meeting with Auguftus, avhom 
"Hill that hour he bad not the leaff know- 
ledge of, beholding bim with admiration, 
he faid be was very like the boy he bad 
dreamed of. Some give a different account 
of Catulus's firft dream, as if Jupiter, 
upon feveral boys petitioning bim for a 
guardian, bad pointed to one among ft them, 
to whom they were to prefer their requefis; 
and putting thereupon his fingers to the 
boy's mouth to hifs, be afterwards carried 
them up to bis own, M. Cicero, as be was 
attending C. Cafar ta the capitol, bappen- 
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textatis tutorem a fe pofcenti- 
bus, unum ex eis demonftraf- 
fet, ad quem omnia defideria 
fua referrent: -ejufq; ofculum 
delibatum digitis ad os fuum 
Tct. liffet, M. Cicero SF Cefa- 
rem. in Capitolium profecutus, 
fomnium priftine noctis famili- 
aribus forte narrabat: puerum, 
facic lberali, demiffum czio, 
catena aurea, ad fores Capitolii

ed to be telling Jome of his friends a dream, 
be bad badibezn ight t before, of a comely youth 
let down from heaven by a golden chain, 
that flood at tbe doors of the capital, and 
had a abi ip elivered bim by Jupiter. And 
2 of Augufius, qub 
had been fent. for by bis. uncle Cafar to 
the facrifice, and was as yet perfectly un- 
known to moft of the company, be avowed 
that was the very boy be bad feen in bis 
dream. When he cok upon bim the 
manly habit, bis fenatorian tunick coming 
loofe in the feam on each fide, fell at bis 
feet. Some would have this to forbode, that 
the order, of which that was a mark o 
diftindtion, would fometime or other be fub- 
Je to bim. Fulius Caefar in cutting 
down a wood to make room for his camp 
near Munda, chanced to light upon a palm- 
tree, and ordered it to be preferved as an 
omen of victory y from the root of whicha 
Sucker put out immediately, that in a few 
days grew fo big as not only to equal, but 
over fbade it, ead afford room enough for a 
great many nefls of wild pig vis, who built 
in it, tho’ that fort of bird naturally avoids 
a hard and rough leaf. They fay too, that 
Caefar was chiefly wrought upon by that 
prodigy, to prefer bis fefier's grandjon be- 
Sore all others for bis Jucceffor. In bis re 
tirement at Apollonia, be went along with 
his friend Agrippa, to wait upon Theogenes 
the aftrologer. And Agrippa, who faf 
defired to know bis fortune, being afjured 
it would be wonder ful great,and what was 
almofi bryond belief; be did not care to diJ- 
cover bis nativity, and perfifted in it fome 
time, from a mixture of /bame and fear 
together, | Lf it fbeuld prove inferior to 
Agrippa’s, However with much ado, and 
after a rod deal Jy. importunity, be did 
declare it : Upon which Theogenes refe from 
bis feat, and adored bitn. And not long 
after dupvffus was fo confident of the good- 
ntfs of bis fortune that he publifbed bis na- 
tivity, and firuck a fiver coin with the 
imprcffion of the fign of capricorn upon 
d under the influence of which be was 
orn.

95. After tbe death of Cafar, upon bis 
return from Apollonia, as be was entering 
the city, on a fudden in a clear and bright 
fy». a. circle like the rainbow, Jurrounded 
the body of the fun; and immediotely after, 
the monument of Julia Cefar’s daughter 
was firuck with thunder. As be was fit- 
ting for the obfervation of omens in bis fiif 
conful/hip, twelve vulturs prefented them- 
Jelwes, as they bad done to Romulus. And 
uvben he offered facrifice, the hivers of all 
the viclimsawere folded inward in the lower 
part ; avbich was agreed by all prefent, 
that had frill in things of that nature, to 
be an undoubted prognoflick of wonderful 

ortune. 

96. He bad certainly a fare-fight of the 
iffue of all his wars. When the troops of 
the Triumviri were drawn together about 
Banonia, an. eagle that fat on bis tent, 
mawled and knocked down to the ground, 
two crows that attacked bim on cach fide, 
inthe view of the whole army ; who ga- 
thered from thence that there wauld-be a 
difference among fi the three colleagues, and 
attended with the like event, which-accord- 
ingly came to pas. At Philippi be was 
affured of fucce/s by a d br ffalian, who pre- 
tended to,bave it from Cafar bimfelf, that 
bad appeared to Lim, as be was travelling 
in Jome by-road. At Perufia, the Jacrifice 
not prefenting any favourable intimations at 
all, but the contrary, be ordered vidlim 
after victim to be cut up ; but the enemy by 
a fudden [ally Jrwecping all, it was agretd 
amongft the men of fell in that. way then 
attending, that all the danger and misfor- 
tune, tbat appeared in tbe entrails, would 
certainly fall upon the heads of 1bofe that 
bad got them: And accordingly it fell out. 
The day before the fea fight near Sicily, as 
be «was walking upon the foore, a fifb leaped 
out of the fea, and laid at bis feet... At 
Adium, as be was going down to bis feet, 
in order to fight the enemy, an afs met 
bim with a fellow driving it, the latter 
of which was called Eutychus, and the 
former Nicon.. After the vidtory, be erect- 
ed a brazen fratue to each, in a. temple 
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tettiplo, ih quod 
fuorum locum vertit.

97. His death, of which 1 foall now 

Speak, and his advancement amongft the 
Gods after it, were fignified by divers ma- 
nifeft prodigies. As he was clofing the 
cenfus amidft a waft crowd of people im the 
field of Mars, an eagle flew about him fe- 
weral times, and then making off intoa 
neighbouring tempile,fat down upon thename 
of Agrippa, and at the firft letter. Upon 
obferving of which, be ordered bis col- 
league Tiberius to put up the vows, which 
it is cuflomary to make upon thofe oecafions, 
Sor the fucceeding luftrum. For he diclar- 
ed be would not meddle with what he was 
never like to go through with though the 
tables were ready drawn for it. About 
the fame time, the firft letter of Lis name 
was firuck out of an infcription upon a fía- 
tue of bis by thunder, which was confira- 
ed to fignify, that be «vould live but an 
hundred days longer ; which number the 
letter C. flands for, and that he would be 
placed amongfi the gods; becaufe ZES AR, 
which is the remaining part of the word 
Cafar, in the Thufcan language fignifies 
a god. Wherefore being to difpatth Tibe- 
vius for Illyricum, and defigning to go with 
him as far as Beneventum, but being de- 
tained by feveral people that applied to him 
upon account of caufes they had depending, 
De cried out, whichwas afterwards reckoned 
among ft the prognofticks of bis death, Let 
what bufinefs would fall out to retain 
him ; he would ftay no longer at Rome; 
and putting bimfelf upon his journey, be 
«vent as far as Aflura : and contrary to bis 
cuftom, put from thence to fea, in the might- 
time, upon the occafion of a fine breexe. 


98. His freknefs was occafiened by a 
loofnefs, but notwithfanding,be went round 
the coaft of Campania, and the adjacent 
iflands, and {pent four days in that of Ca- 
prea; where he gave bimfelf up entirely 
to bis enfe, carrying at the fame time to 
thofe about him with the utmof good nature 
and complaifance. As he happened to fail 
by the bay of Putecli, the paffengers and 
mariners on board a feip of Alexandria 
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appulerat, candidati, coronatiq; 
et thura libantes, faufta omina 
et eximias laudes congeflerant : 
Per illum fe vivere: per illum 
navigare i libertate atq5 fortunis 
ger illum. frui. Qua re admo- 
dum exhilaratus, quadragenos 
aureos comitibus divifit; jufq; 
jurandum, et cautionem exegit 
a fingulis, non alio datam fum- 
mam, quam in emptionem A 
lexandrinarum mercium  ab- 
fumpturos. Sed et ceteros 
continuos dies, inter varia mu- 
nuícula, togas infuper ac pallia 
diflribuit; lege propofita ut 
Romani Greco, Greci Roma- 
no habitu et fermone uterentur.

juft then arrived; clad all in white, with 

croums upon their beads, and burning 
frankincenfe to his honour, loaded bim with 
praifes and joyful acclamations, crying out, 
That by him they lived, by him they 
failed, by him they enjoyed their liberty 
and their fortunes. dt which being ex - 
tremely pleafed, be diftributed ta, each of 
bis friends that attended bim, forty gold 
pieces, requiring fram them fecurity by oath, 
not to employ the fum given them any other 
aways, than in the purchafe of Alexandri- 
an goods. And for jeveral days after, 
among ft divers other presents be diftributed 
toga and pallia, upon condition that ihe 
Romans fhould ufe the Grecian, and the 
Grecians the Roman, dre/s and language. 
He conftantly attended too, to Jee the boys 
perform their exercifes, according to am 
antient eflablifbment at Capree. He gave 
them likewife an entertainment in bis pre- 
Jence, and not only allowed, but required 
from them the utmoft freedom in jeping 
and Scrambling for fruit; viduals and 
other things be threw among fi them. dn 
fort, be indulged himfelf in all the ways 
of mirth he could think of. He. called 
an ifland near Capree Narouyomatss 
i. e. the city of the Do-littles, from the 
laxy life that fevtral of bis company led 
there. He bad been ufed to call a favou- 
rite of bis own Mafgabas, unsis, as if 
he had been the planter of the ifland. 
And obferving from bis parlour the tomb 
of this Majgabas, avho died a year before, 
frequented by a great company of people 
awith torches, be promounced upon it this 
verfe extempore.

this; be was all on a fudden much fright- 
ed, and complained that be was carried 
away by forty men. But that was rather 
a prefage, than any thing of a delirium; 
Sor jufl fo many foldiers of bisguards brought 
out bis corps. 


100. He died in the fame roam his fa- 
ther OG avius had done,when the two Sex- 
tus’sPompey and Apuleius were confuls, upon 
the fourteenth of the Kalend of September, 
in the ninth bour of the day, wanting only 
five and thirty days of feventy-fix years of 
age. The fenators of the municipia and 
colonies carried the corps from Nola to Bo- 
ville, and in the night-time, becaufe of 
the feafon of the year, in the day the body 
«vas lodged in fome court of each town or 
great temple. The equeftrian order met it 
at Boville, and carried it to the city, and 
depofited it in the porch of bis own house. 
The Jenate proceeded with fo much zeal in 
the ordering of his funeral, and the bonaur- 
ing of his memory, that among ft feveral 
other things, Jome were for having the fu- 
ner al proceffian made through the triumphal 
gate, with the image of victory, that is 
in the fenate-boufe, going before, and the 
children of people of the firft quality of 
both fexts finging the funeral ditty. Others 
moved that on the day of the funeral, they 

Jeould lay afide their gold-rings, and wear 
iron ones; others that his bones foould be 
gathered by the priefis of tbe fuperior orders 
Some body advifed too to transfer the name 
of Auguflus to September, becaufe be was 
born in this, but died in that. Another 
moved that all the time from his birth to 
bis death foould be called tbe Auguft age, 
and be put down in the calendar under that 
title. But at laff it was judged proper to 
come to a medium in the bonours to be paid 
to bis memory. d «wo funeral orations were 
pronounced in bis praife, one before the 
temple of Fulius by Tiberius; and the other 
before the rofira under the old fhops, by 
Drufus Tibertus’s fon. And then be wes 
carri.d upon the fooulders of fenators, inte 
the field of Mars, and burnt. Upon which 
a Praetorian gentleman took bis oath, that 
be aw bis ghoft afcend into beaven. EL

101. He bad made a will a year and 
four months before bis death, upon the 
third of the mones of April, in the conful- 
Jrip of L. Plancus and C. Siljus. It confifte 
ed of two fhins of parchment, writ partly 
in his own band, and partly by bis Sreed- 
men Polybius and Hilarion. It had been 
committed to the cuftody of the Veftal vire 
gins, by whom it was now produced, with 
three other volumes, all fealed up as well 
as the will, which «were every ont opened 
and read in the fenate. He appointed for bis 
firft heirs, Tiberius for two thirds of his 
efiate, and Livia for the other third, whom 
be likeuvife ordered to take bis name. The 
heirs fubflituted in their room, in cafe of 
death, were Drufus Tiberiuss fon for a 
third part, and Germanicus and bis three 
Jons for the refi. Next to them were bis 
relations and feveral of his friends. He left 
in legacies to tbe Roman people forty millions 
of fofterces; to the tribes three millions five 
hundred thoufand ; to the guards athoufand 
a piece ; to the city battalions five bundred; 
and to tbe foldiers iu the legions three bun- 
dred each ; which feveral fums be ordered 
to bg paid immediately after bis death. For 
the money be bad taken care to have already 
in his exchequer. For the reft be ordered 
different. times of payment ; and in fome 
be went as far as twenty thoufand feflerces, 
Sor the paying of which be allowed a year’s 
time, alledging far bis excufe the [cantine/s 
of bis effate s and declaring that not above 
an hundred and fifty millions of feflerces 
would come to his heirs; though in the 
Soregoing taventy years be had left him by 
bis friends fourteen hundred millions: all 
which almoft with his two paternal efiates, 
and other eflutes he had left bim, be ex- 
pended upon the publick, He left order

HE Patrician family of the Claudii 

(for there was a Plebeian family 
the fame name, no dvays inferior to the 
other in power and dignity) came t 
nally from Regilli, a toon of the Sabi 
From thence they removed to Roime Joon 
after the building of the city, with a great 
body of their dependents, under Titus Tatius, 
avbo was partner'with Romulus in the king- 
dom, or perbaps (which there appe rs 
better aütbority for) under Atta Claudius 
head of the family, fix years after the 
expulfton of the Targuins; at which time 
they were by the Jenate cbofe into the body 
of the nobility, and received from the goo 
wvernment lan or their dependants beyond 
the Anien, anda burying place for thene 
Selves nigh the Capitol. After that, in 
procefi of time, this family bad the honour

torfoips, feven cenforfDips, feven triumphs, 
and two ovations. The defcendents of the 
family were diftinguifoed by various gra 
nomina and cognomina, but rejedied by come 
fent the praenomen of Lucius, after two of 
them with that name avere convidted, one 
of robbery, and the other of murther, As 
mong other cognomina, they affumed that 
of Nero, which in the Sabine tongue fige 
nifies brave and valiant. 

2. There are upon record very eminent 
Services done the publick by many of the 
Claudii, and feveral things of aquitediffe. 
rent frain. But to take notice of the moft 
remarkable only, Appius Cacus diffwaded 
the Jenatefrom agreeing to an alliance with 
Pyrrbus, as prejudicial to tbe publick. Claz- 
dius Caudex firft pofl the flrait-of. Sicily, 
with a fleet, and drove tbe Carthaginians 
out of tbe ifland. Claudius Nero cut off 
4fdrubal with a waft army upon bis arie 
val in Italy from Spain, before he could 
join his brother Hannibal. On the other 
hand Claudius Appius Regillanus, one of 
the ten commiffioners appointed for the come 
piling a body of laws for the Roman flate, 
attempting in a violent manner, to have à 
young gentlewoman declared by a judicial 
Sentence a flave, for the gratifying bis luft, 
occafioned a fecond Jepar ation of the commons 
fromthe fenate. Claudius Drufus ere@ea 
a flatue for himfelf at Appii Forum, with 
a diadem; and endeavoured by the means of 
his dependents to make pimfelf mafler of 
Italy. Claudius Pulcher, upon the cooft 
of Sicily, when the pullets, upon his ufing 
them in the way.of augury, would not eats 
in contempt of the ominous prefage, Sunk 
them in the fea, as if be was refolved tbey 
Soould drink however, if they would not eats 
and thereupon engaged the enemy, and was 
defeated; and being ordered by the Jenateto 
name a didator, as if be bad a mind te 
make a jc of the publick danger, be named 
his officer Glycias. There are likeqwife ine 
frances in biflory of the good and bad beba- 
wiour of the women of the family. For both 
the Claudias were of the family, fee; that

brought it off, after fhe had with a loud 
woice prayed to the gudde/s, to follow her 
if the was chalte and alfo foe that contra- 
ry to the cuflom of the Romans (who bad 
not been ufid to proceed in that manner a- 
gainfl women )was tryed by the people for 
treafon, becaule when her chariot had much 
ado to get through a great crowd in the 
frreets, fhe had «wifbed aloud, that her 
brother Pulcher was alive again, to lofe 
another fleet, that there might be lefs 
throng at Roms. Befides it is notorious 
in biffory, that all the Claudii, excepting 
only P. Claudius, who in order to get Ci- 
cero banifbed, procured a commoner, ana 
one younger than bimfe Uf too, to adopt bim, 
avere always of the noble party, and mig bty 
fficklers for tbe bono ! xr of thé 
patricians, and fo violent and obftinate in 
their ‘oppofition to the commons, that never 
an one of them, even in the cafe of a tryal 
for life by the people, would ever conde/cend 
to put on mourning, according to cuflom, or 
make any Jupplication to them for favour - 
and fome of them in their contefis with the 
commons have beat their Tribunes. AV «ftat 
virgin too of the family, avben ber brother 
«vas refolved to have the honour of a tri- 
umph, in fpite of the authority of the peo- 
ple to the contrary, mounted bis chariot 
with bim, and attended him into the Ca- 
pitol, to prevent the Tribunes from inter- 
pofing to for bid it. 

4. From this family Tiberius Cafar is 
defcended, and indced both by father and 
mother’s fides by the father from Tiberius 
Neto, and by the mother from Appius Pul- 
cher, both which were the Jons of Appius 
Cecus. He likewife belonged to the family 
of the Livii, by the adoption of his mother’s 
grandfather into it ; which family, tha 
plebeian, yet made avery great figure, be- 
ing honoured with eight confuljbips, two 
cenfor/bips, three triumphs, one dida- 
torfoip, and the office of mafter of 
the horfe; and was famous for confider- 
able men, and efpecially Salinator and the 
Druf. Salinator in his cenforfbip put @ 
mark of infamy upon all the tribes, for

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his will, be enter dubon tbe eftate, but foom 
after declined the ufe of bis name, becaufe 
Gallius had been of the party againft Aus 
guflus. When be was but nine years old, 
be pronounced a funeral oration in praife of 
his father upon tbe vofira; and afteravard:, 
when he was almoft at man's hate, be 
attended the chariot of Auguftus, in bis 
triumph for the victory at Adium, riding 
upon the outfide horfe of bis chariot to the 
left hand, whilft Marcellus, Odavia’s fon, 
rode upon the right. He likewife prefided 
in the gattits celebrated upon account of that 
vi&ory, and in the Trojan games inter 
mixed with the Circenfian, be was come 
mander of a troop of bigger boys. 

7. After the taking of the manly habit, 
he Spent his youth, and the reft of bis 
life, "till he came to the government, as 
Follows. He gave the people an enters 
tainment of gladiators, in memory of his 
father, and another for his grandfather 
Drufus;-at different times and in different 
places ; tbe fi ff in the Forum, the fecond 
in the Amphitheatre, fome gladiators that 
had been honourably difcharged,being tempt- 
ed to, engage again by a reward of a hune 
dred tboufand fefterces. He likewife pre» 
fented the people with plays, but was not 
prefent himfelf. All which he did ina 
very fplendid manner, at the charge of bis 
motber and father-in-law, He married 
Agrippina the daughter of Mark Agrippa, 
and grand-daughter of Cecilius Atticus 
4 Roman knight, the Jame that Cicero's 
epifMes are directed ta: And after he had 
his fon Drufus by her, he was obliged to 
part with her, tho foe was per feetly agree 
able to bim, and was again with child, in 
order to marry Auguftus’s daughter "Julia. 
But this be did in the anguifh of bis foul; 
Sor be was exceedingly in lovewith Agrip- 
pina, and did not at all like Fulia’s beha- 
wiour, as who, be perceived, would needs 
have been kind with bim, in ber former 
bufband's times which was too the general 
opinion of ber. After bis diworce, be was 
heartily forry for parting with her ; and 
once upon meeting ber he followed ber with 
his eyes fo fixed and prominent, that care 
was taken, fee foould never comein bis fight 
con.

9. Stipendia prima expedi- 
tione Cantabrica tribunus mi- 
litam fecit: deinde duéto ad 
Orientem exercitu, regnum Ar- 
meniz Tigrani reftituit, ac pro 
tribunali diadema impofuit. Re- 
cepit et figna que M. Crafio 
ademerant Parthi, Poft hec 
comatam Galliam anno fere 
rexit, et Barbarorum incurfioni- 
bus, et principum difcordia in- 
quietam. Exhinc Rheticum 
Vindelicumq; bellum, inde Pan- 
nonicum, inde Germanicum 
geflit.

Germanico, quadraginta millia 
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He lived at ferfl pretty quietly and lovingly 
with Fulia, but foon came to a breach with 
ber, and fo wide, that be would never bed 
more with ber, after the lofs of bis fon be 
bad by her, which was born at Aquileia, 
and died an infant. He loft his brother 
Drufus in Germany, whofe body be brought 
to Rome, travelling all the way on j 


before it.

8. In bis firft effays in the office of ciwik 
life, be pleaded the feveral caufes of king 
Archelaus, the Trallians, and 1 beffalians, 
before Auguftus, avho fat as judge for the 
trial. of them. He interceded with the 
fenate in bebalf of tbeLaodicsams, the Thy- 
atireans, and Chians, that had Suffered 
greatly by an earthquake, and begged relief 
of the Romans. He. profecuted Fannius 
Capio, whobad been engaged in aconfpira- 
cy with Varro Murena. againfl Augufius, 
and procured fentence of condemnation a= 
gainft him. And during thefe tranfabiions, 
be bad a double charge upon bis bands, that 
of fupplying the city with corn, which then 
happened to be very fearce, «and that of 
purging the work-houfes throughout Haly, 

rs of which avere fallen un 
odious Jufpicion of feizunmg and 
fined, not only tra wellers, butt 
thefear of Jerving in the wars put upon 
ing Juch places. to bide their beads in. 

9. He made bis frff camp in 
avar of Cantabria, in quality of a tril 
After that be led am army to the eaff, 
avbere be reflored the kingdom of Armenia 
Ligranes ; and being feated upon a iriox 
nal, put a diadem upon bis bead... He i 
wife received from the Parthians the fian- 
dards they had taken from Craffus. After 
that he governed the province of Gallia 
Comata for near a year, which was then 
in great diforder, by reafan of the incurfi- 
ons of the barbarians, and the feuds of the 
grandees. After that he commanded in the 
Jeveral wars againft the Rhetians, Vin- 
delicians ,Pannonians and Germans. In the 
Rhztian and Vindelician wars, be fubdu- 
ed the nations in the Alps; and in the Pan- 
nonian, theBreusians, and the Dalmatians.

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In the German war be tran/|planted forty 
thoufand of the ene 7y, that Jubmittia, into 
Gaul, and affiened them lands hear the 
banks of the Rhine. For which aGions he 
entered the city in ovation, but mounted on 
a chariot, and wat the Sirft, as fome are 
of opinion, that was honoured with trinm- 
phal ornaments, a mark of diffinétion that 
bad never been cinferred upon any before, 
He entered upon the publick offices of flate 
very young, and run through the que for= 
JPip, pretorfeip and confulate alnoft Juez 
ceffively 3 and after fame interval was a fem 
cond time made conful, and receivid the Trix 
bunitian authority for five years. 

10. In the miaft of all bis prafpetity, th 
the prime of his years, and a good flate of 
health, be all on a fudden took up a rtfolu- 
tion to withdraw to a great diftance from 
Rome; whether because he was quite weary 
ife, whom be neithér durfl complain 
of, nor divorce, Lut was no longer able to 
bear with ; or to prevent that indifferency 
Sor him, which bis conftant refidence in the 
city might poffibly occafion, and in hopes of 
Jupporting and improving his aütbority by 
bis abfence, if the publick foould have octa- 
Sion for bis fercvice, is uncertain. Some think 
that becanfe Aupufluy s fonswere nowgrown 
men, he voluntar ily quitted the pif fim he 
had long enjoyed of the fecond pofl in the go 
wernment, as Agrippa bad done before bim, 
who, when M. Marcellus «vas advanced te 
public offices, retired to Mitylene, that he 
might not feem to ffand in the way of bis 
rife, or lefjen bim in any refpet by bis pre» 
Jence 5 which reafon too Tiberius gave for 
bis retirement afterwards: but then pre 
tending bimfelf quite fatiated with hononrs, 
and defirous to be relieved from the fatigue 
of bufint)s, he bezgea leawe to withdraw} 
nor could be be prevailed upon to altir bis 
refolution, either by the paffionate entreaty 
of bis mother, or the complaints of bis fa" 
ther-in-law in the fenate, that be was de 
Jerted by him. And upon their perfifling 
in the defign of detaining bim, be refused 
to eat any thing for four days together 5 
wherefore leave being at laft granted bim, 
Be loft the city with bis wife and fon, amd 
went immediately for Oftia, without fpeak=

ing a word to any that waited npon bim thither ; and kiffed but very few at part-

Jailed away, andwith the wind al 
againfl bim, arrived at Rhodes, having 
been much taken with the pleafantns/s, and 
whalfomenefs of tbe ifland, from the time 
of his calling there in his return from Ar- 
menia. Here contenting bimfelf with a mo- 
derale howfe, and a country-feat nigh the 
tonem not much larger, be lived almoft like 
any private gentlem an, taking bis ane lis 

Sometimes about the Gymnafia, without any 
Serjeant or officer to attend bim, and re- 
turning the civilities of the rreeks, with 
as much complaifance almoft as if be bad 
been upon a: [vel with them. He chanced 
one ning, in fettling g tbe manner. of his 
paffing the day, to Joy. be would wifit all 
He fich people in tou This. being nat 
rightly under flood by ti about Ba. tbe 
fick people were brou ught into a publick por- 
tico, and placed in order, according to their 
fiveral diflempers. Being flrangely abafh- 
ed at this unexpected accident, be was for 
a long time uncertain what to dos yet. at 
laft be qwent round them all, and made 
bis.excufe evento the meanef among thems 
aud fucb as were wholly unknown to bim. 
T bere is aue inflance taken notice. of, and 
but one, wherein be appeared to exercife bis 
Tribunitian authority. As be was a con- 
fant attendant upon the fcbools and audt- 
tories of the aref Jars. of the liberal arts, 
upon occasion of a guarrel among ft the dif- 

puting fapbift ers, wherein be interpofed to 
make peace among fh. them, ome body took

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it concerned him in point of decency, to ine 
terpofe in her behalf, by frequent letters to 
"Auguftus, and to alloay her the prefents he 
had made her, how ill foever fhe bad di- 
Served at bis hands. When the time of bis 
Tribunitian authority was expired, declar- 
ing at laff that be "bad aimed at nothin 

elfe in bis retirement, than only to decline 
all fufpicion of a rivalry with Caius and 
Lucius, be petitioned, that fince he was now 
fecure in that refpett,by reafon they were 
arrived at full manhood, and would eafily 

maintain themfelves in the poffeffion of the 
Second poft of the empire, be might be per- 
mitted to vifit bis friends, whom be was 
very defirous to fee. But be could not pre- 
vail, and was bid to lay afide all concern 
Sor bis relations, whom he bad ben fo 
paffionately fond of leaving. 

12. Wherefore be continued at Rhodes 
much againft bis will, obtaining with much 
ado by bis mother the title of Augufus’s 
lieutenant, to conceal bis diferace. But now 
be lived not only as a private perfon, but th 
great danger and perplexity, retiring up in- 
to the country, and avoiding the wifits of 
thofe that failed that way, which were 
very frequent; for no one paffed for the 
command of an army or government of à 
province in thofe part, without putting in 
at Rhodes» But there were Some other 
things that fill gave him greater diftur- 
bances ; for paffing over into Samos to pay 
a vifit to bis ftep-fow Caius, that bad been 
made a governor of the Eaft, be found bis 
mind bad been foured agatnft bim by the 
ugly infinuations of M. Lollius bis compas 
nion and governor. He liketvife fell under 
a fufpicion of fending by Some captains of bis 
own advancing, upon their return to the 
camp, after a fur low, dark kind of me/- 
Sages to feveral gentlemen there, as if de- 
figned to difcover how they flood d 
a rebellion. With which jealoufy of bim 
being made acquainted by Auguflus, bt 
begged inceffantly, that Jomebody of any 
of the three orders, might be placed asa 

Spy upon him’ in every thing he faid or 
did. 

13. He laid afide too bis ufual exer- 

cifes "of riding and arms; and quitting the

of bim in their towns and a

Caius, To go over to 
Rhodes, if he pleafed, and bring him 
the exile's head, for that was the name 


be went by. Being alarmed upon this no 
longer with bare furmifes and apprebenft - 
ons, but the viftble face of danger, he beg- 
ged again for leave to return, with the 
mofl earnéft fupplications that be and his 
mother both could make ufe of, and prevail- 
ed, being-fomewhat helped in the matter by 
an accident. Auguflus was refolved to de- 
termine nothing in the affair, but avith 
the confent of bis elder fon. He at that 
time was out of humour with M. Lollius, 
and for that reason was eafily wrought to 
a compliance in favour of bis father-in- 
law ; and accordingly upon bis permiffion, 
he wasrecalled, but upon condition that he 
JSoould not meddle in the adminiftration at 
all, 

(4. He came home in the 8th year of bis 
retirement, with great and certain hopes 
of his future rife, which from bis youth 
he bad conceived by various prodigies and 
prediftions. ForLivia awhen with child of 
him, being defirous to difcower by various 
ways of divination, avhether fhe was with 
a fon, among ft the reft, took an egg from 
a hen that wag fitting, and kept it warm 
awith ber owm bands, and ber maids by 
furmi, until a fine cock chicken with 2 
large comb was hatched, And Scribonius 
the aftrologer promifed mighty things of 
him, when be was but a child; aad that 
he would come in time to be a king too, 
but without the ufual badge of royal 
dignity ; the dignity of the Cafars being 
as yet unknown to the world, And as be 
avas going upon his firft expedition, and 
leading his army through Macedonia Sor 
Syria, the altars that had been confecrated 
at Philippi by the victorious legions blazed 
out of themfelves all on a fudden awith fires 
And foon after, as be was marching to illy- 
S2 petens, 
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petens, juxta Patavium adiffet 
Geryonisoraculum, forte tracta, 
qua monebatur ut de confulta- 
tionibus in Aponi fontem talos 
auüréos jaceret: evenit ut fum- 
mum numerum jatti ab eo 
oftenderent: hodieq; fub aqua 
vifuntur ii tali. Ante paucos 
vero quam revocaretur dies, 
aquila, nunquam antea Rhodi 
confpeéta, in culmine, domus 
ejus affedit : et pridie quam. de 
reditu certior fieret, veftimenta 
mutant, tunica ardere vila eft.

ryon at Patavium, and having drawn a 
lot by which he was ordered ta throw 
golden tali into the fountain of Aponus, for 
the fatisfaction of his queries, he did fo, 
and the higheft numbers came up; and thofe 
very tali are to be feen to this day at the 
bottom of the fring. A few days before 
his return, an eagle, a bird never Seen be- 
fore at Rhodes, fat all day long upon bis 
houfe-top. And the day before be réceived 
advice of the liberty given bim to come home, 
ashe was changing his cloaths, bis tuniek 
appeared to be all on fire. He then hada 
notable experiment of the art of Thrafylus 
the aftrologer, whom for bis feill in philo- 
Sophy be bad taken into his family; for 
upon fight of tbe feip that brought the ad- 
Vile, he faid good news Was coming where 
as all things going wrong before, and quite 
contrary to his prediGions, be bad defignid 
that very moment to tos him-into the fea, 
as they were walking together, for acheat, 
and one bé bad too baflily trufted with bis 


15. Upon his return to Rome, having 
introduced bis fon Drufus into the forum, 
be immediately removed fram Pompey y houfe 
in the Carine,to the gardens of Mecenas 
in the Efquilie, and gave himfelf up en- 
tirely to his eafe, performing only the com- 
mon offices of civility in private life,cwithe 
out any preferment in the government at all. 
But Caius and Lucius being both carried off 
in three years time, be was adopted by Ait- 
guftus, together with their brother Agrip- 
pa: being obliged in the firfl place to adopt 
Germanicus bis brother's fon. After this be 
never more pretended to ad? as mafler of à 
family, or retained in the leafl the rights 
he had loft by his adoption. Far he neither 
difpofed of any thing in the way of gift, 
nor manumitied a flave, nor fo much as re- 
ceived any eftate left bim by will, or any 
legacy without reckoning it as part of his 
peculium, or property allowed bim by bis fa- 
ther. From that day forward nothing was 
omitted, that might contribute to the ad- 
wancement-of bis grandeur, and much more,

16. The Tribunitian authority was again 
conferred upon bim for five years, anda 
commiffion given him to Jettle the fate o 
Germany. The embaffadors of the Par= 
thians, after they had an audience of 
Augufius, were ordered to apply to bim too 
in his province. But upon advice of a ri- 
fing inlllyricum, be went over to look after 
the management of that new war, which 
proved the mofi dangerous of all the foreign 
wars, fince the Carthaginian. This he 
managed for three years together, with 
Jifteen legions and an equal number of auxi- 
liary forces, under great difficulties, and 
arcity of corn. And though he

belefs perfifled, fearing left fo near

18. The next year be went again for 
Germany, when finding that the unfortu- 
nate bufine/s of Varus bad happened 
thraugh the rafbnefs and negligence of the 
commander, be did every thing by the ad- 
vice of a council of war : whereas at other 
times he ufed to go upon his own judgment 
only, and thought himfelf alone fufficient 
for the condat? of bis affairs. But then 
contrary to bis cuftom, be advifid with 
many about the management of the war, 
He likewife took more care than ufual, Be- 
ing to pafs the Rhine, and having given 
particular order about provifions for the 
army, be would not fuffer the waggons to 
go over, "till he bad fearched them at the 
«vater- fide, to fee they carried nothing but 
avbat was allowed or neceffary. Beyond 
the Rhine bis way of living was very 
plain; be «would eat fitting on the bare 
ground, oftentimes lie all night, without a 
tent; and his conflant and daily orders, as 
well as thofe upon fudden occafions, be gave 
all in writing, with this injunion, that 
in cafe of doubt as to the meaning of them, 
they foould apply to bim for fatisfa@ion, 
even at any bour of the night. 


19. He kept the troops to very ftri 
difcipline, reviving a great many old cuf- 
toms, relating to the puni/bing and diferac- 
ing of offenders 5 and fetting a mark of in- 
Samy upon a lieutenant-general,for fending 
afew foldiers with a frecd- man of bis, be- 
yond the river a-bunting. Though be left 
as little as poffible in the power of fortune 
or chance, yet he was always more inclin- 
able than ordinary to engage the enemy, as 
oft as upon bis reading by night,bis lamp fell 
and went out of itfelf; confiding, as be faid, 
in am omen that had been fufficiently tried 
by bimfelf and bis anceflors, in the command 
of armies, But after all bis fucce/s in the 
war, be bad like tohave been flain by aBruc- 
terian, who mixing with thofe about bim,

20. Ziftér tapo years, he returned from 
Germany to.town again, and celebrated the 
triumph he had deferred, attended by his 
lieutenant-generals, for whom he had ob- 
tained the honour of triumphal ornaments. 
And before be turned up to the capitol, 
alighted from his chariot, and threw bim- 
felf at his father’s feet, whoa fat by to fu- 
perintend the folemnity. Bato the Paunoni- 
an general-he fent loaded with rich pre- 
Jents to Ravenna, in gratitude for bis 
having Juffered him and bis army to march 
off, from a place where he bad fo enclofed 
them, that they were entirely at bis mercy. 
After this he gave the people a dinner at a 
thoufand tables, and befides that, thirty 
Sifterces a man. He likewife dedicated the 
temple of concord; as alfo that of Caftar 
and Pollux, which bad been raifed out of 
the poils of the war, in bis own and bis 
brother's name.

tergiver/ation, infomuch that fomewere out 
of patience; and one during the confufton of 
the houfe upon this occafion cried out, Ei- 
ther let him accept it, or decline it at 
once ; and another told him to his face, 
"That others were flow to perform what 
they promifed, but he was flow to pro- 
mife what he a&ually performed. At 
Jafl, as if be was perfectly forced to it, 
complaining of that miferable load of fla- 
very, that was laid upon bim, be did ac- 
cept the government, but yet in fuch a man- 
ner, that be gave hopes of bis laying it down 
again fome timeor other. The wordsheufed 
upon that occafion were thefe:"Tillthe time 
fhall come, that you may think it reafon- 

able to give fome reft to my old age. 
25, The occafion of bis demurring Jo much 
upon the matter, was bis fear of the dane 
gers that threatened him on all hands ; in- 
jomuch that be faid he had a wolf by the 
ears. For a flave of Agrippa, by name 
Clemens, bad draten together a confiderable 
force to revenge bis maffer s death. And L. 
Scribonius Libo, a perjon of prime quality, 
«vas underband attempting a rebellio ; and 
befides, the troops both in Illyricum andGer- 
many were all in an uproar. Both armits 
infifted upon very high demands, but efpeci- 
ally that their pay foould be made equal to 
that of the guards at Rome; and thofe in 
Germany utterly refufed to own a prince 
that was not of their own chufing, and 
urged with all poffible importunity Germa- 
nicus that commanded them, to take tht 
government upon him, tho be obfiinately re- 
Sufed it. And it was bis apprehenfions from 
this quarter, that made bim beg of the fe- 
nate to affign him fome part only in the ad- 
miniflration, Juch as they feould judge pro- 
per, fince the whole no man can be fuffci- 
ent for, without one or more to affift bim. 
He pretended too to be much out of order, 
that Germanicus might the more ied 
TIDUS. 
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fibus. Simulavit et valetudi- 
nem, quo zquiore animo Ger- 
inanicus celerem fucceffionem, 
vel certe focietatem principatus, 
operiretur. Compofitis fediti 
onibus, Clementem quoq; frau- 
de deceptum, redegit in potef- 
tatem: Libonem, ne quid in 
novitate acerbius fieret, fecun- 
do demum anno in fenatu coar- 
guit, medio temporis fpatio 
tantum cavere contentus. Nam 
et inter pontifices facrificanti 
fimul, pro fefefpita plumbeum 
cultrum fubjiciendum curavit : 
et fecretam | petenti nonnifi ad- 
hibito Drafo filio dedit: dex- 
tramque obambulantis, veluti 
incumbens, quoad perageretur 
fermo, continuit.

Nec amplius quam omnino tres 
confulatus, unum paucis diebus, 
alterum tribus menfibus, ter- 
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«wait in hopes of fpeedily fucceeding bim, or 
however being taken intoa fare of the go- 
vernment with bim. After the mutinies in 
the armies were fuppreffed, he got likewife 
by a firatagem Clemens into bis hands. 
And that be might not begin bis reign by 
an a& of feverity, be let Libo reft "till bis 
fecond year, and then called bim to an ac- 
count before the Jenate, being content in the 
mean while to take only proper precautions 
for bis own Jecurity. For upon bis attend- 
ing a facrifice amongf the bigh priefis, in- 
fread of the ufual knife, be ordered nne of 
lead to be given him: and awhen be defired 
a private conference with bim, he would 
not grant bis requefl, but upon the condition 
that bis fon Drufus fbould be bys and be 
held bim faft by the right band as they 
walked together, under pretence of leaning 
upon bim, iM the converfation was 
over. 

26. But when be was delivered from bis 
apprebenfions, he behaved himfelf at firft 
with a great deal of moderation, and not 
much above the levelofa privategentleman: 
and of the many and great bonours offered 
bim, accepted but of few, and fucb as were 
very moderate. His birthday which bappen- 
ed to fall in the time of the Plebeian Cir- 
cenfian games, with much ado be fuffered 
to be honoured by the addition of a fingle 
chariot, drawn with two borfes only. He 
forbade temples, flamens, or priefis to be ap- 
pointed for bim, as alfo flatues and effigies 
to be erected for bim without bis perma fron : 
and that be granted only upon this conditi - 
on, that they fbould not be placed among ff 
the images of the gods, but only among ft 
the ornaments of boufes. He likewife in- 
terpofed to prevent the finaté s wearing to 
maintain bis alls; and that the month of 
September fhould not be called Tiberius, or 
O&ober Livy. The prenomen too of imperaq 
tor, as alfo the cognomen of father of bis 
country, and a civick crown to bang con- 
fantly at tbe entrance of bis boufe, be would 
not accept of. And never made ufe of the 
name of Augufius, tho’ it was hereditary 
to him, in any of bis letters, but thofe to 
hings and princes. Nor bad he any more 
than three confulfbips, one for a few days,

another for three months,and a third in bis 
abfence from the city, till the ides of May, 
27. He bad fuch an averfion to flattery, 
that he would never fuffer any fenator ta 


, either to pay him a civility, o upon 
fs. Andwhen a confular gentleman, in 


given, attempted to fall at his knees, he 
made from bim in fuch a hurry, that be 
Sell fat on bis back. And if any comple- 
ment was made him, either in converfation, 
or a fet {peech, be would not feruple to in- 
terrupt and chide the party, and alter what 
he faid. Being once called Lord by Jome 
body, be defired he would affront bim na 
more in that manner. And when others 
called his occupation facred, and another 
had expreffed bimfelf thus, that by his au- 
thority he had waited upon the fenate, 
he obliged them to alter the words, and the 
one to ufe inffead of authority, perfuafion, 
and the other for facred, laborious. 

28. He remained unmoved at all the af- 
perfions, Jcandalous reports, and lampoons 
thatwere fpread againfl him or bis relations; 
and would now and then fay, that in a free 
ftate,both tongue and mind ought to be 
free. And upon the fenate's defiring fame no- 
tice might be taken of fuch crimes, and thofe 
that were chargedwith them.Wehave not, 
Jays be, fo much time upon our hands, that 
we ought to engage in more bufinefs, If 
you once open a gap for things of thisna- 
ture youwill foon have nothing elfe todo. 
All privatequarrelswill bebroughtbefore 
you under this pretence. There goes like- 
wife a faying of bis in the fenate, very far 
Jrom being any ways affuming If Jays be,he 
talks any other ways of me, I fhall take 
care to behave in fuch a manner, as to 
be able to give a good account both of 
my words and actions; and if he goes 
on, I fhall hate him in my turn. 

29. And tbefe things were fo much the 
more remarkable in him, becaufe in the re- 
Spe he paid either to fingle perfons, or the 
whole body of the fenate, be went beyond all 
bounds. Upon bis differing with Q 
us in tbe boufe, Pardon me, Sir, /ays he, b 
befeech you, if I fhall as a fenator fpeak

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my mind very freelyin oppofition to you- 
And after that addreffing to thewhole boufe, 
be expreffed himfelf thus, Y have often faid 
it both now and at other times, O fa- 
thers of the fenate, that a good prince 
who has a regard to the welfare of the 
people, whom you have invefted with fo 
large and abfolute a power, ought to be 
ye to the fenate, to the whole 
body of the people, and often to fingle 
perfons too: nor am I forry, I have 


found. you good, kind, and favourable matters, 


30. He likeavife introduced an appear 
ance of liberty, by preferving to the fenate 
and magiftrates their former majefly and 
power. And all affairs, whether great or 
Small, publick or private, were laid before 
the fenate s as the taxes, monopolies, the 
bufine/s of raifing or repairing publick build- 
ings, the levying and difbanding of foldi- 
ers, tbe difpofal of the legions and auxili- 
ary forces in the provinces, the appointment 
of generals for the management of extraar- 
dinary wars, the anfwering of letters from 
foreign princes, were all left to the fenate, 
He obliged a commander of borfe, charged 
with rapine and extortion, to anfwer to 
the faid charge before the Jenate. He never 
entered the houfe but alone; and being once 
brought thither in a chair, becaufe be 
was indifpofed, be dilmiffed his attendants 
at the door. 


31. When fome things were carried ar 
gainft bis advice, be did not fo much as com= 
plain of it. And tho he gave it as his opi- 
nion, that no magifirates after their ele&ion 
foould be fuffered to abfent from tbe city, 
but refide conftantly there, to enjoy the bo- 
nour they bad obtained, a pretor elect pra- 
cured liberty to leave the town, under the 
honorary title of a free lieutenant. And a« 
gain when be propafed to the boufe, that the 
Lrebians might have leave allowed them, 
to employ fame money that had been left them 
by a will, for the raifing of a new theatres 
in the making of a caufeway, be could nok 
prevail to have the intentionof the teflatar 


Jtt afide. And when upon a divifion of the. 
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pauciores erant, fecutus eft ne- 
mo. _Cztera quoq; nonnifi per 
magiftratus et jure ordinario 
agebantur: tanta COSS. auc- 
toritate, ut legati ex Africa adi- 
erint eos, querentes trahi fe a 
Cefare, ad quem mifli forent. 
Nec mirum, cum palam effet 


'orripuit confulares ex- 
ercitibus przpofitos, quod non 
de rebus geftis fenatui fcribe- 
rent: quodq; de tribuendis qui- 
bufdam militaribus donis ad fe 
referrent: quafi non omnium 
tribuendorum ipfi jus haberent.

33. Paulatim principem ex- 
ercuit, preftititque: etfi varium 
giu, commodiorem tamen fe- 
pius, et ad utilitates publicas 

roniorem. Ac primo eatenus 
inter veniebat ne quid perperam 
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houfe be went over to tbe leffer party, no 
body followed bim. All other things toa 
«were tranfacted by the magifirates, and in 
the ufual forms: the authority of the con- 
als being Jo great, that fome embaffadors 
SromAfrica waited upon them with a com- 
plaint, that they could not have their bufe 
nfs difpatched by Cefar, to whom they 
had been fent. And no wonder, fince it was 
obferved, that he ufed to rife up to them, 
and give them the way, 

32. He reprimanded the confular gen- 
tlemen at the bead of the feveral armies, for 
not writing to the Jenate an account of their 
tranfactions, and for confulting bim about 
the conferring of fome military prefents ; 
as if they bad not a right to grant them 

“@ll thenifelves. He commended a pretor, 

- that upon entering on his office revived an 
old cuftom of celebrating the memory of his 
anceftors, in a Speech to the people. He 
attended the corpfe of fome perfons of diftinc- 
tion to the funeral pile. He foewed the like 
moderation too with regard to perfons and 
things of inferior confideration. He fent 
for the magiftrates of Rbodes, who bad 
difpatched a publick letter to bim, without 
Jubferibing it, as ufual, and without giv- 
ing them fo much as one har/b word, order- 
ed them to Jubfcribe it, and difmiffed them. 
Diogenes the grammarian that ufed to read 
leGures at Rbodes every Saturday, bad 
once refufed him admittance upon bis coming 
to bear bim out of courfe, and ordered bim 
by a ferant to come again feven days af- 
ter. This fame perfon coming to Rome, and 
waiting at his doar for admiffion to pay 
his refpedts to him, he fent him word to 
come again at the feven years end. To 
Jome governors of provinces, that advifed 
him to load them with taxes, be writ 
word again, That it was the part of a 
good fhepherd to fhear, and not to flea 
his fheep. 


33. By degrees be affumed the exercife 
of the fovereignty, but for a long time, with 
great variety of conduél tbe! generally with 
a due regard to the publick good, At firft 
be only inter pofed to prevent ill management. 
Accordingly be fet afide fome eftablifomen t

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fieret, Itaq; et conftitutiones 
quafdam fenatus refcidit: et 
magiftratibus pro tribunali cog- 
nofcentibus plerumq; fe offere-

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of tbe fenate ; and when the magifirates 
Jat for the adminiflration of jaftice,he would 
offer bis fervice as an affeffar, and fit among 
them, or in the oppofite part of the court 
fronting them. And if it was rumoured 
that any perfon under profecution was likely 
By bis intereft to come off clear, be would 
Suddenly make his appearance in court, and 
Srom the ground-benches, or the pretor’s 
Seat, would remind the judges of the laws, 
their oath, and the nature of the crime 
brought before them. And be likewife un- 
dertook the corre@ion of the publick man- 
ners, where any corruption therein bad been 
introduced, by the prevalency of cuftom, or 
the magiftrates neglect of their duty. 

34. He reduced the expence of the pub- 
lick fports and diverfions for the entertain= 
ment of the people, by leffening the alloz- 
ance to flage players for their fervice, and 
abridging the number of gladiators upon 
thofe occafions. He made grievous complain? 
to tbe fenate, that the price of Corinthian 
veffels was rifen to a prodigious height, and 
that three barbels bad been fold for thirty 
thoufand fifferces, and thereupon moved the 
houfe for the enadting of a new fumptuary 
law : and that the fbambles fhould be fub- 
jected to Juch regulations, as to the fenate 
foould appear proper 5 and the cdilts com- 
miffioned to refirain taverns and qiéctual- 
ling houfes, fo far as not to fuffer even the 
Sale of bifket or cakes of any kind. And in 
order to encourage frugality in the publick 
by bis own example, he avould oftentimes at 
his entertainments upon folemn occafionshave 
at bis table vi&uals that bad been ferved 
up the day before, and were half eaten, and 
half a boar, affirming, That it had all the 
fame good bits as thewhole had. He for- 
bade the daily ufe of the hifs in the way of 
civility by proclamation; as likewife the 
prattice of prefenting necu. years gifts,after 
the firft of January. He bad been ufed ta 
make areturn of four times as much as he 
received in that «way, and with bis own 
band; but being offi nded at tbe continual 


diflurbance that was given bim all the month long, by thofe that bad not the op- 
portunity of attending him upon the fefival, be returned none after that day.

with ber fon-in-law.Scandalousawomenhad 
now begun apradice,of profefing themfelves 
proffitutes ; thus divefting themfelves of the 
rights and dignity of matrons, in order to 
avoid tbe lafb of the law. And the moft 
profligate young fellows of the Jenatorian 
and equefirian order, to fecure themfelves 
againfi a decree of the fenate, probibiting 
their acting upon. tbe frage, or fighting as 
gladiatorsin thetheatre,voluatarilybrought 
themfelves under an infamous Jentence, by 
which they avere degraded. All thefebe 
banifbed, that none Sor the future might by 
the ufe of fuch tr icks find any fecurity againft 
the force and defign of the.law, He took 
from a fenator the laticlavian tunick, upon 
inf: n, that be bad before the Kalends 
of - emoved into bis gardens, in order 

to bire a houfecheaper in the city after. 
He likewife turned another out of the office 
wince bad been affigned bim by 


obliging b as were engaged in that 
kind of Juperftition, to burn their holy vefi- 
ments, and all their religious furniture.

40. After he had gone round Campania, 
and dedicated a Capitol at Capua, and a 
temple to Augufius at Nola, he retired to 
Caprece being wonderfully taken with the 
ifland, becaufe it was only acerffible by a 
Jmall fore, being on all fides elje furround- 
ed awitb craggy rocks,of a prodigious height, 
and a deep fea. But immediately the piojle 
of Rome being mighty clamorcus for bis re- 
turn,becaufe of a difafler at Fidenae,wheres 
upwards of twenty tboufand people, at a 
publick diver fion of gladiators, had been de- 
froyed by the fall of an amphitheatre, he 
came back upon the continent, and gave all 
people free accefs to him; and the rather, 
becaufe at his departure from the city, be 
bad by proclamation forbid any one to dif= 
turb him, and declined all company upon 
the road.

To the foldiery he never 
gae any thing, after bis doubling to them 
em by Auguflus, except a 
thoufand denarii aman to the guards, for 
not fiding with Sejanus ; and fome prefents 
to the legions in Syria, becaufe they alone 
bad not worfbipped the flatues of Sejanus 
among fi their flandards. And be would 
very feldom difcharge the veteran Soldiers, 
in hopes of faving by their dying in the fir- 
vice (which from their age there was a 
profped? of happening foon) the premiums 
that would have been due upon their dif- 
charge. Nor did he ever reliewe the pro- 
vines by an a® of generofity, excepting 
Afia, where fome cities had been laid in 
ruins by an earthquake.

going to Alexandria without bis knowledge, 
upon occufion of a great and fudden famine 
at Rome. And it is believed he took care 
to have him difpatched by Cn Pifo the licu- 
tenant of Sy ria. who was afterwards tr ied 
for it; and it is Juppofed by ome, would 
have produced bis orders, bad be not been 
therein ordered to the contrary: wherefore 
the following words «were pofied up in many 
places, and frequently bauled out in the 
night, Give us Germanicus agam ; « bicb 
Jufpicion be afterwards confirmed by the 
barbarous ufage of his wife and children. 
confirmavit ipfe poftea : conjuge etiam 
modum afllictis. 

53. His daaghter-in law Agrippina, af- 
ter the death of her hufband, complaining 
upon fome occafton, with a great deal of 


freedom, he toox her by the band, and in a 


Greek uer fe delivered himfelf ta this purpofe, 
My dear child, do you think yourfelf 
injured becaufe you are not lady para- 
mount? and would never after [peak to 
ber. And upon ber refufing once at Jupper 
to tafie Jome fr uit he f» efented ber, be for- 
bore imviting ber to bis tables pretending 
foe, in effcet, charged him with a défign 
to poifon ber; apbereas the aubole was a 
contrivance of bis own; be was to offer tbe 
fruit, and fhe to be privately cautioned a- 
gai»fl it, as apbat would infallibly be ber 
death, At laft charging ber, tho’ without 
any foundation for it, with a defign to fly 
to the flatue of Auguftus, or the army, be 
banifbed her to Pandataria. And upon her 
reviling bim for it, be did by a centurion, 
beat out one of ber eyes: d when fhe re- 
Solved to faft to death, be ordered her mouth 
to be forced open, ar d meat to be crammed 
down ber throat: but foe perfifting in her 
defign, ig. foon after, be perfecuted

54. He bad by Germanicus three grand 
fons, Nero, Drufus and Caius, and by bis 
fon Drufus one named Tiberius of which, 
after the lofs of bis fons, be recommended 
Nero and Drufus to the fenate 5 and upon 
the days of their being folemnly introduced 
into the forum, diftributed money among the 
people. But when be found, that vows bad 
been offered up by the magiflates in the ls- 
ginning of the year, for their health, he 
told the fenate, that fuch honours ought 
not to be conferred but upon fuch as had 
been tried, and were advanced in age. 
Having thus betrayed the fecret difpofition 
of bis foul towards them, be occaftoned their 
being profecutedwith a variety of informa- 
tions againft them; and having ufed divers 
arts to provoke them to rail at and abufe 
him, that he might thereby be furnifoedwith 
a pretence to defircy them, be charged them 
with it in a letter to the fenate, and at the 
Jame timewith greatbitterne/s accufed them 
of tbe moft feandalous vices. And upon their 
being declaredenemies by the fenate, flarved 
them both to death. Nero in the ifland of 
Pontia, and Drufus in the loaver part of the 
Palatium. It is believed by fome, that Nero 
avas put upon making away with bim/elf by 
the executioner fbewing him balters and 
hooks, as if fent to bim by the order of the 
Jenate. Drufus, they tell you, was fo pintd, 
that he attempted to eat the Puffing of bis 
bed. And the relicks of them both were jo 
difperfed, that it was with much ado thy 
«vere brought together again. 

55. Befides bis old friends, and intimate 
acquaintance, be dcfired twenty of tbe moft 
eminent perfons in the city, to advife with 
upon the publick affairs. Out of all this 
number, fearce two or three efcaped bim s 
all the reft he defiroyed, upon one pretence 
er, and among tbem /E liuiSejams, 
whofe fall was attended with the ruin of a 
great many more. He bad advanced bim to 
the higheft pitch of grandeur, not fo much 
out of any real affection for bim, as by bis 
bafe uuder band contrivances, to ruin the 
shjldren of Germanicus ; thereby to fecure

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56. He was never a whit better to the 
Greeks in his family, even thofe be mof 
delighted in. Having afked one Zeno upon 
his talking Jomewohat obfcurely, What 
troublefome kind of dialect that was, 
and be replying the Dorick, be banifbed 
him to Cinaria, upon a fufpicion that be 
upbraided bim with his former refidence at 
Rhodes, where the Dorick dialed is ufed. 
Likewife being ufed to fart queflions at Jup- 
per, fuch as the authors he had been read- 
ing the day before furnifoed him with, and 
finding that Seleucus the grammarian, ufed 
to enquire of thofe that attended bim, what 
authors be read every day, and fo came pre- 
pared for him; he firft turned bim out of 
bis family, and then drove bim to the ex- 
trémity of laying violent bands upon him-

c7. His cruel relentle/s temper appeared 
in bim when be was a boy; which T beodo- 
rus of Gadara bis mafler in rbetorick, frft 
difcovered in bim, and expreffing by avery 
oppofite fimile, calling bim now and tben 
in chiding of bim, dirt mixed with blood ; 
but it appear ed frill more manifeflly in him 
avhen be came to be emperor, and in the 
iff be was 


beginning of bis reign too, w 
as yet endeavouring to gain the affections o 
the people, by pretending to moderation. A 
avag, upon the paffing by of a funeral, called 
out to the dead man, and defired bim to 


tell Auguftus, That the legacies he had 
left the common people were not yet 


paid. This fellow be ordered tobe brought 
before him, toreceivew bat was due to bim, 
and then to be led to execution, that be 
might deliver the meffage to his father him- 
And not long after, when one Pompey 
fifty denie 4 fometbing or other in oppofition 
1o bim in the fenate ; be threatened to clap 
bim in prifon; and told him, that of @ 
Pompey be would make aPompeian of bim, 
by a bitter hind of drollery playing upon the 
man's name, and the ill fortune of the 
party.

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c8. About tbe fame time when the pretor 
confulted Fim whether he pleased tohave the 
courts fit upon accufations of treafon againft 
his perfon, he replied, that the laws ought 
to be put in execution, and he did put them 
in execution with a vengeance. A certain 
perfon bad taken off the head of Auguflus 
Srom a flatue of bis, to put it on another. 
The matter was brought before the fenate; 
and becaufe the cafe was not clear, Jome 
avere executed by torture about it, and the 
party accu cd being Sound guilty and con- 
demned upon it, this kind of procefs grew 
to fuch a height, that it became capital for 
aman to beat his flave.or change his cloaths, 
near the flatue of Auguflus; to carry bis 
head flamped upon the coin, or cut in the 
Jlone of a ring, into a neceffary boufe, or the 
Stews; or to refíe£t upon any thing that bad 
been either faid or done by bim. At laf tma 
perfon was condemned to die, for fuffering 
Jome honours to be decreed to bimfelf in the 


colony where be lived, upon the Jame day, on which they bad formerly been de- 


creed for Auguftus.

59. Befides be was guilty of fa many 
barbarous addioms, under the pretence of 
ftridine/s and reformation of manners, but 
more to gratify bis own Savage humour, 
that Jome lampooned bim for the prefent 
calamities of bis reign, and at the fame 
time gave warning for tbe future.

Which fatyrical refieGions he would needs 
at firfi have pafs for the effects of cboler and 
rage, in fucb as were impatient under the 
difcipline of reformation, more than their 
real fentiments ; and be would now and then 
Jay, Let them hate me, fo long as they 
do but approve my condué&t. But at length 
he fheused by bis bebaviour, they were but 
too well grounded. 

60.4 few days after bis arrival at Ca- 
prea, a fifberman coming unexpectedly upon 
him, as be was by himfelf, and prefenting 
him with a large barbel, he ordered his 
face to be ferubbed with the fib ; being af- 
frighted to think he fhould be able to get up 
to him over fucb rugged defert rocks. And 
the fellow under bis punifbment, expraffing 
bis joy, that he bad not likewife made bim 
a prefent of a huge crab he had taken, be 
ordered bis face to be tore with the crab too. 
He punifbed a foldier of the guards with 
death, for flealing a peacock out of his gar- 
den. His chair being hindered in its paf- 
Sage upon tbe road by fome bufbes, be ordered 
the gentleman fent. before to examine the 
road,«vba was a centurion of the firft rank, 
to be laid on bis face upon the ground, and 
to be whipped almofl to death. 


61. Soon after be broke out into all 
manner of cruelty, never wanting matter 
of one kind or other to work upon. He 
firft fell upon the friends and acquaintance 
of bis mother, then thofe of bis grandjons, 
and his daughter-in-law ; and laftly thofe 
of Sejanus, after whofe death he became 
exceffively cruel ; by which it appeared, 
that he bad not been fo much infligated by 
Sejanus, as fupplied «vitb occaftons of grati- 
Jing bis favage temper, when be wanted

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them. Tho’ in a foort memoir be compofed 
of bis own life, he had the impudence to 
write, That he had punifhed Sejanus, 
becaufe he found him bent upon the de- 
ftruction of the children of his fon Ger- 
manicus, of which he put one to death, 
auhen be was now become jealous of Sejanus; 
and another, after he was taken off. It 
would be too tedious to relate all the parti« 
cular inflances of bis cruelty s it may fuffice 
to give famples thereof in its feveral kinds. 
Not a day paffed without tbe punifoment of 
Some body or other, not excepting holidays, 
or thofe defi ned for the wor fbip of the Gods. 
Some were puni/bed in the beginning of the 
new year, Many were accufed and condemn- 
ed together with their wives and children; 
and the relations forbid to mourn for Juch 
as were fentenced to death, Confiderable 
rewards were woted for the profecutors, and 
Sometimes for the witneffes too. Any one’s 
information was taken without exception; 
and all crimes were capital, even the fpeak- 
ing of a few words, tho’ without any ill 
intention. A poet was called to an account, 
Sor abufing Agamemnon ; and an biftorian 
for calling Brutus and Caffius the laft of 
all the Romans. The authors were imme- 

iately put to death, and their writings 
Juppreft; th they had been well approved 
of fome years before, and read over in the 
bearing of Augufius. Some that were put 
im prifon, were not only denied the comfort 
of fiudy, but debarred all company and con- 
wverfation whatever. When perfons were 
JSemmoned in order to trial, they flabbed 
themfelves at home, to avoid the plague, 


their wounds were bound up, and they were 
carried balf-dead, and panting for life, to 


prifon. All that were put todeath, were 
conftantly thrown to the Gemonie, and 
then dr d into the Tiber. Twenty were 
Jo ferxved in ane day, and among ft them boys 
and women. And because, according to an 
antient cuffom,it wasnot lawful to firangle 
vvirgins,tbe young girls were firft deflowered 
by the executioner,and then frangled. Such 
a5 were defi ous to dieywere forced to live,

you yet. A confular gentleman «writes im 
his annals, that at table, where a great 
deal of company, and be himfelf was pre- 
fent, be was on tbe fudden and aloud afked 
by a dwarf that food by, among the drolls 
that attendéd, why Paconius, who was 
under à profecution for treason, lived Jo 
long ; that he reprimanded bim immediate- 
ly for bis faucinefs, but a few days after 
writ to the fen ate, to proceed forthwith to 
the punifhoment of Paconius.

And unle/s death had prevented bim, 
and Thrafyllus, defignedly, as Jome Jay, 
had prevailed with him to defer fome of 
bis cruel projects, in hopes of longer life, 
it is believed, be would have been the de- 
firuttion of many more; and not have fpared 
even the rift of his grandchildren; for be 
«was jealous of Caius, and batedTiberius as 
conceived by adultery. And it is likely 
enough, indeed; for he, now and then, 
would pronounce Priam happy who fur- 
vived his whole family. 

63. Amidft tbefe tranfa€tions bow odious 
anddeteflalleunderswbat terribleappreben= 
fions and alarms be lived, is many waysape 
parent. He forbid the footh-Jayers to be con- 
Julted in private,and without witneffes by, 
He attempted to fubprefs the oracles nigh 
the city : but being terrified by the manifeft 
appearance of a divine authority in that of 
Pranefie, he gave over the defign. For 
tho’ the lots were fealed up in a box, and 
carried to Rome, yet they were not to be 
found in it, till it was returned to thetem- 
ple. Two confular gentlemen, whom he 
made governors of provinces, be never durft 
difpatch thither ; but kept them fa long, 
till feveral years after he affigned themfuc- 
ceffors,being then prefent upon the fpot with 
him: In the mean time, they bad the re- 
Spective titles of their office ; and he fre- 
quently gave them orders, which they took 
care ta have executed by their deputies and 
affifiant:. 

64. He never removed bis daughter-in 
law and grandjon, after their condemna- 
tion, any whither but in chains and a clofe 
chair, with a guard to hinder all that met 
them on the road, from landing to gaze 
at them. 

65. After Sejanus had form'd his defign 
againfl bim, tho’ he faw bis birth day was 
Solemnly kept by the publick,and golden ima- 
ges of bim worfbipped every where, yet it 
was with difficulty at laff, and more by 
cunning and fly management, than bis im- 
perial authority, that be took bim off. For 
in the firft place, in order ta remove him

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67. At laft being quite weary of binfelf, 
he f£ nified the ext emily of his mifery, in 
a letter to the fenate, which begun thus, 
What to write to you, venerable fathers, 
or how to write, or what to write at 
this time, may al! the Deities pour upon 
my head a more terrible vengeance, 
than that I perceive myfelf daily to be 
finking under, if I can tell. Some are of 
opinion that he bad a fore-knowledge of thife 
things, from bis feillin future events; and 
that be faw long before the mifiry and in 
Samy, that would at lafl come upon him; 
and for that reason, at the beginning of bis 
reign, had abfolutely refufed the title of 
father of his country, and the propofal of 
the fenate to Jwear to his ads, Leff he foould 
afterwards, to bis greater foame, be found 
unequal to fucb mighty honour y which in- 
deed may be fairly gathered from the fpeechas 
be made upon both occaftonss as when be fayt, 
That he fhould ever be the fame, and 
fhould never change his manners, fo long 
as he kept his wits ; but to avoid giving 
an ill precedent to pofterity, the fenate 
ought to havea care of engaging them- 
felves, to maintain the acts of any one 
that might by fome ill accident or other 
be influenc'd to alter his conduct. And 
again, If you fhould at any time enter- 
tain a jealoufy of my conduét and entire 
affe&üon for you, which heaven prevent 
by putting a period to my days, rather 
than I fhould live to fee fuch an altera- 
tion in your opinion of me, the title of 
Sather will add nothing of honour to me, 
but be a reproach to you, for your rafh- 
nefs in conferring it upon me, or incon- 
ftancy in altering your opinion of me. 


68. He «vas in his perfon large and 
robufl, of a flature fomeavbat above the 
ufual fixe; broad foouldered and chefted, 
and in bis other parts proportionable. He 
ufed bis left hand better than his right; 
aud bis joints were fo flrong, that be would 
bore a frefb. found apple through with his 
Jinger, and would wound the head of a boy, 
or even a young man, with a flip. Hewas 
of a fair complexion, and bad his hair fo 
talitro 
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talitro vulneraret. . Colore erat 
candido, capillo pone occipitium 
fubmifiiore, at cervicem etiam 
obtegeret, quod gentile in illo 
videbatur.

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long bebind, that it covered bis neck, which 
was obferved to be a mark of diftin@ion af- 
fe&ted by the family. He bad a handfome 
face, but frequently full of pimples, with 
large eyes, that bad a wonderful faculty of 
Seeing in the night-time and in tbe dark, 
but for a foort time only, and immediately 
after he awoke out ofa fleep ; for they Soon 
grew dim again. He walk'd with bis neck 
fiiff and unmoved, commonly with a frowne 
ing countenance, being for the mofl part fi- 
lent; very feldom talking to thofe about bim, 
and when be did, it was very flowly, and 
with an effeminate motion of his fingers. 
All which things being difagreeable and full 
of arrogance Auguftus obferved in him, and 
endeavoured to excufe many & time to the 
fenate and people, affuring them, that they 
were natural defeéts, that did not pro- 
ceed from any vicioufnefs of mind. He 
enjoyed a very good flate of health, and 
without any interruption, almofl during 
the whole time of bis government ; although 

rom the thirtieth year of bis age, be mas 
naged bimfelf with refpe to his health ac- 
cording to bis own diferetion, qvitbout any 
help or alfiftance from phyficians. 
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69. He bad fmall regard to the gods or 
matters of religion, being mightily addicted 
to aftrology, and full of a perfuafion that 
all things were governed by fate. Yet he 
was exceeding afraid of thunder, and in 
very cloudy weather always wore a laurel 
crown on bis head, becaufe they pretend ta 
fay, that the leaf of that iree is newer 
touched by the thunder. 


7o. He applied himfelf very diligently 
tothe liberal arts, both Greek and Latin. In 
bis Latin file be affected to imitate Corvi- 
nus Meffala, an old g entleman that be, when 
he was a young man, ufed to attend upon. 
But he rendered bis flile obfcure by an ex- 
cefs of affectation and nicenefi, that be 
was thought to talk better extempore, than 
upon premeditation. He compofed too a 
Lyrick ode, under the title of a Lamenta- 
tion upon the death of L. Ceefar, as alfo

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fome Greek poems in imitation of Euphori- 
on, Rhianus and Parthenius, with which 
poets be was wonderfully taken, and fet up 
their works and flatues in the publick li- 
brarics among ft the moft confiderable authors 
of antiquity: for which reafon mof. of the 
learned men of this time vied with one ano» 
ther in publifbing Jeveral things upon them, 
which they addrefed to him. What he 
chiefly minded Was the knowledge of the fa 
bulous hiftory, wherein be was really filly 
and ridiculous, For be ufed to try the grams 
marians, whit b fort of people be chiefly affta- 
ed, as I bae faid, with fuch kind of quifli- 
ons as thefe, who was Hecuba’s mother? 
what had-been Achilles's name amongft 
the virgins? what fong were the Syrens 
ufed to fing? And the firfl day he entered 
the fenate. houfe after the death of Augufius, 
as if be intended at once to pay a re/pedl to 
the memory of bis father and the gods, he 
did, like as Minos bad done formerl} upon 
the death of his fon, perform his devoirs 
with an affering of frankincenfe and wiit, 
but without mufick, ’ 


71.Though be was ready and quick at the 
Greek tongue, yet he did not ufe it every 
avhere, but chiefly forbore it in the fenate- 
boufes infomuch that having dccafion toufe 
the word monopolium, he firft begged far- 
don for being obliged to trouble the boufe 
with a foreign word. And when in a decre 
of tbe fenate, tbe word emblema was read, 
he advifed to have it altered, and one 
of our own fought for in its flead; or 
if mo proper onecould be found, ta exprifs 
the thing by feveral avords; or a peri- 
phrafis. He would not fuffer a foldier too 
that was examined as witnefi upon. & 
trial in Greek, to make any anfwer but 
in latin, 
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72. He but tavice, during the time of 
his récefs at Caprea, attempted to return to 
Rome; once be came in a trireme as far as 
the gardens near the. Naumachia, but 
placed guards along the banks of the Tiber, ta 
keep off all that foould offer to come to meet 
him. Ind a fecond time be advanced along

73. Interim cum in actis le- 
giffet, dimiffos ac ne auditos qui- 
dim quofdam réos, de quibus 
f&i&im, et nihil aliud quam 
nominatos ab indice fcripferat, 
pro contempto fe babitum fre- 
mens, repetere Capreas quo- 
quo modo deftinavit non teme- 
re quidquam nifi ex tuto aufu- 
rus. Sed et tempeítaübus et 
ingravefcente vi morbi. reten- 
tus, paulo poft obiit in villa 
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the Appian way, within feven miles of the 
towwn ; but taking only a view of the walls 
at a diflance, he returned. without coming 
any nearer. For avbat reason be came not. 
up to the town the firfl is uncertain, in the 
latter excurfion hewas deterred by a prodigy. 
He ufed to divert bimfelf with a fnake, 
whom going to feed with his own hand ace 
cording to-his cuftom, he found. bim devour- 
ed by ants, and was thereupon advifed ta 
have a care of the fury of the mob. Vv ‘here= 
fore returning back again in all bafle to 
Campania, he fell ill at Aftura, but being. 
Something better be went on to Cerceii. And 
to avoid giving any fufpicion of his being 
out of order, be was not only prefent at the 
diver fions of. the camp, but did bimfelf from 
an eminence encounter a wild boar, let out 
for the purpofe, with javelins. And imme- 
diately being taken with a convulfion in bis 
fide, and catching cold. too upon his over- 
beating himfelf in the exercife, he relapfed 
into a worfe condition than be was at firfi, 
However he held out for fome time; and 
failing as far as Mifene, omitted nothing in 
his ufeal manner of life, not fo much as his 
entertainments and. other pleafures, partly 
from an ungovernable appetite, and partly 
to conceal his condition. For Charicles a 
phyfician,. having obtained leave to retire 
Some time from court, at bis rifing from ta- 
ble, Jeifed his hand to kifs it; upon which 
he fuppofing be did. it to feel bis pulfe, dew 
fared bim to flay and take bis place again; 
and thereupon continued the entertainment 
longer than ufual. And after all, according 
to bis conflant practice, be flood up in the mid- 
dle of the room, with an officer atte nding, and 
took leave of every one in the company byname. 

73. In. the mean time, finding upon a pe- 
rufal of tbe acts of the Jenate, that fome 
perfons under profecution had been dif- 
charged, without being brought to a 
hearing, concerning whom be had writ but 
wery briefly, and no more, than that they 
had been only named. by the informer, com- 
plaining in a great chafe that be was treat- 
ed with contempt, be refolued at any rate 
to return to Caprea, not daring to attempt 
any thing upon the occafion, but in a place 
of Jecurity. But being detained by forms,

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and the wviclence of bis difemper that ins 
creased upon bim, be died foon after, ina 
country-feat of Lucullus's, in the feoenty. 
eigih year of his age, and twenty third 
of his reign, upon the Seventeenth of the 
&alends of April, when Cn. Acerronius Pro- 
eulus and C. Pontius Niger were confuls, 
Some are of opinion that be had a flow poi- 
Jon given him by Caius, Others fay, that 
upon bis calling for meat in the intermiffion 
of a fever be happened to be taken with, it 
«was denied bim. Others, that be was flified 
by a pillow thrown upon bim, at bis coming 
out of a fwwoon, and calling for his ring, that 
bad been taken from bim in the fit. Seneca 
writes, That finding himfelf a going, he 
took his ring off his finger, aud held it 
a while, as 3f he would deliver it to fome 
body ; but put it again upon his finger, 
and lay for fome time, with his left hand 
grafp'd clofe, and without ftirrings when 
fuddenly calling upon his attendants, and 
no body making aníwer, he rofe; but 
his ftrength failing him, he fell down a 
little way from his bed. 

74. He bad upon his laf birth-day 
brought a large beautiful flatue of Apollo 
at Temenus from Syracufe, in order to fet it 
up in the library of the new temple, that 
bad been built for that god; but dreamt 
that be appeared to him, and affured bim, 
that his ftatue could not be erected by 
him. Anda Sew days before he died, the 
watch tower of Caprece fell down. And at 
Mifene, fome embers and coals being brought 
in to air bis parlour, went out and were 
perfectly cold, but burfl out intoa flame 
again in the evening, and continued burning 
very bright "till late at night. 


75. The people rejoiced fo at his death, 
that upon the firft news of it, they run up 
and down the city, crying out Some, Away 
with Tiberius into the Tiber. Wilf 
others invoked the Earth the common mo- 
ther of mankind, and the infernal gods, 
to allow no place for the dead, but a- 
mongf the wicked. Ovhers threatened 
his carcass with the book and the Scale 
Gemoniee, being provoked by a frefb inflance

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of barbarity, over and above tbe remem- 
brance of bis former cruclty, It bad been 
provided by an.a&of-the fenate, ibat the 
punifbment of perfons condemn’ d-to die fooald 
always be deferred "till the tenth day after 
the fentence, Now it happened that the day 
the news arrived of Tiberius’s death, was 
the day fixed by the law for the execution 
of fome that bad been fentenced to die. Thefe 
poor creatures implored the protection of all 
about them; but becaufe Caius was not in 
town, and there was nobody elfe to apply to 
in their behalf, thofe charged with the care 
of their execution, for fear of offending 
againfl. that law, ftrangled them, and 
threw them down the Gemonie. Which 
raifed in the minds of people a greater ab- 
horrence of the tyrant’s memory than they bad 
before, fince bis cruelty fill took place, even 
after his death. As [oon as bis corpfe begun 
to move from Mifene, tho’ moft people cried 
out to have it carried to Atella, and broil 
ed there in the Amphitheatre, yet it was 
carried to Rome, and burnt tbére with the 
ufual ceremony. 

26. He bad made about two years before 
two draughts of bis will, one with bis 
own band, and the other with that of e 
a 
by fume perfons of very mean rank. He left 
his two grandfons, Caius by Germanicus, 
and Tiberius by Drufus, heirs to, bis eftate, 
avbich they were to fare equally ; and if 
either of them chanced to die, the furvivor 
avas to inherit the whole. He gave too & 
great many legacies, and among/t the ref, 
to the Veftal virgins, all the foldiers, to 
every commoner. ‘of Rome, and to the over=- 
Jeers of the feveral petty divifions of the 
city, fometbing extraordinary.

G ERMANICUS. the father of 

C..Cafar, and fon of Drufus and 
the younger Antonia, was, after bis adop- 
tion by Tiberius bis uncle, preferred to the 
queflor/Pip five years contr than the laws 
allowed of ; and immediately after be was 
qut of that office, to the conful/Dip. And 
being Jent to. the army in Germany, be 
quieted the legions, wha, upon news of 
Augufius’s death, did every one of them 
obftinately refufe to accept of Tiberius for 
their prince, and offered bim the govern- 
ment. In which affair, whether he foewed 
more duty o-bis, father, or firmne/s of re- 
Solution, is bard ta fay. Soon after be de- 
Seated the enemy, and triumphed upon it. 
And then being made conful a Jecond time, 
before he could enter upon bis office, be 
['ged to hurry away to Settle affairs 
in the E ft s where, after he had conguer= 
ed the king of Armenia, and reduced Cap- 
padocia into :the Sorm of a. province, be 
died at Anticch of a lingering diflemptr, 
in the thir Ly: fourth year of bis age, not 
without the fufpicion of. faifon : Sor befides 
the livid fpots. that appeared all over bis 
body, and his /punging at the mouth, when 
his corpfe was burnt, bis heart was found 
entire; the nature of which is fuppofed to 
be fuch, as not to admit of any confumption 
by fire, if it be tainted with poifon.

2. He was taken off, as was commonly 
believed, by the bafe contrivance of Tibe- 
rius, with the efiftance of Cn. Pifo. Who 
about tbe fame time being made governor of

Syria, and declaring openly that be» muft 
either offend the father or the Sony as if 
there was an abfolute neceffity for it, be 
abufed Germanicus at that time fick, in the 
mofi {candalous and extravagant manner, 
bath by words and deeds : for which, upon 
his return to Rome, be had like to have 
been torn to pieces by the people; and was 
condemned to death by the fenate. 

3. Jt is generally agreed that Germanicus 
bad all the noble endowments of body and 
mind in a higher degree than any before bim, 
as handfomene/s of perfon, an extraordinary 
courage, a great maffery in the eloquence 
and other literature both of Greece and 
Rome ; befides a fingular humanity, anda 
mo/l engaging way of gaining the favour 
and affiétion of all about bim. The {mall- 
ne/s of bis legs did not anfwer the bandfome- 
nef of his perfon in other refpeéts; but this 
too wis at lingth corrected by a conftant 
cuftom of riding after meals. He frequently 
in battle encountered and flew the enemy 
with bis own band, He pleaded caufes too 
after be bad the honour of a triumph 3 and 
amongft the other fruits of bis fludies, left 
behind bim fome Greek comedies. And both 
at home and abroad behaved with the mo- 
defty of a private gentleman. ~ He always 
entered free and confederate towns without 
his liGtors. And wherever he heard in bis 
travels of the fepulchres of famous men, paid 
bis devoir at them to their memory, by the 
ufual offerings. He buried in one tomb the 
Scattered relicks of thofe that bad been flain 
with Varus; and was the faremofh to put his 
hand to the work of gathering and bringing 
them to the place of burial, He was fo ex- 
tremely mild and gentle to bis enemies, let 
them be what they would, and upon what 
account foever Juch, that tho’ Pifo cancelled 
bis decrees, and for a long time barraffed 
his dependents extremely, be could not find 
in his heart to foew his refentment of fuch 
ufage of bim, till be found bimfelf attacked 
by magick charms and imprecations; and 
even then he went no further, than to re- 
nounce all friend/Gip with bim, according 
to antient ufage, and to recommend to bis 
Sriends about bim the revenge of bis death, 
if be came to an, untimely end.

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4. He reaped the fruit of bis noble qua: 
lities in abundance; being fo much efeemed 
and beloved by bis friends, that Auguflus (to 
Jay nothing ‘of his other relations) being a 
long time in "doubt with bimfelf, whether 
De foould not appoint him bis fucteffür, at 
laft ordered’ Tiberius to adopt him: He was 
Jo extremely popular, that many authors tell 
us, the crowds of fuch as went to meet upon 
his coming to any place, or to attend bimat 
his departure, avere fo prodigious, that be 
vas Jometimes in danger of bis life.’ And 
that upon his return from Germany, ofter 
he had quelled the mutinies in the arm 
there, all the battalions of the guards went 
to meet bim, notwithfanding tbe publick 
order that only two fhould go. And’ that 
all the refi of the people, boib mith and avo- 
men of all ages and conditions, went as far 
as twenty miles to attend bim to town.

I find in tbe publick regifters that be was 
born at Antium. Pliny charges Getulicus, 
as guilty of a downright fo gery, only to 
JSooth the vanity of a conceited young prince, 
by giving a lufire to his birth, from a city 
Sacred to Hercules; and jays, that he adwan- 
ced this lie avitb the more affurance, becaufe 
the year before the-birth of Caius,:Germa- 
nicus. had a fon of the fame name, born at 
Tibur, concerning whofe amiable childshord 
and untimely death 1 have fpoken. above. 
Pliny, it is plains :muft be miftaken, by the 
account left-us of thofe tinus... For the wri- 
ters of Auguflus shiftary, all agree that Ger- 
manicus at the expiration of bis confulfbip, 
was jent into Gaul. after the birth of Caius, 
Nor will the infeription upon the altar bal 
out Pliny's opinion at all, becaufe Agrippi- 
na «vas brought ta bed of two daugbters in 
that country, and any delivery, without re- 
gard to fex; is called. puerperium, becaufe 
the antients were ufed to call girls puer, 
and boys puelli. “There is likeqwife extant a 
letter of Augufius, writ a fer months before 
his death, to bis. grandaughter Agrippi- 
na, about the fame Carus, ( forrthere avas 
at that time no other child of ber's living 
under that name») Yefterday I gaveorders 
for Talarius and. Afellius to fet forward 
for your parts, if the Gods permit, with 
your child Caius, upon the fifteenth of 
the kalends of June. — I fend along with 
him a phyfician of mine, of whom Í writ 
to Germanicus, to keep if he pleafed. 
Farewell, my dear Agrippina, and take 
What care you can to come fafe and well 
to your Germanicus. J /uppofe it is a- 
bundantly evident, that Caius could not be 
born there, whither be was carried from 
the city when almoft tavo years oid. The

But when he fill ill, the whole 
body of the people continued all night about 
15€ palatium, and jome engaged t betnfelcoeg 
by vow, to expofe their perfons in combatias 
gladiators for bis recovery, and others en-= 
gaged in like manner to lay down their lives 
for bis, avhich- tbey fignified by bills pub- 
lickly pofted up im the town. do this prodi- 
gious live of bis own countrymen for bim, 
was added a remarkable r:/pe@ paid him 
by foreigners: for Artabanus hing of the 
Parthians, wko had always fhewn a-batred 
and contempt of Tiberius, courted bis friend- 
Jib, bad an interview with a confular 
lieutenant of bis, and paffing the Eupbra- 
tes adored the eagles, with the other Ra- 
man flandards, and the images of the 
Cafars. 


15. And this vaft refped of the world for 
bim, be very much improved, by pradlifing 
all the arts of popularity. - After he had 
delivered with abundance of tears, a fpeech 
in praife of Tiberius, and interred him with 
the utmoft pomp and magnificence, he imme- 
diately baflened over to Pandataria and the 
Pontian iflands, to bring from thence the 
afbes of his mother and brothers and te 
teflify the dear regard he bad for their me- 
mory, im a very tempifluous feafon tod, 
He approached with a profound veneration, 
and put them into the urns with bis own 
hands. And bawving brought them in the 
like formality to Ojlia, with 4 fireamer 
upon tbe fiern of bis feip, and from thence 
up the Tiber to Rome, they were bore by 
perfons of the greatefl figure in the equefiri- 
an order, on two biers, into the Maufoleum, 
at noon day. He appointed yearly offerings 
to be folemnlyand publickly made in honour of 
their memory; and to that of bis mother 
Circenfian games. befides, and a chariot in 
the proceffion. The month of September be 
called Germanicus in bonour of bis father. 
And then by a decree of the Jenate heaped 
upon bis grand-motber Antonia all. the ba-

Anda memoir that was offered bim relat- 
ing to his own fecurity, be would not re- 
ceive, declaring, that he had done nothing 
to render him odious to any body ; and 
at the fame time faid, he had no ears for 
informers. 

16. The Spintria, tbofe practitioners in 
a monjlreus kind of new inve nted lewdneft, 
be was indeed prevailed upon not to throw 
into the fea, as he bad intended; but bow- 
ever he bani/bed them the city. He per- 
mitted the writings of Titus Labienus, Cor- 
dus Cremutius, and Caffius Severus, which 
had been Juppreffid by an adt of the Jenate, 
to be fought and read by every body y fince 
it would be for his own advantage, be faid, 
to have the tranjactions of former times de 
livered to pofterity. He publifhed accounts 
of all that paff d in the government, wh 
had been practifed by Augujius, but aifcon- 
tinued by Tiberius. He granted the ma-

commanding openly bis borfe from every one, 
that laid under any blot or fcandal what- 
ever, but only paffing by the names of fuch 
as were guilty of Jmall fault, in calling 
over the lift of the order. And to eafe the 
judges a little of their fatigue, be added 
a fifth clafs to the former four. He at- 
tempted likewife to reflore the people to their 
antient right of voting in the choice of ma- 
gifrates. He paid very bonouralbly, and 
without any difpute the legacies left by Tibe- 
rius in bis will, tho it bad been fet afide, 
as likewife thofe left by the will of Livia 
Augufia, which Tiberius bad fupprefid. 
He remitted too the hundredth penny due in 
all audions to the goverment throughout 
Italy. He made up to many the lofs they 
had fuftained by fire; and if he reftored to 
any princes their kingdoms, be likewife gave 
them all the arrears of taxes, or other in- 
come of their kingdoms, for the time of thtir 
deprivation, as to Antiochus of Comagene, 
ation of whofe kingdom amounted 
dred million of fefterces. And to 
let the world fee that be was ready to en- 
courage good examplis in every hind, be 
gavea freed. woman eighty thoufandfiflerces, 
for concealing a crime of her patrom, ni- 
withfanding fhe was put to the mof exqui- 
fite torture to force a difcovery from ber. 
For which things, among fl other honours, 
a golden field was decreed for bim, which 
the fiveral companies of pricfts were to carry 
yearly, upon a certain day, into the Capitol, 
ath the fenate attending, and noblemen's 
children of both fexes, celebrating the praife 
of bis virtues in fongs. It was likewife 
ordained, that the day on which be begun 
bis reign foculd be called Palilia, in token 
of the city's being at that time, as it wert, 
new founded.

the Appian way. He paffed and repaffed 
this bridge for t«wo days together. The firf 
day mounted upon a borfe with rich accou- 
trements, wearing on bis head a crown of 
caken haves, armed with a battle ax, light 
Joield and f'word, and in a cloak made of 
cloth of gold. The day following in the 
habit of a charioteer, and mounted upon a 
chariot drawn by tavo celebrated borfes, bav- 
ing ayoung boy Darius by name, one of the 
Parthian hofiages, with a body of the guards 
atténding bim, and a company of bis friends, 
mounted on Britife chariots. I am fenfible, 
moft people were of opinion, that this bridge 
bad been invented by Caius, in imitation of 
Xerxes, who, to the wonder of the world, 
laid a bridge over the Helle/jont, which is 
Somewhat narrower than the diftance be- 
twixt Baie and Puteoli ; that others thought 
he did it to flrike a terror into Germany 
and Britain, which he was jufl going to 
invade, with the fame of fome prodigious 
«work. But I once when a boy beard my 
grandfather fay, that the reafon given out 
by fome courtiers of the greateft intimacy 
with him, was, that when Tiberius wasin 
Some concern about the nomination of a fuc- 
ceffor, and more inclinable to pitch upon bis 
grandfon, Thrafyllus the aftrologer bad af- 
Jured them, That Caius would no more 
be emperor, than he would ride on horfe- 
back over the bay of Baiz. 

20. He likewife exhibited publick diver- 
fans in Sicily, Grecian games at Syracufe, 
and mifcellaneous fports at Lugdunum in 
Gaul: as alfo a. conteft for pre-eminence in 
the Grecian and Roman éloquence, in which, 
they tell you, fucb as were baffled beftowed 
rewards upon the bcff performers, and were 
obliged to compofe /peeches in their praife ; 
but that thofe who performed the verfi, 
«were forced to blot out what they bad writ 
with a fponge or their tongue, unlefs thy 
chofe rather to be well caned, or tbrufl over 
head and ears in the next river.

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eflates, who after the taking of tbe cenfus, 
had by any means whatever improved them, 
He made void the wills of all thofe that 
bad been centurions of the firfl rank in the 
army, as teflimonies of their bafe ingrati- 
tude, if from the beginning of Tiberius’s 
reign, they had not made either that prince 
or bimfelf their heir, The like be aid toa 
by the wills of all others, if any one did 
but pretend to fay, that they defigned at 
their death to leave Cafar their heir, The 
publick being terrified at this proceeding, ba 
avas now, by perjons unknown to him, joined 
heir with their friends, and by parents 
with their children. And thife he faid ban- 
tered him, in pretending to live any longer 
after fuch an appointment ; and accordingly 
Jent many of them poifoned cakes. He ufed 
to fit for the trial of fuch caufes bimfelf, 
determining beforehand the fum, for the rai- 
fing of which he propofed to fit; and after 
he bad made it up, quitted the bench. And 
he was upon thofe occafions a man of mighty 
difpatch, condemning by one fingle fentence 
forty perfons, charged with different accus 
fations; upon which be boafied to Cafania 
at ber awaking, What a great deal of bu- 
finefs he had done, whilit the was taking 
her noon-nap. . He expo/ed to fale in the 
way of au@ion, all that was left of the fur- 
niture of bis publick foews for the diverfion 
of the people, and obliged the company to take 
off bis ware at a price fo extravagant, that 
Jome «were ruined in their fortunes by it, and 
bled themfelves ta death. It is a well known 
frory that is told of Aponius Saturninus, who 
happening to take a nap as be fat by at the 
fale, Caius called out to tbe falefman not 10 
overlook the Praetorian gentleman that nod- 
ded to bim fo frequently ; and accordingly the 
fellow went on with bis work, pretending 
to. take bis nods for tokens of affent, "ll 
thirteen gladiators were knocked off to him 
at nine millions of fcflerces. 

39. Having feld off too in Gaul all the 
cloaths, furniture, flaves, and even freemen 
belonging to bis fifters, at prodigious prices, 
he was fo pleased with the money be made of 
them, that be fent for all the old furniture 
of the court from the city, taking up for the 
conveying of it to bim all the hackney car-

ing and cheating was employed. Some- 
times be would rail at bis cufiomers for 
their covetoufne/s, and becaufe they were 
not afhamed to be richer than him; azo- 
ther while be would pretend to be forry be 
had parted with what belonged to the court 
wate perfons. He had difcovered that 
a rich gentleman of that province bad given 
1xwo hundred thoufand Jefterces to thofe that 
Were employed by him ta inviti 
bis table, to be admitted to that honour, and 
be was well enough pleafed to find it valued 
at fo high a rate. He fent the day following 
Some bauble or another to him, as he was 
fitting at the fale, which be told bim be 
muft pay two hundred thoufand Jefierces for, 
and that he fhould fup with Cefar upon 
his own invitation.

40... He levied his new taxes, | and 
fuch as were never beard of before; at firft 
by the publicans, but afterwards; becaufe 
the money arifing from thence was prodi- 
gious, by _centurions and tribunes of the 
guards, no kind either of things or per- 
fons being exempted from the payment of 
fome duty or other. For all eatables that 
were fold in the city, a certain excife «vas 
exadied. For all-law-fuits and trials in 
aubat court foever, the fortieth part of 
the fum in difpute ; and fuch as were cone 
widled of agreeing or dropping the matter 
in debate, were made liable toa penalty. 
Qut of the day- wages of porters, be re- 
ceived an eighth part ; and of the gains of 
common firumpets, as much as they receiv- 
ed for one bout. Anda claufe was infert- 
ed. inthe law, that all thofe  foould be 
liable to pay, who kept women for profiitu- 
tion or fale s and that matrimony itfelf 
foould not be exempt.

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41. Thefe taxes being laid, but the a& 
by which they were laid being never expo- 
Jed to publick view, great blunders were 
committed, for want of a fufficient krow- 
ledge of the law. At length, upon the im- 
portunate requef? of the people, be hung up 
the add, but writ in a very {mall charadter, 
and in a very narrow place, that no body 
might tranferibe it. And, to leave no fort 
of exaction untried, he fet up a flew in the 
palatium, with a great variety of apart- 
ments, furnifbed in a manner fuitable to 
the dignity of the place; in which married 
women and bays free-born flood ready for 
the reception of all comers. He fent too bis 
nomenclators about the forums and courts, 
to invite both young and old to his brotbil s 
and lent money to fucb as came upon interef, 
clerks attending to take down the names of 
them, as of perfons that were promoters of 
the emperor's revenue. Gaming too wat a 
method of raifing money he did not think 
below his notice; for by the help of lying 
and forfwearing together, be made it turn 
to confiderable account. And once leaving 
the management of bis play to a fellow- 
gamefler that fat next him, be flept to the 
door, and “Spying two rich Roman knights 
polfing by, be orderid them immediately to 
be feifed, and their eflates confifeated ; and 
then returning to bis company full of joy, he 
boafted tbat.be bad never had better luck 
at game in bis life. 

42. After bis daughter «was born, com- 
plaining of bis poverty, and the burthen 
that lay heavy upon bim, not only ashe was 
emperor, but a: he was a father too, be re- 
ceived contributions for her maintenance 
and fortune. He likewife gave notice by pro- 
clamation, that he would receive new years 
gifts the firft of Fanuary following; and 
Jlood at the door of bis boufe accordingly, 
to receive the prefents which people of all 
ranks threw down before him by handfuls 
and lapfuls. At laf? being inflamed with 
a furious defire of feeling money, be would 
oftentimes walk over great heaps of gold 
coin fpread upon a large floor, and rowl 
his whole body over and ovir azain upon 
them.

He never but once meddled with mi- 
litary affairs at all, and that not upon any 
sedate and deliberate confideration, but in 
his journey to Mevania, to fee the grove and 
river of Clitumnus ; being put in mind of 
recruiting bis company of Batavians avbicb 
he bad about bim, be refolued upon an ex- 
pedition into Germany, and without more 
ado, drew together feveral legions and aux- 
iliary forces from all quarters, and made 
new levies every where with the utmofi ri- 
gaur y and laying in provifions of all kinds, 
beyond what bad ever been done by any man 
n the like occafion, be put himfelf upon 
bis march ; and be purfued it with fa much 


hafte and hurry fon es, that the guards

Sometimes again be would 
with that laxine/s and nicenc/s, that 
be avould be carried in a cbair by eight men, 
and ordered the roads ta be fwept by tbe com- 
monalty of the neighbouring cities, and 
Jprinkled with water too, to lay tbe duff. 
44. After he bad reached the camp, to 
frcw bimfelf a brift and fevere general, he 
cafbiered the lieutenant generals, that came 
platewith the auxiliary forces from divers 
parts. And in reviewing the army, he took 
their companies from moft of the centurions 
of the firft rank, that bad now Jerved up 
their legal time in the wars, and from fome 
but a few days before their time wou ld have 
been up, alledging againft them their great 
age and in ir mity; and railing at the cove 
tous bumour of the reft of them, be reduced 
the premiums due to fuch as bad ferved up 
their time to tbe fum of fix thoufand fefterces. 
And tho be did no more than receive the Jub - 
miffion of Adminius the fon of Cinobellinus, a 
BritifB prince, who being forced from bis 
native country by bis father, came over to 
him with a {mail body of troops, yet as if 
the whole ifland bad been furrendered up to 
him, be fent bouncing letters to Rome upon 
it ; ordering the bearers to proceed in the 
chaife dire&ly up to the Forum and the Se- 
nate houfe, and not to deliver the letters 
but to the confuls in the temple of Mars, 
and before a full affembly of the Jenators.

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45. Soon after this, for want of an 
enemy, he ordered a few Germans of his 
guard to be carried over and concealed on 

the other fide of the Rhine, and word to be 
brought him after dinner, in a mighty bur- 
ry, that the enemy was advancing. Which 
being accordingly done, be immediately pof- 
ed away with bis friends, and a part of 
the horfe-guards into the next wood, and 
cutting away the branches of fome trees, and 
dreffing them up in a manner of trophies, 
he returned by torch light, up braiding thofe 
that did not follow bim with timoroufnefs 
and cowardice s but prefented the compani- 
ons and fbarers of bis vidtory with a new 
hind of crowns, and under a new name, 
with the reprefentation of the fun, moon, 
and flars upon them, which be called ex- 
ploratorim. Again, fome boffages by bis 
order were taken out of a fcbool, and pri- 
vately fent. off; upon notice of which be 
immediately rofe from table, purfued them 
with the horfe, as if they bad run away, 
and coming up avitb the n, brought them 
back in baie proceeding to an extrava- 
gant height in this piece of military farce 
too. Upon fitting down to table again, wher 
Some came to acquaint him that the army 
«vas all come in, be ordered them to fit 
down as they were in their coats of mail, 
animating them in the words of that well- 
known wverfe of Virgil, To hold: it out, 
and referve huiitteleoe for happier cir- 
cumftances. Jn the mean time be chia the 
fenate and people of Rome, by a very fevere 
proclamation, For revelling and frequent- 
ing the diverfions of the. circus and 
theatre, and enjoying themfelves in 
their country -houfes, whilft their empe- 
ror was fighting, and expofing his per- 
fon to the greateft dangers. 

46. At laf, as if. be was rifolved to 
make an end of the war at once, drawing 
up bis army upon the fhore of the océan, 
with his balifie and other engines of war, 
awhil fe nobody «vas able to conceive or ina- 
gine what he was going to do, ona Juddim 
be commanded them to gather up tbe Jea- 
Peli 5, and fill: tbeir  belmets: and laps LÀ 
their coats with them, calling them the 
fpoils of the ocean due to the Capitol

of a fair triumph, whereas be bad but Jue 
before forbidden, upon pain of death, any 
honours to be decreed him. 

49. He was in his march waited upon 
Ly deputies from the. fenatorian order, beg- 
ging of him to haften his return; to whom 
be replied with a loud voice, I will come, 
I will come, and this along with me, 
Frequently firiking the bilt of the fword he 
had on. He declared: too by proclamation, 
That he was coming, but for thofe only 
that wifh'd for him, the Equeftrian order 
and the people; forthat he would no 
longer behave as a fellow-citizen or a 
prince to the fenate. «. He forbid likewife 
any of the Jenators to come to meet him; and 
either dropping or deferring his triumph, 
be entered the cit; n upon bis birth. 
day; and within four moniks was flain, 
after be had ventured upon the greateft vil- 
lanies that ever man committed, and whilft 
be was attempting fill greater. Far be bad 
entertainid a d. fign of removing to Antium, 
after that to Alexandria ; but firft refolved 
to murther all the flower of the equefliriam 
and fenatorian orders: which is put beyond 
all quefiion by tavo books that were found in 
his cabinet, under different titles, the one 
being called Sworp, and the other Dac- 
cer. They both of them contained privy 
marks, and the names of Juch as bad ben 
d.flined by him to deflructton. A huge chef 
«vas found likewtfe, filled with variety of 
poifons; which being afterwards thrown 
into the fea by the order of Claudius, fo 
infetted the waters, they fay, that the fib 
avere poifoned, and thrown out dead upon 
the neighbouring fhores. 

50. He was tall, of a very pale com- 
plexion, ill-foaped, bis neck and Legs be- 
ing very flender, bis eyes and temples bol- 
low, bis forehead broad and grim, and 
his hair thin, and quite gone about the 
crown ; all ower the other parts of bis 
body he was very hairy. Wherefore it 
was reckoned @ heinous and a capital crime

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would be no fmall confternation amongft 
them, if any enemy fhould appear, Ze 
immediately mounted bis borfe, and fcowr- 
ing off to the bridges in vafi hafte, but find- 
ing them crowded with foldiers, fervants, 
and carriages, he was in fuch a buge hurry, 
that he was handed above the beads of the 
people quite over. And foon after upon 
hearing of the wars breaking out again in 
Germany, be was making ready to quit 
Rome, and providing fleets for the purpofe, 
comforting bimfelf with this confideration, 
that if the enemy foould prove vidtorious, 
and poffefs themfelves of the tops of the Alps 
as the Cimbri had done, or of the city, as 
the Senones bad, he foould fill have the 
tranfmarine provinces in referve. And for 
this reafon 1 fuppofe it was, that thofe whe 
killed him thought fit to give out among ft 
the foldiers, who were all in an uproar upon 
the occafion of bis death, that be had laid 
vielent band: upon himfelf, in a fright 
occafioned by news brought bim of the de- 
feat of bis army. 

c2. In his cloaths, fooes, and other parts 
of his drefs, he neither kept to the fafbion 
of bis country, or bis fex, or fuch as «vas fui - 
table to a human creature. He would oftin- 
times appear abroad dreffid up in an em- 
broidered cloak fet with jewels, in a tunick 
with fleeves, and with bracelets upon bis 
arms ; fometimes all in filks and in a avt- 
man’s drefs; and fometimes in the crepide 
or bufkins, fometimes in a fort of foes ufed 
by the meaner Soldiers, or tbofe of women, 
and commonly with a golden beard fixed te 
bis chin, holding in his band a thunder 
bolt, a trident, or a caduceus, marks 6 
diftindtion belonging to the gods only. Some- 
times too he was feen in. the drefs of Venus. 
He wore too very commonly the triumphal 
drefs, even before bis expedition, and fome- 
times the thorax of Alexander the Great, 
taken out of the vault where his body lay. 


53. Of the liberal feiences be meddled 
wery little with philology, but applied him- 
Self very clofily to the fludy of eloquence, 
being indeed elegant and ready enough in 
bis delivery ; efpecially, if be was angry, 
be had words and fentences in abundance.

When be came to harangue, be 
threatened the {word of his lucubration, 
and fo much defpifed a Soft fmootb file, that 
he faid Seneca, aubo was then in mighty 
vogue, Writ only boyifh declamations, 
and that his language was meer fand 
without lime. And when pleaders came 
off with fuccefs, be wrote anfwers to their 
Speeches. And would exercife himfelf in 
penning accufations or vindications of per- 
Jons of figure that avere impeached before the 
fente! And according to bis faccefs there- 
in, would diftrefs or relieve the party by 
his vote in the boufe, inviting the equeftri- 
an order by proclamation to hear him. 


54. He likewife applied himfelf with 
great eagernefs to the practice of various 
other arts, as fencing, riding the chariot, 
finging and dancing. He praétifed in fenc- 
ing with the weapons ufed in fighting ; and 
drove the chariot in Circus's built in feveral 
places. He was Sa exceffively fond of fing- 
tng and dancing, that be could not refrain 
in the theatre, from fingivg along with the 
tragedians, and imitating the geflures of 
the agors in the way of approbation, or

And at a certain revel he made a prefent 
of twenty hundred thoufand feflerces to one 
a chariot. The day 
before the Circenfian games, he ufed by bis 
Soldiers to enjoin the w hole neighbourhood 
filence, that the rephfe of bis horfe Incita- 
tus might not be diflurbed ; for avhom, be- 
fides a marble ffable, an ivory manger, 
Jearlet body cloaths, and a bracelet of jewels, 
he appointed a houfe, witha retinue of flaves, 
and fine furniture, for the handfome reception 
of Jucb us were invited in the borfe's name 
to fup with him. It is faid too, that he 
d:figned to have made bim conful. 

56.- During this frantick and fJavage 
behaviour, a great many bad a good mind 
to be upon him; but one or two confpiractes 
coming to light, and others keeping off for 
avant of opportunity, at laff tavo laid their 
heads together, and accomplifbed their de- 
fign, not without the privity o/ ome of the 
griateft favourites amongft bis freed-men, 
and the commanders of the guard; brcaufe 
having been named, though falfely, as con- 
cerned in one confpiracy againft bim, they 
per ceived be ax as jealous of them, and hated 
them ever after.

57. There were feveral prodigies that 
gave notice of bis approaching fate. The 
fiatue of Fupiter at Olympia, which he 
had ordered to be taken down and brought 
to Rome, all on a fudden burft out into fuch 
a violent fit of laughter, that the machines 
employed in the w ork being all in diforder 
upon it, the workmen ran away, And im- 
mediately thereupon came in one Caffius by 
name, laid that be was commanded in 
fice a bull to “Fuptiter. The 
capitol at Capua was firuc & avit b lightning 
upon the ides of March; as alfo at Rome too, 
the apartment of the principal flave about 
the Palatium 5 which fome confirued as a 
prefage, that the mafler thereof was in 
Some danger of bis life from bis own guards ; 
and the former they thought a fign of fuch 
notable execution, as bad formerly bappen- 
ed upon the fame day. Sylla the affrologer 
ing confulted by him about bis nativi- 
ty, offured him, That death would una- 
voidably and fpeedily befal him. Tée 
oracle of fortune at Antium, likewife fore- 
warned bim of Caffius ; for which reafon 
be bad given orders for the putting to death 
of Caffius Longinus, at that time pro-conful 
of Ajia; never confidering that Cherea 
«was called Caffius too. The day before his 
death, be dreamt that be was franding. "

Some things too were looked upon as ominous 
prefages, that happened the very day of bis 
death a little before it. As be was at fa- 
erifice he was befpattered with the blood of a 
Jíamingo. And the pantomimick Mnefler 
danced a tragedy, which the tragedian Ne- 
optolemus haa formerly acted at the games, 
in which Philip the king of the Macedoni- 
ans was flain. And in the mimus called 
Laureolus, wherein the aclor running out 
in ahurry and falling vomited blood, feveral 
of the fe condary adiors vying with one ano- 
ther to give the bef fpecimen of their art, 
anade the whale flage run down with blood. 
And for the night a fort of play was de- 
figned, wherein the fabulous accounts of the 
infernal regions were to be represented by 
Egyptians and Ethiopians. 

58. Upon the ninth of the kalends of Fe- 
bruary, and about the feventh hour of the 
day, being in fome doubt whether he foould 
rife to dinner, bis fomach being out of order 
with what be bad eaten the day before, at 
laft by the advice of his friends be came 
out; and fome boys of noble extradion, 
that had been fent for from Afta to act upon 
the flage, flanding to wait for bim ina 
private portico, thro’ which he was to paft, 
be made a flop to wiew and fpeak to them; 
and, but that the chief of them faid he bad 
got cold, be would have gone back, and made 
them have ated jufl then. There are two 
different accounts given of what followed. 
Some fay, that as be was Speaking to the 
boys, Cherea came bebind bim, and gave 
him a great cut in the neck, crying out firft, 
mind this. That then a tribune, by name 
Cornelius Sabinus, another of the confpira- 
tors, run bim through the breaft. Others 
Jays that whilft the crowd were kept at a 
diflance by fome centurions that were privy 
to the defign, Sabinus came, according to 
cuflom, for the word, and that Caius gave 
him Jupiter, upon which Cherea cried out, 
Here’s,for thee thy with fulfll'd, and 
then as be looked about, cut off one of bis 
jaws with a firoke.

The army erected a monument in honour 0 

his memory, round which the Joldiers oe 
yearly upon a. certain day to mar chin Julemn 
proceffion, and per fons deputed from the five- 
ral cities of Gaul made their fupplications to 
his ghoft. Befides, the fenate among fi va- 
rious other honours, decreed for bim a. trt- 
umphal arch of marble with trophies in the 
Appian Wj, as alfo the cognomen of Ger- 
manicus for bim a nd bis pofterity. He avas 
looked upon as a person far from an affum- 
ing temper, yet of a keen appetite for g ary. 
For befides bis victories, he brought off the 


Spoils called opima, and frequently jingld 


out and purfucd the German commander up 
and down their army, with the utmoft ha- 
zard of his life, and often declared that 
he «vould fome time or other, if poffible, re- 
flore the old government. For which reafon, 
I fuppofe, Jome bave ventured to write, that 
Auguftus was jealous of him, and recalled 
bim; and becaufe be made no bafle to com- 
ply with the order, took him off by poifom: 
which I mention, that I may not be thought 
guilty of an omiffam, more than becaufe I 
think it true or probable at all, fince Au- 
guftus loved bim fo dearly whi I living, 
that be always in his wills made bim jeint- 
heir with bis fons, as be once declared in 
the fenate, and upon bis deceafe extolled 
him in afpecch to the people, to that degree, 
that he prayed the gods to make his Cz- 
(ars like him, and to grant him as ho- 
nourable an exit out of this world as they 
had given him. 4nd not fatisfied with 
inferibing upon bis tomb an elogy in verfe 
compoled by bimfelf, he writ tbe hiflory of 
his life too in profe. He had by the younger 
Antonia fe veral children, bui left only tbree 
bebind bim, Germantcus, Livilla, and 
Claudius. ;

Soon after spor 
the adoption of his elder brother- into the 
Fulian family, be took the cognomen of 
Germanicus. He was left an infant by bis 
father, and during almoft the whole time of 
his minority, and for Jome while after he 
came to be a man, was affiéied with ava- 
riety of flubborn. diflempers, infomuch that 
his mind and body being very much impair- 
ed thereby, he was even after bis arrivalat 
an age of maturity, never thought fuffci- 
ently qualified for any publick or private 
employment, And therefore he was fora 
long time after be came at age of maturity, 
under the government of a pedagogue, avbo 
he complains in a certain memoir, Was a 
barbarous wretch, and formerly a matter 
mule-driver, that was made his gover- 
nor, on purpofe to correct him moft fe- 
verely on every trifling occafion. And} 
reafon of this crazy conftitution of body and 
mind, be prefi ed in the fhow of gladiators, 
which in conjunfion with bis brother be 
gave the people, in honour of bis father’s 
memory, muffed up in a pallium, contrary 
to cufiom. When be took upon bim the many * 
habit, be avascarriedin a cbair at midnight 
into the Capitol,without the ufual ceremony. 
3. However be applied bimfelf very carly 
and clofely tathe fiudy of the liberal feien- 
ces, and frequently publifhed Jpecimens of 
his feill im every one of them. But yet 
for all that could never attain to any pub- 
lick poft in the government, or give any 
better hopes of bimfelf for the future. His 
mother Antonia frequently called bim a 
monfler of a man, that had been only 
begun, but never finifhed by nature. 
Ana when joe would upbraid any one with 
dulnefs, foe faid he was more a fool than 
her fon Claudius. His grand mother Au- 
gufla always treated bim with the utmoft 
contempt, very rarely fpoke to bim, and 
when fhe did admonifb bim upon any occafion, 
it was in writing, very briefly and fevere- 
ly, or by meffingers. His fifter Livilla, 
upon bearing that it would be bis fortuné to 
be emperor, openly and loudly expreffed her 
abborrence of the Roman people s falling un- 
der a fate fo fevere and fo much below their 
grandeur. And to let the reader into the 
partem

Licebit au- 
tem, fi voles, Antonie quoq; nof- 
tre des banc partem. epiftole hu- 
jus legendam. Rurfus alteris li- 
teris : Tiberium adolcfcentem, ego 
werd, dum tu aberis, quotidie in- 
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Sentiments of Auguftus bis great uncle about 
bim, as well for bitn as againft bim, lhawve 
here f joined fome paffages out of bis letters. 

4. I have had fome talk with Tiberi- 
us, according to your defire, my dear 
Livia, what muft be done with your 
grandfon Tiberius at the games of Mars. 
Weare both agreed in this, that once 
for all we ought to determine what courfe 
to take about him. For if he be really 
perfect and entire, as I may fay, with 
regard to his intelle&uals, why then 
fhould we fcruple to promote him by the 
fame fteps and degrees we did his bro- 
ther? But if we find him indeed unfi- 
nifRed, and defective both in body and 
mind, we mult not give the world occa- 
fion to laugh both at him and us, who 
are forward enough to make matters of 
this kind the fubje& of mirth and deri- 
fion. For we íhall never be eafy, if we 
are always to be debating upon every 
occafion of this kind, without coming at 
once to a refolution of this point, whe- 
ther he be really capable of pubJick offi- 
ces, or no, As to what you confult me 
about at prefent, I am not againft his fu- 
perintending at the feaft of the priefts, 
if he will fuffer himfelf to be governed 
by his kinfman Silanus's fon, that he may 
do nothing to fet people a ftaring, or 
laughing at him for. But I do not ap- 
prove of his feeing the Circenfian games 
from the pulvinar. He will be there ex- 
pofed to view in the very front of the 
theatre. Nor do I like that he fhould 
gotothe Alban mountain, or bear Rome 
during the Latin feftival. For why is 
he not made prefect of the city, if he 
is capable of attending his brother into 
the mountain? Thus, my dear Livia, 
you have my thoughts upon the matter. 
I am of opinion we ought to fettle this 
affair once for all, that we be not always 
in fufpence betwixt hope and fear. You 
may, if you pleafe, give our kinfwoman 
Antonia this part of my letter to read. 
Again in another letter be has the follaw- 
ing words. J fhall invite the youth Ti- 
berius every day during your abfence to 
fapper, that he may not fup alone with

cum fuo Salpicio&S Athenodoro: 
qui «vellem diligentius, € minus 
persaca@s,  deligeret fibi ali 
quem, cujus motum «3. babitum & 
inceffum imitaretur mifellus :

with he was more cautious and mindfal 
in the choice of fome perfon, whofe 
motion, air and gait, might be proper 
for the poor creature’s imitation.

where his mind does not run aítray, a 
noble ftrain fufficientiy fhews itfelf in 
him. Likewife in a third letter be fays, 
Let me die, my dear Livia, if T am not 
aftonifhed, that your grandíon Tiberius 
fhould declaim to pleafe me ; for how he 
that talks ío darkly, fhould be able to 
declaim fo clearly and properly, I cannot 
imagine. . And no doubt but Auguftus did 
after this come to a refolution upon the mat- 
ter, and accordingly left bim invefied with 
ao ather honour but that of the augural 
pricfihood; and named him among fi the 
heirs of the third degree, and fuch as were 
but far off allied to bis family, and fora 
fixth part of bis eflate only, and left bim 
a legacy of no more than eight hundred thou- 
fand fefterces. 


5. Tiberius, upon bis addreffing bim far 
preferment in tbe government, granted bim 
the confular ornaments. But he perfifling 
in bis fuit, be fent bim forty gold pieces 
for his expences, during the feftivals of 
the Saturnalia, and Sigiliaria. Upon which 
laying afide all hopes of all advancement, he 
gave himself wholly up to an idle life, liv- 
ing in great privacy, one while in his gare 
dens, or.a country feat be had nigh the city; 
anather while in Campania, where he paf- 
Jed bis time amongft the vileft of company, 
and by that means, befides his former cha- 
radiir of a dull beavy fellow, got that of a 
drunkard and a gamefter. 

6. But yet not withfanding the infamous 
life held, be bad a great re/pect. foewn 
bim, as well from the publick as private 
perfons. The Eguefirian order twice made 
choice of bim to carry a meiffage in their 
names, once to requefl fiom the confuls = 

me:

vicies profecutus, commenda- 
vit infuper exercitibus, fenatui 
populoq; Rom. inter czteras ne- 
ceffitudines nominatim. 

7. Sub Cajo demum fratris 
filio fecundam exiftimationem 
circa initia imperii omnibus le- 
nociniis colligente, honores auf 
picatus, confulatum geflit una 
per duos menfes: evenitq; ut 
primitus ingredienti cum fafci 
bus Forum, pretervolans aquila 
dexteriore humero confideret. 
Sortitus eft et de altero confu- 
latu in quartum annum :. pr;efe- 
ditg; nonnunquam fpe&aculis 
in Caji vicem, acclamante po- 
pulo, Feliciter, partim patruo 
Imperatoris, parüm Germanict 
fratri.

8. Nec eo minus contumeliis 
obnoxius vixit. Nam et fi paul- 
lo ferius ad pradidam cone 
horam occurriffet, non nifi 2- 
gre, et circuito demum tricli- 
nio, recipiebatur. Et quoties 
poft cibum addormifceret, quod 
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favour of bearing om their fhaulders the 
corpfe of Auguflus to Rome, and a Second 
time to congratulate the confuls upon the 
taking off Sejanus. Likewife when he en- 
tered the theatre, they ufed to rife up and 
put off their cloaks. The fenate too voted 
that he fhould be added to the number of the 
fedales Augufiales who were chofe by lot ; 
and foon after, that bis houfe which SU 
burnt down, foould be rebuilt at the publick 
charge, and that be foould bave the right 
of delivering his mind upon any matter that 
came before the boufe, amongft the confular 
gentlemen. Which decree was however 
repenled ; Tiberiu: infifting to have him ex- 
cufed becaufe of bis weakne/s, and promifing 
to make good bis lofs at bis own expence. 
Who, however, at bis death named bim in 
his will amongft his third heirs, for a 
third part of his eftate, leaving bim withal 
a legacy of two millions of fefferces, and 
moreover recommended bim by name, to the 


armies, the fenate and people of Rome, 
amongft his other relations. 


7. At laff Caius his brother's fon, upon 
his advancement to the empire, endeavour- 
ing to gain the affeétions of the people, by all 
the arts of popularity, he too was admitted 
to publick offices, and bore the confulfbip ta- 
gether with bim for two months. And as 
be was entering the Forum for the firft time 
with tbe Fafcet, an eagle that was flying 
that way, fettled upon bis right fooulder. 
He likewife took his lot for the government 
of a province as proconful at tbe year's end. 
And he fometimes prefided in the publick di- 
verfions of the theatre, in the room of Caius, 
ever complimented with the acclamations of 
the people, wifbing all bappine/s to bim, 
fometimes under the title of the Emperor's 
uncle, and fometimes under that of Ger- 
manicus’s brother. 

8. But notwithflanding be met with a 
great deal of contumelious ufage too. For if 
he came late in at any time to fupper, he 
was obliged to walk round the room fome 
time, before be could get a place at table. 
And as oft as be took a nap after meat, 
which was a ufual thing with bim, the 
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ei fere accidebat, olearum ac 
palmularum offibus inceffeba- 
tur: interdum ferula flagrove, 
velut per ludum, excitabatur a 
copreis. Solebant et manibus 
ftertentis focci induci, ut re- 
pente expergefa&us faciem fibi 
confricaret. 

g. Sed ne d fcriminibus qui- 
dem caruit: primum in ipfo 
confulatu, quod Neronis et 
Drufi, fratrum Czfaris, ftatuas 
fegnius locandas ponendafq; cu- 
raffet, pene honore fubmotus 
eft; deinde extraneo vel etiam 
domefticorum aliquo deferente, 
affidue varieq;inquietatus. Cum 
vero dete&a effet Lepidi et 
Gatulici conjuratio, miffus in 
Germaniam inter legatos ad 
gratulandum, etiam vite peri. 
culum adiit: - indignante ac fre 
mente Cajo, patruum potifli- 
mum ad fe miflum, quafi ad 
puerum regendum: adeo ut 
non defuerint qui traderent, 

recipitatum quoq; in flumen, 
E cut veflitus advenerat. Atque 
ex eo nunquam non in fenatu 
novifimus confularium fenten- 
tiam dixit, ignominie caufa 
poft omnes interrogatus. Etiam 
cognitio falfi teltamenti recepta 
eft, in quo et ipfe fignaverat. 
Poftremo etiam feftertium oc- 
togies pro introitu novi facer- 
dotii coactus impendere, ad eas 
yei familiaris anguftias decidit, 
ut cum obligatam zrario fidem 
liberare non poffet, in vacuum 
lege prediatoria venalis pepen 
derit fub cdicto prefectorum. 

10. Per hzc ac talia, maxi- 
ma zetatis parte tranfacta, quin- 
quagefimo anno imperium ce- 
pit quantumvis mirabili cafu. 
Exclufus inter czteros ab infi- 
diatoribus Caji, cum quafi fe- 
cretum €o defiderante turbam 
fubmoverent, in diztam, cui 
nomen eit Hermaum, recefie- 
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company ufed to pelt him with olive flanes 
and dates. And drolls that attended, 
would wake bim, as if it were only in jeft, 
with a cane or a whip, And fometimes 
they would put fhoes upon his hands, as he 
lay fnoring, that be might upon his awak- 
ing rub his face with them. 


9. But be was not only expofed to eon- 
tempt, but confiderable danger too, firft, in 
bis confullbip, for having been too remifs in 
providing and ereéting the flatues of Caius’s 
brothers, Nero and Drufus, he had like to 
have been turned out of bis office of conful; 
and afterewards be was continually plagued 
ewith informations againfl bim by one or 
other, even of his awn domefticks fome- 
times. When the confpiracy of Lepidus and 
Getulicus was difcovered, being fent with 
fome other deputies into Germany, to con- 
gratulate the emperor upon it, be was im 
danger of his life; Caius being in a mighty 
chafe, and expreffing bis refentment, that 
his uncle foould be jent to him, as if be 
was a boy that wanted a governor; and 
Some authors fay, that he was thrown into 
a river in his travelling habit, Jub as be 
came. And ever after that time, he fpoke 
in the fenate always the laf of all tbe con- 
Sular gentlemen, being called upon after the 
reft on purpofe to difgrace him. An india- 
ment too for forging a will was allowed to 
be profecuted, though be bad figned it as a 
witnefs. At laft being obliged to pay eight 
millions of fefterces for bis entrance upon a 
new office of prisfthood conferred upon bim, 
he was reduced to thofe difficulties, for want 
of ability to difcharge bis obligation to the 
treafury, that his whole eflate, according 
to the law in that cafe provided, was ex- 
pofed to fale by an edic of the commif- 
Jfoners. 

10. Having fpent tbe greatef part of 
his life under thefe or the like circumftan- 
ces, be came at laft to the empire in the 
Sftieth year of bis age, by a very fur- 
priming turn of affairs. Being among ft 
others not Juffered by the confpirators to 
come near the emperor, under pretence of 
bis defiring to be private, be retired into 
an apartment called the Hermeum; and

Nam confules 
cum fenatu et cohortibus urba- 
nis Forum Capitoliumq; occu 
parunt, afferturi communem li- 
bertatem : accituíq; et ipfe per 
Tribunum pleb. in curiam ad 
fuadenda quz viderentur, wi /z 
GG neceffitate teneri. refpondit. 
Verum poftero die, fenatu feg- 
niore in exfequendis conatibus, 
per tedium ac diffenfionem di- 
verfa cenfentium, et multitu- 
dine quz circumftabat, unum 
redorem jam et nominatim 
expoícente, armatos pro conci- 
One jurare in nomen fuum paf- 
fus eft: promifitq; fingulis qui- 
nadena HS. primus Cafarum 
fidem militis etiam premio 
pignoratus. 

11. Imperio ftabilito, nihil 
antiquius duxit quam id bidu- 
um, quo de mutando reip. íta- 
tu hefitatum erat, memoriz 
eximere, Omnium itaq; facto 
rum dicorumq; in eo veniam 
et oblivionem in perpetuum 
fanxit, ac preftitit: tribunis 
modo ac centurionibus paucis e 
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Joon after being affrighted with the rumour 
of bis being flain, be crept into a balcon 
clofe by it, and bid bimfelf bebind "4 
hangings of the deor. As be flood there. 
a common foldier, that came by chance thas 
"way, fpying bis feet, and defirous to dij- 
cover who be was, knew bim, and pulled 
him out in a great fright, Salling at bis 
feet, and faluted bim by the title of Em- 
peror. After this, he brought him out 1o 
bis fellow-foldiers, all in great rage and 
uncertainty what to da. They put him in 
a chair, and becaufe the flaves of the pa- 
lace were all run away, took their turns of 
carrying bim, and brought him into the 
camp, very melancholy, and in great con- 
Sfrernation ; the people that met him lament - 
ing bis cafe, as if the poor innocent qvas 
carrying away to execution. Being received 
within the raniparts be continued all night 
with the watch, pretry well recovered front 
his fright, but in no great hopes of tbe fuc» 
cron. For the confuls with the fenate and 
city battalions, bad poffiffed themfelves of 
the forum, and the capitol, with a refo- 
lution to reclaim the publick liberty; and 
be being fent for too by a tribune of the 
commons to the boufe, to give his advice 
upon the prefent jundiure of affairs; be rea 
turned anfwer, that he was under cone 
ftraint, and could not pofübly come. 
But the day after, the fenate being very 
flack in the execution of their prosd, by 
reafon of the great divifions among ft them- 
Selves, and the infolence of the mob, whe 
infifted upon a fingle perfon, and Claudius 
by name ; he fuffered the foldiers to uffen- 
ble under arms, and take the oath of fd; 
lity to bim; and $romifed them fifteen 
thoufand feflerces a man, being the firfi of 
the Cafars that purchafed the faith of the 
Soldiers with money. 

1t. After be had thus fecured the govern- 
ment to bimfelf, his fivfü concern was to 
abolifb all remembrance of that tao days 
time, wherein a change of the government 
bad been debated. Accordingly he paffed an 
a of perpetual oblivion and pardon for 
every thing faid or done during that time, 
and kept it too; except only that be put to 
death a few tribunis and centurions'concern= 
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conjuratorum in Cajum nume- 
io interemtis, exempli fimul 
caüfa, et quod fuam quoq; cz- 
dem depopofciffe cognoverat. 
Converfus hinc ad officia pieta 
tis, jusjurandum neq; fanctius 
fibi neq; crebrius inftituit quam 
PER AUGUSTUM A- 
vim Liviz divinos honores, et 
Circenfi pompa currum ele 
phantorum Auguftino fimilem 
decernendum curavit Paren- 
tibus inferias publicas : et hoc 
amplius, patri Circenfes annuos 
matali die, matr! carpentum 
quod per Circum duceretur, €t 
cognomen Augufla, ab avia re- 
cufatum. Ad fratris memoriam 
per omnem occafionem cele- 
bratam,comeediam quoq; Gre- 
cam Neapolitano certamine do- 
cuit, ac de fententia judicum 
coronavit. Ne Marcem quidem 
Antcnium inhonoratum, ac fine 
grata mentione tranfmifit : tef- 
tatus quondam per edictum 
Tanto impenfius petere fe ut nata- 
Jem patris Druft celebrarent, quod 
idem effet et avt fui Antonii. Ti- 
berio marmoreum arcum juxta 
Pompeji theatrum, decretum 
quidem olim 2 fenatu, verum 
omiffum, peregit, Caji quoq; 
etfi ada omnia refcidit, diem 
tamen necis, quamvis exordi- 
um principatus fui, vetuit in- 
ter feftos referri. 

12. AÉ in femet augendo 
parcus atq; civilis, pranomine 
Imperatoris abftinuit, nimiosho- 
mores recufavit, fponfalia filize 
natalemq; geniti nepotis filen- 
iio, ac tantum domettica reli- 
gione, tranfegit. Neminem ex- 
fulum, niü ex fenatus au&ori- 
tate, reftituit: ut fibiin curiam 
przfe&um pratorii, tribunofq; 
militum fecum inducere lice- 
ret, utg; rata effent quz procu- 
ratores fui in judicando itatue- 
rent, precario exegit. Jus nun- 
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ed in. tbe ‘confpiracy again Caius, for ex- 
ample fake, and becaufe he under flood they 
avere for killing bim too. And now be be- 
gun to think of paying his refpec? to the 
memory of bis relations. His mof! folemn 
and ufual cath was, by Auguftus. He 
prevailed with the fenate to decree divine 
honours to bis grand. motber Livia, and a 
chariot in the Circenfian proceffion drawn 
by elephants, as had been appointed for Au- 
guftus, and publick offerings to the ghofts 
of bis parents, and bifides for bis father, 
Circenfian games to be ce lebrated every year 
upon bis birth day, for bis mother a cha- 
riot to be drawn through the Circus, and 
the title of Auguffa, which bad been re- 
fufed by bis grand-maotber. And in memory 
of his brother, which be foewed a. great 
regard to upon all occafions, he ordered a 
greek comedy of his own to be added to the 
games at Naples, and received the honour 
of a crown upon it, by the fentence of the 
Judges in that folemnity. Nor did he omit 
to make an honourable and gratiful mention 
of M. Anthony, declaring by a proclama- 
tion, That he the more earneftly infift- 
ed upon the obfervation of his father 
Drufus’s birth-day, becaufe it was like- 
wife that of his grandfather Anthony. 
He finifbed the marble arch nigh Pompey's 
theatre, that had formerl) been decreed by 
the Jenate in honour of Tiberius, but neg- 
deed. And tho he cancelled all the atts 
of Caius, yet be forbad the day of bis death, 
notwithfanding it was that of his own ac- 
céffion to the empire, to be reckoned among ft 
the feflivals. 
12. But avitb refpeG to his own dignity, 
he was fparing and modeft, declining the 
title of emperor, and refufirg all exceffive 
He celebrated the wedding of his 
daughter, and the birth day of a grandjon, 
with great privacy, at home. He recalled 
none of thofe that bad been banifbed, avitb- 
out a decree of the fenate for its and re- 
guefted of them the favour, to bring into 
the boufe with-him, the commander of the 
guards, and a ftv military tribunes; as 
alfo, that they would be pleased to beftow 
upon bis procurators, a judicial authority 
in the provinces. He begged too of the con- 
dinarum

magiftratuum, ut unus e confi- 
liariis frequenter interfuit. E- 
ofdem fpectacula edentes, fur- 
gens et ipfe cum cetera \turba, 
voce ac manu veneratus eft. 
Tribunis pleb. adeuntibus fe 
pto tribunali excufavit, quod 
propter anguftias non poflet au- 
dire eos nifi ftantes. Quare in 
brevi fpatio tantum amoris fa 
vorifq; collegit, ut cum pro- 
fe&um eum Oftiam periiffe ex 
infidiis nuntiatum eflet, magna 
confterhatione popalus, et mi- 
litem quafi proditoremi, er fe- 
natum quafi parricidam, ditis 
execrationibus inceffere non an- 
te deftiterit, quam unus atque 
alter, et mox plures a magif- 
tratibus in toftra producti, fal- 
vüm et appropinquare confir- 
marent. 

13. Net tamen expers. infi- 
diarum ufquequaq; permaniit, 
fed et a fingulis, et per factio- 
nem, et NN civili bello in- 
feftatus eft.

13. But notwithfanding be di d not con- 
tinue at-folutely lec ni confpiracies againft 
bim, being attempted both by fingle perfons; 
and fe wired in conjunction, and at lap by a

it was by accident, or a divine interpofr- 
tion. 

14. Befides his former conful/bip, be bore 
four more ; of which be held the two firft 
fucceffively s but the following, after an in- 
terval of four years each; the laft for fix 
months; the ef. for two; and his third, 
upon being chofe in the room of a conful 
that died, which had never been done by 
any of the emperors before him. But whe- 
ther be was conful or not, be gave a very 
conflant attendance in the courts for the ad- 
minifiration of juftice, even upon fuch days 
as avere folemnly obferved as days of rejoicing 
in bis family, or by bis friends 5 and fome- 
times upon the publick fiftivals of antient 
inflitution, or unlucky days. Nor did he 
always keep fri@ly to the letter of the laws, 
but cver-ruled the rigour or lenity of many, 
according tojuftice and equity, as be was af- 
feted. For where perfons loft their fuits, by 
infifling upon more than appeared to be their 
due, before the judges of private caufes, be 
granted them the favour of bringing the 
matter over again. And with refpecl to 
Juch as were convii of any great villainy, be 
«would exceed the punifbment appointed bylaw 
and condemn them to be expofed towildbeafts. 

1c. But in the bearing and determining 
of caufes, he foewed a firange variety of 
humour, being one while circumfpect and exe 
a, another while inconfiderate and rafh, 
and fometimes filly, and like one out of bis 
wits. In cancelling the names of perfons 
upon the judges’ lift, be flruck off one, who 
concealing the privilege be bad by his chil- 
dren, to be excufed from that fervice, bad 
anfwered to his name, as too fond of the 
office. Another that was fummoned before 
the emperor upon a caufe of bis own, but 
alledged that the matter did not properly 
belong to bis cognizance, but that of the 
ordinary judges, be ordered to plead the 
caufe himfelf immediately before bim, and 
thereby gave a fpecimen in a bufine/s of bis 
own, how fair a judge be would be in that 
of other people's. .d woman refufing to own 
her own fon, and there being no clear proof 
on either fide, be obliged ber to confefs the 
truth, by enjoining ber to marry the young 
man. He waswery inclinable to determine

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caufes in favour of the party that appeared 
againft fuch as did not, without any regard 
whether their abfence was occafioned by their 
own fault, or real neceffity. And fome body 
crying out upon a man’s being convidted of 
forgery, that be ought to bave bis hands 
cut off, be infifted thereupon that an execu- 
tioner fhould be immediately fent. for with 
a fword and a butcher's block. And one be- 
ing profecuted for falfely affuming to bimfelf 
the freedom of Rome, and a difpute arifing 
betwixt the advocates in the caufe, whether 
he ought to make bis defence in the Roman 
or the Grecian drefs, to fbew his great 
impartiality, be commanded him to change 
his cloaths feveral times, according as he 
was accufed or defended. It is a flory told 
of bim, and believed too, that be did in a 
certain caufe deliver bis fentence which be 
bad in writing before him, in the following 
avords, That he gave it for thofe that 
were in a right ftory. By fuch things as 
thefe be loft himfelf to that degree in the 
opinion of the world, that be was every 
aubere and openly defpifed. One making an 
excufe for a witnefs be bad fent for from the 
provinces, declared he could not poffibly ap 

pear, and concealing bis reafon for fome 
time, at laf, after feveral queries put to 
him about it, The man died lately, /ays 
be, at Puteoli. Another tbanking bim, 
for Suffering a perfon that was profecuted to 
make bis defence by council, added, And 
yet it is no more than what is ufual. I 
have heard likewife fome old men Jay, that 
the pleaders in court ufed to abufe bis pati- 
ence fo grofly, that they avould not on! call 
him back, as be was going off the bench, 
but ould feize him by the lap of bis coat, 
and fometimes catch bim by the heels to make 
bim flay. And that no one may think this 
frrange, fome forry Greck that bad a cause 
before bim, in a warm debate tbat bappened 
upon it, cried out to him, Thou art an old 
fellow, and a fool too. Its certain that 
a Roman knight who was falfely profecuted 
by a malicious contrivance of bis enemies as 
guilty of unnatural lewdne/s with women, 
obferving that common firumpets were fum- 
moned and allowed to give evidence againft 


him, upbraided him in very fevere language

Nor did be fuffer any one to give an account 
of bis life by an adv acate, but obliged each 
man to [peak for bimfclf, how meanly forcer 
he was qui alif fed for it. He difgraced many, 
and fom that little expelled it, and for a rea~ 
Jon perfectly new, 1. e. for going out of Italy 
without bis know wledge and permiffion; and 
one too, only for Lawing attended in bis pro- 
wince upon a king, as bis companion ; obferu- 
ing, that, in former times, Rabirius Pofla- 
mus bad been profecuted for treafon, only upon 
the account of attending Ptolemy to Alex- 
andria, to fecure a debt. Several others 
that he attempted to difgrace, through the 
great negligence of the perfous employed to 
enquire into people's characters, but, to bis 
own greater foame, be found gencrally verg

18. He took efpecial care of the city, 
and to have it well fupplied with provifions, 
A dreadful fire happening in the Aimiliana, 
that continued Jome time, he flayed two 
nights ih the diribitorium, and the foldiers 
and gladiators being not fufficient to mafter 
it, be Jummoned the commonalty by tbe ma- 
gifirates of all the ftreets in town, to 
their affiftance; and placing bafkets full of 
money before bim, be encouraged them to do 
their utmoff, declaring be «would immedi- 
ately, upon the fpot, reward every one of 
them according to their merit. In a dearth, 
occafioned by bad crops for fome years toge- 
ther, be was fiopped in the midddle of the 
forum by the mob, and fo pelted with foul 
language, and pieces of bread together, that 
it was with fome difficulty be got at laf, by 
a back-door, into the palace. And therefore, 
be ufed all poffible means to bring provifions 
to town, evén in the winter feafon. He pro- 
pod to the merchants employed in that 
traffick, a fare and certain gain, by takin 
upon himfelf any lofs that might befall them 
by fea s and to fuch as built Joips for that 
purpofe, be granted great privileges, ace 
cording to their feveral circumflances. 

19. To a citizen of Rome be gave an 
exemption from the penalty of the Papia- 
Poppaean law; fo one that bad only the 
privilege of Latium, the freedom of the 
city 5 and to wemen, the rights that by law 
belonged to fuch as had four children: which 
conftttutions of bis are obfirved to this day. 

20. He executed feveral projects tbat 
were rather great than neceffary ; the prin- 
cipal were an aquedud, that was begun 
by Caius; a canal for the difcbarge of the 
Fucine lake, and the harbour of Oftta ; 
altho’ be knew one of thefe bad by Auguftus 
been denied the Marfians, who were fre- 
quently addrefing bim about it; and that 
tbe other bad been feveral times intended by 
Ju ius Cefar, but dropped by reafon of its 
difficulty. He brought to town the cool and 
puntiful /prings of tbe Claudian water, one 
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alteri Curtio et Albudino nomen 
eft; fimulg; rivum Anienis novi 
lapideo opere in urbem perdux- 
it, divifitq; in plurimos et orna- 
tiffimos lacus. Fucinum aggref- 
fus eft non minus compendii fpe 
quam glorie, cum quidam pri- 
vato fumptu emiffuros fe repro- 
mitterent, fi fibi ficcati agri con- 
cederentur. Per tria autem paf- 
fuum milia partim effoffo mon- 
te partim excifo, canalem abfol- 
vit egre, et poft undecim an- 
nos; quamvis continuis triginta 
hominum millibus fine intermif- 
fione operantibus, Portum Of- 
tie extruxit, circumduéto dex-

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of which is called Ceruleus, and the other 
Curtius and Albudinus; as alfo the river 
of the new Anien in a flone canal, and dif- 
pofed of them into a great many fine lakes. 
He attempted the Fucine lake, as much rom 
the expectation of advantage, as the glory 
of the perfor mance ; fince fome offi red to 
drain it, at their own expence, on condition 
they might have a grant of the land that 
av2uld be left. He Jinifbed a canal of three 
miles in length, by partly cutting through, 
and partly ‘Levelling a mountain, but with 
a world of difficulty, thirty thoufand men 
being conflantly employed in that work for 
eleven years together. He formed the bar- 
bour at Oftia, by carrying on to the right 
and left two vaft works, with a bend inta 
the fea, making a mole at the entrance in a 
deep water; to fecure the foundation of 
w heb be funk the jbip in which the 
great obelife had been brought from Egypt 
and upon feveral piles built a very big 
tower, in imitation of that Pharos, to 
fix lights upon, for the direBion of mari- 
ners in tbe night. 


21. He frequently gave largeffes to the 
people, and entertained them with a great 
waritty of publick diverfions, not only Such 
as were ufual, and in the ufual places, but 
fome of new invention, and others revived 
Jrom antiquity, and in places where no body 
had ever done any thing of that kind before, 
In the cs be Pref mted upon the pen

throne erected him in the Orcheftra; bav- 
ing firf? paid bis devotions in the upper 
part, and then coming down through the 
middle of the Cavea, whilf all the people 
kept their feats with pr "ofound fi Slence. He 
like wife exhibited the | fecular games, un der 
pretence of their baa ng been anticipated by 
Auguflus, and not refarved” till their proper 
time; though be himfelf fays in his biftorys 
That they had been. neglected before 
Aug uftus, who had made an exa& cal- 
culation of the time, and again brought 
them into their former order.

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fore the critt teas laughed at, when he came 
to invite people, in the ufual form, to games 
which never ahy ofie had feen before, 
nor ever would ; ewhen many people were 
fill living, that bad feen them; and Jome 
of the players that bad formerly ated upon 
the atcafion, were now brought upon ibe 
frage again. He likewife frepuently pre- 
Jented the Gircenfian games in the Vatican, 
Sometimes with a bunting of wild beafts, 
after every frve courfes. He beantified the 
great Circus with marble barriers, and 
gilded goals, which before were of ordinary 
fione and wood, and affigned proper places 
for the fenators, abbó were ufed before to fit 
promtfcuoufly with other people. Befides the 
chariot races, he exhibited there the Trojan 
beafls from Africa, which 
were éncounitred by a troop of the borfe- 
guards, with Tribunes, and the commander 
j bis, at the head of them ; bifides 
fant hirfe that drive mad bulls round 
ump upon the backs of 
them when they are tired, and pull them 
by the horns to the ground. He gave 
J£oxws of gladiators in Jeveral plates, and of 
various kinds: An anniverfary one in the 
prétorian camp, but Avitbout any bunting, 
or the ufual apparatus; another, as ufual, 
in the Septa; and in the fame place, ana- 
ther out of the comnion way, and of a few 
days continuance only, which he culled 
Sportula, becaufe when be was going to 
prefent it, be told the people by proclama- 
tion, that he invited them as it were to 
a hafty fnack. Nor was bé in any hind of 
publick diverfion more free oP merry, info- 
much that he vouldavitb ibe common people; 
hold ont his left-hand, and count upon bis 
Singers aloud, the golden pieces prefented to 
Juch as came off conquerors ; and would in- 
quite the company by earneft exhortations and 
5, to be mi rry s now and then call- 
ing then: his matters, with a mixture of 
infipid, far-fetched jefis; as that was, whin 
the people calling for Palumbus (a gledia- 
tor) be faid, would give them one 
when-it was catched; avid this too, tho’ 
well intended and well timed, whin having, 
avith great applaufe, difebargid an Effe- 
darian, upon the interceffion of bis four Joni,

23. Rerum a&um divitum 
antea in hibernos zftivofque 
menfes conjunxit, Jurifdictio- 
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be fent a billet immediately round tbe thea- 
atre, to put the people in mind, how much 
it concerned them to have chitdren, fince 
they had before them an inftance, how 
ufeful they had been to procure favour 
and fecurity fora gladiator. He likewife 
reprefented in the field of Mars, the taking 
and facking of a town, as alfo the furren- 
der of the Britifh kings, and prefided in 
his general's cloak. And jufl before be dif- 
charged the Fucine lake, be exhibited a fea- 
Jizhi upon it. But thofe on board the fleets 
crying out, Health attend you, noble em- 
peror, dying men falute you; and he re- 
plying, Health attend you too, they all 
refufed to fight upon it, as if by that anfwer 
be bad meant to excufe them. At which 
he was in fome doubt with bimfelf, whether 
he foould not dcfiroy them all by fire and 
fwerd: at laft jumping from his feat, and 
running along the fide of the lake, and reel- 
ing to a ridiculous degree, partly by fair 
words, and partly by foul, be at laft got 
them to engage. The tewo fleets were one of 
Sicily, and the other of Rhodes, confifling 
each of twelve foips of war of three banks 
of oars; and the charge was given bya 
filver Triton, raifed by mechanifm. 

22. With refpedt to religion, tbe manage- 
ment of affairs both civil and military, as 
alfo the condition of the feveral orders of the 
people at home and abroad, fome ufages be 
corrected, others that bad been laid afide be 
revived, and fome regulations be made en- 
tirely new. In choofing new pricfts into the 
Jeveral companies of them, he nominated 
none but upon dath: and be never failed as 
often as an earthquake happened in the city, 
to fummon the people together by the pretor, 
and appoint holydays for religious worfoip t 
and upon the fight of any ominous bird in 
the city or the capitol, ordered a publick 
prayer to be put up, tbe words of which, by 
virtue of bis office of high prieft, after an 
exhortation to the people from the rofira, 
he repeated before them for them tojoin ins 
all ordinary mechanicks and flaves being 
Jirft ordered to withdraw. 

23. And whereas the courts ufed ta fit 
for the difpatch of bufintfs, only fome months 
in the fummer, and fome in winter, he or-

Colle- 
gio quzftorum pro ftratura via- 
rum gladiatorium munus in- 
juxit; detracag; Oftienfi et 
Gallica provincia, curam zrarii 
Saturni reddidit, quam medio 
tempore pratores aut utique 
praetura funéti  fuflinuerant. 
Triumphalia ornamenta Silano 
liz fuz fponfo, nondum pu- 
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dered them to fit the year round. The jurif- 

diftion, in matters of tr uft, which ufid by 
Special commiffion to be yearly granted to fome 
certain magiflrates, and in tbe city only, be 
granted once for all, and to the goverrors of 
oti s t90. He likewife repeated a claufe 
added to thePapia- Poppaean law by Tiberius, 
as if men of fixty years of age were uncapa~ 
ble of getting children. He ordered too that 
orphans fbould have guardians appointed 
them by the confuls; and that thofe who 
«vere banifbed any province by the prefident 
thereof, foould be debarred coming inthe city, 
or any part of Italy. He inflicted upon fome 
anew fort of banifbment, by forbidding them 
to ftir abowe three miles from Rome. When 
any affair of importance came before the fe- 
nate, heufed to fit betwixt the two confuls 
upon the tribune bench. He affumed to bim- 
Self the power of granting licence t2 travel 
out of italy, which before had belonged to 
the finate. 

24. He likewi/e granted the confular or- 
naments to bis procurators called Ducenarii. 
From fuch as refufed the fenatorian dignity, 
he took away the equeftrian too; tho’ be bad 
in the beginning of bis reign declared, he 
would chufe no man intothe fenate, that was 
not the great grandfon of a Roman fenator ; 
jet be gave the latus clavus to the fon of a 
“freedman ; ; but upon condition that be 
Joould be adopted by a Roman knight , but 
being afraid the world would cenfure bim 
Sor it, be informed the publick,that bis great 
fore elder Appius Caecus the cenfor, had 
chofen the fons of freedmen into the fenate: 
for he was ignorant, it feems, that in the 
times of Appius, and a long while after, 
perfons manumifed, were not called libertini, 
but their fons that were free born. Inflead 
of the expence the queflors were obliged to 
be at, for the paving of the highways, he 
ordered them to P the people a fiw of 
ps ; and tati ing from them the pro- 

vinces of the Oftian and Gallick coaft, he 
heltived to them the charge of the treafury, 
aubich fince the time it was taken from them 
had been managed by the pretors, or thofe 
that bad been fo. He gave the triumphal 
ornaments to Silanus contracted to bis daugh- 
ter, tho’ he was under age: but to elder 
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beri dedit." Majoribus vero na- 
tu, tam multis, tamq; facile, ut 
epiftola communi legionum no- 
mine exíliterit, petentium, wt 
legatis confularibus finul cum ex- 
ercitu et triumpbalia darentur, 
ne caufam belli quoque modo quee - 
rerent. A Plautio etiam ovatio- 
nem decrevit ; ingreffoq; urbem 
obviam progreffus, et in capi- 
tolium eunti et inde rurfus re- 
vertenti. — Gabinio Secundo, 
Chaucis, gente Germanica, fu- 
peratis, Chaucius cognomen 
ufurpare conceflit. 

25. Equeftres militias ita or- 
dinavit, ut poft cohortem, alam, 
poft alam, tribunatum legionis 
daret: ftipendiaq; inftituit. et 
imaginarie militia genus, quod 
vocatur Super numerum, quo ab- 
fentes, et titulo tenus fungeren- 
tur.

Peregrine con- 
ditionis homines vetuit. ufurpa- 
re Romana nomina, duntaxat 
genua. Civitatem Romanam 
ufurpantes in Campo Efquilino 
lecari percufft, Provincias A- 
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people in fuch numbers, and fo eafily, that 
be was unanimoufly addrefjed by all the le- 
gions to grant his confular lieutenants the 
triumphal ornaments together with their 
commiflions to prevent their engaging in 
unneceflary wars. He gave A. Plautius 
the honour of an ovation, and meeting bim 
at bis entering the town, walked along with 
him into the capitol and back again: and 
allowed Gabinius Secundus, upon bis conqueft 
of tbe Chauci, a nation of Germany, to 
affume the cognomen of Chaucius. 


25. His management, with regard to the 
promotion of gentlemen of the equeftrian order 
in the armies was this; After the command 
of a battalion, be granted that of the borfe 
in a legion, and after that a tribune’s com- 
miffion. He raifed too a fort of imaginary 
militia, fliled the fupernumeraries, qwho 
avere faldiers in name only, being not obliged 
Jo much as to be in the armies, bowsever they 
received pay. He procured an adt of the fe- 
nate to probibit all foldiers attending upon 
Senators at their boufes, in the way of re- 
Spe& and compliment. He confifcated. the 
eflates of all freedmen that prefumed to 
take upon them the equeftrian dignity. Such 
of them as were ungrateful to their patrons, 
and were complained of by them, he reduced 
totheir farmer condition of flavery s and de- 
clared io their advocates, that be would 
never give judgment again their freedmg, 
in any fuit at law they might have with 
them whatever. Some people having exposed 
their fick flaves, that were in a languijbirg 
condition, in the ifland of ZEfculapius, be- 
caufe of the tedioufnefs of their cure, be de- 
clared all that were Jo expofed free for ever, 
never more to return fo their former fervi- 
tude; if they did recover ; and that if any 
one chofe rather to kill than expoje a flave, 
in that cafe be foould be liable to a profecu- 
tion for murther, He publijbed a proclama 
tion forbidding all travellers to pafi through 
the towns of Italy any otberwife than on 
foot, or ina litter or chair. He quartered a 
battalion of foldiers at Puteoli and another 
at Oftia, to be ready againfl the cafealties

of fire. He forbid foreigners tbe wfe of Ro- 


man names, that is fuch as were appropria- 
ted to families. Such as falfely pretended to 
the freedom of Rome be beheaded in the 
fe Id of Efquilia. He returned to the fenate 
ihe provinces of Achaia and Macedonia; 
avhich Tiberius bad taken under bis own care, 
He took from the Lycians their liberties to 
punijh them for their deadly animofities 
among ft themfelves; but riftored the Rbo- 
dians their's, upon their repentance for for- 
wer mifdemeanors. He difcbarged from the 
payment of all taxes for ever, the Ilienfiant, 
as being the founders of the Roman people 5 
reciting upon the occafion a letter in Greek of 
the fenate and people of Rome to king Seleu- 
cus, wherein they promifed bim their friend- 
pip and alliance, provided be granted their 
kinfmen the Hienfians an immunity from 
He banifbed the 
Jews out of Rome, that were perpetually 
diflurbances at the infligation of one 


all burthens whatever. 


Chrefius. He allowed the embaffadors of the 
Germans to fit to fee the publick diverfions 


in the feats affigned the fenators, being 
mowed thereto by their frankne/s and affu- 
vance, for having been feated among fl the 
common people, upon observing the embaffa- 
dors from Parthia and Armenia fitting with 
the fenators, they went over to them, as be- 
ing mo «vays inferior to them, they faid, in 
point of merit or qualily. The favage reli- 
gion of the Druids, which bad been only 
forbid the Romans in Auguftus’s reign, be 
utterly abolifbed. On the other hand, be 
endeavoured to transfer the Eleufinian myf- 
teries from Attica to Rome. He likeavife 
took care tohave the temple of Venus Eryc- 
na in Sicily, which was old andin a ruin- 
ous condition, repaired at the charge of the 
treafury. He concluded treaties with foreign 
princes in the forum, with the facrifice of @ 
Jow, and the form of words ufed by the be- 
ralds in former times. But in thefe and 
other things, and indeed the main of bis ad- 
minifration, be aed not fo much by bim- 
Jelf, as by the influence of his wives and 
fach, as was mofi agreeable to their intertf

The former be turned off untouched, 
becaufe her parents had fallen under the 
difpleafure of Augufius; and the latter 
died upon the very day defigned for their 
nuptials. After that be married Plautia 
Urgulanilla whofe father had had the bo- 
nour of a triumph, and foon after Alia 
Petina the daughter of a confular gen- 
tleman, but divorced them both, Petina 
upon fome frivolous otcafions of offence, 
and Urgulanilla for feandalous lewdnefs, 
and the fufbicion of» murtber. After them 
be took in marriage Valeria Meffalina the 
augbter of Barbatus M fala ‘his — 
But finding befides ber other fca , ul 
baucheries, that foe bad married C. Silins, 
the writing relating to ber. fortune being 
formally fisnéd «as ufual in the prefence of 
the aufpicts, he put ber to death: and fum- 
moning bis guards together, declared to 
them; that’ fince ‘he was fo unhappy in 
bis marriages, he was refolved to conti- 
nue “a widower; ‘and if he did not, 
would give them leave'to ftab him. «Bur 
he was not áble to bold this réfolation, for 
immediately he begun to think: of "anótber 
wife, and of taking Petina again, whom 
he had formerly divorced, as alfo-Lolliz 
Paullina, who bad bién marriid-to Caius 
vont But being enfnared by the arts of 
Ugrippina, bis brother ‘Germanicus’s daugh- 
ter, upon occafion of that freedom of kiffing 
and toying which their near relation allow- 
ed of, be undér-:band procured one to de- 
clare, at the next meeting of the fenate, as 
bis opinion, that the emperor ought-to be 
orced to marry ber, as a thing that would 
be highly conducive to the püblick good; and 
that ail others ought to be allowed the li- 
berty of juch matches, aubicb "till that tine 
had been looked upon as incifluous. In lefs 
than an entire day after this be'married her. 
However, there were none found to follow 
the example, but a freed man, and a ten- 
turion of ‘the Srp rank, at the folemnixing 
of whofe nup tials, both be and Agrippina 


gave their attendance.

27. He bad children by three wives; by 
Ur sulanilla, Drufus and Claudia; fe Pe- 
tina, Antonia; and by Meffalina, Ofavia, 
and a fon, whom at firft be called Germa- 
nicus, but afterwards Britannicus. He 
loft Drufus while a minor, at Pompeii, be- 
ing choaked with a pear, which in play he 
toffed up in the air, and catched upon its 
defcent in his mouth. He bad but a 
few days before concluded a match betwixt 
him and one of Sejanus’s daughters; for 
which reason, I wonder fome authors fhould 
pretend to fay, that he loft his life by the 
treachery of Sejanus. Claudia, who was 
indeed. the daughter of Bater bis freed-man, 
though fhe was born five months before bis 
divorcing ker mother, he ordered to be 
thrown naked at her door. He married 
Antonia to Cn. Pompey the great, after- 
wards to Fauflus Sylla, both of very noble 
parentage; Octavia to bis flep-fon Nero, 
after jhe bad been firft contraéted toSila- 
nus. Britannicus was born upon the taven- 
ticth day of bis reign, and in, bis fecond 
conful/bip. He would oftentimes hold him 
in bis arms, and recommend him to the 
favour of the foldiers, and to the common 
people too in the theatre, fetting bim on bis 
lap, or before him, whilf he was as yet 
but very little $ and would join in ther good 
wifes and acclamations in his behalf. Of 
bis fons in-law he adopted Nero: be not 
only caft off Pompey and Silanus, but put 


tbem to death, 


28. The greatef?. favourite amongf bis 
Jreed-men, was the eunuch Pofides, whom, 
in bis Britifh triumph, he prefented with 
the bafla pura, amongft feveral others of 
the army. Next to bim in favour was Fe- 
lix, whom be not only dignified with a 
command both of foot and horfe in the troops, 
but made governor of Judea toa; fo that 
be came to be the hufband of three queens. 
Harpocras was another favourigs, » whom 
be granted the right of ufing a chair in 
the city, and of entertaining the people with 
publick diver fions. Palybius another, who 
olfijied him in hi ts fiudies, and bad often 
the honour to walk betwixt the tao confuls.

his would but take him into partnerfhip with them.

29. Being entirely led by thefe bis favon- 
rites and wives together, as l bacve already 
faid, be was a mere — more like tban a 
prince: be difpofed of offices, or tbe com- 
thand of armies, ior oned or punifoedy ac* 
cording as it Suited their intereft, humour 
or fancy, and for the mcf? part without per - 
ceiving or being fenfible of what be did. 
And not to reckon up every little thing 
Separately relating totherevoking bis grants, 
the fetting afide bis judgments, the putting 
of fa Ye patents for offices upon him to fign, 
or the bare faced alteration of them after 
figning ; be put to death App. Silanus bis 
daughter's bufband's father, and the two 
Fulias the daughters of Drufus and Ger- 
manicus, without any fufficient proof of the 
crimes charged upon them, or allowing them 
the liberty of making their defence. The 
fame be did too by Cn. Pompey, his elde/t 
daughter's bufoand, and L. Silanus that 
e contracted to the younger. Of whith 

Pompey was flabbed in the af of unnatural 
leavdaefs auitb a young felloerbe nas ford of 
Silanus «vas ob! liged to quit the office of pra- 
tor, upon the fourth of the Kalends of Fa- 
nuary, and to kill himfelf in the beginning 
of the year following, upon the very day of 
the wedding of Claudius and Agrippina. 
He fentenced to death five and thirty fenas 
tors, and above three bundred Roman 
knights, with fo little regard to what be did, 
that when a centurion brought bim word of 
the death of a confular gentleman who was 
one of them, and told him that he had exe- 
cuted his order, 4e declared, he had 
ordered no fuch thing, but approved of

his throat to make him difgorge egain. He 
was no found fleeper, ujually awok before 
midnight, but then be «would Sometimes 
Sleep in the day time and upon the bench too, 
that the advocates had much ado to awake 


cfleep, lying upon bis back awit! 


bim, tho they exalted their voices on pur- 
pofe for it. He was very lewd in bis in- 
clinations for the fair Sex, but bad nothing 
to do with males. He loved gaming, and 
publifoed a book upon the fubject 5 and was 
ufed to play as be rid in bis chariot, hav- 
ing the tables fo fitted thereto, that bis 
game was not diflurbed by the motion there- 
y. 


34. The favage cruelty of bis temper be- 
trayed itfelf in many things both great and 
Jmall. When any were to be put to the tor- 
ture or punifbed for parricide, he was im- 
patient for the execution, and would have 
it performed before bis eyes. And when he 
was at Tibur, being very defirous of feeing 
an example of the old way of putting male- 
factors to death, fome were immediately tied 
to a flake for the purpofe, but there being 
no executioner to be bad in the place, he fent 
Sor one from Rome,and plaid for bis coming 
‘till night. In any thew of gladiators either 
prefented by bimfelf or others, if any of the 
combatants chanced to fall, he ordered them 
to be butchered; efpe cially the Retiarit, that 
he might fee the faces of them as they ex- 
pired. Two gladiators bap pening to kill one 
another, he ordered immediately fome little 
Auiwes to be made of their frwords for bis 
own use. He was much delighted with fee- 
ing meu éngege with wild bec fis, and the 
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meridie, dimiffo ad prandium 
populo, perfederet: preterque 
deftinatos, etiam levi fubitaq; 
de caufla, quofdam committe- 
ret de fabrorum quoq; ac mi- 
niftrorum, atq; id genus nu- 
mero, fiavrouaror, vel peg- 
ma, vel quid tale aliud parum 
cefliffet. Induxit et unum 
ex nomenclatoribus fuis, ficut 
erat, togatum.

den occafions, asthe carpenters and their 
affflauts; if a machine or any thing of that 
nature they bad been employed in, about the 
theatre, did not anfwer the purpofe it was 
defigned for. He likeavife obliged one of 
his nomenclators to that cruel drudgery, 
and in his toga too. 

35. But the infirmities moft predominant 
in bim were fear and difiruft : In the be- 
ginning of bis reign, tho’ be much «ff. Ged 
a lowly humble appearance as has been al- 
ready remarked, yet be dur ft mot venture 
himfilf at an entertainment avithout bis 
guard of lances to attend him, and Joldiers 
to wait upon bim at table. Nor did he ever 
vifita fick perfon, "till his chamber bad 
been firfi fearched, and the bed and bedding 
thorcughly examined and at other times, 
all perjons whatever that came to pay their 
refptéls to him, were very firiélly fearched 
by officers appointed for that purpofe. For 
it was a long time firf, and «vith much 
ado, that be was prevailed upon to txcuje 
avomen, boys and girls from the rude hand- 
ling they underwent upon thofe occafions, or 
Suffer their attendants or writing mufiers.to 
hecp their cafes for pens and files, which 
ufed to be taken from them, When Camil- 
lus entered upon bis defign againfl bim, not 
doubting but he might be frighted out of his 
imperial dignity without a war, be writ bim 
an abufive faucy threatning letter, command- 
ing bim to refign the government, and betaks 
himfelf toa private lifes upon which be 
Jummned together the principal men of the 
city, to advife with them, whether be 
JSeoould not comply. 

36 He was foterribly alarmed with the 
information given him, tho’ without any 
Sufficient foundation , of confpiractes for med 
againft him, that he was for laying down 
the government upon it. And when, as 4 
have aboverelated, onz was difcovered with 
a fwword near bis perfon, as be was at Jacri-

gether by the publick criers, and with tears, 
and a terrible tone lamented bis condition, 
that could b» fecure no where; and for à 
long time after, he declined coming abroad, 
He withdrew bis ardent paffion for M ffas 
lina, not fo much upon account of ber bafe 
and abominable behaviour towards bim, as 
from an opprebenfion of danger, becaufe be 
believed fhe bad a defi;n to make Silius ber 
gallant emperor, at which time be run in 
a great fright, and a very foamefal manner, 
to the camp, afeing all the way as be went; 
if his government was fecure. 

37. The moff trifling fufpicion, let the 
perfon it came from be never fo contemptie 
ble, always put bim in a deadly fright, 
and was reafon enough with bim to proceed 
to punifbment, as neceffary to his own fecu- 
rity. One that bad a fuit to come before 
him, at bis waiting upon him, took bim 
afide, and told him be dreamed be was mur- 
thered,and prefently after avhen bis adver- 
Sary came to profent bis libel to tbe emperor, 
as if be bad difcovered the murtherer, be 
told him that was the man; whereupon, as 
if be had been feixed in the attempt, be 
«vas hurried away to execution. In the 
fame manner they tell us App. Silanus was 
taken off, by a contrivance betwixt Meffa- 
lina and Narciffus. The latter bolted into 
his lord's chamber before day, Jcemingly in 
a great fright, and told him be bad dreamt 
Appius had murthered them. The emprefs 
upon that putting on a foew of furprife, de~ 
clared fhe bad the like dream for fome nights 
together. Prefently after word being brought 
in, that Appius was come to court, who 
had received orders the day before, to be 
there at that time, as if the truth of the 
dream was fufficiently confirmed by bis ap- 
pearance at thatjuntture, he was immedi- 
ately ordered to be profecuted and put to 
death. And tbe day following Claudius ree 
lated the whole affair to the Jenate, and ac- 
knowledged bis great obligation to bis freed- 
man for watching even in bis fieep for bis

After he had feverely repri- 
manded the Offienfians for not fe nding Jome 
boats to meet him upon bis entering the 
mouth of the iber, and as if he bad a 
mind to exp fe them to the refentment of the 
publick for it, auri avord to Rome, that he 
had been treated by them like a fra ate per - 
fon; yet be immediately pardoned them, and 
in away, that looked like making them fa- 
tisfadlion, or begging pardon for Jome injury 
he had done them. Some people that ad- 
dr. ff. d bim unfe afonably in publick, be pulbed 
‘ He likewife ba- 
nifbed one that bad been fecretary to a quef- 
tor, and a finator. that bad been freetor, 
unbeard and innocent : tbe former, only be- 
caufe he had appeared with great heat in a 
caufe againfl bim, before be came to be em- 
peror ; and the other, because in his edile- 
Jhip he bad fined fome tenants of bis, for 
Jelling driffed ui£&uals contrary to law; and 
ordered a bailiff of his that interpofed in 
the affair, to be whipped. For which rea- 
Jon likewife, he took from the adiles the ju- 
rifdiclion they had over the widualling- 
boufes. He took notice to own bis folly too, 
and declared in fome foort Jpeeches be pub- 
lifhei, that be bad only counterfeited bimfelf. 
a foo! in the reign of Caius, becaufe otheravife 
itavould have been impofiible to have efcaped 
him, and arrive at the fiation be was then

40. He frequently appeared fo carelefs in 
nvbat be faid, fo regardlefs of circumpances, 
that it was believed be newer refletted or 
confidered aubo be bimfelf «vat, or among ft 
aubom, or at what time, or in what place 
he fpoke. Upon a debate in the fenate about 
the butchers and wintners, he cried out, Y 
befeech you, who can live without a 
good bit now and then? And then re- 
counted to them the great plenty of the old 
taverns, from whence be bimfelf ufed for- 
merly to have bis wine. Among fi other rea- 
fons of his favouring with his interefl a 
certain gentleman that flood. candidate for 
the queflorfoip, this be gave for one, that 
his father had once featonably given him 
a draught of cold water when he: was 
fick. . Upon bringing a woman as an evi- 
dencetn Jome caufe before the fenate, be exe 
preffed himfelf in thefe words, This wo- 
man was my mother's freed. woman and 
dreffer, but fhe always looked upon me 
as her patron. And this, I fay, becaufe 
there are fome ftill in my family that do 
notlook upon meas fuch. The Oftien- 
fians addreffing bim in open court with a 
petition, be flew into a rage at them, and 
faid, That he had no: reafon to oblige 
them, if any one elfe was free to do 
what he fleafed, furely he was. The 
following Jayings he bad in his mouth every 
day, and at all bours and feafons, What! 
do you take me for a Theogonius ? And 
in Greck, Speak, but do not touch me; 
befides feveral other fuch faying sy below the 
dignity of a private perfon, much more of

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41. By the encouragement of T. Livias, 
and with the afffl ance of Sulpicius Flavus, 
he undertook the writing of a hiftory, and 
calling together a numercus auditory, ta bear 
and give their judgment about it, he read 
it over with much ado, being Jeveral times 
interrupted therein by bir fef. For as he 
fet forwar d, a great laugb arifing among ft 
the compan}, upon occa fion of f everal benches 
breaking with the weight of a fat over- 
grown fellow, after the bufile was over, he 
could not forbear burfling out now and then 
into a violent fit of laughter, at the re- 
membrance of the accident. In bis reign 
too he writ a great deal, which be conftantly 
bad rebearfed to his friends by a reader. 
He begun bis biftory after the death of . 
Cafar the diGator: but afterwards he 
came lower down, and begun at the conclu- 
fion of the civil wars, becaufa he found he 
could not [peak his mind with freedom, and 
a due regard to truth, about the tranfactions 
of the time foregoing, having been frequently 
chid for bis freedom, both by his mother 
and grand mother. Upon the former fub- 
jest, be L ft two books, but of the latter one 
and forty. He compiled too the biftery of 
his own life, in eight books, full of im- 
pertinence, but in no bad fiile; as alfo a 
defence of Cicéro againft the books of 
Afinius Gallus, that was learned enough. 
He invented likeavife three new letters, and 
added them to the old ones, as highly ne- 
etffary 3 concerning which be publifoed a 
book whil/t be avas as yet but a private per- 
fon; and after his advancement to the em- 
pire, eafily prevailed with the publick, for 
their admiffion to common ufe; and that 
fort of writing, is fill extant in a great 
many books, regifters, and infcriptions upon 
buildings. 

42. He likenwife applied bimfelf with xo 
leJs care to the frudy of the Grecian lite- 
rature, declaring bis love of that language, 
and the exciliency thereof upon all occafions. 
A certain firanger holding a difcou rfe both 
in greek and. latin, bé. repli.d to bim in 


And recommending Achaia to 
vour of the Jenate, be told them, That 
had a particular kindnefs for that pro-

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mercio. Ac (epe in fenatu lega 
tis perpetua oratione refpondit. 
Multum vero pro tribunali eti- 
am Homericis locutus eft verfi 
bus. Quoties quidem hoftem

dies. And be oftentimes barangued by way of 
anfwer to the emb iffadors for a long time to- 
ether in that language b fore the fenate.

As oft as be had revenged 
bim[elf upon an enemy, or a con{pirator, be 
Scarce ever gave to the tribune upon the 
guard, auben be came to him according to 
cuflom for the word, any other but this,

43. About the latter end of bis life, he 
gave fome manifift indications of repenting 
his marriage with Agrippina, and bis 
adoption of Nero. For fome of his freed- 
men taking notice of bis baving condemned 
the day before a woman accufed of adultery, 
and applauding bim far it, he Jaid upon its 
That it had been his misfortune to light 
upon wives that had all been unfaithful 
to his bed, but they would not at all go 
unpunifhed. Azd now and. then, when 
Britannicus came in his way, be would em- 
brace bim very tenderly, and exprefs a de- 
fire that he might grow apace, and re- 
ceive an account of all his actions from 
him. Ufzg an expreffion in Greek ta this 
fenfe, he that has wounded will heal thee. 
And defizning to give him the manly habit, 
i] be was yet but a tender youth, and 
ufe the forwardne/s of bis

Some authors fay, it was given 
bim as be was feaffing with the prirfls in 
the capitol, by the eunuch Halotus bis tafler, 
Others fay by Agrippina at bis own table 
in a mufbroom, which was a fort of meat 
be was a great lover of. There are like- 
swift different accounts given of what follow- 
ed: fome Jvy be immediately became /peech- 
lefs upon it, was racked with pain all night 
long, and died absut day, Some, that at 
fff be fell into a Sound fheps and after 
Jame time his fomach heaving, be threw all 
up again, but bad another dofe given, whe- 
ther in pulfe under pretence of refrifhment 
after bis difcbarge, or ina clifter, as if 
defigned to relieve nature overcharged by

45. His death was concealed, "till. all 
things were fettled relating to His fucceffor : 
accordingly wows were made for his recovery, 
and com.dians were brought to court to di- 
wert him, as was pretended, at bis coun 
difire. He dicd upon the third of the ides 
of October, in the confuifeip of Afinius 
Marcellus and Acilius Aviola, in the fixty 
fourth year of bis age, and fourteenth of 
his reign. His funeral was celebrated with 
all the magnificence ufual upon Juch an ce- 
cafton, and he bimfelf ranked amongft the 
gods. Which honour was taken from him 
by Nero, but reflored bim by Vefpafian. 

46. The principal prefages of bis death, 
acere the appearance of a comet, bis father 
Drufus's monument being firuck with light- 
ning, and the death of mofl of the magi- 
Srates of all denominations that year. And 
by feveral things it appears be was fenfible 
of bis approaching diffolution, and made no 
Secret of it. For wher be nominated the 
confuls, be nominated none to fill that office 
beyond the month he died in. And at ihe 
laft offcmbly of the fenate be appeared in,

And the 
laf? time he fat in judgment, he once and 
again declared openly to the court, That he 
was now arrived at the laft ftage of mar- 
tality, whilf all that heard it, expreffid 
their abhorrence of the omen.

ROM the boufe of tbe Domitii fprung 
too celebrated families of tbe Calvini 
and ZEnobarbi. The AEnobarbi derive their 
extraction and cognomen too from one L. 
Domitius, who they tell you, as be was re- 
turning out of the Country for Rome, was 
met by tevo young men of a moff auguft ap- 
pearance, who commanded bim to carry the 
Jenate and people the news of a "victory; 
concerning which they bad not at that time 
received any certain advice 5 and to affure 
him of their being more than men, firoaked 
his chaps, and thereby altered the colour of 
his beard from black to ruddy, refembling 
that of brafs, which mark of diftinétion 
dJfcended to bis pofterity, for they bad ge- 
nerally red beards. The family bad after 
this the honour of feven confulbips, one tri- 
umph, and two cenforfoips; and being ad» 
vanced to the rank of the nobility, all con= 
tinued the ufe of the fame cognomen, and 
ufed no other prenomina than thofe of Cneus 
and Lucius, and with a remarkable variety, 
Sometimes adhering £o one of them for three 
perfons fuccejfFuely, and then again changing

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them alternately. For the firft, fecond, and 
third of the A:nobarbi had that of Lucius, 
and egain the three folliw ing Jucceffively

by turns. I judge it proper to give a littl 
account of feveral of the family, that E 
reader may Jee, that Nero fo far degenerated 
from the noble qualities of his ancefiors, that 
"be retained only the vices of the family, asif 
thofe alone bad been tranfmitted. to bim by 
bis defcent. 


2. To take our rife therefore from the 
days of old, bis great grandfather's grand- 
father, when be was tribune of the commons, 
being offended with the high priefis, for 
choofing anothir-and not himfelf into their 
sud, in tbe room of bis father, got a 
law pof for transferring the right of mak- 
ing that choice for the future from the high 
Briefs to the people. And in bis corfulfoip 
having conquered the Allebroges and the 
Sarre, made a tour about the province 
mounted upon an elephant, with a great 
number of foldiers attending bim ina fort 
of triumphal pomp. Of this gentleman the 
orator Licinius Craffus faid, Tt was no 
wonder he had a brazen beard, who had 
a face of iron, and a heart of lead. . His 
Jon in bis pretorfbip, was for calling C. 
Cafar after bis confulfbip, to an account 
before the fenate, for bis management in that 
office, which was fuppofed to Le contrary to 
the aufpicia and tbe laws too. And after- 
awards, when he was conful, be attempted 
to have bim recalled from tbe army: and 
being in a fa@tious way of proceeding ap- 
pointed his Jucceffor, he was in the begine 
ning of the civil «var taken prifoner at Cor- 
jinium ; ; and being difmifftd from thence, 
"went fomt time after to Moffilia then be- 
fie ged, where after be bad by bis prefence 
animated the people to bold out, be on a fud- 
den left them again, and at lafl fell in the 
battle of Pharfalia. He was a man of no 
great rcfolution, and of a fower temper. 
Having once in a great fright and defpair 
taken poifon, be was immediately upon it fo 
terrified with the thoughts of dying, that 
he took a vomit to throw it up again, and

4. This gentleman was the father of that 
Domitius,who was afterwards well known, 
as the purchafer of his family in Auguftus’s 
avill, being no lefs famous in bis youth, for 
his de xterity in chariot driving, than he was 
afterwards for the triumpbal ornaments 
avbich be obtained in the German war. But 
bewas a man of great arrogance, prodigality 
and cruelty. When be was eedile be obliged 
L. Plancus the cenfor to give bim the way: 
and in bis pretorfbip and confulfbip, he 
brought upon the flage Roman knights 
and married women to adi a mimick piece. 
He gave chaces of wild beafts both in the 
circus, and in all the wards of the city, cs 
alfa a foow of gladiators, out with eet 
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gladiatorium, fed tanta fzevitia, 
ut neceffe fuerit Augufto clam 
fruftra monitum edicto coer- 
cere.

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barbarity, that Augufius having given bim 
a private reprimand for it to no purpofe, 
avas obliged to lay a refraint upon bim by 
proclamation. 

5. He bad by the elder Antonia, tbe fa- 
ther of Nero, in every part of life an exe- 
crable villain: for in bis attendance upon 
C. Cefar into the eaft he killed a freed man 
of his, because be refufed to drink as much 
as be bid bim; and being thereupon difcard- 
ed by Caius, be mended not his manners at 
all. For in avillage upon the Appian road be 
wilfully gallopped his chariot over a poor boy 
and crufoed him all to pieces. And at Rome 
be firuck out am eye of @ Roman knight in 
the forum, only for fome free language he 
gave bim in a avrangle that happened bee 
twixt them. He was too fo very knavifp, 
that he not only cheated fome bankers of the 
price of goods he bought of them; but in 
his pretorjbip, be d.frauded the furnifbers 
of chariots for the Circenfian games of the 
prizes due to them for the victory. And 
being bantered by his fifter about it, upon a 
con plaint made by them, he got a law paff- 
ed, That for the future they fhould al- 
ways be immediately paid them. 4 
little before ibe death of Tiberius be was 
profecuted for treafon, adultery with feveral 
avomen, ard incefl with bis fifter Lepida; 
but efeaped by a change of the times, and 
died of a dropfy at Pyrgi, leaving bebind 
him bis fon Nero, which be had by Agrip- 
pina the daughter of Germanicus. 

6. Nero was bora at Antium, nine 
months after the death of Tiberius, upon 
the eighteenth of the calends of Fanuary, 
jup as the fun rofe, that the beams thereof 
reached him, before they could well reach 
the earth. Whilff many people made many 
and difmal conjeéiures from his nativity 
about bis future fortune, a faying of bis fa- 
ther Domitius was looked upon as an il 
prefage, who told bis friends congratulating 
him upon. the occafion, That nothing but 
what was deteftable, and pernicious to 
the Publick, could ever be bred of him 
and AcRiPPINA. There was another ma- 
nifef? prognoftick of bis future unbappine/s 
upon bis luftration-day. For C. Cafar 
being requifted by bis fier, to give the 
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intuens Claudium patruum fu- 
um, à quo mox principe Nero 
adoptatus eft, ejus fe dixit da- 
re: neq; id ipfe ferio, fed per 
jocum, et afpernante Agrippi- 
na, quod tum Claudius inter Ju- 
dibria aule erat. Trimulus pa-

11. He prefented the people with abun- 
dance of publick diverfions, and of various 
kinds, as y Fuvenal and Circenfian games, 
Jfage plays, and a foow of gladiators. And 
in the Fuvenal, be admitted Senators, and 
aged matrons to perform their parts. In the 
Circenfian games he affigned the equefirian 
order feats apart from the vefl of the people, 
and bad races performed by chariots drawn 
by four camels apiece. And in the games 
be inflituted for the eternal continuance of 
the empire, and therefore ordered to be 
called Maximi, a great many gentlemen 
and ladies of the fenatorian and equeftrian 
ordir a&td their parts. A noted Roman 
knight rid down a rope upon an elephant. 
A Roman play too, compofcd by Afranius, 
«vas brought upon the flage, entitled, The 
Fire, wherein the actors were allowed to 
carry eff, and keep to themfelves, the fur- 
niture of the boufe, that, as the nature of 
the play required, was burnt down in the 
theatre. And every day during the falem- 
nity, a great variety of things, and a 
thoufand of every feveral fort, were thrown 
the people to fcramble for ; as fowl of divers 
kinds, corn, tickets, cloatbs, gold, filver, 
gems, pearls, pictures, flaves, beafis of bur- 
then, wild beaffs tamed; at laft, foips, 
large boufes, and lands. 

t2. Thefe games he beheld from the top 
of the Profcenium. In tbe foow of gladia- 
tors which be exhibited in a wooden amphi- 
theatre, that was built within a year in 
the ward of the field of Mars, be ordered 
none to beflain, not even the criminals em- 
ployed on that occafton. He likewife engaged 
four hundred fenators, and fix bundréd Ro- 
man knights, and fome too of a wery fair 
fortune, and as fair a character, to engage 
as gladiators. And from the fame orders, 
be had perfons to encounter wild beafls, and 
Jer various other fervices in the theatre. 
fle likewife prefented the publick with the 
reprcfentation of a fea-figbt, upon Jea--wa- 
ter, with great filo frimming in it, as 
alfo with tbe Pyrrbick dance performed by 
certain youths, to each of which, after the 
performance was over, he granted patents 
for their freedom of Rome. And during 
thit diverfion, a bull leaped Pafipbae, cón-

cealed within a wooden ffatue of a cow, as 
many of the [pe&tators believed. Trarui, up- 
on bis firft attempt, fell down clofe by bis 
Jeat, and b.fpattered bim with bis blood; 
Sor be very rarely prefidid in the games, 
but ufed to fee them, lying on a couch, 
thro’ fome little holes at fir fl, but afterwards 
with the whole podium quite open. He was 
the firft too that inflituted, in imitation of 
the Gre ks, a tria] of frill in the three fe 

«eral exercifes of mufick, wrefiling, and 
horfe-racing, to be performed every five 
years in Rome, which be called Neronia. 
And upon the firft opening of a bot bath, 
and a School of exercife, which be built, be 
furuifbed the fenate and the equeftrian or- 
der with cil. And he appointed, as judges 
of the trial, confular gentlemen, chofen by 
lot, who fat with the pretors. At whith 
time he took bis feat in the orchefira among 
the fenators, and received the crown defign- 
ed for the beft performer in Latin profe and 
werfe, which Jeveral perfons of the highe/t 
quality put in for, but by unanimous confent 
yielded up to bim. And the crown for the 
beft performer on the barp, being likewife 
given bim by the judges in that difpute, be 
adored it, and ordered it "to be carried to 
Augufluss fatue. And in the Gymnick ex- 
ercife, which be prefinted in the Septa, du- 
ring the preparations for facrificing an ox 
upon that occafion, be [based bis beard for 
the firff time, and putting it up in a box, 
adorned with pearls of great price, he con- 
fecrated it to Fupiter Capitolinus. He invi- 
ted too the Veftal ladies to fee the wrefilers 
perform, becaufe at Olympia the priefefjes 
of Ceres are allowed the privilege of Jeeing 
that diver fion. 

13. Among ff the fine fights prefinted by 
him, the entrance of Tiridates into the city, 
may very well deferve a place. This gentle- 
man being king of Armenia, be by very large 
promifes invited to Rome. But being pre- 
vented from foewing him to tbe people upon 
the day fixt for it by proclamation, becaufe 
of the badnefs of the weather, be took the 
Jfirfl opportunity after, that prefented for it 3 
pojiing Jeveral battalions under arms about 


the temples of the forum, and fitting him- 
ory feat in the rofira, in a

his turban from his head, put him on a dia- 
dem, whilfi a pretorian gentleman pro- 
claimed in Latin the words, wherein the 
prince made bis addrefs to the emperor, 
Being after this brought into the theatre, 
and there again renewing his addrefs, be 
feated bim upon bis right band. For avbich 
being untverfally complimentea with the

14. He bad four conful/bips ; the firf 
for two months, the fecond and laft for fix, 
and the third for four ; the two middlemoft 
he held fucceffively one after the other, but 
the refl at fome diftance of time from them. 


ts. Do the adminifiration of juflice, he 
Scarce ever gave an anfwer to Jucb as pre- 
ferred their caufes to him for trial, till the 
day after, and in ewriting. His manner of 
bearing caufes was not to allow the parties 
to plead their caufes in long harangues, but 
to difpatch the fe veral particulars thereof in 
their order, in the «vay of debate. As oft as 
he withdrew to confult his affeffors in any 
caufe, be did not debate the matter openly 
and in common with them ; but filently and 
privately reading over their opinions, which 
they every one gave in writing, be gave fen- 
tence upon the bench, as he thought proper, 
a: if the fame was the opinion of the mojo- 
rity. For a long time be awould not admit 
the fons of freed men into the fenate ; and 
Juch as bad been admitted by former prin- 
ces, be excluded from all publich cffices in 
the government. The Jupernumerary candi- 
datis, to comfort them under the delay of 
their Lopes, be put into Jome command of the 
legions, The confulfoip he commonly gave 
for fix months; and one of tbe two confuls 
dying a little before the firft of January, 
be Jubflituted mo other in his room; diflik- 
ing what had been formerly done for Cani- 
orna-

was conful for one day only. He allowed the 
triumphal ornaments to gentlemen only of 
quefforian dignity, and to [ome of the e- 
queftrian order ; and that too not upon any 
military account, And infiead of the quef- 
tors, whofe office it properly was, he com- 
monly ordered the confuls to read Some 
Speeches of bis be fent to the fenate upon 
Jome certain occafions. 

16. He contrived a new model for build- 
ing in the city, ordering piazzas to be 
erected. before all houfes great and mall, 
that from the top of ihem, if any fire bap- 
pened, its fpreading. might the more eafily 
be prevented ; and thefe be built at bis own 
expence. He likewife defigned to carry the 
walls of Rome as far as Oftia, and to bring 
Jfrom thence the fea by a canal into the old 
city. A great many fevere regulations and 
new orders were made in bis time. A fump- 
tuary lawwas enacted. Public? fuppers were 
reduced to the fportule; and wviclualling- 
houfes reftrained from felling amy drefjed 
wiiuals, befdes pulfe and berbs ; whereas 
before they fold all kinds of meat whatever. 
The Chriflians too were feverely punifbed, a 
Sort of people given up to a new and mif- 
chiewous fuperflition. The ports of the qua- 
drigarii were forbid, who bad long taken 
the liberty of firolling about, and cftablifh'd 
for themfelves a fort of right by prefeription 
to cheat and thieve in jeft. The parties of 
the pantomimicks were banifbed together 
with themfelves. 

17. Againft the forgers of writings, the 
contrivance Was the n farft found out, tobave 
the tables bored, and run through three 
limes with a thread, and then fealed. It 
quas likewife enacted that in wills, the two 
prft pages, with only the teflator's name 
upon them, foould be prefented blank to fuch 
as were to feal it as witneffes 5 and that na 
one that writ a will for another, foould put 
down tberiim any legacy for bimfelf : as 
alfo that clients fbould pay their advocates 
a certain reafonable fee, but nothing for the 
benches, the charge of which was to be al- 
lowed out of the publick treafurys and that 
caufis which before belonged to the commif- 
fioners of the treafury to bear and décide, 
Sees ferrentur :

18. He never had the leaft ambition or 
hope of enlarging and advancing the em- 
pire; fo far fiom it, that he had thoughts 
of withdrawing his troops out of Britain ; 
and was only refirained by the fear of being 
thought to detrad from the glory of bis fa- 
ther. He only reduced the kingdom of Pon- 
tus, yielded up to him by Polemon, into the 
form of a province, as alfo that of the 
Alps, upon the death of Cottius 

19. He twice took up a defign of vifit- 
ing foreign parts, Ale xandria and Achaia; 
but was prevented in the former, upon the 
wery day fixt for his departure, by fome ill 
omens, and the bagard of the «vcyage toge- 
ther. For in going round the templis, bap- 
pening to fit down in that of Vejia, when 
be came to rife again, the lap of bis coat 
fuck faft ; and immediately be was feifed 
avith fuch a dimncfs in bis eyes, that be 
could not fee before him. In Achaia he at- 
tempted to make a cut through the iftbmis, 
and encouraged the guards, in 2 fptecb be 
made them, to begin the work; and upon 
a fignal given by Jound of trumpet, he firft 
broke ground with a fpude, and carried off 
a bafeet full of earth upon bis fbeulders. 
He made préparations too for an expedition 
to he Capiz porte, forming a new legion 
out of bis late leviesin Italy, of men all fix 
foot bigb, which be called the phalanx of 
Alexander the Great. Thefe things im part 
innocent, part highly commendable, Lhave 
thought proper to lay before the reader in 
one view, that they might not interfere 
with his fcandalous and villainous bebavi- 
our, which Ifpall now give an account of. 

20. Among ff tbe refi of the liberal arts 
be was taught in bis youth, be was 100 in- 
frudied in mufick y, and immediately upon 
bis advancement to the empire, be Jent for 
the harper Terpnus, who at that time bore a 
mighty character. beyond all of the pod 
on ; and for feveral days together [at by bim 
as be played after fupper , till late at night. 
At laji by degrees e begun to praéife and 
exercif. in that way himfelf. Nor did be 
omit any of thofe things, which your'arlips 
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yande vócis, caufa vel augen- 
dz fa&itarent, Sed et plum 
beam chartam fupinus pectore 
fuftinéere: et clyftere vomituq; 
purgari: et abftinere pomis ci- 
bifq; officientibus : donec blan- 
dienté profectu (quamquam ex 
igue vocis, et fufce) prodire 
in fcenamn concupivit: fubinde 
inter familiares Graecam pro 
verbium jactans, occalte mifice 
nullum «ffe rifpefium. Et pro- 
dit Neapoli primum: ac ne, 
concuffo quidem repente motu 
terra theatro, ante cantare def. 
titit quam inchoacum abfolveret 
yop. v Ibidem íepius et per 
complures caritavit dies : fump- 
toetiam ad reficiendam vocem 
brevi tempore, impatiens fecreti 
a balneis in theatrum tranfit, 
mediaq; in: órcheftra frequente 
populo epulatus // pau/Jum fubbi- 
biffit, aliquid fe fafferti tinnitu- 
rum Greco fermone promifit.

ency, (tho bis voice'twas naturally neither 
loud nor clear) be wasdefirous of app. aring 
upon the flage, frequently throwing out a- 
mong ft bis friends a Greek prowirh to this 
effect; that no regard was had for muficl: 
unheard, Accordingly be made bis fo ff 
publick appearance at Naples; and notavitb- 
flanding the whole theatre was foaken by a 
Sudden fbock of an earthquake, yet be gave 
not over, “till be had finifbed tbe pisce of 
mufick be had before bim. : He played and 
fang in the fame place feveral times firff, 
and for Several days together, taking only 
now and then a little refpite for therecruit- 
ing of his voices " till at laft being ary of 
private prattice, be paff from tbe batb into 
the theatre; and after a vefrefhment in the 
orchefira, amidft a crowded « ffemblyof the 
peoples be promifed them in Greek, that by 
the benefit of a litte tipphng, he would 
make their ears ring for them again. dad 
being charmed avitb the fongs that were fung 
to bis praife by fome Alexandrians belonging 
to the ficetjuft then arrived, be fent for 
more 6f tbe lie fongfers from Alexandria. 
And notvoithfianding be chofe young gentle- 
men of the Bquefirian order, and abowe five 
thoufand robuft young fellows out of the com - 
mónality, on purpofe to learn various kinds 
of applaufe ( called bombi, imbrices and 
tefta) avhich they were to make ufe of in 
his favour, as oft as be performed upon the 
harp, being divided into Jeve ral parties for 
the purpofe, and aii remarkable for delicate 
heads of bair, and boys very finely drefjed 
avith rings upon their left bands ; whofe 
leaders had falaries of forty thoufand fef- 
terces allowed them. 

21. Being infinitely defirous of foewing 
his art in Rome too, be ordereathe games 
called Neronia to be celebrated béfore the 
tine fixed for their return And ah being 
mighty importunate ‘to bear ‘his beawinly 
woice, be told'them, hewould gratify'fuch 
dentibus

But the fol- 
diers then upon the guard feconding the im- 
portunity of the people, be promifed to com- 
ph with their regue/t immediat:ly, and with 
all bis heart; and without more ado be or- 
dered bis name to be entered upon the iff of 
muficians that put in; and cafling in his 
lot among the ref, came up in bis turn, at- 
tended by the commanders of the preztorian 
battalions bearing bis harp, who were, fol- 
lowed by the tribunes of the foldiers, and 
feveral of his intimate friends. After he 
bad taken Lis fland, and made the ufual 
Jfourifb, be commanded Cluvius Rufus to 
proclaim to the theatre, that he intended to 
fing the flory of Niobe; which be accordingly 
did, and continued it "till ten o'clock; but 
deferred the difpofal of the crown, and the 
remaining part of the folemnity, "till. the 
next year, that he might have the more 
Srequent opportunities of performing in the 
Same way. But that being too long a time 
for bim to baulk his inclinatious, he could 
not forbear foewing his art now and then 
in publick, before it came. Nor did be make 
any fcr uple to appear upon the flage among ft 
other performers, even in the games prefent- 
ed to the people by the magifirates; and 
was offered by one of the pretors upon that 
account, no les than a million of fefterces. 
He likewife fung tragedies mafted 5 the vi- 
zors of the heras and gods, as alo of the 
heroines and goddeffes, being formed into a 
refemblance of bis own face, and that of any 
«woman be was in love with. Amongft the 
ref? he fung Canace in labour, Oreftes the 
murtherer of his mother, Oedipus blind- 
ed, and Hercules mad. Jn which laff tra- 
gedy, they tell you, a young centinel, pofed 
at the entrance of the theatre, feeing him 
attired and bound with chains, as the na- 
ture of the play required, ran to bis af- 
fifance. 

22. He was extravagantly fond of horfes 
from bis infancy, and was continually talk- 
ing of the Circenfian races, tho’ be was for- 
bid fo to do, And lamenting once among his 
{chool fellows, the cafe of a driver of ihe 
green party, that was dragged about the 
Circus at the tail of bis chariot, and being 
reprimanded by his mafler for it, be pre- 
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ementitus eft. Sed cum inter 
initia imperii eburneis quadrigis 
quotidie in abaco luderet, ad 
omnes etiam minimos Circen- 
(es commeabat e feceffu, primo 
clam, deinde propalam : ut ne- 
mini dubium effet eo die utique 
affuturum.

giftratus fo‘ent. Nec contentus 
harum artium experimenta Ro- 
mz dediffe, Achajam ut dixi- 
mus, petit, hinc maxime mo- 
tus. Inftituerant civitates, apud 
quas mufici agones edi folent, 
omnes citharaedorum coronas 
ad ipfum mittere. Eas adeo 
grate recipiebat, ut legatos, qui 
pertuliffent, non modo primos 
admitteret, fed etiam familiari 
bus epulis interponeret. A qui- 
bufdam ex his rogatus, ut can- 
taret fuper coenam, exceptuíq; 
effufius, /olos fcire audire Gre- 
cos, folofg; fe 9. fludiis fuis dignos 
ait, Nec profe&ione dilata, ut 
primum Caffiopen trajecit, fta- 
tim ad aram jovis Calli can- 
tare aufpicatus eft. 
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tended be was talking of Hector... dn the 
beginning of bis reign, be ufed to play every 
day with chariots and four borfes iu them, 
made of ivory, upon atable. And as oft as 
there was any thing to doin the Circus, be 
would come at firft privately, but at laf, 
openly, that no body ever. doubted, but he 
would certaminlybethere upon tbofe occafsons. 
Nor did be conceal bis defire to have the 
number of the primes doubled; and the 
number of races being augmented according - 
Jy, the diverfion continued till it was late, 
the maflers of the feveral parties refufing 
now to furnifo chariots for any time lefs 
than the whole day. Prefently upon this he 
took up a fancy for driving tbe chariot him- 
Self, and publickly too. Accordingly, after 
be bad made bis firft effays in the gardens, 
amidf? crowds of flacues and other rabble, be 
at length performed; in view of all the peo- 
ple in the Circus Maximus, whilf one of 
bis freed. men gave the ufual fignal by the 
toffing up of a napkin in the place where 
the magiflrates are ufed to do it. And not 
Satisfied with giving various fpecimens of 
bis dexterity in tbefe ways at Rome, he went 
over to Achaia, as 1 faid above ; the chief 
occafion whereof was this. The feveral " 
ties, wherein filemn publick trials of eil 
in mufick ufed to be performed, had refaf- 
wed to fend bim the crowns that were wont 
to be given to fuch as bore away toe prize 
upon thofe occafions, Thefe he accepted fa 
very kindly, that be not only gave the depu- 
ties that brought them, an immediate audi- 
ence before others that waited for it, but like- 
avife admitted them to his table. And being 
by fome of them requefted to fing at fupper, 
and prodigiou/y applauded upon it, be faic 
The Greeks alone had an ear for mufick, 
were alone proper judges of him and his 


attainments, And immediately putting bimfelf «pon bis journey, after be was 


arrived at Caffiope, be made bis f rft mufical performance immediate ly before 


the altar of "Jupiter Caffus.

At Olympia too, contrary to cuf- 
tom, be appointed a publick performance in

with for ummy fpeedy return, yet you 
ought rather to advife and wifh:for my 
return with a:charaéter worthy of Nero. 
During the timeof bis mufical performance, 
nobody wasallawed to fiir out of the theatre 
upon any account , bow neceffary foewer; in- 
fonuch that itis faid, fome women avitb 
child were delivered there ; and many being 
quite tired out avith hearing and applaud- 
ing bim, becaufe ihe town gates were eut, 
Supt privately over the walls ; or counter- 
feiting themfelves dead, were carried out in 
order to their funeral. With how much 
concern and anxiety he engaged upon thefe 
occafions, with what ‘keen dvfire to carry 
away tbe prize from bis adver faries, and 
with how much awe of the judges, appoint- 
edint nities, ishardly to be belisu- 


ed. And as if: bis adverfaries bad been up- 


on a level withhim, be would watch them 
narrowly, Jie at catch, defame them pri- 
wately, and Jometimes upon meeting them, 
rail at theminwery foul language; or bribe 
them too, if they «were better artifts than 
himfelf. He always addreffed the judges 
avitb. the profound? reverence, before be 
begun, telling them, He had done all 
things that were. neceflary, by way of 
preparation, bur that the iffue of the ap- 
proaching trial was in the hand of for- 
tune; that they, as wife and fkilful men, 
ought not to have any regard to things 
cidental. And upon their encou- 
to bae a good heart, be went

fer bis carriage, and could not recover 
bis affurance, “till an actor by bim fore, 
be was fure it bad not been in the leaft re- 
garded, amidft the exultations and acclama- 
tions of the people. When the prixe was 
adjudged him, be always proclaimed the 
Jame bimfelf, and put in among ft the pub- 
lick criers in their contefts for the maftery. 
And that no memory or the leaft monument 
might remain of any of tbe viGors in the 
Jacred Greecian games, be ordered all their 
Statues and images to be pulled down, drag- 
ged away with hooks, and thrown inte the 
jakes. Herid the chariot too with various 
Jets of horfes, and at the Olympick Lames, 
with no fewer than ten, tho in a poem of 
bis be bad refieéted upon the memory of Mi- 
thridates for the fame. But being toffed out 
of the chariot, he was again replaced, yet 
could not hold it, and was obliged to defiff, 
before he came to the end of the race, is 
vas crowned notavitbflanding. At bis quit- 
ting the province, he declared it a free 
country, and conferred upon the judges in the 
Several games the freedom of Rome, with 
waft fums of money. All which favours 
be proclaimed bimfelf with bis own «voice, 
from the middle of the fladium, during the 
Solemnity of the Iithmian games. 

25. dn bis return from Greece arriving 
at Naples, becaufe he had firft entered upon 
the publick pra&tice of his art in that city, 
he made his entrance in a chariot drawn by 
white borfes through a breach in the town- 
wall, according to the pradtice of Juch as 
come off conquerors in the facred Grecian 
games. In the like manner he entered An- 
tium, Albanum and Rome. Into the laft 
place he made his entry, mounted upon the 
Same chariot wherein Augufius bad triumph- 
ed, ina fearlet-coat, and a cloak embroi- 
dered with golden flars, with the crown 
avon at Olympia upon bis head, and that 
given bim. at the Pytbian games in his 
right hand, the ref being carried in 4 
pompous manuer before him, with infcripti- 
ons fignifying the places were they had 
been won, from whom, and in what 
mufical performances, whil/ perfons fol- 
lowed bim with loud acclamations of ap- 
plaufe, crying out, that they were the

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emperor's attendants, and the foldiers of 
his triumph. And then having caufed an 
arch of the great Circus to be taken down, 
he paffed through the breach, as alfo thro’ 
be welabrum and the forum, to the palace 
and the temple of Apollo. Every where as 
he marched along, vidiims were flain, whilft 
the fireets were frewed with faffron, and 
birds, ribbons, and fweel-meats thrown upon 
him. He hung the facred crowns in bis 
chamber about his beds. He likewife caufed 
flatuts to be eredied for him in the attire of 
a harper, and had the like flamped upon 
his coin. And after this be was fo, far 
from abating any thing of his application to 
mufick, that for the prefe rvalion of bis 
woice, be never addreffed bimfelf to the fol- 
diers, but by meffages, or with fome Lady 
to deliver bis Jpeeches for him, when be 
thought fit to appear among ft them bimfelf. 


Nor did be ever do any thing either in jeff 


without a ice mafter fanding by him to caution him againft the 
over-firaining of bis u ind pipe, and to

clap a handkerchief to his mouth when 
proclaimed open enmity to many, ace 


cording as they were more lavifh or Sparing in their applaufe of Lim.

26. The vices of petulancy, luff, luxury, 
avarice, and cruelty, be pradtifed at Sjrft 
fparingly and pr imately, as if prompted 
thereto only by the folly of goutb, yet fo 
that even then the world was of opinion, 
they were the faults of his nature, and not 
of bis age. After i1 was dark, be would en- 
ter the taverns difguifed in a cap or a hat, 
and firoll about the fireets, playing alun- 
dance of wild mifchievous pranks. For be 
fed to beat fuch as he met coming home 
from fupper s and if they made any refif- 
tance, would wound them too, ard 2: 
them in the jakes. He broke and robbed 
Jbops likewife, appointing a mart at home 
for the felling off bis booty. And_in the 
Seufiie upon tbefe occafions, he often run the 
hazard of lofing bis «yes, and bis life too; 
being almeft thumped to death by a fenator, 
whofe lady he had been rude to. After 
avhich bout, be never more ventured abroad 
at that time of night, without Jome iribunes 
Jolloauing Lim at a diflance. In the day- 
time he ewould be carried in a chair 
incognito into the theatre; and pofiing him- 
Self upon tbe upper part of the p ofcenium,

trum, feditionibus pantomimo 
rum ex parte profcenii fuperio 
ori, fignifer fimul ac {pectator 
aderat.

27. But his vices by degrees working 
more ftrongly in bim, be laid afide bis jo- 
cular pranks, and all difguife, breaking out 
intocrimes of a more enormous nature, withe 
out the leaf concern to conceal them. He 
avould continue bis revels from mid-day to 
mid night, being frequently refrefoed by 
avarm baths, and in the fummer-time, in 
fuch as were cooled with Jnow, + He fre- 
quently fupped in publick, as in the Nau- 
machia with the fluices fout, or in the field 
of Mars, or the great Circus, being wait- 
ed upon at table by the frumpets of the 
town, and thofefrom Syria. As oft as be 
avent down the Tiber to Oflia, or coaffedit 
by the bay of Baiz, booths furnifbed with 
all conveniences for drinking and boring 
avere fet up all along the foores and banks, 
before which flood matrons, that like hind 
landladies, invited bim ajfbore. He would 
invite himfelf to fupper with his friends, 
one of which cofl no lefs than four millions 
of feflerces in choice crowns, and another 
fometbing more in rofes. 


28. Befides bis abufe of boys frecborn, 
and bis freedom with other men’s wives, be 
committed a. rape upon the Veflal virgin 
Rabria. He bad like to have married 
Ace his freed woman, having fuborned ome 
confular gentlemen to fwear that foe was of 
royal difcent. He gelt the bay Sporus, and 
endeavoured to transform biminto a woman 
nay, be married bim too with all the ufual 
formality of marriage-Writings, the veil, 
and a buge deal of company at the wedding 5 
and avben be bad done, bad bim conducted 
Like a bride to his own houfe, and treated 
bim as. his wife. And there gots a good 
jeft enough upon it, that it would have 
“been happy for mankind, if his father 
Domitius had fuch a wife, This Sporus 
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ater talem babuiffet uxorem.

the folemn affemblies and marts of Greece, 
and afterwards at Rome through the Sigil- 
laria, dreffed up in all the finery of an em- 
prefs, and now and then kiffed him as they 
rode together. That be was paffionately de- 
frrous to lie with bis mother, but was dif- 
Juaded from it by her enemies, for fear the 
haughty infolent woman foould, by fuch a 
favour, get bim entirely into ber power, and 
carry all before her, was univerfally be- 
liewed, efpecially after be entertained a- 
mong ft his concubines, a firumpet, who was 
reported to be very like Agrippina. .. Nay, 
and before this, as often as be rid in the 
fame chair with bis mother, he ufed to 
practice an incefluous fort of Sel f-pollution, 
as appeared by the fpots upon his cloaths. 


29. He proflituted his own chaflity to 
that degree, that after he had defiled every 
part about bim with fome unnatural pollu- 
tion, or other, he at laft invented a firange 
hind of diverfion, which was to be let out 
of a den covered over with a avild beaff's 
shin, and to feife upon the privities of both 
men and women tied to a flake for that pur- 
pole; and after he bad fufficiently fpent bis 
fury upon them, bad bis own job done by 
bis freed man Doryphorus, to whom be was 
married in the fame manner Sporus bad 
been married to himfelf before, imitating 
the crics and fbrieks of young virgins, 
avben they are deflowered. 1 have been in- 
formed, by feveral, that he firmly believed 
not-one man in the world was chafte, or 
undifiled in any part of him; but that moft 
men concealed that vice, and bad the cun- 
ning to keep it private; and therefore to 
Juch as frankly owned their unnatural lewd- 
ntfi, be. forgave all their other crimes. 


30. He knew no other ufe of riches and 
money, than to fquander them away pro- 
Sufely, looking upon all thofe as fordid, 
Jneaking voretches, that in their expences 
hept within due bounds, whilft be cried up 
thofe as truly noble and generous fouls, that 
lavifoed aavay and wajied all before them. 
He magnified and admired his uncle Caius, 
upon no account, more than bis confuming, 
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ingentes a Tiberio reli&as opes 
in brevi fpatio prodegiffet. Qua- 
re nec largiendi nec abfumendi 
modum tenuit. In Tiridatem, 
quod vix credibile videatur, oc- 
tingena nummum millia diurna 
erogavit, abeuntiq; fuper H. S. 
millies contulit. Menecratem 
cithareedum et Spicillum mir- 
millonem triumphalium viro- 
rum patrimoniis zdibuíq; dona- 
vit, Cercopithecum Panerotem 
foneratorem, et urbanis rufti- 
cifg; prediis locupletatum, pro- 
pe regio extulit funere. Nullam 
veftem bis induit. Quadringe- 
nis in pan&um H. S. aleam lu. 
fit. Pifcatus eft rete aurato, 
purpura coccog; funibus nexis. 
Nunquam carrucis minus mille 
fecifle iter traditur, foleis mu- 
larum argenteis, canufinatis 
mulionibus, armillata et phale- 
rata cum Mazacum turba, atq; 
curforum, 


31. Non in alia re damnofior 
quam in zdificando, Domum 
a Palatio Efquilias ufq; fecit. 
Quam primo  Zrezfiteriam, 
mox, incendio abfumtam, refti- 
tutamque, Auream nominavit.

In czteris partibus cuncta auro 
lita, diftinàis gemmis unio- 
numg; conchis erant. Ccenatio- 
nes laqueatz tabulis eburneis 
verfatilibus, ut flores, fiftulats, 
ut unguenta defuper fpargeren- 
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in a [port time, the vaft treafure left bim 
by Tiberius. Accordingly be was himfelf 
profufe andextravagant, beyond all measure. 
He fpent upon Tiridates eight hundred thou- 
Jand fefterces a day, afum almoft incredible; 
and at bis departure prefented him with 
above a million. He likewife beflowed upon 
Menecrates, the barper, and Spicillus a 
gladiator, the eflates and houfes of gentlo- 
men, that bad bad the honour of a triumph, 
He enriched the ufurer Cercopithecus Pane- 
rotes with eftates bothin town and country 5 
and gave bim a funeral, in pomp and mag- 
nificence almof equal to that of princes, He 


never wore the fame garments twice. He 
would game for four hundred tboufand feRer- 


ces for every {pat that came up upon the tali. 
He ufed to fb with a golden net, draaum 
by filken cords of the fineft fcarlet colour. 
Lt is faid, be never travelled with lef: than 
a thoufand carts attending him with bis 
baggage ; the mules being all food with fil- 
wer, and thetr driver dreffed in fearlet 
cloaths of the finefi wool; and a numerous 
train of footmen, and Africans, with brace- 
lets on their arms, and mounted upon horfes 
in very fine trappings. 

31. He was in nothing more prodigal 
than building. He raifed an houfe that 
reached from the palace to the Efzuiliz, 
which be at firft called Tranfitoria; Lue 
after it was burnt down and rebuilt, The 
golden houfe ; concerning the largenefs 
and furniture of which it may fuffice to fay 
thus much. The porch was fo high, that 
there flood in it a monfirous fiatue of bim- 
Jelf, an bundred and twenty foot in height, 
and the extent of it fuch, that it bad triple 
porticos a mile in length, anda pond like 
a fea, Jurrounded with buildings that looked 
like a city. Befides this, there was with. 
in the compas of it, corn-fields, vineyards, 
paflures and woods, with avafi number of 
beafts of all forts; both wild and tame. 1t 
avas in all theparts of it overlaid with gold, 
and finely adorned with jewels and mother 
of pearl. The rooms of entertainment were 
archid, with vaults of ivery, that turned 
round and fcattered flowers about the rooms, 
and were bifides furnifbed with pipes for 
the dropping of unguents upon the guefts.

32. Verum ut fpes fcfellit, 
deltitutus, atq; ita jam exhauftus 
et egens, ut itipendia quoque 
militum, et commoda vetera- 
norum protrahi ac differri ne- 
cefle effet, calumniis rapinifq; 
intendit animum. Ante omnia 
initituit ut e libertoram defunc- 
torum bonis pro femiffe dodrans 
cogeretur ei, fi qui fine proba 
bili cauffa eo nomine eflent, 
quo fuiilent ilz familiz quas 
ipfe contingeret : deinde ut in- 
gratoram in principem tefta 
menta ad fifcum pertinerent: 
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The chief banqueting room was round, and 
perpetua lly tier ning about night and day, in 
imitation of the motions of the heavens. 
The baths were provided with water from 
the fea and Albula. Upon the firft opening 
of the Lboufe after its being finifbed, be 
gave it a flight approbation in tbefe words, 
that he had now got a lodgitig fit for a 
man to live in. He likewife begun a pond 
for the reception of all the warm rivulets 
from Baie, which be defigned to have car- 
ried on from Mifene to the Avernian lake, 
wer, and inclofed within porticos ; 
as alfo a canal from Arvernum to Offia, for 
the convenience of paffing betavixt tbofe favo 
places by bippirg, and yet not by fia, an 
hundred and fixty miles in length, and of a 
breadth fuffictent to let foips with five banks 
of oars pafi one another. For the carrying 
on of which defigns, be ordered all prifon- 
ers, every-‘where, to be brou "bt into Italy; 
and that fuch as were cohciéted of tbe moft 
heinous crimes, fhould only be condemned to 
avork therein. He was encouraged to all 
this wild expence, not only by the great re- 
venue of the empire, but the fudden hopes 
given bim of an immenfe hidden treafure, 
viz that which queen Dido, upon her flight 
from Tyre, had brought along with her in- 
to Africa, which a Roman knight pretend- 
ed to ure bim, upon good information, 
avas fiill bid there im [ore lonely caves, 
aubich might, by a little labour, be dug up 


again. 
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22. But being baulkéd in bis expectations 
of this fupply, and quite exbaufted and re- 
duced to thofe difficulties, for want of money, 
that be avas obliged to fufpend the payment 
of bis troops, and the advante of the pre- 
miums due to the veterans; he refolved upon 
the fupply of bis neceffities, in the avay of 
falfe accufation and rapine. In the ff 
place be ordered, that if any freed man bore 
the name of any family be was allied to, 
qvitbout fuficient reafon, at bis dece: afe, in- 
flead of balf, three fourths of bis eflate 
foould be brought into the exchequer, as alfo 
that the eftates of fucb as had not, in their 
avills, been grateful to their prince, foould

Britannicum, non minus 2mu- 
latione vocis, quz illi jucundior 
fuppetebat, quam metu ne quan- 
doque apud homihum gratiam 
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be all confifeated ; and that the lawyers. 
who had drawn, or difated, fuch wills, 
foould be liable to a fine: and that all 
awords ard actions, that any informer could 
but ground an action upon, fPould pofs for 
treafon. He lik wife demanded the & alue 
of the crowns. which the cities of Greece 
bad at any time offered bim in the Jolemn 
games there. And having forbid the ufe of 
the Amethyfline and Tyrian fear Jet, be pri- 
wately fent one to fell a few ounces thereof 
upon the day of the Nundine, and then fbut 
up all the merchants’ foops for them. It’s 
Said too, that as be was playing and finging 
in the theatre, obferving a married lady 
dreffid in that kind of fcarlet be bad for- 
bid the ufe of, be pointed her out to his pro- 
curators ; upon which foe was immediately 
dragged out of ber feat, and not only Aripped 
of ber cloaths, but her eftate too. He never 
nominated a perfon to any cffice, without 
Saying to bim, You know what I want ; 
and let us take care to leave no body any 
thing. 4: Lift he rifted abundance of temples 
of the rich offerings that bad been depofited 
therein, and melted down all the gold and 
fever flatues, and avongft them thofe of the 
Penates, which afterwards Galba reftored. 
23. He bigun the pratlice of parricide 
and murder with Claudius himfelf; for 
tho’ be was not the contriver of bis death; 
pit he was privy to the defign upon bim, 
nor did he make any fecret of it, but ufed 
afterwards to commend by a Grecian pro- 
verb mufbrooms as food fit for gods, bicaufe 
be bad been poifoned with one. He abufed 
his memory both by word and deed in the 
grofjeft manner, one while railing at him 
for bis folly, another while for bis erut ity. 
For be ufed by way of jeft to fey that £e 
bad given over morari among fi men, pro- 
nouncing the fi fd fyllable of tbe word long ; 
and repealed many of his decrees and cone 
fitutions, as made by @ doating old: block 
head. He made but an ordinary low fence 
about the place where his body was burnt. 
He attempted to poifon Britannicus, as much 
out of enuy, becaufe he hada fweeter voice, 
as for fear of bis proving too firong for bim, 
by reafon of the refpe the people had for 
the memory of father. The perfon em-

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ployed for tbe purpofe was one Locufta, an 
evidence againft fome that had been guilt 
of the practice of that horrid wickedeele 
But the poifon be bad from ber, working 
more flowly than be expected, and only giv- 
ing him for the prefent a loofene/s, be fent 
for the woman and beat her with bis own 
"band, charging ber with giving bim an an- 
tidote ivffead of poifon ; and upon ber alledg- 
ing in excufe for berfelf, that foe had given 
him but a gentle mixture, to prevent fufpi- 
cion, what, fays be, | warrant you, I am 
afraid of the Julian law; and obliged her 
to prepare upon the pot before bis eyes as 
quick and flrong a dofe as poffible. This 
be tried upon a kind, but he lingering for 
five hours before be expired, be ordered ber 
to go to work again, and when foe bad 
done, gave the poifon to a pig, which dying 
immediately, he ordered it to be brought in, 
and given Britannicus, as be was at fupper 
with bim. And he failing down immediately 
at the firft tafling of it, pretending to the 
company, that it was only a fit of the falling 
frcknefs which be bad been ufed to be troubled 
with, he buried him the day following, ina 
very poor manner, and avaft,purry, during 
a very rainy feafon. He gave Locufia for 
ber fervice, a pardon, with avaft eflate in 
land, and put fome difciples to ber for the 
learning of ber trade. 
34. His mother was ufed to enquire ve- 
ry frriGly into every thing he faid or did, 
and to reprimand bim «very freely ; which 
gave bim fo much diflurbance, that be en- 
deavoured to expofe ber to the refentment of 
the publick, by frequently pretending to quit 
the government, and retire to Rhodes; and 
Joon after deprived ber of all honour and 
power ; and taking from her, ber guard of 
Roman and German foldiers, he banifbed 
her the palace, plagued and tormented ber 
by all the ways he could think of, employing 
perfons to perfecute her when at Rome wita 
law-Juits, and to diflurb her in ber retire- 
ments from town, with foul language and 
banter, as they paffed either by land or fea. 
But being terrified with her threats and 
violent fpirit, be refolved upon ber defiruce 
tion ; and thrice attempting it by poifon, 
but finding ber Jecured beforeband by anti- 
ria,

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dotes, he provided a contrivance to Let loofe 
the floor above ber bed-chamber, upon her as 
Joe was afleep in the night. But this de- 
fign being not kept clofe enough by thofe cdn- 
cerned in it, be contrived a foip that would 
eafily fall to pieces, in bopes of deflroying 
ber either by the diffolution of it, or the 
Salling in of the cabin upon her. Accordingly 
under the cover of a pretend: d reconciliation, 
Pe writes ber a mighty civil letter, invit- 
ing ber to Baiz, to celebrate there together 
with himfelf the feftival of Minerva, and 
having given private orders to the captains 
of the triremes that were to attend ber, to 
featter her fDip to pieces, by falling foul 
upon it, but in fuch a manner as to make

ing in terrible concern to bear the iffue of 
bis proje. But being informed that ail 
things bad fallen out quite contrary to bis 
avilh, and that foe bad faved herfelf by 
fwimming, not knowing now what courfe to 
take, upon ber freedman L. Agerinus bring- 
ing wvord with a great deal of 27, that joe 
was Jafe and will, be privately dropped a 
ponyard by bim, and then commanded bim 
to be fije and clapped in chains, under 
pretence of bis being employed by his mother 
to affaffnate him; at the fame time order- 
ing her to be put to death, and gir ing one 
that to avoid the refentment of her intended 
plot, foe bad lai 1 violent bands upon berfelf.

35. Uxores preter O&aviam 
duas poftea duxit, Poppzam Sa- 
binam, quzílorio patre natam, 
et equiti Romano ante nuptam :

Nay be at- 
tempted too by a magick facrifice to fetch up 
her ghoft from below, in order to mollify 
her rage agairft bim. When he was in 
Greece, he durfl not prefume to attend at 
the performance of the Eleufinian rites, upon 
bearing the cryer difcharge all impious and 
wicked villains from approaching. To the 
murther of bis mother be joined that of bis 
aunt, for being obliged to keep her bed upon 
account of an indif/pofition occafioned by a 
coflicoenenefs, he paid ber a wvifit and the good 
old lady firoking his downy chin, and fay- 


ing,, may I but live to fee the firft fhaving of this, I fhall then be content 
He turned to thofe about him, and by way of jeft upon it, Said, that 
be would have bis beard immediately taken off ; and then ordered the phyficians 
to purge her more flrongly ; and feixed upon ber eflate before foe was dead, fup- 
preffing ber will, that be ‘might frveep all. 


35. He had two wives befides Octavia, 
Poppeca Sabina the daughter of a gentleman, 
that had been queftor, who bad been mar- 
ried before to a Roman knight, and after 
her, Statilia Meffalina, great grand daugh- 
ter to Taurus who was twice conful, and 
had the bonour of a triumph ; in order to en- 
joy whom he put to death ber hufoand 
Atticus Veftinus, at that time conful, He 
«vas foon weary of O&acvia' s bed, and being 
cenfured by his friends for it, he replied the 

marks of diftinction belonging to an em- 
prefs ought to fuflice her. Soon after be at- 
tempted jeveral times, but in vain, to firangle 
her, and then divorced her as being barren. 
But the people expreffing their diflike of it, 
and giving their tongues a great deal of li- 
berty upon the occafion, be banifbed ber too. 
And at laft put her to death, upon a charge 
of adultery fo uery impudent and apparently 
fale, that whin all that were examined by 
torture about it abfolutely denied their know- 
ledge of any fuch thing of her, be was for- 
ced to fuborn his pedagogue Anicetus to con- 
ffs that be bad by a trick prevailed upon 
ber to fubmit to bis lufi. He married Pop- 
pea twelve days after the divorce of Oca- 
via, and loved ber entirely; and yet killed 
her with a kick he gave her, when foe was 
big with child and indifpofed, only becaufe

chariot. He had by ber a daughter Claudia 
Augufia, that died an infant. There was 
indeed no kind of relations that did not feel 
the effedis of bis cruelty to their defiru@ion, 
He put to death Antonia Claudius’s daugh- 
ter, who refufed to marry bim. after the 
death of Poppeea, under pretence of her be- 
ing engaged in a plot againfl bim. In like 
manner did be diftroy all the reff that were 
any ways allied to him either by blood or 
marriage, among ff whom was young Aulus 
Plautius. He firft obliged bim to fubmit to 
bis unnatural lufl, and then ordered bim to 
be executed, crying out, now let my mo- 
ther go kifs my fucceflor, pretending be 
had been his mother’s gallant, and by ber 
encouraged to afpire to the empire. His flep- 
Jon Rufinus Crifpinus, Poppea’s Jon, tho a 
minor, be ordered to be drowned in the fea, as 
he was fifbing, by bis own flaves, because be 
qvas reportedtoad frequently among bis play- 
fellows the part of a general or an emperor. 
He banifbed Tufcus bis nurfe's fon, for pre- 
Juming when be was procurator of Eg ypt, to 
wajfh in the baths provided againft bis com- 
ing. His maffer Seneca he forced to kill bim- 
Self, altho’ upon his defiring leave to with- 
draw from court, and offering to refign up to 
him his eftate, be folemnly f'wore, that there 
was no foundation for his fufpicion of him, 
and that he would perifh himfelf rather 
than hurt him. Having promifed Burrus 
the commander of the guards a remedy for a 
Jwelling in in bis throat, be fent him poifon. 
Some old rich freedmen of Claudius, that 
bad been formerly the promoters of his adop- 
tion by that prince, and very inflrumental 
in his advancement to the empire, and were 
his governors too, be took off by poison given 
them in their meat or drink. 

36. Nor did be proceed with lefs cruelty 
againft thofe that were not of bis family. 
A blazing far, which is vulgarly Juppofed 
to portend defiruction to kings and princes, 
appeared above the borifon several nights 
together. This he was in a mighty concern 
about, and being informed by one Babylus an 
aftrologer, that princes ufed to fave aff the 
danger threatned them by fuch prodigies, by 
foedding the blood of illufirious perfans, and 
Mm2 lere :

and the rather, becaufe be feemed to have 
Some plaufible pretence for it, from the dif- 
covery of t«w£0 confpiracies againft bim s the 
jirft and more dangeraus of which was that 
formed by Pifa and difeovered at Rome, the 
other «was that of Vinicius at Beneventum, 
The confpirators were brought upon their 
tryals loaded with treble irons. Some frank- 
ly. confeffed the charge, nay fome reckoned 
their defign upon bis life as a favour hewas 
obliged to them for, as if it was impoffible 
any other ways than by death to relieve Juch 
a wretched fcandalous villain as be was. 
The children of fuch as were condemned, 
avere banifbed the city, and afterwards either 
poifoned or flarved to death, t's certain 
ome with their pedagogues and flaves that 
bore the books after them, were all poifoned 
together, at one dinner, and others not. fuf- 
fered to feck their daily bread. 

37. From this time be butchered without 
diflindtion or quarter all he pleased upon any 
idle pretence. To mention only a few. It 
was laid to the charge of Salvidienus Orf- 
tus, that he bad let out three foops belonging 
to his boufe in the forum to fome cities for 
the ufe of their deputies at Rome, The charge 
againft Caffius Longinus a blind lawyer was, 
that be kept amongft the bufis of his anct]- 
tors that of C. Caffius, who had a band 
in the death of Fulius Cefar. And the 
only thing objected againft Patus Thrafeas 
«vas a cloudy countenance, like that of a 
pedagogue. He allowed no more than an 
bour's time to thofe be obliged to kill them- 
Selves ; and to prevent delay, be fent them 
phyficians to cure them immediately, if 
they lingered beyond the time allowed 
them. For fo he called bleeding them to 
death, There was in tbofe days an Egyptian 
of a mofi voracious flomach, that would di- 
ef raw flefb, or any thing elfe that wat 
given bim. - It is credibly reported be was 
mighty defirous to furnifb him with living 
men to tear and devour. Being wonderfully 
elated and puffed up with bis mig bty fuccefs 
in barbarous villainy, be declared upon it,

This fire he beheld from a tower on 
the top of Mecenas’s houfe, and being 
hugely diverted, as he faid, with the 
beauty of the flame, be fung tbe ditty of 
the defiru@ion of Troy, in the drefs oft by 
bim upon the flage. And to make his ad- 
wantage of this calamity, in the way of 
plunder and rapine, he promifed to bring off 
the bodies of fuch as bad perifbed in the 
fire, and remove the rubbifh at bis own 
expence ; and fo fuffered no body to come at 
the remains of their houfes or goods. Yet he 
not only received, but demanded contributions 
upon the account, "till be had exbaufied both 
the provinces and pris wate per) ons. 
39. Thefe terrible aud fbameful calamities 
brought upon the publick by their pacc, 
avere attended with fome from fortune too; 
as a plague, by which, within the compafs 
of one autumn, no lefs then thirty thoufand 
people died, as appeared by the books of the 
temple of Libitina; a terrible lofsin Britain, 
where two of the principal towns belonging 
to the Romans, were plundered with mifera- 
ble havock of vie troops and allies both. A 
Joameful baffie of our army in the Eaft, viz. 
Armenia, where our legions were obliged to 
pajs under the yoke ; aud it was with great 
difficulty we kept Syria. Amidft all thefe 
things it was flrange, and indeed extremely 
remarkable, that he took nothing more pa- 
tiently, than foul language and railing s 
and ufed none with more gentlenefs, than 
Such as traduced bim by rude refleions and 
lampoons, Many things of that nature were 
pofed up in the town, or otherwways fpread

tune, that having loft Some things of great 
value by foipwreck, be a not to fay 
among fi bi VM that the fifhes would 
him them again. + Naples be 
rd of the infurrection in Gaul, upon the 
wery day on which be flew bis mother, and 
bore it with that eafiness and Jecurity, that 
be gave ground for Jufcipion, that be was 
really glad of it, as if be bad now a fine 
opportunity put into bis bands of plunder- 
ing thofe wealthy pr ces by right of war;

Confolantiq; nutricu- 
le, et aliis quoq; jam | principi- 
büs fimilia accidiffe memoran- 
tl 82 «ero praeter ce&teros inaudi- 
tà' ét incognita pati, refpondit 
qui fuum. imperium vivus amit- 
teret. Nec eo fecius quidquam 
ex confuetudine, luxus atq; de- 
fidi& omifit vel imminuit. Quin- 
imo, cum profperi quiddam ex 
provinciis nuntiaturh effet, fu- 
per abundantiffimam ceenam jo- 
culatia in defectionis duces car- 
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that be had by adoption. In his endeavour 
to confute the other crimes be was reproach- 
ed with, be infifted upon no argument, but 
that of bis being upbraided with want of 
Jill in anvart he bad [pent fo much pains 
upon, and bad arrived at fich a perfedtion 
in afking noXv and then thofe about bim, if 
they knew any one that excelled him in 
that way. Bat bing alarmed with meffen- 
gers after ineffengers of ill news from Gaul, 
be returned im great canflernation't3 Rome. 
And being fomewhat comforted upon the 
road by the obfervation of the frivolous omen, 
of a gallick foldier defeated by a Roman 
knight; and dragged along by the hair, 
carved upon a monument, be jumped again 

for joy at the fight of it; and adored the 
heavens. Yet even then he made no perfonal 
application either to the fenate or the people, 
but calling together fome of the principat 
perfons-in town to bis own boufe, be held 
with tbem a jfeort bafly confultation upon 
the prefent fate of bis affairs, and then dur- 
ing tbe remaining part of the day, carried 
them about with bim to view fome mufical 
inflruments of & new invention that wert 
played by water ; forewing them every thing 
about them; and difcourfing tipon the reafon 
and difficulty of the contrivance, all which 
he. told them be defigned to produce in the 
theatre, if Vindex would give him leave. 

42. Scon after be was advised that Gal- 
ba and Spain bad d:clared aguinft bim ; upon 
which falling down under à terrible deje&tion 
of mind, be laid a long time peechle/s, and 
in a mannir dead. As foon as be came to 
bimfelf, bé tore his clogtbs, and beat bis 
bead, trying out, thathe was ruined. His 
nurfe endeavouring to comfort bim, and 
telling him that the like things bad bap- 
pened to other princes before bim, be replied, 
he was beyond all example miferable, 
who lof an empire whilft he was living. 

But notevitbflanding be did not omit or abate 
any thing of bis ujual way of living, being 
as luxurious and negligent of bufinefs as ever. 
Nay, upon the arrival of fome good news 
from the provinces, be at a fumptuous enter- 
tainment, Jang witb an air of wantonnefs 
Jome jecular verfes upon the leaders of the

Succeffores, per- 
cufforefq; fubmittere exercitus 
et provincias regentibus quafi 
confpiratis, idemq; etunum fen- 
tientibus, quidquid ubiq; exfu-

Ac fufcep- 
tis fafcibus, cum poft epulas tri- 
clinio digrederetur, innixus hu- 
meris familiarum, affirmavit, 
fimul ac primum provinciam at- 
tigiffet, inermem fe in confpec- 
tum exercituum  proditurum, 
nec quidquam aliud quam fletu- 
rum. Revocatifq; ad poeniten- 
tiam defectoribus, fequenti die 
letum inter lztos cantaturum 
epinicia, que jam nunc fibi 
componi oporteret. 

44. In preparanda expeditio- 
ne primam. curam habuit deli- 
gendi vehicula, portandis {ceni- 
cis organis, concubinafque, quas 
fecum educeret, tondendi ad 
virilem imodum, et fecuribus 
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them off with proper geftures. And being 
privately brought into the theatre, be fent 
avord to an ator that pleafed the company, 
that he made too free with the emperor's 
employment. 


43. At the firfi breaking out of thefe 
troubles, it is believed be had formed many 
bloody projects, but agreeable enough to his 
temper ; to give out new commiffions for the 
government of the provinces, and command 
of the armies; and to Jend affaffrns . to 
butcher all the former governors and. come 
manders, as all unanimoufly engaged in @ 
confpiracy againft bim y to mafjacre all the 
exiles, and all the Gauls in Romes the for- 
mer, left they Jeould join the revolters ; ihe 
latter as privy to the defigns of their coun- 
trymen, and favourers of them ;.to,deliver 
up Gaul to be wafted and plundered, by bis 
armies; to poifon the whole fenate at a feaft; 
to fire the citys and then let out the wild 
beafls upon the peoples to divert them, from 
Popping the progre/s.of the frames: But, be- 
ing deterred from the execution of thefe de- 
figns, not fo much by remorfe.o confcience, 
as defpair of being able to go through with 
them ; and judging an expedition into Gaul 
neceffary, be removed the confuls from their 
office, before their time in it was up; and 
in their room, bore the confulfbip bimfelf 
alone; as if the fates had refolved Gaul 
foould not be conquered, but by. a. conful. 
Upon taking tbe fafces, after an entertain- 
ment in the palace, be walked out of the 
room, leaning upon fome of his friends, and 
declared, that as foon as he arrived in the 
province, he «would make bis appearance 
among the troops unarmed, and do nothing 
but weep; and after he bad thus brought 
the rebels to repentance, would tbe next days 
at the publick rejoicing upon the occafion, 
fing fongs of triumph; which ought imme- 
diately to be compofed for bis ufe. 


44. In his preparation for this expedi- 
tion, bis firfl care was to provide carriages 
for his mufical infiruments to be ufed upon 
the fiage; and to trim the concubines, be 
carried along with him, like mens and 
furnilb them with battle-axes, and Amaxa-

45. Ex annone quoq; cari- 
fate lucrantium accrevit invi- 
dia, Nam et forte accidit, ut in 
publica fame Alexandrina navis 
nuntiaretur pulverem ludtatori- 
bus aulicis advexiffe. ^ Quare 
omnium in fe odio concitato, 
nihil contumeliaram defuit quin 
fubiret. Statuz ejus a vertice 
currus appofitus eft cum in- 
fcriptione Grzca, Nunc demum 
agona effe, et, traberet tandem. 
Alterius collo et afcopera deli- 
gata, fimulg; titulus, Ego guid 
potui ? fed tu culeum meruifli.

46. Terrebatur ad hac evi- 
dentibus portentis fomniorum 
et aufpiciorum, et ominum, 
tum veteribus tum novis. Num- 
quam ante fomniare folitus, oc- 
cifa demum matre, vidit per 
quietem, navem fibi regenti 
extortum gubernaculum, trahi- 
que fe ab Q&avia uxore in arc- 
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niam targets. Upon this be fummoned the 
city tribes to lift; but nobody of any account 
appearing, he ordered all mafters to fend a 
certain number of flaves, and the choiceft 
they bad too, not excepting their flewards 
and fecretaries. He command.d likewife all 
the feveral orders of the people to bring in 
a certain proportion of their eftates, as they 
food in the cenfor’s books; and moreover, 
all tenants of boufes, great or mall, to pay 
one year’s rent forthwith into the exche- 
quer ; and with «vondrous nicenefs and 
firicinefi, would receive only new coin of 
the choicef filver and the fineft gold ; info- 
much, that mofl people openly refufed to pay, 
crying out by confent, that be ought ta /queexe 
the informers, and oblige them to give up 
again their premiums. 


45. The publick hatred of bim received 
no fmall addition from tbe great fcarcity of 
corn, and an accident that happened upon it. 
For juft at that time a [bip arrived from 
Alexandria, which was faid to be freighted 
avith duft for the wrefilers about court. 
This did fo inflame the publick rage againft 
bim, that he was treated with all the abufe 
and feurrility imaginable. A chariot was 
placed upon the top of a flatue of bis, with 
a Greek infcription, Now he had a race to 
run indeed, now he ought to lug away. 
A budget was tied about the neck of another, 
and an infcription added to thefe qwords, 
What could 1 do? but thou haft deferved 
afack. Some body writ too, upon the pillars 
in the forum, 'That he had awakened the 
cocks with his finging. dnd a great many 
people, in the night-time, pretending to 
quarrel with their fervants, frequently 
called for a Vindex. 

46. He was befides terrified with mani- 
Sept prefages, bath old and news, arifing from 
dreams, aufpices, and omens. He bad never 
been ufed to dream, before the murther of 
his mother : after that, be fancied in his 
ficep be was fleering a foip, and that the 
rudder was forced from bim ; and that be 
avas dragged by bis wife Ofavia intoa pro- 
digious dark places and was one awhile cover- 
Nnaz tiffimas

tifimas tenebras, et modo pen- 
natarum formicarum multitudi- 
ne oppleri: modo a fimulacris 
gentium ad Pompeii theatrum 
dedicatarum circuiri, arcerique 
progreffu. Afturconem, quo 
maxime lztabatur, pofteriore 
corporis parte in fimiz fpeciem 
transfiguratum, ac tantum Ca- 
pite integro hinnitus edere ca- 
noros. De Maufoleo fponte fo- 
ribus patefacüs exaudita vox 
eft, nomine eum cientis. Kalen- 
dis Januarii exornati Lares in 
ipfo facrificii apparatu concide- 
runt.

Ob- 
fervatum etiam fuerat, novifii- 
mam fabulam cantaffe eum pub- 
lice Oedipodem exulem, atq; in 
hoc decidiffe verfu. 
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ed euer with a vafl fwarm of winged anti 
and another furrounded by the images of the 
nations erected nigh Pompey's theatre, and 
hindred from advancing further. That a 
Spanifb gennet Le was fond of, had his 
hinder parts fo changed, as to refemble thofe 
of an ape 5 and having only his head left 
unaltered, neighed very barmonioufly. The 
doors of the Maufoleum flying open of them- 
Selves, a voice was heard from thence, call- 
ing upon him by bis name. The Lares be- 
ing trimmed up with new gariands upon the 
fief of Fanuary, fell down, during the 
preparations for a facrifice to them. And 
as be was taking of omens, Sporus prefent- 
ed him with a ring, the fione whereof bad 
carved upon it the rape of Proferpine. 
‘And when a vaft multitude of the feveral 
orders were gathered together, to attend at 
the folemnity of makirg vows to the gods, it 
avas a long time before the keys of the capitol 
could be found. And «oben in a fpeech of 
his to the fenate apainft l'index, thife words 
avere read, that the villains fhould be pu- 
nifhed, and in a {hort time meet with a. 
death fuitable to their deferts, they all 
cried out upon it, you will effect it Au- 
guítus. Jt was obferved too that the laft 
tragick piece be Jung was Oedipusin exile, 
and that he fell as be was repeating this

47. In the mean time, upon the arrival 
of news, that the ref of the armies had 
declared againft bim, he tore the letters, 
ibat were delivered bim at dinner, to pieces 
overthrew the table, and dafbed with vio- 
lence againfl the ground tao cups he was 
much pleased with, which be called Homer's, 
becaufe they bad fome of that poets verses 
cut upon them. And then taking a dofe of 
poon from Locufia, which be put up in à 
golden box, be avent into the Servilian gar- 
dens, and from thence difpatching Some 
trufty freedmen of bis own to Oftia ta make 
reddy a fleet, be endeavoured to prevail with 
fame tribunes and -centurions, of the guards 
to attend bim in bis fight; but Jona 
detrec- 
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detretantibus; uno vero etiam 
proclamante, 
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of them [beaving no great inclination to com- 
phy, and others abjolutely refufing, and one 
of them crying out aloud,

be was in great perplexity, whether be 
foould fubmit bimfelf to Galba, or apply to 
the Parthians for protection, or elfe appear 
in publick dreffed in mourning, and upon 
the rofira, in the mof? piteous manner, beg 
pardon for his pafl mifdemeanors, and if 
be could not prevail, to beg of them to grant 
bim at leafl the government of Egypt. 4 
Speech of bis ta this purpofe was afterwards 
found in bis ferutore. But it is Supposed be 
dur ft not venture upon this project, for fear 
of being torn to pieces, before he could get 
to the forum. Sufpending therefore his re- 
Solution "till the next day, he awaked about 
midnight, and finding the guards with- 
drawn, be jumped out of bed, and fent 
Sor bis friends; but receiving no anfwtr 
from any one of them, be went with Jome 
few attendants to their houfes; but the 
doors being everywhere fout, and none of 
them giving him any anfwer, be went back 
again to bis bed. chamber, from whence now 
thofe too that bad tbe charge of it, were 
all run, fome one way, and fome another, 
carrying off with them his bedding and 
box of poifon. Upon which he endeavoured 
to fiud Spicillus the gladiator, or any bady 
elfe to kill bim; but no body being to be 
Sound, what, /ays be, have I then neither 
friend nor foe ? and immediate’ ran out, 
as if be would throw himfelf into the 
Tiber. 


48. But this furious refolution Joon ceaf- 
ing, be wifbed. for Jome place of privacy, 
abere, be might recolled his thoughts; and 
his freed-man Phaon thereupon offering Lime 
a country-houfe of bis, betwixt the Salaries 
and Nomentan roads, about four miles from 
the town, bare foot as be was, and in bis 
tunick, only flipping aver it an old weatber- 
beaten cloak, with his head muffsd up in 
it, and bis handkerchief clapped to his 
face, be mounted a borfe, with four perfong 
any to attend him, among/! whom Sporus

Statimq; tremore 
terre, et fulgure adverfo pave- 
a&us, audiit ex proximis caf- 
tris clamorem militum, et fibi 
adverfa et Galbz profpera omi- 
nantium: etiam ex obviis via- 
toribus quendam dicentem, H 
Neronem — perfequuntur « alium 
fcicitantem, Ecguid in urbe mo- 
wi de Nerone ?.

Ut ad diverti- 
culum ventum eft, dimiffis e- 
quis, inter fraticeta ac vepres, 
per arundineti femitam zgre, 
nec nifi ftrata fub pedibus vette, 
ad averfum villa parietem eva- 
fit. Ibi hortante eodem Phaon- 
tc, ut interim in fpecum egeftz

49. Func unoquoq; hinc in- 
de inftante, ut quamprimum fe 
impendentibus contumeliis eri- 
peret, fcrobem coram fieri im- 
peravit, dimenfus ad corporis 
fui modulum : componique fi- 
zül, fi qua invenirentur, frufta 
marmoris, et aquam fimul ac 
ligna conferri, curando mox ca- 
daveri, flens ad fingula, atque 
identidem dictitans, Qualis ar- 
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«uas one; and being immediately much fright - 
ed with an earthquake, and a flafb of light- 
ning darting full in the face of him, be 
heard from the camp hard-by the foouts of 
the foldiers, wifbing his deffru£iion, and 
profperity to Galba; as alfo one of the tra- 
wellers they met with by the way, Jay, 
Thefe are in purfuit of Nero; and ano- 
ther aft, Is there any news in town 
about Nero? Uncovering his face upon 
occafion of Lis borfe’s boggling at a carcafs 
that lay in the road, be was known by an 
old foldier that had been difcharged out of 
the guards, and faluted. When they came 
to the lane that turned up to the boufe, they 
quitted their borfes, and with much ado be 
got through farubs and bufbes, and a track 
through a piece of ground covered with reeds, 
over their coats [pread upon the ground bere 
and there for bim to tread on, to a wall on 
ihe back fide of the villa; where Phaon 
advifing bim to hide himfelf awhile ina 
fand pit, be faid, he would not go under 
ground alive; and flaying there fome little 
time, “till a private paffage inta the villa 
could be made for him, he took up fame wa- 
ter out of a ditch that was by him in his 
hand to drink, Juying, This is NERO'S 
boiling water. hen his cloak having been 
torn by the thorns, be pulled away the pricks 
that fluck in it. At laf being taken in 
creeping upon his bands and knees, through 
a bole that was made for him, be laid bim 
down in the firf? room be came at, upon a 
poor bed with an old coverlet thrown over 
it. And being both hungry and thirfly, be 
refufed fome coarfe bread that was brought 
him, but drank a little warm water. 


49. Every body about bim now preffing 
him to fave himfelf from the indignities 
that were ready to befall him, he ordered a 
grave to be made before bis eyes, according 
to the dimenfions of bis body, and the bot- 
tom to be covered with pieces of marble put 
together, if any could be found about the 
houfe, ard water and wood likewife to be 
provided in order to his funeral; weeping 
at every thing that was done, and fre- 
quently faying, What an artift is now to 
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tifex. pero! Inter moras.perla- 
latos a curfore Phaontis.codicil - 
los przripuit, legitq; /e Joffem a 
fenatu judicatum et queri, ut pu- 
niatur more majorum.  Interro- 
gavitq; quale id genus effet pce- 
ne. Et cum. comperiffet nudi 
hominis cervicem inferi furce, 
corpus virgis ad necem. cedi : 
conterritus, duos pugiones, quos 
fecum tulerat, arripuit :\ tenta- 
taq; utriufque acie, rurfus con- 
didit, cauffatus nondum adefle 
fatalem horam.

In the mean time fome letters be- 
ing brought in by a footman of Phaon’s, be 
Jnatched them out of his band, and there 
found, ‘That he had been declared an 
enemy by the fenate; and was fought for 
in order to be punifhed, according. to 
antient practice’ amongft the Romans 
Whereupon be afeed what kind of pur ij 
ment that avast, and being told, the way 
qvas to firip-the criminal fark:naked, and 
lafh bim to death,-awith bis neck foftened 
within a forked flick, he was fo terrified, 
that be inall bafle took up twe daggers be 
had brought along with bim, and feelin, 
both their points, put them up again, j ay 
ing, the fatal hour was not yet cc 
And one while he begged of Sporus to

The expences of bis funeral amounted 
to two hundred thoufand fofterces s the bed 
upon which his body was carried to Phe pile 
and burnt, being overlaid «witb a white to- 
werlet, interwwove with gold,avbich be bad 
made ufe of upon the calinds of "January 
before. His nurfes Ecloge and Alexandra 
vith bis concubine A laid ap bis \rélicks 
in the monument belonging 10 the family of 
the Domitii, whith is on the top of the 
bill overlooking the gardens) and isto be 
Seen from the field of Mars. In that me- 
zument a coffin ayitb an altar of Porphyre- 
tick marble of ‘Luna owt it, is enclofed 
within a wail of Thafan forte. 
gi. His flatire was a little below the 
ordinary fixe 5 bis body fo fpotted and mark- 
ed as io make a wile appearance 3 hit hair 
fomewshat yellow, bis countenance fair ra 
ther than bandfome, bis eyes grey and dull, 
bis neck fat, bis belly prominent, legs very 
fender, but bis conftitution very bealtbful. 
For tho’ bé àvas extravagantly lüxurious iu 
bis way of living, yet be bad but three fits 
of fichnes in a courfe of fouriim years, 
which were fo gentle, that he neither for- 
bore tbe ufe of swine, nor altered his ajunt 
way of living. In bis drefs and the care 
of bis perfon, be was fo foamtelefs, that be 
had his hair cut in rings ene above another, 
and whe be «vai in Achaia leb it grow long 
behind, and appeared abroad for the moft 
part in the dvefs he ufed at table, deba 
handkerchief about bis neck, bis coat loofe 
upon bim, and without fboes. 
2. He «vas entéred when a boy in almoft 
all the liberal. feiences, but bis moiber di 
werted bin from the fludy of philosophy; ai 
by no means fuitable to one that was to be 
emperor ; arid his mafter Seneca difcouraged 
him from reading the old orators, that he 
might keep him’ the longer in admiration of 
bimfelf. He was much addiéted to poetry, 
and compofed verfes readily and with a great 
deal of eafe; nor did be, as fome think, 
publijb thofe of other people for bis own. I 
have bad im my hands fome little pocket- 
books of bii, with forie well known verfes,

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56. He was a defpifer of all religious 
avor/bip, except that of the Syrian godde/s ; 
yet at laft foe too was in fo little requeft 
with bim, that be pifsd upon her; being 
now engaged in another piece of fuper flition, 
in which alone he conftantly perfified. For 
having received a little image of a girl, as 
a prefervative againft plots, from fore mean 
obfcure fellow, and difcovering a confpiracy 
immediately upon it, be conftantly worfbip- 
ped it, as the greateft among the gods, and 
with three facrifices a day ; and be was de- 
frrous to have it thought that be had by the 
information of that godd:/s a knowledge of 
things to come. A few months before be 
died, he offered feveral facrifices, in order 
to confult the entrails of the victims ; but 
could never meet. with any favourable inti- 
mations from them. 

57. He died the thirty-Jecond year of 
his age, upon the Jame day whereon be bad 
Sormerly put Octavia to death; and the pub- 
lick joy was fo great upon the occafion, that 
the common people run up and down with 
caps upon their beads. And yet there were 
Jome,who for a long time trimmed up bis tomb 
with fring and fummir flowers; and one 
while placed his image upon the rofira, 
dreffed up in flate robes; another while 
publifbed proclamations in his name, as 
if be was yet alive, and would feortly come 
to Rome again, with a vengeance to all bis 
enemies. And Vologefus too, king of the 
Parthians, when be fent embaffadors to the 
Senate, to renew the alliance betwixt that 
nation and the Romans, very much infifted 
upon it, that due honour fbould be paid to 
the memory of Nero. And to conclude, when 
twenty years after, at which time Iwasa 
young man, fome fellow of obfcure birth gave 
himfelf cut for Nero, be met with Juch a 
favourable reception from the Parthians, 
that be was very powerfully fupported by 
them, and it was with much ado they fur- 


rendered bim up.

TH E race of the Cefars was extin@ 
in Nero; which had been intimated 
before by various figns, but e/pecially tavo 
that were moft apparently fuch. Formerly 
as Livia after ber marriage with Auguf- 
tus was going to a country-Jeat of her's 
near Veit, an eagle flying by, let drop upon 
her lap a ben, witha Iprig of laurel in 
her mouth, jufl as foe bad nipped ber up. 
The lady gave order to have the hen taken 
care of, and the laurel fprig fet ; and fuch 
a numerous brood of chickens came from the 
hen, that the villa to this day goes by the 
name of the villa at the Hens; and the 
laurel fpread fo confiderably, that the Ce- 
Jars in their triumphs bad their laurel 
crowns fiom thence; and it was a cuflom 
conflantly obferved, to plant others in the 
place upon that occafton s and notice was ta- 
hen, that a little before the death of each 
prince, the tree that had been fet by him 
died. But in the laft year of Nero, the 
whole plantation of laurels perifbed to the 
very roots, and the bens all died; and the 
temple of the Cefars being fruck with 
lightning about the fame time, the heads of 
all the flatues therein fell at once; and Au- 
guffus's fcepter was dafbed out of his bands. 


2. Nero was fucceeded by Galba, who 
«vas not in the leaf? allied to the family 
of tbe Cafars; but without doubt of very 
noble extraction, being defcended of a great 
and an antient family, as who always ufed 
to put amongft bis other titles on the bofes 
of bis flatues, bis being great grandjon to 
Ooz ferit :

3. It would be very tedious to give but a 
foort account of the whole family : I feall 
therefore only touch upon that branch of it 
he was dofcended from. For what-reafons or 
avbence the firft of the Sulpicii that bad the 
cognomen of Galba, was fo called, is uncer- 
tain; fome are of opinion, it was becaufe be 
Set fire to a city in Spain, after be bada 
long time attacked it to no purpofe, with 
torches dipped in the juice of the Syrian cane 
called Galbanum ; others faid, he was fa 
named, becaufe, in a long indifpofition, he 
made ufe of a remedy wrapped up in E7774 
called Galbeum others, becaufe be was am 
exceeding fat man, Jucb an one being called 
iu tbe Gallick tongue Galba ; or becaufe he 
avas the quite contrary, very Slender, like 
thofe little animals, which breed in a Jort of 
oaks, and are called Galba. Serg. Galba, a 
confular gentlemen, ga've a confide rable lufire 
to the family, being the moft eloquent man of 
bis time. Hiftorians tell us, that when he 
avas propretor of Spain, he perfidioufly put 
to the fword thirty tboufand Lufitanians, 
and by that means gave occafion to the war 
of Viriatus, His grandfon being incenfed 
againf? Julius Cesar, whofe lieutenant he 
had been in Gaul, becaufe by bis means be 
«vas baulked of the confulfbip, joined with 
Caffius and Brutus in the confpiracy againft 
bim; for which be was condemned by the 
Pidian law. From bim were defcendid the 
grandfather and father of the emperor Gal- 
ba. The grandfather was more famous in 
the world for his application to fludy, than 
for any figure be made in the government 3 
for be vcf: no bigher than the pretorfoips 
but publifbed a large and a curious biffary. 
His father attained to tbe confuljbip, being 
avery low man and bump backed s ithal 5 
but a tolerable orator, and an indufirious 
pleader. Hiswwives were Mummia Achaica, 
ghter of Catulus, and great grand- 
bier of L. Mummius, who d. ftroyed 
Corinth, and Livia Ocellina, a very rich

Quamquam autem 
nondum «tate conítanti, vete- 
rem civitatis, exoletumq; mo- 
rem ac tantam in domo fua 
haerentem, obítinatiffime reti- 
nuit, ut ee ferviq; bis die 
frequentes ad eflent, ac. mane 
falvere, vefperi valere fibi fin- 
guli dise:

6. Honoribus ante Jegitimum 
tempus initis, praetor commifii- 
one ludorum floralium, novum 
fpe&aculi genus, elephantos fu- 
nambulos edidit: exin provin.

fuit: mox conlulatum per fex 
menfes ordinarium geffit; Eve- 
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ftood before his door quite tired, and 
unlefs fhe was admitted forthwith, would 
be a prey to the firft comer. And upon bis 

awaking, opening the door of bis houfe, be 
found a brafen flatue of the goddefs, above 
a cubit long, clofe by the threfoold; and 
carried it away with him to Tufculum, 
avhere be ufed to pafs the fummer-feafon; and 
having confecrated it in an apartment of 
his houfe, be ever after worfbipped it by 
monthly fupplications, and an anniverfary 
vigil. And tho be «vas but a very young 
man, be kept up an ancient but obfolete cuf- 
tom, and now no where obferved but in bis 
own family, which was to have his freed- 
men and flaves appear in a body before bim 
twite a day, morning and evening, to pay 
their refpects to him. 

. Among ft other liberal arts, be applied 
himflf to the law. He married too; but 
lofing his wife Lepida, and two fons he bad 
by her, be continued a widower ; nor could 
he be prevailed upon to marry again, not 
even Agrippina berfelf, at that time left a 
ewidow by the death of Domitius, who had 
endeavoured by all imaginable arts to draw 
bim to her embraces, whilft be was a mar- 
ried man, and before he was a widower, 
infomuch that the mother of Lepida, before 
Several married ladies met in company toge- 
ther, feolded at her for it, and beat ber too, 
He made his court to Livia Augufla above 
all others; by wwhofe favour, whilft foe 
«was living, be made a confiderable figure, 
and bad like to have been enriched by the 
will foe left at ber death, wherein fhe dif- 
tinguifoed bim from the reft of the legatees, 
by a large legacy of fifty millions of Jefler- 
ces; but becaufe the fum was expreffed in 
Jigures, and not in words at length, 1t was 
reduced by her heir Tiberius to fi ve hundred 
tboufand, which too was never paid bim. 


6. Being advanced to publick poffs in the 
government, before the age required by law 
for it, in bis pretorfbip, at the celebration 
of games in honour of the goddefs Flora, be 
entertained tbe people with a new fight of 
elephants walking upon ropes. After that 
be governed the province of Aquitain for 
nigh a year, and Joon after bad an ordinary

patri Neronis, ipfi Salvius Otho 
pater Othonis fuccederet, velut 
prefagium — infequentis — cafus, 
quo medius inter utriufq; filios 
extitit imperator.

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confulfbip, which he held fix months and 
it fo fell out, that be fucceeded L. Domitius 
the father of Nero therein, and was fucceeq- 
ed by Salvius Otho, father to the emperor of 
that name; which looked like a presage of 
bis future advancement to the empire, - bee 
towixt the fons of thofe two gentlemen. Bez 
ing appointed by C.Cafar to fucceed Getus 
dicus, the day after bis arrival at the ai- 
my, be put a flop to their clapping of hands 
in a folemn publick diverfion, by giving out 
this fentence for tbe watch award, "That 


they fhould keep their hands within their cloaks. Jmmediately upon «which 
the following verfe became very common in the camp.

With the like flriinefs he would not allow 
of any petitions for leave to abfent from the 
camp. He hardened the foldiers, both old 
and young, with conffant exercife; and ba 
ing quickly reduced the barbarians within 
iheir proper bounds, who bad made inroads 
into Gaul itfelf; upon Caius's coming inte 
Germany, be fo far recommended bimfelf 
and bis army to that emperor s approbation, 
that amongft innumerable troops dravin 
Srom all the provinces of the empire, mone 
met with abigher commendation or greater 
rewards from him. He likewife diftinguifo- 
ed himfelf by appearing at the bead of @ 
military procefion, with a fbield in his 
band, and then running by the emperor's 
chariot twenty miles together. 

7. Upon the news of Caius's death, tho 
many earnefily preffed him to lay bold of 
that opportunity of feifing the empire, Jet 
be chofe rather to be quiet. For which reafon 
be was in great favour with Clavdius, and 
being received into the number of bis friends, 
was of Juch account with him, that the 
Britijh expedition was for fome time fuf- 
pended on the occafion of bis being Juddenly 
feifed with fome flight indifpofition. He 
governed Africa in the quality of proconfut 
for two years, being chofen out of cour fe to 
Jetile the flate of that province, which was 
in great diforder from civil diffentions, and 
the alarms of the barbarians. And be E

Settle it with tbe utmoft firicinefs and juf- 
tice, ewen in mall matters. A foldier being 
charged with felling, in à great fcarcity of 
corn, upam fome “expedition, a modius of 
wheat, which was all he had left, for a 
hundred denarii; be forbad bim to be reliew- 
ed by any body, when be came to want bim- 
Self; and be was accordingly ewafled todeath, 
And in thé adminifiration of jupice, a 
caufe being brought before bim about fome 
beaft of burden, which two perfons claimed 
a property in, tbe proofs being on both fides 
trifling, and the truth uncertain, be ordered 
the beaft to be led with his bead muffled up 
to a pond he ufed to be watered at, there to 
be unblindid ; and that he fhould be the per- 
Jon's, to whofe boufe, after drinking, be 
returned. 

8. For the exploits performed by bim, 
both at that: time in Africa, and for- 
merly in Germany, he received the tri- 
unphal ornaments, and three priehs of- 
fices, one amongft the fifteen, another a- 
mong ft tbe Sodales Titu, and a third a- 
mongft the Augufiales; and from that time 
to the middle of Nero's reign, be lived for 
the moff part retired, He never went abroad 
fa much as to take the air, but be bad a 
chariot attending him, with a million ¢ 
Jeflerces in gold, till at left Hifpania Tar- 
raconenfis was offered bim, at that time 
living in the town of Fundi. After bis ar- 
rival in the province, as he was at facrifice 
in a temple, a boy that attended with a 
cenfer, grew all on a. fudden grey headed; 
which fome looked upon as a fign of an ap- 
proaching revolution in the government, and 
that an old ‘man would fucceed a young ont ; 
that is, be would fucceed Nero. And not 
long after, ‘thunder falling into a lake of 
Cantabria, twelve axes were fcund in it, 
as a manifefl fign of tbe fupreme power.

9- He governed the province for eight 
years, with great variety and’ unffeadinels 
of bebaviour ; being at the firf very brife, 
and indeed exceffively fevere in the punifo- 
ment of delinquents. For be cut off the bands 
of a banker that bad been guilty of fome 
hnavifh practice in tbe way of bis profeffion,

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and nailed them to his table, and cruci- 
Jied another. for poifoning an orphan he 
was guardian to, whom in cafe of death 
he was to fucceed in the inheritance of Lis 
eflate, And upon bis imploring the pro- 
tection of the law, and crying out that be 
was a Roman citizen, as if be bad a mind 
to comfort bim under bis afflidion, and al- 
leviate bis punifoment by a piece of honour 
done bim, he ordered bim a new croft, 
higher than ufual, and whited over. By 
degrees be gave himfelf up to a life of lazi- 
nefs and imactivity, for fear of giving 
Nero any occafion of jealoufy, and becaufes 
as be ufed to fay, nobody was obliged to 
be accountable for want of bufinefs. 4s 
be was holding the affizes at new Car- 
thage, he received advice of the rifing in 
Gaul. And bring fallicited by the lizute- 
nant of Aquitain for his affifance, foon af- 
ter came letters from Vindex, begging of 
4imto put himfelfat the head of mankind, 
in order to deliver them from the tyranny 
of Nero. And without demurring long 
upon the matter, he complied, from a. tnix- 
ture of fear, and hope. For he bad dif- 
covered that private orders had been fent 
by Nero to bis procurators in the provinces 
to get bim difpatched, and he was encou- 
raged to the undertaking, as well by Jfeve- 
ral aufpices and omens, as by the prophecy 
of a young lady of good quality, and the 
more fo, becaufe the prieft of Jupiter at 
Clunia, upon advice by a dream had dif- 
covered in the inner part of the temple the 
very fame verfes foe bad delivered ber pro- 
phecy in, which had been likewife uttered 
by another young woman infpired about two 


hundred years before ; the fenfe whereof was, That in time Spain fhould 
give the world a lord and matter.

10. Wherefore mounting the bench, un- 
der pretence of fitting for the manumifing 
of faves, having Jit up before bim the fla- 
tues of feveral who had been condemned 
and put to death by Nero, whilf a noble 
youth flood by, who had been banifhed, and 
awhom be bad purpofely fent for ont of the 
next Balearian ifland, be lamented the 
coudition of the times; and being thereupon 
unanimotfly Jaluted by the title of em- 
perar, he publickly declared himlelf only

ple of Rome. And then proclaiming a va- 
cation, be raifed out of the commonalty of 
the province legions and auxiliary troops, 
Befides bis old army confifting of one legion, 
two bodies of borfe, and three fingle batta- 
lions of foot. Out of the principal perfons 
in the army he formed a hind of fenate, 
confifting of the moft confiderable among ft 
them for age and prudence, to advife with 
upon all matters of importance, as oft as 
occafion fhould require. He likewife chofe 
Several young gentlemen of the equefirian 
order, who were to be allowed the privi- 
lege of wearing the gold ring, but under 
the title of Evocati, foould keep guard 
before bis bed chamber, inftcad of the Jol- 
diers. He likewife iffued proclamations 
throughout the provinces of the empire, 
exhorting all to rife unanimoufly, and help 
forward the common caufe, by all the ways 
and means in their power. About the 
fame time, in fortifying a town, which be 
had pitched upon for the feat of war, @ 
fing was found of antique workmanfbip, 
in the flone of which was cut the goddefs 
Victory with a trophy. Aud prefently af- 
ter a sip of Alexandria arrived at Der- 
tofa, loaded with arms, without any ont 
to fleer it, or fo much as a failor or paffen- 
ger on board: fo that now no body made 
the leaft quefiion, but the war they werea 
going upon was jufl and honourable, and 
favoured by the gods, avhen all on a Sudden 
the avbole defign bad like to bave been un- 
expedtedly blafted. One of the two bodies 
of horfe repenting the violation of their 
cath to Nero, attempted to defert bim upon 
his approach to the camp ; and were with 
fome difficulty kept in their duty, And 
Jome flaves urhich bad been prefented bim 
by a freed-man of Nero's, on purpofe to 
murtber him, bad like to have killed bim 
as be went through a narrow paffage ta 
the bath. But upon his advance, encou- 
raging one another not to flip the opportu- 
nity, and being called to an account about 
it, a confeffion was forced from them by

empiror, be laid afide the title of Lieu- 
tenant, and took upon bim that of Cefar. 
And putting bimfelf upon bis, march with 
bis generals cloak on, and a dagger bang- 
ing from bis neck before bis breaft, be did 
not refume the ufe of the toga, "ill Nym- 
phidius Sabinus commander of the guards 
at Rome, with the two. lieutenants For- 
teius Capita im. Germany, and Claudius 
Macer in Africa, who oppofzd bis Jettle- 
ment, were all fuppreffed. 


12. A rumour of his cruelty and ava~ 
rice got to town before him, as that be bad 
punifbed fame cities of Spain and Gaul, for 
not coming readily into bim, by the impo- 
fition of heavy taxes, and fome by level- 
ling their walls; and had: put to death 
the governors and, procuratori therein, 
with their wives and children: aud tbat 
he bad melted down a golden crown, that 
had been prefented him by the T arracani- 
ans, taken out, of. tbe temple of Jupiter, 
of fifteen pound weight, and exadte d from 
them three ounces that were wanting in 
the weight... This fame of bim was con- 
firmed and encreafed, as Joon as he entered 
the town, For fome rowers belonging 10 
the feet that bad heen taken into the troops 
by Nero, he would needs oblige to return 
to their former condition again; but they 
refufing to comply, and obflinately demand- 
ing to continue in the fervice they were its 
be not only difperfed them by a body of 
borfe det laofe upan them, but likewife exe- 
cuted every tenth man among them. He 
alfo broke @ battalion of Germans, which 
had been formed. by the former emperors, 
for the guard of their per fons, and by va- 
rious trials af them found very faithful, 
and fent them back into their own countrys 
avitbout any gratuity at all, pretending 
they were more inclinable to favour the ad- 
vancement of Cn. Dolabella than bis (RU, 
nigb whofe gardens they bad their: en 
campment.

accounts, De reached him from bis table, 
a difh of foop for bis care and diligence; 
and when Canus, the piper, bad played 
much to bis fatisfaGion, he prefented bim, 
taken out of bis own pocket. 


13. Wherefore his arrival in town was 
not very agreeable to the people, as ap- 
peared pretty plainly at the next publick 
diverfion after ; for when the farce- actors 
begun that noted fong,

all the /peGators, with one voice, went ou 
with the reff, repeating and aéting the 
Jirft verfe Several times over. 


14. He got the empire with more fa- 
wour and authority than be managed it; 
tho’ be gave many proofs too of bis being am 
excellent prince s but thofe were not fo grate- 
Sul to the people, as. bis mifcondud was of- 
enfe. He was governed by three favou- 
rites, who, becaufe they refided at court, 
and were confiantly about him, were called 
his pedagogues. Thefe were T. Vinius bis 
lieutenant in Spain, a man prodigioufly co- 
welous ; Cornelius Laco, who from an affef- 
Jor to the prince, was advanecd to be com- 
mander of the guards, a perfon of intolera- 
ble arrogance and laxine/s. His freed- 
man Icelus, dignified a little before awith 
the privilege of wearing the gold ring, 
and the cognomen of Mortianus, was 
now à candidate for the bigbefl honour any 
of the equeftrian order can rife to. He put 
himfelf fo entirely into the power of thefe 
three favourites, who managed very wild- 
Jy, according to tbe impulfe of their fiweral 
vices, and was fo much abufed by them, 
that bis condu& was not very confifient bs 
remai- 
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remiffior ac nepligentior quam 
conveniret principi electo, atq; 
illius etatis, Quofdam claros 
ex utroq; ordine viros fufpicio

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itfelf. One while be was more rigorous 
and frugal, another while more lavifh and 
carelefi, than became a prince that bad 
been chofen by the people, and was Jo far 
advanced im years. He condemned fome 
gentlemen of the firfl rank in the fenatorie 
an and equeftrian orders, upon a very flight 
Jufpicion, and without trial. He rarely 
granted the freedom of the city to any one, 
and the privilege belonging to fuch as bad 
three children only to one or two, and that 
with great difficulty, and only for a ii- 
mited time. When the judzes petitioned to 
have a fixth decury added to their number, 
he not only denied them, but deprived them 
too of the vacation that had been granted 


them for the winter, and the beginning of the year.

15. Jt uvas thought too, be defigned to 
reduce the offices held by fenators and gentle- 
men of the equefrian order to a term of 
two years continuance; and to difpofe of 
them to none, but fuch as were unwilling te 
accept of them, and refufed them. All the 
grants of Nero he recalled, faving only the 
tenths thereof to the proprietors; for which 
purpofe he gave a commiffion to fifty Ro- 
man knights, with orders, that if blay- 
ers or.wrefilers had fold what had been 
formerly givin them, it foould be exacted 
from the purchafers, fince they having, to 
be Jure, [pent the money, were not in a 
condition to pay; but on the other hand, 
he Juffered his attendants and freed-men, 
to fell or give the revenue of the flate, or. 
immunities from taxes, as alfo to punifo 
the innocent, or pardon criminals, at plea- 
fure. Nay, when the Roman people were 
«very clamorous for the punifoment of Ha- 
lotus and Tigellinus, two of the mof mif- 
chievous amongft all the emiffaries of Nero, 
be protected them, and moreover dignified 
Halotus with a commiffion for one of the 
beft procurations he bad; and in favour of 
Tigellinus reprimanded the people for their 
cruelty by proclamation. 

16. By thefe means he incurred the dif- 
pleafure of all the feveral orders of the peo- 
ple, but efpecially the Joldiery. For bis 
commanders. baving promifed them in his 
name a donative upon their taking the 
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grandins® folito prepofiti “pro- 
nuntiaffent, neq; ratam rem ha- 
buit, er fübinde Ja&tavit /egere 
fe mililem® non’ emere confaeffe. 
Atque ' eo quidem nomine om- 
nes qui ubig; erant éxacerbavit.

oath to bim, before bis arrival in town; 
he refufed to make it good, and now and 
then faid that he ufed to choofe his fol- 
diers at pleafure, not buy them. And 
thus he fet all the Jeldiery every-where a- 
gainft bim. But the guards he. alarmed 
with apprehenfions of danger, ‘and feurvy 
ufage ; cafBigring a great many of them 
now and then as difaffected to bim, and 
Such as bad been favourers of Nymphidius. 
But the army in Upper Germany were a- 
bove all others in a mighty cbafé, to be de- 
frauded of the rewiantls due to them for the 
good fervice they bad done again the 
Gauls and Vindex. Wherefore they firft 
ventured to oppofe the new emperor, refufing 
upon the calends of January to fwear to 
any but the fenate ; and immediately dif- 
patched away deputies to the pratorian 
troops, to let them know, they did not 
like the emperor that had been fet up in 
Spain, and to defire they would make 
choice of another, fuch as the armies 
might all approve of. 

7. Upon bearing of this, Juppofing he 
«vas flighted not fo much for bis age as 
avant of children, be immediately fingled 
out of a company cf gentlemen, who came 
to pay their refjtéls to bim, Pifa Frugi 
Licinianus, a youth of noble defcent and 
fine talents, whom be bad fame time before 
taken fuch a fancy to, that be bad appoint- 
ed him in bis will the beir of bis cflate 
and name too. Him he now ftyled bis fon, 
and taking him to the camp, adopted him 
before an offembly of the troops, but with- 
out making any mention of a danative at 
all; which gave the better opportunity ta 
M. Salvius Otho of accomplifbing bis de- 
fign fix days after the adoption. 


18. He was forewarned of bis approach- 
ing fate by many remarkable prodigies that 
happened from the very beginning of bis 
reign. Vidlims being flain on the right 
and left of bim in every town he paffed 
through in bis way from Spain to Rome 3 
a bull being frighted with the firoke of an 
ax, broke the rope he was tied with, and 
running full drive againfl bis chariot with 
his fore fect elevated, befpattered bim all

Seat he ufed upon tbofe occafions, 
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over with bis blood: and as he was a- 
lighting, one of the guard being pufbed 
forward by the crowd, had like to have 
wounded bim with bis lance. And upon 
his entering the city and the palace, “he 
was received with an earthquake, and a 
noife like the lowing of cattle. Thefe figns 
of ill fortune were followed by fame that 
were flill more apparently fuch. Out of 
all his treafure be bad culled a necklace of 
pearls and jewels, to adorn bis image of 
Fortune at Tufculum with ; but an a fud- 
den, as if it deferved to be difpofed of in a 
more auguft place, he confecrated it to 
Venus in the capitol, and the next night 
dreamed Fortune appeared to bim, complatn= 
ing foe bad been defranded of the prefent 
defigned her, and threatning to take from 
him what fhe bad given him. At which 
being Jadly terrified about break of day, 
finding away fome before bim to Tufculum, 
to make preparations for a Sacrifice, in or- 
der to avert the danger from his dream, 
upon bis arrival there bimfelf, be found 
nothing but fome hot embers upon the altar, 
and an old fellow fanding by in black, 
holding ome incenfe in a glafi, and Some 
avine in anearthen pot. Notice was talea 
too, that as be «vas facrificing upon the ca- 
lends of Fanuary, bii crown fell from bis 
head, and upon bis confulting the pullets 
in the way of augury, they flew away 3 and 
that upon the day of his adopting Pifo, 
avhen be was to fpeak to the foldiers, the

make him venture abroad, fome about him 
too haftily affuring bim that the bufine/s 
qvas quite over, the mutineers all fuppref- 
Jed, and the reft coming to congratulate 
him, refolved to continue firm in their o- 
bedience; he went out to meet them with 
that affurance, that upon a foldier's boaft- 
ing that be had killed Otho, he afted bim 
by what aujhority ; and went on as far 
as the Forum, There the horfe appointed 
to difpatcb bim, making their way through 
the crowd, upon feeing bim at a difiance, 
halted a while; after which galloping up 
to bim, they frabbed bim, being aban- 
doned by all his attendants.

20. Some authors fay, that upon their 
feft approach be cried out, What mean 
you fellow-foldiers? I am your's, and 
you are mine, and promifed them a dona- 
tive ; but the generality of wt iters relate, 
that be forwardly offered his throat, and 
bid them do their work and flrike, fince 
they were refolved upon it. This was 
really to be wondered at, that not one of 
thofe that were by, ever offered to aff 
the emperor ; and all that were fent. for 
flighted the fummons, excepting only a 
battalion of troops from Germany. They 
in confideration of bis late kindnefs in 
taking great care of them in a ficknefs 
they had amongfl them, made all poffi- 
ble bafte to his affflance, but came too 
late, for being not Jufficiently acquainted 
with the town, they miffed their way, 
and came about, He was flain nigh the 
Curtain lake, and left as be was; "till 
a common Joldier returning from the re- 
ceipt of corn, throwing down his load, cut 
off bis head; and becaufe there was no 
bair upon it to carry it by, put it up in 
bis lap; but afterwards tbrufling bis 
thumb into the mouth, carried it in that 
manner to Otho.

HE anceflors of Otho were origi- 
nally of the town of Ferentum, of 

an antient and honourable family, and in- 
deed one of the moft confiderable in Etruria. 
His grondfather M. Salvius Otho, whofe 
father «vas a Roman knight, but bis mother 
of mean extraction, for it's not certain whe- 
ther foe was free born, by the favour of 
Livia Augufia, in whofe boufe be had bis 
education, was made a finator, but never 
rofe higher than the pretorfbip. His father 
L. Otho was by the mother’s fide nobly de- 
fended, allied to feveral great familits, fe 
dearly beloved by Tiberius, and fo like bim 
in the face, that moft people believed be was 
the father of bim. He behaved with great 
firidiness and feverity, as avell in the city 
offices as the proconfulate of Africa, and 
Jome extraordiary commiffions in the troops. 
He had the courage to punife with death 
fome foldiers in lllyricum, who in the di - 
turbance attempted by Camillus, upon chang- 
ing their minds, had put to the fword their 
commanders, as promoters of that infur- 
reclion againfl Claudius. And the execu- 
tion be ordered to be before his tent under

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Bis own eyes; altho’ be knew they bad been 
advanced to higher pofts in tbe army for 
that very thing by Claudius. By which 
action, tho be raifed his charaGer in the 
world, yet he leffened bis interefl at court; 
but foon recovered it again, by difcovering 
to Claudius a defign upon his life, carried 
on by a Roman knight, which ke had 
learnt from fome of his flaves. For the 
Senate ordered a flatue to be erected for bim 
in the palace, which was an bonour that 
had been paid but to very few before him. 
And Claudius advanced bim to the dignity 
of a patrician; commending him at the 
Jame time in the bigbefl terms, and con- 
cluding wilh thefe words, A man, than 
whom I don’t fo much as wifh to have 


Mark that had the fame cognomen with 
himfelf. He bad alfa a daughter, whom 
he contra&ed to Drufus Germanicus’s fon, 
before foe was of age to marry. 

2. The emperor Otho was born upon the 
fourth of the calends of May, in the conful- 
Jib of Camillus Arruntius and Domitius 


ZEnobarbus. He was from his youth fo 
prodigal and wild, that be was oftentimes 
Severely fcourged by bis father. He was 
Jaid to run about in the night time, and to 
Jefe upon any one be met, that was either 
drunk or too feeble to make refifiance, and 
tofs bim in a blanket. After bis father’s 
death, in order to make his court the more 
effedually to a freed woman about the pa- 
lace, that was in great favour, he pretend- 
ed to be in love with her, tho’ fbe was old 
and almoft decrepid. H. by ber means 


got into Nero's good graces, £ foon came ta 
be one of bis principal favourites, by the 
conformity of bis temper avith that of the 
emperor's; or as fame fay, by a cufiomary 
pradice of mutual pollution. And he bad 
fo vafl a fway at court, that when a confu-

Upon this Sending awvayfome to difpatchGalba 
and Pifo, he faid nothing elfe in bis addrefs 
to the foldiery to fecure their affections, but 
only this, That he fhould be content with 
whatever they thought fit to leave him. 
7. Towards the clofe of the day, be en- 
tered the fenate, and after be had made a 
foort fpeech to them, pretending he bad 
been Jeifed in the flreets, and compelled by 
violence to take the government upon him, 
which he defigned to manage im con- 
juntlion with them, be went to the palace. 
And-befides other civilities be received from 
Juch as flocked atout bim to congratulate 
and flatter bim, be «vas called Nero by the 
mob, and feemed not at all offended with it. 
Nay, as fome authors tell us, be put the 
cognomen of Nero to bis patents, and the 
Jit. letters be fert to fome governors of pro- 
winces.

an account given once at table of the death 
of Caffus and Brutus, he fell into à 
trembling, and that he would newer bave 
meddled with Galba, but that he was con- 
Sident, he might carry bis point without a 
war, And that he was then encouraged 
to defpife life by the example of a common 
Soldier, who bringing neaws of the defeat of 
the army, and finding that be met with no 
credit, but was railed at for a liar anda 
toward, that bad run away from the firid 
of battle, be fell upon his favord at the em- 
peror’s feet,’ upon fight of which, my fa- 
ther faid, Otho cried out, that he would 
expofe to no further danger fuch brave 
fellows, that had deferved fo well at his 
hands. Wherefore advifing his brother, 
his brother’s fon, and the reft of bis friends 
to provide for their fecurity in the beft man- 
ner they could, after he bad embraced and 
hiffed them, be fent. them away, and then 
withdrawing into a private room by bim- 
Self, be writ a large letter of confolation te 
bis fifer, He likewifé fent another ro 
Meffalina, Nero's widow, ahom he had 
intended to marry, recommending to her bis 
relicks and memory. Then be burnt all tbe 
letters he bad by him, to prevent the dan- 
ger and mifchief that might otherwife be- 
fall the writers from the congueraor. And 
what money be bad left, be diftributed 
among ft bis domeflicks. . 

11. And now being prepared and juft 
upon the point of di/patching himfelf, there 
happened in the mean time a great uproar

He likewife bad the care of the empire 
committed to bim, whilft Claudius was 
abfint upon bis expedition into Britain, be» 
ing a man of great integrity and indufiry, 
but be leffined bis cbaracter very much by bis 
paffionate fonduefs for a freed-woman, with 
whofe Jpittle mixed with boney he ufed to 
anoint bis throat and chaps by way of re- 
medy for Some malady therein, not private- 
Jy or feldom, but daily and publickly. He 
bad likewife a wonderful difpofition for 
flattery. He fivfl gave rife to the wor- 
Jbippirg C. Cafar as a god, when upon 
bis return from Syria, be would not pre- 
Sume to accoft bim any otherwife, than with 
his head covered, turning himfelf round, 
and then falling flat upon the earth, And 
to leave no trick untried to fecure the fa- 
wour of Claudius, who was entirely at the 
di/pofal of his wives and freed. men, he re- 
quefled as the greatef favour in the world 
from Meffalina, that foe would be pleafed 
to let him take off her fooes, which wher 
he bad done, be put up ber right fooe, and 
wore it conflantly betwixt his toga and his 
tunich, hiffing it now and then. He like- 
wife worfbipped golden images of Narciffus 
and Pallas among ft bis houfbald gods. It 


was be too that, when Claudius exhibited the Secular games, in bis compli- 
ments to bim upon that occafion, bad this expreffion, may you often do the fame.

3. He died of apalfy the day after be was 
firft taken with it, leaving two fons bebind 
him, which be bad by a moft excellent and 
noble lady Sextilia, and lived to fee them 
both confuls, the fame year and the whole 
ear too, the younger Jucceeding the elder 
for the latter fix months, The finate ho- 
noured him after bis deceafe with a funeral 
at the expence of the publick, as alfo with 
a flatue in the Rofira, which had this 
infeription upon the bafe, a perfon of in- 
vincible loyalty to his prince. Te em- 
peror Aulus Vitellius the fon of this Lucius, 
uva; born upon the eighth of the Kalends of 
OGober, or, as fome fay, upon the fiventh 
of the ides of September, in the confulfbip 
of Drufus Cafar and Norbanus Flaccus. 
His parents were Jo terrified with the pre- 
ditions of aftrologers upon the calculation

bis arrival in the province, ibo army that 
was difaffected to Galba, and ripe for re- 
bellion, received him with a hearty wel- 
come and open arms, as if be bad been fent 
them from heaven, being the fon of a gen- 
tleman that had been thrice conful, in the 
prime of-his years, of an ealy prodigal 
temper, which old opinion of him Vitellius 
had confirmed by fome late practices, baw- 
ing kiffed all the common foldiers be met with 
upon the road, and been exceffively complai- 
fant in the inns and fables to the mule-drivers 
and travellers, afking them in a morning, 
if they had got their breakfafts, and letting 
them fee by belching that he bad. 

8. After he was got into the camp, he 
denied no man any thing he afked him, 
and forthwith relieved all that lay under 
any brand of infamy, profecutiony or fen- 
tence of death. Wherefore before a month 
had pafjed, without regard to the day or 
time of the day, he was hurried by the 
Soldiers in the evening out of his bed-cham- 
ber in an undrefi, and unanimoufly faluted 
by the title of emperor, and then carried 
round all the moft confiderable towns in the 
neighbourhood, with the fword of "Julius 
Cefar in his hand, which had by fume 
body or other been taken out of a temple of 
Mars, and prefented to him at the begin- 
ning of the folemnity. Nor did he return 
to bis pavilion, "till bis room of entertain- 
ment was all ina blaze by the chimnty’s 
taking fire. Upon this all being in a mighty 
confternation, and very much troubled at 
it, as an unlucky omen, be cried out, 
Courage boys, it fhines upon us, which 
«vas all he faid to the foldiers, upon bis 
advancement. After this the army of the 
upper province likewife, which had before 
declared againft Galba for the fenate, join- 
ing in the proceedings, he very forwardly 
accepted the cognomen of Germanicus, 
offered him by the unanimous confent of both 
armies, but deferred affuming that of Au- 
guftus, and for ewer refufed that of Caefar. 

9. Soon after news arriving of the death 
of Galba, after he had fettled bis affairs 
in Germany, he divided his troops into two 
parts, in order to fend one of them before 
him againft Otho, and to follow after

with the other bimfelf. The part be fent 
before bad a lucky omen y for on a fudden 
an eagle came flying up to them on the 
right, and having moved round the flan- 
dards, went eafily before them in their 
march, But on the other band, when he 
begun to move forward, the flatues on 
horfe-backh, which were ere&ed for him in 
Jeveral places, fell down all together on @ 
Sudden with their legs broke 3 and the lau- 
rel crown, which he bad for luck's fake 
put on, 
after atVienna, as he was upon the hench 
trying caufes, a cock perched upon his fboul= 
der, and afterwards upon bis head. And the 
iffue was anfwerable to thefe omens, for he 
was not able to keep tbe empire which had 
been acquired for bim by bis lieutenants, 
10 He beard of tbe victory at Bebria- 
cum, and the death of Otho, whilf be was 
yet in Gaul; and without demurring at all 
upon the matter, by one proclamation dif- 
banded all the pretorian battalions, as 
having given avery ill precedent to the ar- 
mies by the murder of Galba, and com- 
manded. them to deliver up their arms to 
his tribunes. A hundred and twenty, un- 
der whofe hands he bad found petitions 
prefented to Otho for rewards in confidera- 
tion of their fervice in the killing of Galba, 
he moreover ordered to be fought out, and 
punifoed. All which was exceedingly well 
and nobly done, and fo as to give hopes of 
his proving a fine prince, bad be not ma- 
naged bis other affairs in. a way more 
agreeable to his own nature and bis former 
manner of life, than the imperial dignity. 
For after he begun his march, be rid 
through every city be came to, in a trim 
umphant manner, and failed down the ri- 
wers in his rout, in fbips delicately built, 
and dreffid up with various kinds of 
crowns, amiaft the moft extravagant en- 
tertainments, without the leafl difcipline ei- 
ther in his family or army, making a jeff 
of all the fawcy behaviour and ravage made 
by bis domeflicks and foldiers, who not fa- 
tisfied with the provifion every where made 
for them at tbe publick expence, Jtt flaves 
at liberty. as they pleafed, and if. any dar- 
ed to ofpofe them, "uuld beat and abufe 
sf tibus.

them. And when be was got upon the 
plains awhere the battle was fought, fome 
being offended at the fmell of the carcaffis 
that lay rotting on the ground, he had the 
impudence to bearten them by that detefla- 
ble faying, That an enemy when flain 
{melt very well, efpecially a fellow citi- 
zen. However to qualify the offenfiventfs 
of the flencb, he drunk in the face of the 
army a large quantity of wine, and with 
the like filline/s and infolence diftributed it 
about bim. Spying a flone with an ine 
feription upon it to the memory of Otho, 
he faid, he deferved fuch a Maufo- 
leum ; and fent the ponyard be bad kill- 
ed bimfelf with, to the colony of Agrip- 
pina to be dedicated to Mars. And upon 
the hills of the Apennine he celebrated @ 
pervigilium. 

11, Finally be entered the city with 
trumpets founding, in his general's cloak, 
and with bis fword on, amidft flandards 
and banners; bis attendants being all in 
the military babit, and the arms of the 
Joldiers uncovered. After this, Sighting 
more and more all law both divine and bu- 
man, be took upon him the office of high- 
prieft, upon the day of the overthrow at 
Allia; ordered the election of magifirates 
to be made at once for ten years to come, 
and made himfelf conful for life. And to 
put it out of all doubt, what model be 
intended to follow in bis goverment of the 
empire, be made his offerings to the 
ghofl of Nero in the middle of the field of 
Mars, and with a full affembly of the 
publick pricfis attending bim. And at a 
Jolemn entertainment, Le defired a harper 
that gave great content to the company, to 
fing Jomething of Domitius, and upon bis 
beginning fome fongs of Nero's, be farted 
up before the reft of the company, and 
clapped bim. 

12. After this beginning, he managed 
bis offairs, for the moft part of bis reign, 
entirely by the advice and direélion of the 
vileft among ft tbe players and charioteers, 
and efpecially bis freed-man Afiaticus. This 
fellow bad when young been engaged with 
bim in a courfe of mutual and unnatural

pratum, mox tedio profugum,

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pollution, but being at laft quite weary of 
the work, ran away. His mafter catcbed 
bim fome time after felling a liquor called 
pofca at Puteoli, clapped bim in chains, but 
Joon releafed bim, and made tbe fame lewd 
ufe of bim as before; but being again tir- 
ed out with bis favocy rugged temper, fold 
him to a flroling fencing-mafler ; yet when 
he was to'have been brought up to play his 
part at the conclufion of an entertainment 
of gladiators, be fuddenly flole bim away, 
and at length upon bis being advanced to 
the government of a province, manumitted 
him, and-on the firft day of bis reign pre- 
Jented bim with gold rings at fupper, tho’ 
in the morning, when all about bim requefled 
that favour in bis bebalf, be expreffed the 
utmoft abborrence of laying fo great a ble- 
mifb upon the equefirian order. 

13. He was principally addicted to the 
vices of luxury and avarice. He bad al- 
aways three meals a day, and fometime four, 
breakfafts, dinners, and fuppers, and drunk- 
en repafls-after all. And this load of vic- 
tuals be could difpence with well enough, 
from a cuftom he bad taken up of frequent 
vomiting. And for tbefe fiveral meals be 
avould make different appointments, at fa 
many feveral friends’ houfes in the fame day. 
And none ever came off at a lefs charge than 
four hundred thoufand feflerces. Tbe moft 
famous fupper above all others was that 
given bim by his brother, to welcome bim 
to town; at which were ferved up, they 
tell you, no lef than two thoufand choice 
flees, and feven thoufand fowls. Yet be 
out-did that too himfelf in a feaft be made 
upon the firft ufe of a difo of bis, which 
for its bigne/s be called the fhield of Mi- 
nerva. In this be bad toffed up together 
the livers of feares, the brains of pheafants 
and peacocks, with the tongues of flamingos 
and the guts of lampreys, fetched in large 
Joins of war, as far ax from the Carpa- 
thian fea, and the Spanifb fireights. But 
be was not only a man of an infatiable ap- 
petite, but awould gratify it too at unfeafon= 
‘able times, and with any coarfe fiuff that 
came in bis way, fo that at a facrifice be 
could not forbear fnatching from the fire 
fifo and cakes, aubicb he would eat upon

O&obris urbe 
Italiaq;mathematici excederent, 
ftatim libellus eft propofitus, zz 
Chaldzos dicere, Bonum factum, 
ne Vitellius Germanicus intra 
eundum. kalendarem diem ufquam 
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the fpot ; and in a journey he would do.the 
fame in the vitualling-houfes upon the road; 
whether the meat was frefo dreffid and 
Jmoaking bot, or what bad been left the 
day before, and was half eaten, it was 
all one to bim, down it went. 

14. He bad a wonderful inclination ta 
be punifbing, and with death too, without 
any diflinélion of perfons or occafions. Se 
eral noblemen, bis feboolfellows and com- 
rades, be invited to court, with fuch an ex- 
cefs of complaifance, as if be bad meant 
almoft to, make them his partners in the 
empire; yet be killed them all by one bafe 
means or other. To one be gave poifon with 
bis own hand im a cup of cold water he 
called for in a fever. Then be fcarce /pa- 
red one of all the ufurers, attornies and 
publicans, that had ever demanded a debt 
of bim at Rome, or any toll or cuftom upon 
the road. , One of which in the very ait 
of paying bis refpedis to him, he ordered 
away for execution, but immediately fent 
for him again, upon avbicb. all about bim 
applauding his clemency, he commanded 
him to be flain in his prefence, Sayings He 
had a mind to feed his eyes. Tawo fons 
interceding for their father, be ordered to 
be executed along with bim. A Roman 
knight too upon being burricd away for 
execution, crying out to him, you are 
my heir, Pe made him produce bis will, 
and finding he had made his freed-man 
joint heir with bim, he commanded him 
and bis freed-man to bave their throats 
cut both together. He put to death ome 
of the common people, for curfing aloud the 
blue party in the Circenfian games, fuppo- 
fing it was done in contempt of bimfelf, 
and the expefation of a revolution in the 
government. But be was agait fd none more 
Jevere than drolls and afirologers 5 immedi- 
ately as any one wos but informed agairfr, 
he put bim to death without the formality 
of a tryal; being fadly enraged againft 
them, becaufe after bis proclamation wher e- 
by be commanded all aftralogers to quit the 
city and ltaly too, before the calenas of Oc- 
tober, the following words were immediate- 
ly pofted up in town, That the Chaldwans 
hkewife publifhed their proclamation, 
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ft. Sufpe&us et in. morte 
matris fuit, quafi egre praeberi 
cibum prohibuiffet, vaticinante 
Catta muliere, cui velut oraculo 
acquiefcebat, ita demum firmiter 
ac diutiffime imperaturum, fi fa- 
perfles parenti. exflitifet.. Et a- 
lii. tradunt, ipíam tedio pre- 
entium et imminentium metu, 
venenum a filio impetrafie haud 
fane difficulter.

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that the fame Vitellius Germanicus 
fhould be fo no more, by the day of the 
faid calends. He was /u/pected too for his 
mother’s death, as if be bad forbid any 
Juflenance to be given her, when foe was 
not well; a German witch whom he con- 
ided im as an oracle, having told bim, 
‘That he would reign fecure, and fora 
long time, if he furvived his mother. 
But others Jay, that foe being quite weary 
of the prefent flate of affairs, and appre- 
benfive of the future, obtained ‘without 

much di ficulty a dofe of puifon from ber fan. 
15. 4n the eighth month of bis reign, 
the armies of both Maefias and Pannonia 
revolted from him; as did likewife, of the 
armies beyond fea, thofe in Judea and 
Syria, part of which took an oath to Ve/- 
pafian as their emperor, being upon the 
Jpot with them; and others where be was 
not perfonally,prefent, did the Jame for bim. 
Wherefore Vitellius ta fecure thefavour and 
affection of the people, gave about bim all 
that he bad, publickly and privately, in 
the, moft extravagant manner, He like- 
wife made a levy of foldiers in town, and 
promifed all that would come in as volun- 
teers, not. only their diftbarge after the 
vidlory, but likewife all the advantages due 
to veterans that bad ferved up their time 
in the wars completely. The enemy now 
preffing on both by fea and land, om one 
hand be oppofed againfl them bis brother 
with a fleet, the new levies, and a body of 
gladiators ; and in another quarter, the 
troops and generals that were engaged at 
Debriacum. But being every where beaten 
or betrayed, be came to an agreement with 
Flavius Sabinus, Vefpafian’s brother} to ab- 
dicate, upon the condition of having bis life 
and a bundrid millions of fifterces granted 
him, and immediately upon the palace ffeps 
publickly declared to the Soldiers there af- 
fembled ina full body, that he refigned 
the government, which he had received 
aga nft his will, But ehey all remonftrat- 
ing againfl it, be deferred the matter ; and 
the next day betimes in the mornirg came 
down to the forum in avery poor habit, 
and with a great many tears repeated the 
Jame wards from a writirg be held in h.s 
nuimqs

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band ; but tbe foldiers again interpofing, 
and the people too and encouraging him to 
have a good heart, and with great appear - 
ance of xeal promifing bim their fervice, 
he recovered his courage, and forced Sabi: 
nus and tbe reft of tbe Flavian party, who 
now thought themfelves fecure, into the ca- 
pitol, where be deftroyed them all by fitting 
fre to the temple of Jupiter, whilft be be- 
held the battle and the fire from T iberius’s 
houfe, where be was at an entertainment. 
Not long after repenting of woat be bad 
done, and throwing the blame of it upon 
others; be fummoned the people together, 
and fwore bimfelf, and obliged the refi to 
fwear, To have the utmoft regard to the 
peace of the publick. Then taking bis 
dagger from his fide, be prefented it firft to 
the conful, and upon his refufing it, to the 
magifirates, and then to every oné of the 
Senators ; but none of them being willing to 
accept it, be went away as if be meant to 


lay it up in tbe temple of Concord, But 


fome crying out that he was Concord, be came back again, and faid that he 
vould not only keep bis fword, but for tbe future wear the cognomen of Concord.

16. Hé advifed the fenate to fend depu- 
ties with tbe veflal virgins, to defire peace, 
or at leaft time to confider of mattérs. 
The day after, whilft be was waiting for 
an anfwer, he received advice by a fcout, 
that the enemy was advancing. Wherefore 
immediately clapping bimfelf into a fedan, 
with two attendants only, a baker and-@ 
cook, he privately made off for Aventinum, 
and his father’s boufe there, in order to fly 
from thence inte Campania. But prefently 
an idle groundle/s report flying about, a3 
if the enemy were willing to come to terms, 
be fuffered bimfelf to be carried back to the 
palace. But finding no body there, and 
thofe too that were with bim flipping off; 
be girt about him a belt fluffed full with 
gold pieces, and then ran into the porter’s 
lodge, tying the dog before the door, and 
clapping the bed and bedding ogainft it. 


And now the fore-runners of the 
enemy's army had broke into the palace, 
and meeting with no body, fearcbed all

ASIANUS AUGUSTUS, 


ID AUPUI 
HE empire which bad now been a 
long time in an uncertain and an un- 
Jettled condition, by the rebellion and vio- 
lent death of three feveral princes, was 
at length reduced to a flate of peace and 
Security by the Flavian family: a family 
obfcure indeed, and ignoble, yet fucb as the 
publick bad no reafon to be forry for the 
rife of ; tho it is acknowledged that Demi- 
tian met with the jufl reward of bis ava- 
rice and cruilty, Titus Flavius Petronius, 
a native of Reate, whether a centurion or 
an evocatus of Pompey's party in the civil 
war, is uncertain, fled out of the battle of 
Pharfalia, and went home. Where hav- 
ing at laf? obtained his pardon and dif- 
charge, be bicame a collector of monies 
raifid by publick Jules in the way of auc- 
tion. His fon firnamed Sabinus was never 
engaged in the military ferwice (tho Some 
Say be was a centurion of the fiv fl. rank, 
and others, that whilft he was fach, be 
«vas difcharged upon account of his bad 
fate of bealtb) this Sabinus, I fay, was 
a colle&er of the cufiom of the fortieth 
penny in Afia. And there were remaining, 
at the time of the advancement of the fa- 
mily, feveral flatues that bad been erected 
for bim by the cities of that province, with 
this infcription, To the honett Publican. 
After that he turned ufurer among ff the 
Helvetii, and there died, leaving bebind 
bim bis wife Vifpafia Polla, and t«vo fons 
by her; tbe eldeft of which Sabinus came 
to be prefed of the city, and the younger 
Vifpafian to be emperor. Polla was de- 
orta,

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Scended of a good family at Nurfia, avbofe 
father was Vefpafius Pollio, thrice made 
tribune of tbe foldiers, and at loft prefect 
of the camp s and ber brother was a fena- 
tor of breetorian dignity. There is to this 
day about fix miles from Nurfia in the 
road to Spoletium, a place upon the top of 
a mountain called Vefpafia ; aubere there 
are feveral monuments of tbe Vefpafi, a 
Sufficient proof of the fplendor and antiquity 
of the family. 1 muft not deny that fome 
have pretended to fay, that Petronius's fa- 
ther was a native of Gallia Tranfpadana, 
whofe employment was to bire wor > folss 
that ufed to go yearly from the country of 
Umbria into that of tbe Sabines, to aff? 
them in their hufbandry, but that be fettled 
at laff in the town of Reate, and married 
there. But of this I have not been able to 
difcover the leaft proof, upon the ftricteff 
enquiry. 


2 Vefpafian was born in the country of 
the Sabines, beyond Reate, in a little coun- 
try town called Phalacrine,upon the fifteenth 
of the calends of December in the evenings 
in the confulfbip of Q. Sulpicius Cameri- 
nus and C. Poppeus Sabinus, five years 
before the death of Auguflus; and was edu 
cated under the care of Tertulla bis grand- 
mother by the father’s fide, upon an éflate 
belonging to the family at Cofa. After bis 
advancement to the empire, be ufed very 
much to frequent tbe place where be {pent 
his infancy, and the willa was continued 
in the fame condition, that be might fee 
every thing about bim juft as be bad been 
ufed to do. And be bad fuch a dear love 
for the memory of bis grand- mother, that 
upon folemn occafions and feflival days, be 
confiantly ufed to drink out of a filver cup 
of ber's. After be took upon him tbe habit 
of manhood, be bad a long time an aver fion 


for the fenatorian tunick, tho’ his brother 


had obtained it; nor could be be engaged by 
any body but bis mother tofue for that badge 
of banour. She at length did indeed drive 
him to it, more by reproaching bim abut 
it, than by ber intreaties and authority, cal- 
ling bim now and then by way of abufe bis 


brother's footman. He ferved in quality of

both as a perfon of known induftry, as alfo 
not to be feared in the leaft, by reafon of 
the obfcurity of bis birth and name.

mediately the difcipline of the camp, and 
engaging tbe enemy once or twice with that 
refolution, that in the attack of acafile, be 
had bis knee burt by the firoke of a fione, 
and received feveral arrows in bis foield. 


c. After Nero and Galba, whilf Othe 
and Vitellius were contending for the fove- 
avas in hopes of coming in for 
which he bad indeed conceived 
long before, from the encouragement of thé 
following omens. There was an old oak 
upon an eflate belonging to the Flavian fa- 
mily in the neighbourbood of Reate, facred 
to Mars, which at the three ‘feveral deli- 
weries of Vefpafia, put out each time anew 
branch, which proved plain intimations of 
the future fortune of each child. The firft 
«va; but a flender one, and quickly wither- 
ed away, and accordingly the girl that was 
then born did not live a year to an end. 
The fecond was firong and tali, avbich por- 
tended great good fortune ; but the third 
avas like a tree. Wherefore thiy Say that 
his father Sabinus being moreover encourag- 
ed by fome obferwations of the arufpices, 
told bis mother that fhe had got a grand- 
fon that would be emperor of Rome, 
at which fhe laughed heartily, and wonder- 
ed, foe faid, that her fon fhould doat 
already, whereas fhe ftill continaed very 
fenfible. Afterwards in his eedilefpip, 
avhen C. Cafar being in a rage at bim, 
for not taking care to have the frreets kept 
clean, ordeved the bofom of his gown to be 
fiuffed with dirt; fome as that time con- 
frued it as a fign, that the government 
being trampled under foot and ‘deferted 
in Jome civil commotion, would fall under 
bis protection, and as it ewere into bis lap.

triumphed for the reduction of the Feaws, 
he added eight confulfbips to the former. 


He likewife took upon him the cenfurcfoip, 
and made it his principal concern, during 
the whele time of his reign, to Jettle the 
common «wealth, which bad been almoft 
ruined, and «vas in a tottering condition, 
upon a Jecure bottom, in the firft place, and 
then to improve it. The foidiers, one part 
of them embcldened by their vidlory, and 
the other from a concern at their difgrace, 
had run out into all manner of licentiouf- 
nels and infolence. Nay, the provinces too, 
and free cities, and jore kingdoms likewife 
under the Raman prote&ion, were all in 
an uproar, Wherefore Le difoandd a 
great many of Vitellius's foldiers, and 
others of them he punifbed: and was fo 
far from granting any extraordinary fe- 
ours tothe fbarers of bis uictory, that it 
avas date eer be paid them their premi- 
ums due to them by law. And that be 
might let flip no opportunity of refarming 
the difcipline of the army, upon a. young 
gentleman's coming finely perfumed to return 
him thanks for a commiffion to command a 
fquadron of horfe, be turn d away bis bead 
in difdain, and reprimanded bim with this 
Severe expreffion, Y had rather you had 
{melt of garlick ; and revoked bis commiffi- 
on.

He took from 
Achaia, Lycia, Rhodes, Byzantium and 
Samos their liberty, and reduced them into 
the form of provinces, as be alfa did ty 
Thrace, Cilicia and Comagene, avhich till 
that time bad been fubjiG unto kings. He 
placed fome ligions in Cappadocia, becaufe 
of the frequent inroads of the barbarians 5 
and inflead of a Roman knight, made a 
confular gentleman governor thereof.

For 
be wasnot fatisfied with reviving the taxes 
that had been dropped under Galba, but 
others, and heavy ones too, raifid the tri- 
bute of the provinces, and doubled that of 
Jome. He likeavife openly prattifed a fort of 
trafick, that would have been feandalous 
even in a perfon below tbe dignity of an em- 
peror, buying great quantities of goods toge- 
ther, in order to retail them again to advan- 
tage. Nay he made no feruple to fell the 
great offices of flate to the candidates, and 
pardons too to perfons under profecution, as 
well the innocent as the guilty. It is be- 
liewed too bé advanced all the moft rapacious 
among the procurators to higher offices, on 
purpofe to fqueexe them after they were 
grown richer ; avhom indeed be was coma 
monly faid to make ufe of as fpunges, Ze- 
caufe be did, as one moy fay, wet them 
suben dry, and fqueexe them when wet. 
Some fay he was naturally very covetous, 
and that be was upbraided with it by an 
old berd/mam of bis, who, upon the em- 
peror’s Vefufing to enfranchife bim. gratis, 
avbicb at his advancement he humbly peti- 
tioned for, cried out, That the fox changed 
his hair, but not his nature. There are 
Some on the other band, of opinion, that be 
«vay obliged to his rapacious proceedings by 
neceffity, and the extreme poverty of the 
treafury and exchequer, avbich he took pub- 
Jick notice of immediately in the beginning 
of bis reign; declaring, that no lefs than 
forty thoufand millions of fefterces was 
neceflary for the fupport of the govern- 
ment; which is the more likely to be true 
of bim, becaufe be made a very good ufe 
of what he got fo badly. 

17. He was mighty liberal to all forts 
of people.

For when among ft other prodigies, 
the Maufoleum of tbe Cafars flew open on 
a fudden, and a blafing far appeared in the 
heavens, the ohe he faid concerned Juha 
Calvina, who was of the family of Au- 
gufius, and tve other the king of the Par- 
hians, who wore his hair long. dnd eben 
bis diftemper firft feifed bim, I fuppofe, 
faid be, Y am going to be a god. 

24. In his ninth confulfbip being attack- 
ed in Campania by fome flight in pofitions, 
and immediately returning to town upon it, 
he foon after went from thence for Cutihe, 
and the country about Reate, where be ufed 
every year to fpend the fummer. Here tho’ 
his diftemper incommoded bim much, and be 
had prejudiced his bowels by the frequent ufe 
of cold water, Le neverthele/s gave bis at- 
or the difpatch of bufintfs, and 
avould give audience to embaffadors in bed. 
At laft being taken with a fit of loofene/s, 
to fuch a degree that be was ready to faint 
away, he cried out, An emperor ought 
to die ftanding. And in endeavouring to 
rife, died in the hands of thofe that were 
helping him up, upon the eighth of the 
calends of July, being fixty-mine years, a 
month, and Jeven days old.

25. It is agreed that he bad the confidence 
in his own nativity, and that of his fms, 
that after Several confpiracies againft bim, 
he told the fenate, either bis fons would 
fucceed him or no body. It ts faid too, that 
he once fü&v im a dream a balance in the 
middle of the porch of tbe Palatme houfe 
exadtly even, in one feale of which food 
Claudius and Nero, in the other bimfelf and 
his fons. And the event was accordingly, 
for both parties reigned the like number of 
years, and the fame time exadlly.

He avas born upon the third of the calends 
of Fanuary, in the year remarkable for 
the death of Caius, nigh the Septizonium,

3. Several fine accomplifoments both of 
body and mind were confpicuous in bim when 
a boy, and became more fo, as be adwanced 
in years. He bad a graceful perfon, avbere- 
in was an equal mixture of Majefly and 
fwtetnefi : was very flrong, tho not tall, 
and fomewhat big bellied. He bad an ex- 
cellent memory, and a capacity for all the 
arts of peace and war ; was a perfil maf- 
ter of bis weapons, and in riding the great 
horfe; very ready at the Latin and Greek 
tongues, as well in verfe as profe s irfomucb 
that be would harangue and verfify exten 
pore. Nor was he ignorant in mufick, but 
«would both fing and play upon the harp 
very finely, and with jucgment. I have 
hikewife been informed by many, that be 
«va; exceeding quick in the writing of fport 
band, «would in merriment and jefi engage 
with bis fecretaries in the imitation of 
any bands he faw, and oftentimes fay, 
That he was admirably qualified for 
forgery. 


4. He ferved in quality of a military 
tribune both in Germany and Britain, and 
behaved in the fervice with the utmofl adii- 
vity, and no lefs modefly and reputation ; 
as is manifefi from the great number of bis 
flatues with honourable infcriptions, ereci- 
ed for bim up and down both the provinces. 
After fome campaigns be applied bimfelf to 
the bufine/s of pleading, but not much, tho’ 
Jufficiently to acquire the charaGer of a good 
orator, And at the fame time he married 
Arricidia, the daughter of Tertullus, who 
«vas only knight, but bad formerly been 
commander of tbe guards; and after ber 
deceafe Marcia Fur nilla of a very noble fa- 
mily, by whom he bad a daughter, but af- 
terwards divorced ber. When the year of 
bis quefiorfbip was up, be was made com- 
mander of a legion, and took the too firong 
cities of Tarichaa and Gamala in Judea; 
and in a battle, having his horfe flain wnt

him, be mounted another, whofe rider be 
was engaged with, and killed. 


5. Soon after when Galba came to be em- 
peror, be was difpatcb'd away to congratu- 
late him upon the occafion, and turned the 
eyes of all people upon bim, wherever be 
came, as being fent for, they imagined, by 
the emperor, with a defign to adopt bim for 
his fon. But, finding all things were again 
in confufion, be turned back upon the road ; 
and going to confult the oracle of Venus at 
Paphos about bis voyage, be received affa- 
rances of obtaining the empire for bimfelf. 
Wherein he was foon after confirmed, and 
being left to finifb the reduttion of Fudea, 
in the laf affault upon Ferufalem, be flew 
Seven of the enemy that defended it with juft 
Jo many arrows, and took it upon bis daugb- 
ter’s birth day. Upon which occafion the fol- 
diers expreffed fo much joy and fondnefs for 
him, that in their congratulation of bim, 
they unanimoufly faluted bim by the title of 
Emperor; and upon bis quitting the pro- 
wince foon after, would needs have detained 
bim, earneftly begging of him, not without 
threats too, Either to ftay, or take them 
all along with him, Which occafioned a 
fufpicion of bis being engaged in a defign to 
rebel againfl bis father, and claim for bim- 
Self the government of the Eaft. Which 
Jufpicion be increafed, when in his way to 
Alexandria be wore a diadem at ive confe- 
cration of the ox Apis at Memphis: which 
tho’ be did only in compliance with an anti- 
ent religious ufage of the country, yet fome 
put an ill conftruction upon tt. Wherefore 
making what bafte be could into Italy, he 
arrived firfl at Rbegium, and failed from 
thence to. Puteoli in a merchant ship, from 
aubence be went to Rome with all poffible ex- 
pedition, and préfenting himfelf unexpetied- 
ly to his father, faid, as it were by way of 
reflection. upon the rafbnefs of the reports 
raifed about bim, lam come, father, I 
am come. à 

6. From that time be conflantly behaved 
as pariner avitb his father in the empire, 
and indeed the guardian thereof. He tri- 
umphed avitb bis father, and bore the office

tri ordine, quo queque maturius 
peragerentur, Medendz valetu- 
dini, leniendifg; morbis, nullam 
divinam humanamq; opem non 
adhibuit, inquifito omni facri- 
ficiorum remediorumq; genere. 
Inter adverfa temporum, et 
delatores mandatoreíq; erant, ex 
licentia veteri. Hos affidue in 
foro flagellis ac fuftibus czfos 
ac novillime traductos per Am- 
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own fancy, but that of the fpe&ators, 
and did accordingly. For he denied them 
nothing, and very frankly encouraged them 
to oft what they pleafed. And being a fa- 
wourer of the gladiators called Thraces, be 
would as fuch, oftentimes take a merry 
Sriedom with the people both in bis words 
and geflures, but not without a due re- 
gard to bis imperial dignity and juftice too. 
And to let. flip xo occafion of making him- 
felf popular, be let the common people be 
admitted into bis bath, when he made ufe 
of it hirfelf. Some fad accidents happin- 
ed in his time, as an eruption of mount 
Vefuvius in Campania, and a fre at Rome 
that lofted three days and three nights, be- 
Ades a plague fucb as vas fearce ever known 
before. In thefe difmal calamities he not 
only behaved with all the concern that might 
be expected from a prince, but with the af- 
Sfebtion of a father for his people, one while 
comforting them by bis proclamations, and 
another while affifting thim as far as was 
in bis power. He chofe by lot from among ft 
the confular gentlemen commiffioners for the 
relief of Campania. He applied the effates 
of fucb as had perifhed in the fire of Ve- 
Juvius, and left no heirs, to tbe repair of 
Such cities as were damaged thereby. As 
to the publick buildings deflroyed in the fire 
of the city he declared no body foould be a 
Lifer by them but bimfelf; and accordingly 
be applied all the ornaments of bis palaces 
Jor the decoration of the temples and other 
great works, and appointed feveral gentle- 
men of the equeftrian order to overfee the 
bufinefs, and baffen the work, For the re- 
lief of tbe people during the plague, be eme 
ployed all manner of means both human 
and divine, in the way of facrifice to ap- 
peafe the gods, and medicine. Amongf the 
calamities of the times were informers, and 
Such as employed them, a fort of vermin that 
grew up under the liccnfe of former reigns. 
Thefe be frequently had lafbed or well cud- 
gelled in the forum, and then after be bad 
obliged them to pa/s in parade through the 
amphitheatre, commanded them to be fold 
for flaves, or elfe banifoed them into fome 
rocky iflands. And 10 difcourage others 
from the dike pragtices for the Sit

9. He declared be would take the office of 
high-prieft upon bim, in order to have bis 
hands undefiled; and he was as good as bis 
word, for after that tine be was neither 
dire@ly or indire@ly concerned in the 
death of any man whatever, though be was 
Sometimes fufficiently provoked; but be favore, 
He would perifh himfelf, before he 
would be the deftru€tion of any man, 
Qavo gentlemen of patrician quality being 
convicted of afpiring to the empire, be onty 
advifed tbem to defift, faying, That fove- 
reign power was difpafed of by fate; axd 
promifed them, if they bad any thing elfe to 
defire of him, be would gratify them. Upon 
which be immediately -difpatched away mef- 
Jengers to the mother of one of them, that 
«vas at a great diftance, and concerned 
about ber fon, to fatisfy her that beawas fafe. 
Nay he not only invited them to fup with 
him,but the day after,at afbew of gladiators, 
purpofely placed them clofe by bim, and when 
tbe arms of tbe combatants were prefented ta 
him, be banded them to the tav2 gentlemen. 
Jt is faid too, that upon bearing their nati- 
vities, bé affured them, ‘That fome great 
calamity would fometime befal them, 
but from another hand, not his, as it ac- 
cordingly bappencd. Tho’ bis brother was 
perpetually plotting againfl him, and almoft 
barcfacedly fpiriting up the armics ta rebelli- 
on, and contriving to leave the court in or- 
der to put bimfelf at the head of them, yet 
he could not endure to put him to death, or 
fo much as banilh bim the court, or treat 
bimwith lfi refpe® than before. But from bis 
firft acceffion to the empire, he confiantly de- 
“clared him bis partner therein, and that be 
foould be his fucceffor, begging of bim fome- 
times in private with teart, To make 
him a return of. the like affetion.

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10. In the mean time he was taken off 
by ax untimely death, more to the lofs of 
mankind, than himfilf. In the clofe of 
the publick diwerfions be entertained the 
people with, be wept bitterly before them 
all, and then went arway very melancholy 
für the country of the Sabines, becaufe the 
villims bad efeaped from the facrificer, and 
it bad thundered in clear weather. At night 
he avas taken avitb a fever, and being car- 
ried from thence into a fedan, they tell you, 
he put by the curtains, and looked up to 
heaven, complaining heavily, that his life 
was taken from him, tho” he had done 
nothing to deferve it: for there was 
no aétion of his he had occafion to re- 
pent of but one. What that was, be 
neither difeovercd himfelf, ner is it eafy 
for any one to guefs. Some fancy be reflected 
upon tbe unlawful familiarity be bad for- 
merly bad with bis brother's wife. But 
Domitia. folemnly denied it with an oath, 
avbicb foe would never have done, had there 
beén any thing of truth in it ; nay foe would 
certainly have booflid of it, as foe was

11. He died in the fame villa his father 
had done before him, upon the ides of Sep- 
tember, two years, two months and taventy 
days after be bad fuccceded his father, and 
in the one and fortieth year of bis age. As 
Joon as the news of his death was publifhed, 
all people mourned for bims as for the lofs 
of forme near relation. The finate before 
they could be fummoned by proclamation, 
drew together, and locking the doors of their 
houfe at frff, but afterwards opening of 
them, gave bim fuch tBanks, and heaped 
upon bim fuch praifes nows he was dead, as 
they never bad done for bim, whilff be was 
alive and prefent among fl them.

OMITIAN was bora upon the 
ninth of the calends of November, 

avhen bis father was conful elect, being to 
enter upon his office the month followings 
in the fixth avard of the city, at the Pome- 
granate, in the boufe which he-afterwards 
converted into a temple of the Flavian fa- 
mily. He is faid to have fpent the time of 
his youth in fo much want and infamy, that 
be had no plate at all belonging to bim. And 
it'$ well known, that Clodius Pollio, a pra- 
torian gentleman, againf? avhom there is @ 
poem of Nero's extant, intitled Luício, 
hept a note under bis hand, which be Jome- 
times produced, wherein be promifed bim a 
night's lodging. And fotme too pretended to 
fay that be was catamite 10 Nera who 
fuceeeded bim. In Vitellius’s war he fled 
“into the capitol with bis tinkle Sabinus 
and a’ part of ‘the troops they then bad in 
town. But the enemy breaking in, and the 
temple being fet on fire, be bid bimfelf all 
night with the keeper of the temple, and 
next morning difguifing himfelf in the ba- 
bit of a «vorfbipper of Iis, and mixing 
avith the pricfls of: that idle fuperfiition, he 
got over the d iber to the boufe of a. gentle- 
Mvoman, mother to one who had formerly 
heen bis /eboot-fellows, avitb only one attend- 
4 lav fo elofe there, that though the 
enemy that purfued him clofe at the heels, 
Searched the boufe very frridly, they could

he took upon bim tbe Office of city pretor 
with confular authority, but in effect, bad 
nothing but the name, for the juri/diction 
of the place be transferred to bis next col- 
league. However he domineered upon the 
occafion in fo licentious a manner, that he 
even then fufficiently difcoveredu hat fort of 
a prince be was like ta prove. . I foall only 
mention a few of bis pranks; after he bad 
made free with the wives of a great many 
gentlemen, he took Domitia Longina from 
ber bufband. Ailius Lumias, and married 
her, and in one day difpofed of above twen- 
ly offices in town and the provinces together, 
upon which Vefpafian faid Several times, 
he wondered he did not fend him.a fuc- 
ceffor too. 


2. He likewife defigned an expedition in- 

to Gaul and Germany, without the leaf 
neceffity for it, and contrary to the advice 
of all bis father’s friends, and this be did 
only to come up with his brother in mili- 
tary atchiewements and glory. But being 
feverely reprimanded for it, that be might 
the more effectually be kept to a Jenfe of bis 
age and condition, be lived with bis father, 
and followed bis and his brother's chair, as 
oft’ as they went abroad ina litter; and 
attended them in their triumph for the re- 
du&ion of Judea, mounted upon a white 
borfe. Of bis fix confulfbips be bad but 
one ordinary one, and that be got tro by the 
ceffion and interefl of bis brother. He was 
a mighty pretender to modefty, and above 
all to poetry, infomuch that be rebearfed bis 
performances of that kind in publics, tha’ 
it was a fudy which bad formerly been as 
much difufed as it was afterwards defpifed 
and rejected by him. However when F'olo- 
gefus king of the Parthians defired fuccours 
againf} the Alani, and one of Vefpafian's 
Jons to command them, he laboured bard 
to procure that commiffion for bimfeif. But 
that occafion blowing over, be attempted to 
engage by prefents. and promifis other kings 
of the Eafl to make the like requefl. After 
the death of bis father, be was for Jjome 
time in doubt with himfelf, whether be 
foould xot offer the Joldiery a domative double 
i plum 
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plum donativum militi donaret, 
nunquam jactare dubitavit, re- 
lidum fe participem imperii, fed 
froudem teflamento adbibitam. 
Neque ceflavit ex eo infidias 
firuere fratri clam palamque:

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to that of bis brother, and made no feru- 
ple to Say frequently, That he had been 
left his partner in the empire, but that 
& trick had been play'd with his father's 
will. And from that time forward be was 
continually forming defigns againft bim as 
well publickly as privately, "till upon bit 
falling dangeroufly ill, be ordered all bis 
attendance to leave bim under pretence of 
his being dead, before be-really was fa, and 
at bis deceafe paid no other honour to bis 
memory, befides that of enrolling bim a- 
mong fi the gods, notwithftanding which be 
would often both in bis fpeeches and procla- 
mations abufe bim by fly ugly reffcétions. 

3. In the beginning of his reign, be 
ufed to fpend daily an hour by bimfelf tx 
private, during which time be was wholly 
taken up in the catching of flies, and fick- 
ing them through the body with a bodkin. 
And therefore when fomebody enquired 
whether any one was with the emperor, 
it was wittily enough anfwered by Vibius 
Crifpas, not fo much as a fly : Soon after 
bis advancement, his wiftDomitia, by whom 
he bad a fon in bis fecond confulfbip, and 
avhom the year following he complimented 
with the title of Augufta, being d:fperately 
in love with the player Paris, de divorced 
her, but in a foort time after, being unable 
to bear the feparation, be took ber again, 
under pretence of complying with the peo- 
pies importunity in ber favour, There 
ava; in bis adminiftration for fome time an 
odd mixture of virtue and vice, "Hill at laf 
bis virtues themfelves degenerated into Vite, 
being, as a body may reafonably conjecture, 
not only naturally inclined to avarice and 
cruelty, but yet more fo to the former vice 
through want, and to the latter through 
fear. 

4. He frequently entertained the people 
with moft magnificent and coftly foews, not 
only in tbe amphitheatre but the circus too, 
avhere, befides the ufual races with chariots 
drawn by two or four borfes a-breaft, be 
exhibited the reprefentation of an engage- 
ment betwixt both barfe and foot, and a 
fea fight in the amphitheatre. The cbace of 
avild-beafts, as alfo the combats of gladi- 
ators, be entertained the people with, even 
Yy2 lych- 
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Jychnuchos; nec virorum mo- 
do pugnas, fed et feminarum. 
Praterea quaftoriis muneri- 
bus, quz olim omifia revoca- 
verat, ita femper interfuit, ut 
populo poteftatem fecerit, bina 
paria e fuo ludo poftulandi, 
quz noviflima aulico apparatu 
induceret. Ac per omne gla- 
diatorum fpectaculum ante pe- 
des ejus flabat puerulus cocci- 
natus, parvo portentofoq; capite, 
cum quo plurimum fabulabatur, 
nonnunquam ferio.  Auditus 
eft-certe, dum ex eo quzrit 
Ecquid fciret, cur fibi vifum effet, 
erdimatione proxima — /Egypto 
praficere Metium Rufum.

Ceria- 
mini pratedit crepidatus, pur 
pureaque amictus toga Graca- 
nica, capite geftans coronam 
auream cum cffigie [ov r 
nonis, Minervaque; afi 
bus Diali-facerdote et collzgio 
Flavialium, pari habitu, nifi 
quod illorum. coronis inerat et 
ip fius imago. Celebrabat et in 
Albano quotannis Quinguatria 
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in the night-time by the light of lamps. 
Nor did men only fight upon thee occafions, 
but women too. He always attended at the 
games given by the queflors, which had 
been dropped for Jome time, but were re- 
wived again by bimfelf ; and upon thofe oc- 
cafions, always gave the pecple the liberty 
of demanding two pair of gladiators out of 
bis own fchool, which came up laff in the 
court livery. And during his attendance 
upon this diverfion, there flood at his feet 
a little boy in fcarlet, with a morfirous 
Jmall bead, with whom he ufed to talk very 
much, and fométimes gravely too. It’s cer- 
tain he was overheard cfting bim, 1f he 
knew for what reafon he had in the late 
promotion of publick officers made Me- 
tius Rufus governor of Egypt. He 
prefented the people with naval fights per- 
formed by fleets almof? as numerous as what 
are ufually employed in real engagements 5 
making a huge lake nigh the Tiber, and 
building it round with feats for the pur pole. 
And be attended bimfelf at tbe diverfion, 
during a very rainy feafon. He likewife 
celebrated the fecular games, reckoning not 
from the year wherein-they had been exbi- 
bited by Claudius, but from the time of 
Augufius's celebration thereof. In thefe upon 
the day of tke Circenfian diverfions, in 
order to have a hundred races performed, 
Le reduced each from Jeven rounds to five. 
He likewi/e inflituted in honour of Jupiter 
Capitolinus a Jolemn contefl to be performed 
every five years in mufick, borfe-racing, 
and the exercifes of the Gymnafium, with 
more prizes than are at prefent allowed. 
Nay, there was too a publick performance 
in eloquence both greek and latin, and be- 
fides the barpers that fing to that inflru- 
ment, others that play d in concert, or fingle 
without ufing their voice. Virgins likewife 
run races in the fladium, at which bimflf 
prefided in his crepide, dreffed in fearlet 
after the Grecian fajbion, and wearing 
upon bis head a golden crown with the 
iffigies of | Jupiter, Juno, and Minerva, 
with tbe pricf of Fupiter and the whole 
company of thofe appointed for the Flawian 
family fitting by bim in ive 
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cepting only that their crowns bad his pic- 
Mi-

He brought Jome accufed of treafan before 
the fenate, and declaring, That hé would 
try that day how dear he was to the 
fenate, he fo influenced the boufe, that they 
quickly condemned them to ‘be punifbed ac- 
cording to antient ufage. And then, as if 
alarmed at the difmal feverity of the pu- 
nifoment, to qualify the odioufnefs of the 
proceeding, be interpofed in thefe words, for 
it won't be amifsto give them the reader 
precifely as be delivers them, Permit me, 
fathers of the fenate, fo far to prevail 
upon your affe&ion for me, which I 
amfenfible will be difficult enough, as 
to grant the condemned criminals the 
favour of dying in the manner they like 
beft : For thus you will {pare your own 
eyes, and the world will underftand 
that I was prefent in the houle at their 
condemnation. 

12. Being exbaufled by the expence of 
his buildings and publick diverfions for the 
entertainment of the people, together with 
the addition made to the pay of the foldie- 
ry, be made an attempt to reduce the num- 
ber of his troops, in order to make that 
charge more eajy. But confidering that be 
Joould be thereby more expofed ta the infults 
of the Barbarians, and yet not fufficiently 
enabled to extricate himfelf out of the diffi- 
culties be was in for want of money, be fell 
to. plunder bis fubjects in all the ways he 
could think of, without fear or wit. The 
eflates of the living and the dead were 
feized upon any accufation brought againft 
“them by any body whatever. It was enough 
to alledge any thing as fuid or done'by th em 
againft the majefe y of the emperor, pate 
belonging to Juch as were no ways allied to

bute laid upon that nation. I remember, 
avhen Iwas a young man, Iwas by when 
an old fellow of ninety was turned up to 
viro by a procurator in a full court, to 
See wshether be was circumcifed. He was 
from bis youth of an affuming bold temper, 
and extravagant both in words and adtions. 
When Canis, bis father’s concubine upon 
her return from Iftra, offered him a hit, 
as foe bad been ujed to do, be prefented ber 
with his band. Taking it much amifs 
that his brother's fon-in-law foould be at- 
tended at table by waiters dreffed in white, 
be eryed out, Let us have no more prin- 
ces than one. 

13. After be came to be emperor, be 
had the effurance to boafl in the Senate, 
that he had given the empire to his fa- 
ther and brother, which they had re- 
turned him. And upon taking bis wife 
home again after the divorce, be declared 
by proclamation, that he had recalled her 
tohis pulvinar. He qwas not a little pleafed 
to bear the people ery out in the amphy- 
theatre upon a faft day, All happinefs 
to our Lord and Lady. All the celebra- 
tion of the Capitoline folemnity teo, tho all 
the aubole body of the people with one con- 
Jent begged of bim to reftore Palfurius 
Sura, who bad long before been turned out 
of the fenate, but then carried away the 
prize of eloquence from all the orators that 
fut in, be did not fo much as vouchfafe to 
give them any anfwer, but only commanded 
them by the voice of the cryer to be filent. 
With the like arregance, when be di&ated 
the form of a letter to be ufed by his pro- 
curators, be begun it thus, Our Lord and 
God commands fo and fo; from which 
it became a cuftom to flile bim conflantly in 
the fame manner, boib in writing and con- 
virfation. He fuffered no flatues tb be 
ercéted for bim in the capitol, but of gold

once more. The godde/s Fortune at’ Prez- 
néfie, that, upon his imploring on the firft 
of Fanuary her favour for the enfuing years 
bad been ever ufed to give bim a vy fa- 
vourable anfwer, and always tbe fame, at 
laft return'd bim @ very difmal one, not 
ewvithout mention of blood. He dreamt that 
Minerva, whom be worfeipped even to fu- 
perflition, was withdrawing from her 
chapel, declaring jhe could prote@ bim no 
longer, becaufe foe was difarmed by Jupiter. 
Yet nothing foock'd bim more than an an- 
fuer given bim by Afcletario the aftrologer, 
and a difafter upon it. He bad been in- 


talked of fome future Events, 
bis art be had a forefight of, whereu 
afted him, what end bé thought be /bould 
come to himfelf ? to which he replying, 
that he fhould, in a fhort time, be torn to 
pieces by dogs, £e ordered bim immediate- 
ly to be flain, and, to demonfirate the wanity 
of his art, tobe carefully buried; but du 
ring the execution of this order, it bappen- 
ed that the funeral pile was blown down 
by a fudden florm, aud his body half. burnt 
«vas torn to pieces by dogs; wiich being 
taken notice of by the mimick Latinus, as 
be chanced ta pafs that way, be told the 
fame among ft other paffages of the day te 
the empiror at fupper. 

16. The day before his death, he ordered 
fome mufbrooms ferved up at table to be 
kept "till the next day, adding, 16 I may 
be permitted to ufe them. 4nd, turning 
to thofe that were next bim, he faid, Thar 
the next day the Moon would be aM 

loody in Aquarius, and that an action 
would happen, which men would. talk 
of all the world over. About midnight 
be vas fo terrified that he jumped out of 
bed. The morning after be beard the caufe 
of a foothfayer fent. from Germany, whey 
being confulted about the great lightaing 
that had happened, pretended to predict 
vom thence a change in the government, 
and pafjed fentence of death upon bim. And 
the bled running down bis face ujom bis 
feratching an ulcerous lump on bis forehead, 
be faid, Would this was all that was to 
fenus.

He was at laft disfigured by baldness, a fat 
belly, and the flendernefs of bis legs, 
which were reduced by a long iline/s. He 
«vas fo fenfible bow smucb the modefy of 
his countenance recommended bim, that he 
once made this boaft to the fenate, Thus 
far you have approved of my difpofition 
and countenance too. He was /o much 
concerned at his baldnefi, that be took it 
as an affront upon bimfelf, if any one elfe 
«vas upbraided with it, either in je or 
earnefl ; tho’ in a [mall piece be publifhed, 
addreffed to a friend, concerning the pre- 
fervation of the hair, be bas for their 
common confolation the words following.
